MEMORIALS of enligbtened men, vrhb hzH 
devotdd their iajbour3 to Ae fearvice of their fellow^ 
citizens iboald b^ liiiade public, for the fake of the jeit^ 
amples they exhibited, as well as the leflbns they. left 
behind them. Unhappily, this juftice, due to ourfelves 
and to pofterity, is to6 often omitted. In fome coun- 
tries^ public beriefeSors have beeii treated with pubRc 
ingratitude : Works which expofed the abufes of 
legiflation, and prefcribed a remedy, have generally 
paffed away, unnoticed, or met the reproachful alternav- 
tive of perfecution arid penalties. Hiftory is fult of 
fuch examples. It however affords a comfortable re- 
flefldon, that the obftinacy of politital error has been 
in a great degree ftibdued, and the refiftance to ufeful 
-^format^oa appesprs ; much abated. Here the phaofo- 
^hcr comes- m aid of the legiflator, and happily the 
C^nion of both', has. -of late procured- folid advantages 
Xto this nation^ ajid more, *tis hoped, are in' conterh-

be efFe£led by the great patriots Molyneaux and Swift^* 
tho* they pointed out to our countrymen, the princi- 
ples on which alone Irilh profperity can be eftabliflied : 
but they encountered prejudices, from which, in their 
times, we could not be prevailed on to depart. It is 
now we recognife the maxims of thefe illuftrious men, 
which teach us to think jtf/ily^ and, in confequence, to 
ad; profitably. 

In the lift of excellent men, who have prepared ma- 
terials for an impartial biftory of the civil commotions 
which involved this kingdom in mifery for more than 
one hundred and fifty years, the Author of the fol- 
lowing work, and of feveral other trafts ^ for the fer- 
vice of his country, is worthy to be nuihbered. 

He very judicioufly grounds his judgments on do- 
meftic fafts, which exhibit, ^in the cleareft light, the 
fpirit which pervaded the politics of our predecetfors 
during that period; and by exaiiipl€s, the beft lefibns 
of inftruftion, he points out the difmal eiFefts of ca- 
, lumny and mifreprefentation on the human mind. 

It is a tribute I owe to the memory. of my learned 
and virtuous friend (the author) to give the reader an 
account of his life and. ftudies.

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confiderable landed property in the county of Cavan, 
which after a pofleffion of many centuries, \(ras loft in 
the ufurpation of Cromwell, to a fmall part that efcaped 
the ufurper's fpies, and even that was loft among the 
other forfeitures incurred by the Iri(h in adhering to 
the caufe of the late king James, in whofe fervice the 
doftor*s grandfather commanded a troop of horfe, and 
fell at the head of it in the battle of Aghrim. The 
doftor's father being left deftitute of any real property, 
took to mercantile bufinefs, by which he was enabled 
to give his fon a liberal education ; who, giving early 
proofs of natural talents, became ambitious of trying 
his fortune in a learned profeflion ; but difqualified by 
his religion *^ from profecuting his ftudies in the univer- 
fity of Dublin, he went to Paris, where he applied 
clofely to the ftudy of medicine for many years, and 
afterwards obtained a diploma for the practice of phyfic 
at Rheims. Having returned to his native city, his 
attention to the poor, and a fuccefsful pradice, after 
fome time, recommended him to perfons of raixk and 
fortune. 

Grown eafy in his circumftances, he left no void in 
life 'y but, in every interval of leifure from the calls of 
his profeflion, employed himfelf in intelleflual refearches, 
aiid particularly fuch as regarded the phyfical, moral 
and political anomalies of his fellow-creatures : but his 
application to hiftory, wherein he could view men on 
every ftage of aftion, and without difguife, under the 
influence of ftrong prejudices and local manners in 
which they were nurtured, received a fpur from an in- 
cident which merits, from its confequence, to be here 

related*

' By the, like impolitic penal law, the Doftor's two fons were 
compelled to leave their native country, and feck employments 
in a foreign land. They obtained honourable ones, being both 
f^qrs in the Imperial iervice. 
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In Oftober, 1746, as he paffed through the Caftlc- 
yard on the memorial day of the Irifli rebellion in 164 1, 
he met two ladies, and a girl of about eight years of age, 
who, ftepping on a little before them, turned about fud- 
denly, and, with uplifted hands and horror in her coun- 
tenance, exclaimed. Are there any of tbofe bloody papijis 
in Dublin ? This incident, which to a diflferent hearer 
would be laughable, filled the doftor with anxious re- 
fledions. He immediately inferred that the child's ter- 
ror proceeded from the impreflion made on her mind, 
by the fermon preached that day in Chrift-church, 
whence thofe ladies proceeded ; and having procured a 
copy of the fermon, he found that his furmife was well 
founded. In a fpirit very different from that of the 
preacher, he immediately, on returning to his houfe, iat 
down to give fome check to the hatred and afperity re- 
vived in thefe anniverfary invedives, from fe^ts fet apart 
for the propagation of truth and benevolence among 
men. His tra£t on this fubjed he put in the fornfi of 
a Dialogue^ wherein one of the interlocutors fliews 
the unfeirnefs, and abfurdity alfo, of charging to any 
religion whatever, the crimes which that religion con- 
demns, but which fome of its profefTors may, at times, 
be guilty of. After fuch general refleftions, he expofes 
the unfortunate caufes which led to the infurredion in 
1 64 1, and the fatal confequences which ^ followed. 
Thi:ee kingdoms were then in a flame, and the mode- 
ration and good fenfe of a few could not flop the con- 
flagration : though it might in the beginning be eafily 
quenched by thofe in power, had not their private views 
and felf-intereft biafled them to fupply the fuel. The 
people of our days are no further concerned in 
fuch evils, than to remind them of never repeating 
them. The caufe removed, the eSeds fhould not be 
adive, and be aftive, folely, from fuggeflions of the 
imagination. To this the adverfary to that interlocutor 
made anfwer, that though the evils complained of, have

Still indefaftigable inf (he caule of It&S douhtry,' lie efl- 
laffg^ his plan; in a work mtittiSa,* An Hi/ibritdl arid 
Ciritifil Review bf the ChU Wari ih Ireland j printed ill 
1775. Thfereiir^e giVes a general Vifcw of the tinfiei 
from Henry II. and commences his defaife \^itli tlie ite^ri 
of Queen Elizabeth, ending with the fettlement under 
Eling William. This is the prefent work, now great- 
ly enlarged from the doftor's manufcfipts, with new 
iriatter taken from paiflianientary journals, ftate afts, 
and other authentic documents ; to which he has added. 
The State of the Catholics of Ireland^ frofnf thfe above 
period under King William to the RelaxattioA of &it Po^ 
fery Laws in 1778. The author dying two years after, 
deprived us of having this valuable work as perfect as 
if publiflied under his own infpedion. 

I fhall now obferve to the reader, that the inten- 
tion of the author in the following work was folely 
to inftruft, not to mifreprefent, to conciliate, not to 
irritate ; and, in the execution of fuch a defign, it was 
incumbent on him, to remove the falfe grounds of a 
torrent of inveftives, which have borne down repeat- 
edly on our good fenfe, and which, if not flopped in 
its courfe, may fweep away before it fome prafticable 
fchemes for public profperity. If fome are fo prejudic- 
ed as to rejeft feveral fafts herein related, becaufe they 

were

were taujght to rejeft them early in life; yet they will 
take the Tefs offence at our author, as his materials are 
chiefly taken from thofe very authoritiies on which the 
inveftives we have mentioned, are faid to be founded ; 
and confequently can admit of no difpute concerning 
their credibility. No man of the prefent age (catholic 
or proteftant) is concerned in the conduft of thofe of 
any former age, otherwife than by contrafting the caufes 
and effeds in the one with thofe in the other, and in- 
Ilrufting us thereby to put a proper eftimate on our 
prefent happinefs, and to remove any ill impreflion the 
public may ftill retain, in regard to times fo very diflfe- 
rent from our own. This is placing a mirror before 
the reader, wherein beauties and deformities are fairly 
refleded, and whereby dedu£lions may be made, for 
improving our minds and manners, by the juftnefs of 
the reprefentation.

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CHAP. I. 

Of the Jiate of the Irijh from the time of the invafion 
of Henry IL 

IN order to form a right judgment of the principles, 
and conduct of the natives of Ireland, fmce the refor- 
mation (from which period only, I purpofe tb con- 
fider their civil diffentions), it is neceflafy to look 
back to the times preceding that, event; and tb take a 
curfory view of the manner in which the firft Britifli 
adventurers,* and their fucceflbrs, fot feveral feveral

conquered people.' Now it is evident from all 
records, that after thefe adventurers got footin 
that kingdom, the Britiih colonies only, and fome 
fepts ^ of the Irifli, that were enfranchifed by fp< 
charter, were admitted to the benefit and proteftio 
the laws of England ; and that the Irifli, as fuch, \ 
generally reputed aliens, or rather enemies ; infomi 
that it was adjudged no felony to kill a mere Irifhir 
in time of peace.

But although an Englifliman did not incur any capital pu- 
nifliment for killing a mere Iriflvman, he was panifhed, ii 
feems, according to the old Brehon law, by an erick, or fine 1 
thus it appears, that one William, the fon of Roger, among 

others, 
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It is alfo evident, that the Irifii,* on their part^ 
^^ did, at feveral times, defire to be admitted to the 
benefit of the law ; as in their petitions to Richard IL 
and Lord Thomas of Lancafter, bdbre the war of 
the two houfes ; and afterwards, to Lord Leonard Gray, 
and Sir Arthur St. L^er, when Henry VIII. began to 
reform that kingdom. And it was certainly a great 
defeft in the civil policy of Ireland, that for the fpace 
of three hundred and fifty years at leail after the con*- 
queft firfl attempted, the Englifh laws were not com- 
municated to its people, nor the benefit or ptx)te€tion 
thereof allowed them ; for as long as they were out of 
the proteftion of the laws, fo as every Engltflimati 
might opprefs, fpoil and kill them without control,' ' 
how was it poffible they fhould be other than outlaws, 
and enemies to the crown of England ? If the king 
would not admit them to the condition of fubjefts, 
how could they learn to acknowledge, and obey him, 
as their fovereign ? When Aey might hot converfe, or 
commerce with civilized men, nor enter into any town 
or city without peril of their lives, whither fhould they 
fly, but into woods and mountains^ and there liver in a 
Wild, and barbarous manner? In a word, if the Efag- 
lifli would neither in peace govern them by the lay, 
nor in war root iherii out by the fwotd^ muft they hot 
needs be pricks in their eyes, and thorns in their fides, 
to the world's end ?** 

On the other hand, that thefe peo|^ merited far 
different treatment from the >crown of England, is 
manifeft from hence, that when they were at laft ad- 
mitted to the condition of fubjefts/ . under James I.

CHAP. II. 

The Jiate of the.lrijh^ at the beginning of the Refor- 
mation. 

In this condition of abfolute flavery,^ the Irifh re- 
mained during the reigns of Henry VIII. Edward VI. 
and queen Elizabeth, when the new reformed religion 
was firft introduced among them ; a circumftance not 
at all likely to induce them to embrace it, even though 
they had been willing to part with their old religion, 
which was far from being the cafe. This obftacle to 
the reformation, was accompanied with others dill 
greater ; their new paftors were totally ignorant of the 
Irifli language, as their flocks, for the moft part, were 
of the Englifli •,/* befidcs, the inferior clergy, in thofe 
days, who had the immediate cure of fouls, were men 
of no parts or erudition ; and what was worfe, they 
were full as immoral as they were illiterate.'

In a letter from her majeft/s council about this time (1584) 
to the archbifliop of Canterbury and bifhop of London, com- 
plaint is made, " that in fome parts of England, great numbers 
of perfons occupied cures, being notorioufly unfit, moft for 
lack of learning, many charge,d or chargeable with great and 
enormous faults, as drunkennefs, fllthinels of life, gamefters at 
cards, haunting of ale-houfes, and fuch like ; againft whom 
they heaid riot of any proceedings, but that they were equally 
fuflfered, to the flander of the church, to the ofience of good 
people, yea, to the famifliing of them for lack of good teach- 
ing, and to the fubverting many weak beings from their duties 
to God and the queen's majefty. And that they had, in a ge*

Th( 
annalifts pathetically defcribe the garrifon of Athlone 
forth with a barbarous and heathen fury, and pillaging t 
mous church of Clonmacnoife, tearing away the moft ir 
five ornaments, books, be}ls, plate, windows, furniti 
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Such were the men, whofe new religious doflrine, 
and difcipline, thefe people were required to embrace, 
againft the conviftion of their confciences, and at the 
peril of their liberties, fortunes and lives. 

At the fame time diat the ignorance, and immora- 
lity of the reforming miffionaries caufed the Irifh to 
hate and defpife their dodrine, thefe people held the 
perfons of their own clergy, in the higheft efteem and 
veneration/ Of this, I fliall mention one remark- 
able inftance, out of many others,* that occur in their 

hiftory. 

every kind, fo as to leave the flirine of their favourite faint, 
Kiaran, an hideous monument of facrilege. Nor do fuch com- 

Slaints appear to be intirely groundlefs, for we find that Sir 
amcs Crofts, the fucceflbr of St. Leger, who had been re- 
manded into England, was particularly inftru£ted to prevent 
the fale of bells, and other church furniture."

Thefe prejudices were originally occafioned by the mad licen- 
tioufnefs, which appeared in the conduft and writings of the 
firft reformers, particularly thofe of Martin Luther : for to fay 
nothing of his libidinous pradice and docbine, in marrying a 
nun, and pleaching to his married followers. Si non vult uxor^ 
veniat ancilla. The manner in which he drew up his laft will 
and teftament, on which occafion men are apt to exert their 
beft and moft ferious thoughts, feems totally void of humility 
and common fenfe 5 though his panegyrift, iJr. Robertfon, fays, 
** there is a certain elevation of fentiment in it." ** I am known, 
fiiys he, in heaven, on earth, and in hell : and have authority 
enough to expeft, that credit (hould be given to my fingle 
teftimony (without the ufual legal forms in fuch cafes) fincc. 
God has entrufted the gofpel of his Son to mc, though a damn- 
able finner. And truth has owned me for its teacher, in con- 
tempt of the authority of the Pope, and Caefar, and of the ha- 
tred of all the devils in hell. Why then ihould it be fufficient 
to fay, ^* Mr. Martin Luther wrote this will, God Almighty's 
notary, and the witnefs of his gofpel V^ Life of Charles V. 
vol. ii. p. 68. note. 

^ It's a great wonder," fays the fame Mr. Spencer, *' to fee 
the odds, which is between the zeal of popifh priefts and the 
minifters of the gofpel. For they fpare not to come out of 
Spain, from Rome, and from Rheims, by a long toil and dan- 
gerous travelling hither; where they know peril of dc^th 
awaiteth them, and no reward, or riches to be found, only to

CHAR III. 

The conduct of the Englijh chief governors of Ireland^ 
towards the natives* 

JVLR. Ofburne informs us', that in England, during 
queen Elizabeth's reign, to be a catholic was thought to 
fignify nothing elfe, but an enemy to God,* and the 

prince.

» One of the crimes, of which the unfortunate earl of Eflex 
was accufed, was that he had promifed, when he was in favour, 
a toleration to a papift, Sir Chriftopher Blunt ; to which accu- 
fation Eflex at his trial anfwered, " that he knew Blunt was a 
papift, and never, indeed, liked that any chriftian ftiould be 
tormented on account of his religion." Cambd. Eliz. 318. But 
this apology did not leflen the enormity of his crime in the 
opinion of his judges. 

Yet the loyaltv of the generality of their clergy and people 
there, was at tne fame time known, and confeffed, even by 
their enemies. Holyfhead teftifies, that there were many fuch 
fubjefts then known in the realm, that did not forbear to profefs 
their religion, and alfo did profefs loyaltv and obedience to her 
majefty ; and offered readily to her majeity's defence, to impugn 
and refift any foreign force, though it fhould come from the 
pope. Among the reft Dr. Heath, archbifhop of York, a 
faithful and quiet fubjed, alfo Dr. Poole, bifhop of Peterfbo* 
rough. Dr. Tonftal, bifliop of Durham, a man of great repu* 
tation. Dr. White and Dr. Oglethorpe, the one of Winchefter, 
the other of Carlifle, bifliops ; and he of Carlifl^ fo inclined to 
dutifulnefs to her majefty, as he did the office at the confecration 
and coronation of her majefty : to thefe are added^Dr. Thurlby, 

and Dr. Watfon, the one of Ely, and the other of Lincoln, 

biihops ; 
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prince. The like prejudice prevailed alfo, at the fame 
time, in Ireland ; and the name of Irifhman, or papiit, 
was deemed a fufficient juftification of any ad of crueU 
ty, or injuflice, committed on the perfon who bore it. 
I fay not this, merely on the teftimony of Iriflimen, 
and papifts, but on that alfo of Englifhmen, and pro- 
teilants ; fome of them eye-witneffes of the fads they 
relate, who had the virtue to publifh their deteitadon 
of them. 

In a memorial * prefented to her majefty and coun- 
cil, by an officer,*^ who had ferved feveral years in her 
army in Ireland ; fome of thofe.unconfcionable courfes 
of her minifters are fet forth, particularly thofe fre- 
quent breaches of public faith, and the infecurity oi 
any pardon granted to thefe people, on their fubmit- 
ting to the government ; who, fays the memorialift 
" without bemg guilty of any new crime, and withou^ 
a legal trial, were afterwards condemned, and execut 
cd, to the great difhonour of her majefty, and difcre 
dit of her laws." 

It would be equally (hocking and tedious, to recit 
all thofe well attefted afts of cruelty and perfidy, whic 
were perpetrated on thefe people, by the order, c 
connivance of her majefty's principal minifters in th< 
kingdom. Two or three inftances only, which incluc 
hundreds of fuiferers, will fufEce for the prefent.

and deteftable, committed to Sir Walter Raleigh/ The 
ufual, and obvious excufes for this feverity, could not 
efface the odioufnefs of it ; on the continent it was 
received with horror/* ^

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About the fame time/ " Walter earl of Effex, on 
the conclufion of a peace, invited Bryan O'Nial of 
Claneboy, with a great number of his relations, to an 
entertainment, where they lived together in great 
harmony, making good cheer for three days and nights ; 
when, on a fudden, O'Nial was furprifed with an 
arreft, together with his brother and wife, by the

deputy, who was on his march to join him. On their joining, 
it was concluded, that they fhould not encamp clofe to the 
ifland, but approach it at the head of a few, to reconnoitre the 
works of the enemy, and to decoy them into an interview. 
.Some chiefs of the Italians came out to confer with the deputy 
and the earl ; and after fome debates, the Italians were o&red 
good conditions. While thefe terms were entering into, th< 
ford deputy's troops pafled over into the ifland, and maflacred 
to a man, the whole body of feven hundred Italians, who hat 
landed there. The deputy after this fad exploit, feized upon 
great quantity of gold and other efFefts of the invaders. Thi 
happened in November, 1580." Tranflated by my learned an 
very worthy friend, Charles O'Conor of Balanegare, Efq. 

A Roman catholic writer, who lived near that time, relates 
thus. ** Nine hundred Spaniards, except abo\it eleven officer 
were ftript of their weapons, and all flain, and call over d 
clifts into the fea, (for that fort ftood upon a mighty high ro< 
over the fea) notwithftanding the lord deputy's word and fai 
unto them all for their lives, liberties, goods, and fafe-condu 
into Spain." Theatre of Cath. Relig. p. 579. 

" The queen (fays the bifhop of Chichefter) was not pleai 
at the manner of this execution, and was hardly after drawn 
admit any excufe of the Daughter committed."

Gray's excufe for this bloody deed, was that he had not n 
enough to guard the Spanifh prifoners. But this excufe, { 
Borlafe, did not eafily pleafe the queen, the enemy hav 
yielded on mercy. Reduft. of Irel. p. 1 36. 

Sir Richard Baker, mentioning this maflacre of the Irifh : 
foreigners at Limerick, fays, " Twas concluded, that only 
leaders ihould be faved, the reft flain, and all the Iriih han 
up, which was prefently put in execution, to the great dillil 
of the queen, who detefted the flaughter of fuch as yid 
themfelves, and would not accept pf any excuft?s or allegatio 
Chfonicle, fol. 356. 
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earl*s order.^ His friends were put to the fword 
before his face ; nor were the women and children 
fpared : he was himfelf, with his brother and wife, fent 
to Dublin, where they were cut in quarters. This 
increafed the difaffeftion, and produced the deteftation 
of all the Irifli ; for this chieftain of Claneboy, was the 
fenior of his family, and as he had been univerfally 
efteemed, he was now as univerfally regretted/' 

We do not find, however, that any remkrkabl^ 
commotion was excited on this account ; or that any 
immediate provocation on the part of the Irifh, was fo 
much as pretended, for fo barbarous an aQ: of perfidy. 
" After the 19th year of queen Elizabeth, viz. 
anno 1577, the lords of Connaught, and O'Rorke,'* 
fays MorrifTon/ ** made a compoution for their lands^ 
with Sir Nicholas Malby, governor of that province j 
wherein they were content to yield the queen fo large a 
rent, and fuch fervices, both of labourers to work 
upon occafion of fortifying, and of horfe and foot, to 
ferve upon occafion of war, that their minds feemed

The h&, is thus literally tranflated ^ from ^ the ] 
atmals of queen Elizabeth's reign. '^ The calend 
January^ on iuefday, 1577. In this year the Enj 
of Leinfter and Meath, committed horrid murden 
fuch of the O'Mores and O'Conors, and others of 
king's and queen's county as kept ^e peace, fuec 
protedion, and held no correfpondence with thof< 
their kindred, who ftill flood out in arms againft 
Englifh government.

IN die year 1589,' " When Sir William Fitzwilliams 
entered upon the government, Ireland was in the beft 
eftate that it had been in for a long time, not only 
peaceable and quiet, but fo as any, d^d treated lord, 
called by letter or meffenger, readily came to the ftate ; 
and none of them were known to be any way difcon- 
tent. But, within three months after his taking the 
fword, having been informed, that the Spaniards 
lately wrecked ^ upon the coafts of Connaught and "

ty. The former refufing to pay for his enlarge 
continued prifoner till the beginning of Sir W 
RufTel's government, who in pity difcharged 
but the old gentleman's heart was firft broken, 
fhortly after he died. The latter was releafed, 
two years reftraint; but not without paying f 
liberty. At this hard ufage of thefe two Ulfter g 
men, all the great men of the Irifh, efpecially in 
northern parts, did much repine. *' The loyal I 
fays Dr. Leland, '* on this occafion, trembled foi 
own fafety, and the difaffefted were confirmed ir 
inveteracy.** 

About the year 1590,^ died M^Mahon, chieft 
Monaghan, who in his life-time had lurrendert 
country into her majefty's hands^ . and recei^ 
re-grant thereof, under the broad feal of Englai

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him and his heirs male ; and in default of fucb, to his 
brother Hugh Roe M'Mahon, with other remainders. 
And this man dying without iflue male, his faid brother 
came up to the State, that he might be fettled in his 
inheritance, hoping to be countenanced and cherilhed, 
as her majefty's patentee. But he found as the Irifli * 
fay, he could not be admitted, until he promifed fix 
hundred cows, for fuch, and no other, were the Irifh 
bribes* He was afterwards imprifoned for foiling in 
part of his payment ; and in a few days enlarged, with 
promife that the lord deputy himfelf, would go and 
fettle him in his country of Monaghan ; whither his 
lordlhip took his journey fhortly after, with M'Mahon 
in his company. At their firft arrival, the gentleman 
was clapt into bolts ; and in two days after, he was 
indifted, arraigned, and executed at his own door** ;

Upon the execution ' of M'Mahon, 'and the jealoii- 
fy thence conceived againft the Etiglifli, Macguire, a 
northern lord, about the year 1593, began to declare 
himfelf difcontented, and to ftand upoh his de- 
fence. He alleged, that he had given three hundred 
cows, to free his country from a fherifF, during the 
lord deputy!s government ; and that, riotwithftaiiding, 
one Capt. Willis * was made (heriff of Fermanagh ; hav- 
iilg for his guard, one hundred men, and leading about 
fome hundreds of women and boys, all living upon the 
fpoil df the cotmify ; upon which, fays my author, 
Macguire, who was- chieftain of Fermanagh, taking 
his advantage, fet upon them and .drove them into a 
church, where he would have put them all to the fword,

if the Earl of Tironc had not interpofed his authori 
and made Gompofition for their lives, upon condition i 
they fhould all leave the country. Upon this occali 
the Lord Deputy Fitzwilliams lent the queen^s fore 
into Fermanagh, took Macguire^s caftle of Ennilkil 
and proclaimed him a traitor. The Irifh avow, 
his lordfhip let fall fbme fpeeches againft the Eai 
Tirone himfelf, calling him a traitor alfo, (notwithft; 
ing his late fervicej which fpeeches coming to 
earPs hearing, he ever after faid, were the firft ca 
that moved him to mifdoubt his fafety, and to { 
upon his defence ; now firft combining himfelf 
O'Donnel, and the other lords of the north, to del 
adds Mr. Morriflbn, their hcMiours, eftates, and 1 
ties. * 

This combination, however, was for fome time 
fecrct ; for Tirone ' ftill ferved, with the queen^s fc 
againft Macguire, and once valiantly fighting,

wounded in the thigh/^ ^ " But he ceafed not to com- 
plain daily of the lord deputy's and marfhars envy 
againft him ; and of wrongs done him by the garrifon 
foidiers : * and thel'e wrongs not being redreffed, toge* 
ther with the ill government of the church, the extor- 
tions of flieriffs, and the army's oppreffing the fubjeft, 
and by that means driving many daily into rebellion, 
made him at laft refolve to temporize no longer.*' ^ But 
what firft provoked him to break out into open ads 
of hoftility againft the government, I Ihall now briefly 
relate. 

In the year 1594, Sir William Fitzwilliams being 
recalled into England, Sir William Ruffel fucceeded 
him in the government of Ireland. To this new

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deputy, the queen had been prevafled upon to g 
private orders/ to feize upon Tirone, and make hii 
prifoner, if ever he ihould get him in his power. 
rone bad often refufed to come to Dublin, on 
invitation of the late lord deputy, from a diftruft of 
lordihip's honour, and on account of his known en 
ty to him ; but Sir William Ruflel having fent him 
proteftion, which was an affurance of fafety on pu^ 
faith ; he foon appeared before him at the caftle, 
decbred, that the reafon of his not having obeyed 
like orders from the late deputy, was bccaufe he kr 
** that he had laid fnares for his life, which it was 
natural for him to avoid.** He added, " that the a( 
Nations againfl him were falfe and malicious ; tha 
4efired nothing more, than a fair and impartial t 
by which, he was confident, his innocence would i 
appear; and, for that purpofe, he declared, (ai 
fays Cambden, he thought himfelf fufEciently feci 
by the teftimony of a good confcience,) that he w< 
renqunce all claim to his letters of proteftion, in 
the aforefaid accufations of his 0iiemics could be p 
ed againftrhim.**

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CHAP. VL 

Defmond^s infurreBionw 

1 HE Earl of Defmond's vaft eftate in the provinc« 
of Munfter, was ?i ftyong tempt^itian to the chief go* 
yemprs of Ireland to make, or |o proclaim him, a 
rebel, their prey l>eing infured to them, in either cafe, 
by his forfeiture.* And, indeed, it dpth not appear^ 
that this earl, before he was proclaimed, had commits 
ted any overt aft of treafon ; unlefs his private family 
quarrels with the Earl of Ormond, about their refpec- 
tivc powers, aad lioaits, can be de^ped fuch.*" About

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confenting to have his only fon delivered up as a pledge 
of his future loyalty ; who, though but an infant, was 
carried to London, and detained a prifoner in the tower 
there, for many years after. The bifhop and friar 
delivered up on the fame account, were both executed 
by Drury's order. It is no fmall confirmation of the 
earl's being previoufly innocent of any overt ad of 
treafon, that, when it was refolved in council to pro- 
claim him a traitor ; ^ the Lords Gormanftown and 
Delviu refufed to fign the proclamation, with the 
other counfellors, for which they incurred her ma- 
jeftv's difpleafure/ 

But whatever excefles Defmond committed after he 
was proclaimed, it is moft certain, that he forely * re- 
gretted them ; as appears by the following letter, writ- 
ten to the Earl of Ormond ; who, though his near 
relation, had long been his rival and enemy, and was 
now appointed his judge/

*^ GREAT is ray grief, when! think hoW heavily 
her majefty is bent to disfavour me ; and, howbcit I 
carry the name of an undutiful fubjeft, yet God 
knov^cth, that my heart, and mind, are always moft 
loyally incKncd to ferve my moft loving prince, fo it 
may pleafe her highnefs to Remove her difpleafure from 
me. As I may tiot condemn myfetf of difloyalty to 
her majefty, fo I cannot excufe my faults, but muft

point ibme time, and place, where and when I may 
attend your honour ; and theii I doubt not to make it 
appear, how dutiful a mind I carry i how iaityully I 
have, at my own charge, ferved her irlajefty, before I

tiful country, full of com and cattle. — ^Yet, ere one year and a 
half, they were brought to fuch wretchcdnefs, as that any (tony 
heart would rue the fame.

Whether the conference fo eameftly defired in this 
letter was obtained, or not, does not appear. We 
only know,* " that Kelly of Morierta, (of whom the 
Earl of Ormond had taken afFurance of his fighting 
againft the rebels) with twenty-five of his kearn, did 
in the night-time affault the Earl of Defmond in his 
cabin, then deferted by all his friends. Kelly en- 
tering the hut found that all were fled, but one 
man of venerable afped:, ftretched languidly before a 
fire. The leader aflailed^ and wounded him. He ex- 
claimed, " Spare me, for I am the Earl of Defmond/* « 
Kelly fmote off" his head, and brought it to the Earl 
of Ormond ; by whom it was conveyed to the queen, 
and impaled on London-bridge/* ^

Upon the attainder of this earl, and his confederates^^ 
not lefs than 574,628 acres of land, Englifh meafure, 
fell to the crown, and were difpofed of by queen Eli- 
zabethy to Englifh undertakers/ 

That Queen having long determined to fend James, 
the only fon and heir of this Earl of Defmond, (who, 
as we have obferved/ from his infancy had been kept 
a prifoner in the tower, as a pledge of his father's 
loyalty) to Ireland, in hopes that his prefence there

ing, as they fay, betrayed by his own followers ; wherein the 
Ulfter-men challenge an honour of faitkfulnefs to their lords above 
thofe of Munfter ; for, in the following wars, none of them 
could be ihduced, by fear or reward, to by hands on their reve- 
renced O'Nial." Hift. of frel. f. 4. 

** Defmond was then forfaken by every body, fave four per- 
fons, viz. a priefl, two horfe-men, and a boy, with whom he 
wandered from one lurking place to another." Carte's Orm.

After Defmond's death, and the entire fuppreffion of his re- 
bellion, unheard-of cruelties were committed on 'the provincials 
of Munfter (his fuppofed former adherents) by the Englifh 
commanders. Great companies of thefe provincials, men, 
women and children, were often forced into caftles and other 
houfes, which were then fet on fire. And if any of them at- 
tempted to efcape from the flames, they were fliot or ftabbed, 
by the foldiers, who guarded them. It was a diverfion to thefe 
monfters of men, to take up infants on the point of their fpears, 
and whirl them about in their agony; apologizing for their 
cruelty by faying, that ** if they fiifiered them to grow to live 
up, they would become popifh rebels." Many of their women 
were found hanging on trees, with their children at their breads, 
ftrangled with the mother's hair." Lombard. Comment, de 
Hibem. p. 535, &c. 

* It muft not be forgot that this Earl of Ormond thought pro- 
per to reprefent his own right, on thit melancholy occafion, to 
the lands lately poflTeflTed by this Earl of Defmond ; his mother 
being fole daughter and heir to James, Earl of Defmond, and 
heir general to all his eftate ; though he had been kept out of 
poflTeSion by the powfer of the late Earls, who had forfeited.

afligned 
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would draw off his father's followers from James Fitz- 
thomas, who had ufurped the title of Defmond, and 
gave her majefl:y*s forces much oppofition, did, in the 
year 1600, put that defign in execution. The young 
earl landed at Youghall, Oftober 14th, and was con- 
duced from thence, by captain Price, to the prefident 
of Munfter at Moyallo ; the captain prefented him to 
his lordfhip, together with her majefty's letter, and 
letters patent under the great feal of England, for his 
reftitution in blood and honour, 

" The lord prefident of Munfler, in order to make 
trial of the affeftions of the earPs kindred and follow- 
ers, confented, at his own requeft, that he fliould 
make a journey from Moyallo into the county of Lime- 
rick ; the earl came to Kilmallock of a Saturday in 
the evening; and by the way, and at his entrance 
into the town, there was a mighty concourfe of people, 
infomuch, that all the ftreets, doors, and windows, 
yea, the very gutters, and tops of houfes were filled 
with them ; and they welcomed him with all expreflions 
and figns of joy ; every one throwing upon him wheat 
and fait, according to an ancient ceremony ufed in that 
province. That night, the earl was invited to fup with 
Sir George Thornton, and although he had a guard of 
foldiers, who made a lane from his lodgings to Sir 
George's houfe, yet the confluence of people was fo 
great, that he could not, in half an hour, make his 
paffage through the crowd. After fupper, he had the 
iame encounters in his return to his lodgings. The 
next day being Sunday, the earl went to church to

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hear divine fervice ; and all the way his countrymen 
ufed loud and rude dehortations to keep him from 
church ; unto which he lent a deaf ear ; but after fer- 
vice and the fermon were ended, the earl coming 
forth of the church, was railed at and fpit upon, by 
thofe, that before his going to church, were fo defirous 
to fee and falute him ; infomuch, as after that public 
profeflion of his religion, the town was cleared of the 
multitude of ftrangers ; and the earl, from thence 
forwards, might walk as quietly and freely, and as 
Kttle in effeft followed, or regarded, as any other pri- 
vate gentkman ; nor did any of his father*s followers, 
except fome of the meaneft fort of freeholders, after 
that refort unto him.** ^ 

As nothing can excufe the barbarous incivility of 
thefe Irifh to the young Earl of Defmond on that occa- 
fion, fo this paffage furnifhes no ill proof of the mifta- 
ken policy of the then government of Ireland, which 
confifted in profelyting by force or feduftion, to the 
eftablifhed religion, the heirs of the principal Irifh 
families, with a view -of drawing their followers and 
dependents after them. " For the truth is,** as my 
author ' well obferves in the fame place, " the young 
earPs religion, being a proteftant, was the only caufe 
tl!at bred this coynefs in them all : for, if he had been 
a Roman Catholic, the hearts and knees of all degrees 
in the province, would have bowed unto him.'*

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CHAP. VIL 

Lord Deputy Mountjoy^s and Lord Verulam^s opinions 
of the government of Ireland in 1602. 

And, indeed, all thinking men faw and regretted, 
that the policy of the government of Ireland, at this 
jundure, was as weak as it was wicked. Lord ' De- 
puty Mountjoy, in a letter * to the lords of the council 
in England, feems to impute to its fraud and fevcrity, 
the continuance of the war even to his time. ** All 
the Iriih,'* fays he, " that are now obftinate, are fo 
only out of their diffidence to be fafe in any forgive- 
nefs ; * and though they are; weary of the war, they 
are unwilling to have it ended, for fear left, upon 
a peace, there would enfue a fevere reformation of 
religion. They have the ancient fwelling, and defire 
of liberty, in their countrymen, to work upon ; their 
fear to be rooted out, and to have their old faults 
puiriftied upon particular difcontents ; and generally all 
over the kingdom, their fear of a perfecution for religi- 
on; ^ the leaft of which, alone, have been many times 
fufficient to drive the beft and moft quiet ftates into 
fadden confufion.*' Nay he even feemed to apprehend, 
D 2 that

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that thefe fears, and their diffidence to be fafe in any 
forgivenefs,* " would keep all fpirits from fettling, 
breed new combinations, and even ftir the towns them- 
felves to folicit foreign aid, with promife to caft them- 
felves into their proteftion/' In order to prevent 
which, he fub^pits to their Lordfliip's confideration, 
the following particulars. 

" As all psun and anguifh, impatient of the prefent, 
doth ufe change for a remedy, fo (fays his lordfliip) 
will it be impoflible for us to fettle the minds of thofe 
people into a peace, or redtKe them unto order, while 
they feel the fmart of thefe fenfible griefs, and appa- 
rent fears, which I have remembered to your lordfliips, 
without fome hopes of redrefs and fecurity." After 
which he tells them, " that they fliould be advifed how 
they punifhed in their bodies and goods, fuch merely 
for religion, as did profefs to be faithful fubjeds, and 
againft whom the contrary could not be proved,** that 
it would' as much avail the fpeedy fettlemcnt of Ire- 
land, as any thing, if it would pleafe her majefly, to 
deal liberally widi the Irilh lords of the country, or 

fuch 

« ^* When ttiere have fccen notable traitors in arms againft 

!>our majeftjr," fays the before-mentioned memorialift, ** and 
iirns of money offered for their heads, yet could by no means 
be compaflcd, they have in the end, of tneif own accord, made 
ftieaftis for their pardon, and have ppu-t in fureties for their good 
behaviour, offermg to do great fervice, which they have accord- 
ii^ly performed, to the contentment of the ftate ; and thereupon 
received pardon, and have put in fureties for their good beha- 
i^our, and to b^ anfwerable at all times at affizes and feiTions, 
when they ihould be called. Yet, notwithftanding, there have 
been fecret commiffions given for the murthering of thofe men. 
They have been often fet upon by the flieriffs of (hires, to 
whom the commiffions \rere dire£^ed, in fundry of which fhircs, 
fome of them have been killed, and others have hardly efcaped. 
And> after all this, they have fimply come, without pardon or 
prote<£^ion, .to fubmit themfelves to yoiu: majefty*s laws, where 
they have been put to tlieir trial upon feveraJ enditements, of all 
which they have been acquitted, and fet at liberty.*^ Lee's Me- 
morial to the Queen.

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fuch as were of good reputation among them, in the 
diftribution of fuch lands as they formerly poffeffed, 
or fuch as the ftate could make little ufe of for her 
majefty. If they continue (adds his lordfhip) as they 
ought to do, and yield the queen as much commodity, 
as Ihe may otherwife expefl:, flie hath made a good 
purchafe of fuch fubjeSs for fuch lands.** Lord Ve- 
rulam,' in a letter to fecretary Cecil, about the fame 
time, earneftly recommended the fame lenity and for- 
bearance, with refpeft to thefe people. " I think," 
fays he, " that much lettmg of blood in the decline of 
the difeafe, is againft all method of cure ; that it will 
but exafperate neceffity and defpair ; and, perchance, 
difcover the hollownefs of that which is done already ; 
which none blazeth to the beft fhew. But of all other 
pomts, to my underftanding, the mod eflFeftual is the 
well expreffing or irapreffing, of the defign of England 
on that miferable and defolate nation ; that the queen 
feeketh not an extirpation of the people, but a reduc- 
tion ; and now that fhe hath chaftifed. them by royal 
power and arms, according to the neceffity of the 
occafion, that her majefty taketh no pleafure in the 
effufion of blood, and the difplanting of antient gene- 
rations." 

And then, as to the matter of rdigion, " All di- 
vines," proceeds his lordfliip, " do agree, that if con- 
fcience be to be enforced (wherein they differ), yet two 
things muft precede its enforcement ; the one, means 
of information, the other, time of operation ; neither 
of which they (the Irifli) have yet had. And there is 
no doubt, but to wrieftle with them is direSly oppoTite 
to their reclaim, and cannot but continue their aliena- 
tion from the governnjeflit ; and therefore a toleration 
of religion, for a .time not definite, feems to me to be 
a matter warrantable by religion, and in policy of 
abfolute neceffity : and the hefitation of this, I think, 
hath been a great cafting back of affairs in Ireland." ^

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CHAP. Vffl. 

r reclamation of pardon in the province of Munjler. 

1 HE Irifli, during the whole rime of this war, feem 
to have aded chiefly on the defeniive, notwithftanding 
the vaft deftnidion by fire, fword and famine, which 
the chief governors of Ireland ftill carried through 
every part of their country. Of this deftruftion the 

Sueen herfelf expreffed a very fenfible feeling, when 
le declared on that occafion,' ** That flie feared the 
fame reproach might be made to her, which was for- 
merly made by Bato to Tiberius, viz. It is you ! you ! 
that are to blame for thefe things, who have committed 
your flocks, not to fhepherds, but to wolves/* 

This private declararion of pity, her majefty foon 
after feconded by a public aft of truly royal benefi- 
cence, in facilitating and inviting fome of thefe mif- 
guided people's fpeedy return to their duty. But her 
gracious intentions and commands, in that refpeft, 
were in a great meafure negleded or difobeyed, by her 
principal miniflers in that kingdom. 

** In December 1600,* the queen difpatched an or- 
der to Lord Deputy Mountjoy, to grant a general par-

minHler, who had been chaplain to Oliver Cromwell, and was 
one of the mofl: polite and learned writers among the diflenters,' 
having found, « that his friend Dr. Tillotfon aflcrted !n a fer^ 
mon, preached at court the 2d of April, i68o, * that no man^ 
without an extraordinary commiflion from heaven, teftificd bj 
^™"g miracles, as the apoftles did, ought to affroht th< 
eltabhlhed religion of a nation, though it be falfc ; and openlj 
to draw men off from the profeffion of it, in contempt of th< 
magiltrates and the law, &c.' Mr. Howe did not only writt 
wWr,^- "^ ^^"^^ "?°^^ ^^^^ erroneous doftrine, but expoflulated 
• r„ u rt "P°" ^^ *" a friendly manner : upon which Dr. Tillot. 
trj; a-?*?I^^"' and franjcly acknowledged that it was not 
to t>e juflified.- Grainger's Biograph. Hift. vol. iii. p. 3 12. 
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don to all, and every, the inhabitants of Munfter, of 
what condition or ftate foever ; * thereby to remove 
from them all fufpicion of impeachment for their for- 
mer offences ;'* " whereunto,** adds her majefty, " the 
greateft part of them have been violently carried, ra- 
ther by the power of the arch- traitors (whom fhe 
therefore excepts from pardon), than by any wilful dc- 
feftion in their loyalty/' " And to the end the people, 
wafted with the mifery of thefe wars, might not be 
burthened with the expences in the obtaining their 
pardons, or putting in f^curity for the peace, even 
when needful, her pleafure was, that the fees of the 
feal fliould be either wholly remitted, or fo moderated 
by the lord deputy and council, that her fubjefts might 
have caufe the more dutifully and gladly, to embrace 
her princely clemency and bounty, in that her gracious 
and free pardon/* 

In lefs than two months after the publication of this 
order,' upwards of four thoufand of the inhabitants of 
that province fubmitted, for proteftion, to the lord 
prefident. All thefe, however, contrary to her majef- 
ty's exprefs commands, " his lordfhip obliged ^ to put 
in fuch pledges, as no governor in former times ever 
had done the like/* How little he obferved her ma- 
jefty's gracious commands of forgivenefs, in other 
refpefts, appears from an hiftory, which he himfelf 
has left us,** of the two laft years of this war. From

CHAP. IX. 

The Spaniards invade Ireland. 

vJn the 23d of September, 1601, the Spaniards* 
under Don Juan D'Aguila,' landed at Kinfale, full of 
confidence, that they would be immediately joined, in 

their

nay, 
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their hoftile attempts on the kingdom, by all the difcon- 
tented Iriih. But herein they were greatly difappointed ; * 
for " no Irifh of account/' fays Morriffon, " repaired 
to them, except fome dependents of Florence M'Carty, 
who was then in prifon, and had invited them over.'* 
And although Don Juan, immediately after his landing,' 
publifhed a manifefto, wherein he folemnly declared, 
that his defign in this expedition, Vas to refcue them ** 
from that oppreffion and flavery, which they had fo long 
groaned under on account of their religion, (which alfo 
he promifed to re-eftablifh in a fre*e and flourilhing ftate) 
yet he found the generality of thefe people, and even 
many of their clergy,"^ fo unwilling to affift him, even 
for thefe defirable purpofes,* " that he conceived a juft 
difdain and fpleen againft the nation." This is con- 
firmed by Lord Deputy Mountjoy himfelf, who inform- 
ed the Englifli council,^ " that Don Juan, and his 
Spaniards, conceived malice againft the irifh, in whofe 
aid they too late difcovered no confidence could be 

placed.

And, what increafes the wonder ftill more is, that not- 
withftanding all thefe inducements, much "' the greater 
part of the queen's army, ^yhich then befieged him in 
Kinfale, confifted of the Irifh/ But fo inconfiderable

One of the means Lord Mountjoy made ufe of to gain over 
the Irifh to him againft the Spaniards, was the following : there 
were fome of them, ** who having no living, nor any thing 
that would afford them maintenance, yet had not (hewn them- 
felves difloyal, though all of them were fwordfmen, aiKl many 
of them gentlemen by defcent, and able to draw after them ma- 
ny followers to whom the Spaniards made offer of great enter- 
tainment ; thofe he propofed to take into her majefty's army, 
being confident that he fhould make good ufe of them againft 
the Spaniards, as he meant thoroughly to put them to it. And 
of this, he aiTured the lords of the council, that when they 
hiad ferved his turn againft the Spaniard, he could, without 
danger, eafe her majefty of that charge, and would no longer 
hold them in entertainment. In the mean time (adds he) they 
fhall fpend little of the queen's vidual ; but being paid in the 
new coin (in a (hilling of which, he elfe where tells us, there 
was not more than two penny worth of filver), provide for 
themfelves." Morrif. Hilt. fol. 139. 

This propofal was approved by her majefty, " and prevented 
Tirone of a great many men, that otherwiie, fays his lordihip, 
muft and would have ferved him for entertainment, having 
no other means to live." Id. ib. fol. 153. 

Does it not from hence plainly appear, that thefe Irifh fwords- 
men preferred the fervice of their proteftant queen, on this cri- 
tical and trying exigency, to that of her powerful catholic enemy, 
even with fome difadvantage to themfelves ? 

*^ Little doubt can be made, that if the generality of the Irifh 

had 
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a number of the reft of thefe people were feduced to 
that defedion, by thefe tempting offers and declarafi- 
ons I and fo ridiculoufly incenfed were the Spaniards 
againft them, on that account, and thought them fo 
little worthy to be iaved in any fenfe, that one of their 
officers publicly declared,® " that he believed Chrift 
did not die for them." 

As for thofe few Irifli, who joined the Spaniards on 
their firft arrival, Sir George Carew himfelf feems to 
have made their apology,^ by faying *' that little wonder 
was to be made thereat, confidering what power reli- 
gion and gold have in the hearts of men, both which 
die Spaniards brought with them into Ireland.*'. 

Immediately before the furrcnder of Kinlale, which 
was occafioned f by the entire defeat of the northern 
Irifti under Tirone, who came to relieve it, her majefty's 
army, being in purfuit of the routed enemy,'° " conti* 
nued the execution a mile and an half, and left it there 
only becaufe they were tired of killing :" " And had 
it not been,'* fays " MorrifTon who was then on the fpot, 
" for fome impediments from the wearinefs of the 
men, and the ill condition of the horfes for want of 
feeding, we had cut the throats of all the rebels there 

aflTembled.'*

had aflifted the Spaniards on this occafion, Kinfale would not 
have been taken ; for the lord prefident himfelf, in a letter to 
Cecil fa^s, " that Kinfale was bought at fo dear a rate, as while 
I live, I will proteft againft a winter fiege. I do fpeak within 
my compafs, I do verily believe, that at that fiege, and after the 
ficknefs there gotten, we loft abgve fix thoufand men that died." 
Pacata Hibernia, f. 349. 

Sir George Carew's army when it fat down before Kinfale, 
confifted of three thoufand men, two thoufand of whom were of 
Iriih birth. Pacata Hibernia, fol. 213. And Lord Deputy 
Mountjoy acquainted the Englifh council, that the companies 
under him were full of Irifti. Id, ib. fol. 204.

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affembled." " The Earl of Clanrickard «" killed;" 
vWth his own hand, above twenty Irifli ; and cried out 
to fpare no rebels : for which the deputy knighted him 
in the field, among the dead bodies. TTiere were fome 
of the Irifh taken prifoners, who offered great ranfoms, 
but upon their bringing to the camp, they were all 
hanged.'' »» 

MorrifTon informs us of one particular, concerning 
the defeat of the Irifh at the battle of Kinfale, which, 
for its oddity, at leaft, deferves fome notice.'^ " On 
the fame day,'* fays he, " an old written book was 
fhewn to the lord deputy, wherein was a prophecy, 
naming the ford and hill where this battle was given ; 
and foretelling a great overthrow to befall the Irifli in 
that place." Sir George Carew has given a more 
circumftantial account of this prophecy.'* "He had 
often heard the Earl of Thomond fay, that in an old 
book of Irifli prophecies, which himfelf had feen, it 
was reported, that towards the latter days a battle fliould 
be fought between the Englifli and the Irifli, in a place 
which the book named, near unto Kinfale ; and the 
earl coming out of England, and landing at Kinfale, 
in the time of the fiege. Sir George, and divers others,

cure aids out of Spain." Morrif. fol. 187, 189. 
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heard him report the prophecy, and name the place, 
where, according to it, the battle (hould be fought. 
The day on which the viftory was obtained, he and the 
earl rode out to fee the dead bodies of the vanquiflied, 
and a(ked fome that were there prefent, by what name 
that ground was called ; they not knowing to what end 
the queflion was aiked, told the true name thereof; 
which was the fame, that the earl had before reported 
to him. " I befeech the reader," continues the prefi- 
dent, ** to believe me, for I deliver nothing but truth ; 
but as one fwallow makes no fummer, fo (hall not this 
one true prophecy increafe my credulity in old predifti- 
ons of that kind.*' 



CHAP. X. 

The cruelty of the Englijh army in Munjter. 

In December 1600, about nine months before the 
arrival of the Spaniards,' " there was not in the 
whole province of Munfter,* one caftle that held out 
againft the queen ; nor was it known that there were 
five rebels in a company there." And afterwards, at 
the battle of Kinfale,* almoft all the infurgents of the 
other provinces, who were there affembled under 
Tirone, were totally difperfed.^ Yet the unceafing

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I cruelty of the vigors, which always increafed in propor- 

tion to theweaknefs of the vanquimed, proved thefe latter 
to have recourfe, once more, to arms for their natural de- 
fence. After that battle, the EngIKh feemed determined to 
deftroy, indifcriminately, all the remaining Irilh, that 

j came in their way ; which they had fometimes done 

with fuch circuraftances of barbarity, that the Irifh, in 
defpair, were often tempted to prevent them, by de- 
ftroying themfelves. Thus, at the taking of the caftle 
of Dunboy, *' the lord prefldcnt ^ fuppoifing that the 
befieged in their extremity would leap into the fea, 
which was near, potted foroe of the officers there with 
boats, who had the killing of about thirty of them, 
that attempted it." That garrifon had fent out a mef- 
fenger offering to furrender the caftle, if they might 
have aflurance of their lives ; but the lord prefident, 
inftead of granting that affurance, turned the nieflen- 
ger over to the marflial, by whole direftion he was 
executed." * 

Nothing can better ftiew the implacable fury of 
thefe Englifli commanders, and the defpair to which 
that fury drove the Irifti, than fome particulars of this 
fiege, which are thus related by the lord prefident 

himfelf.

endure the toil and labour of fo unfeafonable a winter campaign. 
Yet Tirone's army exceeding the other in multitude of people, 
and ever before that time, terrible to the Englifli, by reafon of 
fo many great overthrows given unto them, were broken, and 
pUt to flight by a few borfe-men, that iffued out of the Englifli 
camp ; being thereunto folicited, and |)rocured by the Earl of 
Claarkkard, an Irifli (Roman catholic) earl, then in the Englifli 
camp. Wherefore," adds my author, " the faid Earl of Tirone, 
returning from that overthrow, faid, that it was the vengeance 
of the mighty hand of Gk)d, and his moft juft judgment, which 
ought to 1^ executed upon fiich wicked and facrilegious foldiers, 
that perpetrated fuch outrages upon facred places." Theatre of 
religion, p. 423. 

It was probably on that account, " that on the rout of his 
army at Kinfale, the country inhabitants, upon advantages, 
would not fpareto take fome of their heads." Pacata Hibernia, 
fdi. 240. 
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himfelf.' " M^Geoghegan, chief commander of the 
caftle, being mortally wounded with divers fhots in his 
body, the garrifon made choice of one Thomas Taylor 
to be their chief ; who, having nine barrels of powder, 
threw himfelf and it into the vault, and there fate down 
by it, with a lighted match in his hand, vowing and 
protefting to fet it on fire, and blow up the caftle, him- 
felf, and all the reft, except they might have promife 
of life, which was by the lord prefident refufed. But 
his lordfliip intending to bury them in the ruins, the 
reft of the garrifon conftrained Taylor to furrender 
fimply ; who, with eight and forty more, being ready 
to come forth, and the lord prefident^s officers having 
entered to receive them, they found the above-menti- 
oned M'Geoghegan lying there mortally wounded ; but 
perceiving Taylor, and the reft, ready to furrender 
themfelves, he, (M^Geoghegan) raifmg himfelf up from 
the ground, and fnatching a lighted candle, ftaggered 
therewith to a barrel of powder, which, for that pur- 
pofe, was unheaded, offering to caft it into the fame j 
but Capt. Power took him, and held him in his arms, 
until he was by our men inftantly killed. The whole 
number of the ward,** continues my author, " confift- 
ed of one hundred and forty-three felefted men ; being 
the beft choice of all their forces, of the which no one 
man efcaped, but were either flain, executed, or buried 
in the ruins ; and fo obftinate a defence hath not been 
feen within this kingdom.** 

If any of thelrifh that were in arms, intruded into the 
dwellings of any of their peaceable countrymen, or com- 
pelled them to pay them contribution (which they durft 
not refufe), thefe latter were always confidered as har- 
bourers and abettors of rebels, and forfeited their 
lives, and properties, for having yielded to a force, 
which they could not refift. Thus we find, that the 
lord prefident " having "* heard, that the Munfter fugi- 
tives were harboured in certain parts of that province, 
diverted his forces thither, burnt all the houfes and 
com, taking great preys, and harafSng the country,

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killed all mankind that were found therein. From 
thence, he went to other parts, where he did the like ; 
not leaving behind him man or beaft, corn or cattle, 
except fuch as had been conveyed into caftles." 

" The ward ^ of caftle Liftoel, eighteen in number, 
when befieged Sy Sir Charles Wilmot, came forth 
upon their knees, and begged for mercy. The women 
and children (fays my author) Sir Charles fuffered to 
depart ; but of the weaponed men, he hanged nine ; 
the refidue he detained till he had acquainted the lord 
prefident with what he had done, who gave prefent 
orders for the execution of the reft." 

The fame Sir Charles XVilmot, having at another 
time gone to feek the eneniy in their camp, t' entered," * 
fays the fame hiftorian, " without any refiftance ; for 
there he found nothing but hurt, and fick men ; whofe 
lives, and pains, by the foldiers, were both deter- 
mined." 

One would imagine, from the virulence of the ex- 
preffions, and the barbarity of the aftions, mentioned 
in this hiftory, that it was written rather by an enemy 
than a chief commander of her majefty's forces ; or 
that the Irifh had, at this time, given fome new, and 
extraordinary provocation for fuch inhuman aftions, 
and expreflions. But it is manifeft, even from this 
hiftory, that, during the laft two years of this war, 
thefe Irifti were in no fort aggreflbrs, or affailants ; for 
the prefident himfelf affures us, from his own know- 
ledge,' " that, ever fince the fiege of Kinfale, they were 
fo much afraid of the queen^s forces, that they lived in 
their faftneffes, fupporting themfelves with their own 
viftuals, and the wines that had been fent them out of 
Spain."

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CHAP. XL 

A dreadful famine in Ireland. 






1 HUS did her majefty's minifters iii Ireland exe- 
cute her orders of clemency, and forgivenefs, to- 
wards thefc mifguided people. Nor were even thefe 
inceffant afts of cruelty fuiEcient to appeafe their enmi- 
ty. That deftnuftion, which their fwords had left un- 
finiflied, they now induftrioufly completed by a gene- 
ral famine. Mr. Morriffon mentions this method of 
ending .the war, with a feeming complacency, at leaft, 
without diflike. But the effefts of it were too horrible 
to be unfeelingly related, even by an enemy. " Be- 
caufe," ' fays he, *' I have often made mention for- 
merly, of our deftroying the rebels corn, and ufing all 
means to famifh them, let me now, by two or three ex- 
amples, fhew the miferable eftate to which they were 
thereby reduced.'* He then, after telling us, that Sir 
Arthur Chichefter, Sir Richard Morriffon, and other 
commanders, faw a moft horrid fpeftacle of three 
children, whereof the eldeft was not above ten years 
old, feeding on the flefh of their dead mother, with 
circumftances too Ihocking to be repeated; and that 
the common fort of rebels were driven to unfpeakable 
extremities, beyond the records of any hiftories, that 
he had ever read in that kind ; he mentions an horrid 
ftratagem of fome of thefe wretched people, to allay 
the rage of hunger, in the following manner. " Some 
old women,*' ^ fays he, " about the Newry, ufed to 
make a fire in the fields, and divers little children ^riving 
out the cattle in the cold mornings, and coming thither 
to warm themfelves, were by thefe women furprifed, 
killed, and eaten ; which was at laft difcovered by a . 
great girl, breaking from them by the ftrength of her 
body : and Capt. Trevor fending out foldiers to know 
the truth, they found the childrens fcuUs and bones. 
Vol. I. E and

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and apprehended the old women, who were executed 
for the Ika. No fpeftacle,** adds Morriffon, " was 
more frequent in the ditches of towns, and efpecially 
in wafted countries, than to fee multitudes of thefe 
poor people dead, with their mouths all coloured green 
by eating nettles, docks, and all things they could 
rend up above ground/* 

The lord deputy and council,' in a letter to the lords 
in England concerning their receiving the fubmiffions of 
fome Irifh chiefs, acquainted them, ^' that they had 
received thefe fubmiffions partly for the good of the 
fervice, and partly out of human commiferation ; hav- 
ing with our own eyes (fay they) daily feen the lamen- 
table ftate of the country, wherein we found every 
where men dead of famine.'* They add, " that they 
had been credibly informed, that in the fpace of a few 
months, there were above three thoufand ftarved in 
Tirone/* 



CHAP. XII. 

The greater and better part of the Irijh^ in this war^ 
fought for the queen again/i their countrymen. The 
hard terms on which they were received to mercy. 

XN the Irifh parliament of 1614, the catholic mem- 
bers, in order to obtain a fufpenfion of fome penal 
ftatutes, then ftriftly executed againft thofe of their 
religion, alleged their anceftors fignal fervices, exhi- 
bited in the royal army, during the wars in the former 
reign/ " Chronicles of blood,** faid a member of that 
hoiife of commons, ** fhew the glory of our progeni- 
tors, as the queen's army was full of natives.** Nay, 
it was openly affirmed in the fame parliament, and 
might have been then eafily contradiQied if untrue,* 
** that the gentlemen of Ireland had fpent as much in 
that war, as the queen herfelf ; and that one gentle- 
man, of only three hundred pounds a year, expended

ten thoufand pounds on that occafion/* Moft certain it 
is, that the principal nobility and gentry of the king- 
dom, and all the cities and corporate towns, perfifted 
in their allegiance to her majefty, notwithftanding the 
many tempting offers made them by the Spaniards, irt 
order to withdraw them from it. It is alfo certain,^ 
that more than one half of that gallant army under 
Lord Mountjoy, which fo fuccefsfully attacked, and at 
laft entirely defeated Tirone, was Irilh ; nor did their 
having * lefs pay * than the Englifli, or their being ex- 
pofed to endure the brunt in every aftion, " leffen 
their zeal or aOiivity in the fervice.*' Yet the terms 
on which the fubmitting Irifli were received to mercy, 
feem to have been calculated, not fo mUch to reclaim 
them, as to make them ftill continue defperately in 
aftion. For befides the ufual pledges of their wives 
and children, with other cautions, which, contrary to 
her majefty- s merciful order of December, 1600, (be- 
fore recited) were exafted from them ; as a further 
proof of their fincere fubmilfion, and previous to their 
pardon, it was alfo required, that they (hould perform 
what was called, fome fignal fervice on their own people ; 
which, in reality, was nothing lefs, than that they 
fliould bafely betray, or perfidioufly murder, fome of 
their neareft kindred, or former friends. Mr. Morriffon 
acquaints us,' " that Lord Mountjoy never received 
any to mercy, but fuch as had fo drawn blood on their 
fellow rebels. Thus,*' ^ fays he, " M'Mahon and 
M'Artmoyle offered to fubmit ; but neither could be 
received without the other's head." But barbarous as 
thefe terms of acceptance were, they were fometimes 
reluSantly complied with. " I have it feems made/' ' 
fays Lord Mountjoy, " fome of the fubjefts, already 
reclaimed, and ill thefe times fufpefted, put themfelves 
in blood already ; for even now I hear, that Lord

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Mountgarret's fons have killed fome of Cloncare's and 
fome of TyrrilPs followers, fmce I contefted with their 
father about fomewhat I heard fufpicious of them.'* I 
Ihall mention one notable inftance of this kind of fer- 
vice, contrived and related by the lord prefident of 
Munfter himfelf. 

" About this time/* * fays he, '* Nugent came to 
make his fubmiffion to the prefident ; by whom he 
was told, that as his crimes and offences were extraor- 
dinary, he could not hope for pardon, unlefs he would 
deferve it by fome extraordinary fervice ; which, faid 
the prefident, if vou will perform, you may deferve 
not only pardon for your faults committed heretofore, 
but alfo fome flore of crowns to relieve your wants 
hereafter. Nugent, who was valiant and daring, and 
in whom the rebels repofed great confidence, prefently 
promifed not to be wanting in any thing that one man 
could accomplifh ; and, in private, made oflFer to the 
prefident, that if he might be well recompenfed, he 
would ruin, within a fnort time, James Fitzthomas, 
the then reputed Earl gf Defmond, or his brother 
John. But the prefident, having before contrived a 
plot for James, gave him in charge to undertake his 
brother John. Accordingly fome few days after this, 
Nugent riding in company with John Fitzthomas and 
one 'Mr. Copinger, permitted this great captain to ride 
a little before him, minding, his back being turned, 
to Ihoot him through with his piflol, which, for the 
purpofe, was well charged with two balls. The oppor- 
tunity offered, the piftol bent, both heart and hand 
ready to do the deed, when Copinger, at that in- 
ftant, fnatched the piflol from him, crying treafon! 
wherewith John Fitzthomas turning himfelf about, 
perceived his intent. Nugent thinklhg to efcape by 
the goodnefs of his horfe, fpurred hard, the horfe ftum- 
bled, and he was taken ; and the next day, after ex- 
amination and confefTion of his intent, hanged. In his 
examination, he freely confeflTed the whole intent, 
which was to have difpatched John Fitzthomas, and 

immediately

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immediately after to have ported to his brother James, 
to carry the firft news thereof ; intending to call him 
afide in a fecret manner, to relate the particulars of 
his brother's murder, and then to execute as much 
upon him alfo ; adding, that although they fhould take 
away his life, which he would not intrcat them to fpare, 
yet was their own fafety never the more affured ; for 
that there were many others, whom himfelf perfectly 
knew to have fworn unto the prefident, lo efFed as 
much as he intended : this confeflion, being fealed 
with his death, did ftrike fearful terror into the two 
brethren ; and although the plot attained not fully 
the defired fuccefs, yet it proved to be of great confe- 
quence/' 

Yet thefe fubmitting Irifli, who, upon every light 
fufpicion, were obliged to comply with fuch cruel in- 
junftions, were eminently fcrviceable to Lord Mount- 
joy in the profecution of this war. His lordfliip ac- 
knowledges, in feveral letters to the Englifh council, 
the great affiftance they had given him ; and in one of 
them exprefsly fays, " That ^ if thefe fubmittees had 
not furnifhed his army with beeves, it would have 
been in great diftrefs.** " Yet the commanders of 
that army often took their cattle without payment in 
ready money ; " which/* fays MorrifTon, " grieved 
them •/* or, if they meant to (hew them particular fa- 
vour, " they paid them in the new bafe coin, then 
made current by proclamation, in a fhilling of which 
there was not more than two-pence value in filver." "

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And the next day he made a moft humble fubmiffion 
in writing, ligned with his own hand ; wherein, after 
abfolutely calling himfelf on her majefty's mercy, with- 
out prefuming to juftify his difloyal proceedings, he 
among other things, moft forrowfuUy and earneftly 
defired, that it might pleafe her majefty, rather in 
fome meafure to mitigate her juft indignation againft 
him, in that he did religioufly vow, that the firft mo- 
tives of his rebellion were neither praftice, malice, nor 
ambition ; but that he was induced firft by fear of his 
life, which, he conceived, was fought by his enemies 
praftice, to ftand upon his guard." This fubmiffion 
in writing (adds Mr. Morriffon) was prefented by the 
Earl of Tirone, kneeling before the lord deputy and 
council, and in the prefence of a great affembly, where- 
upon the lord deputy, in the queen's name, promifed 
to the earl, for himfelf and his followers, her majefty's 
gracious pardon. And to himfelf the reftoring of his 
dignity of the earldom of Tirone, and of his blood ; 
and likewife new lettera patent for all his lands, which, 
in his former letters patent had been granted to him, 
before his rebellion.* " Thus had the queen's army 
under Lord Mountjoy, broken and abfolutely fubdued 
all the lords find chieftains of the Irifhry- Whereupon 
the multitude being brayed, as it were, in a mortar, 
fays Sir John Davis, with fword, famine and peftilence 
together, fubmitted themfelves to the Englifh govern- 
ment, received the laws and magiftrates, and moft 
gladly embraced the king's * pardon and peace in all 
parts of the realm, with demonftrations of joy and 
comfort."

C H A R I. 

The Jiate of the Irijh under king James L 

OOME few years before queen Elizabeth's death, 
king James was at the utmoft pains * to gain the friend- 
fliip of Roman catholic princes, as a neceffary precau- 
tion to facilitate his acceffion to the Englifh throne. 
Lord Home, who was himfelf a Roman catholic, was 
entrufted with a fecret commiffion to the Pope ; the 
archbifhop of Glafcow, another Roman catholic, was 
very aftive with thofe of his own religion. Sir James 
Lindfay tnade great progrefs in gaining the Englifh 
papifts/' And as it feems to havie been part of that 
king's policy, in order to pave the way to his fuccef- 
fion,* " to wafte the vigour of the ftate of England by 
fome infenfible, yet powerful means,'* he had his 

agents

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agents in Ireland fomenting Tirone's war,' (** the 
Scots daily carrying munition to the rebels in UU 
fter/*) So that the queen was driven to an almoft 
incredible expence in carrying it on,^ and her enemies 
fUU encouraged by James's fecret aiiiftance and pro* 
mifes. 

** It is certain/' ' fays Mr. Oibume, " that the pro- 
mife, king James made to Roman catholics, was regif- 
tered and amounted fo high at leafl:, as a toleration of 
their religion." 

" Of thefe intrigues,* queen Elizabeth received ob- 
fcure hints from feveral quarters.'* * Her majefty in 
a letter to the king himfelf in 1 599, gave him to un- 
derftand, ** that there were many letters from Rome 
and elfewhere, which told the names of men, autho- 
rifed by him .(tho* fhe hoped falfely) to affure his 
conformity as time might ferve, to eflabliih the dange- 
rous party, and fail his own."

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The catholics, in the different provinces of Ireland, 
were, on James's acceflion,^ fo much elated with the 
hopes of the above-mentioned toleration, and had ta- 
ken up fuch an opinion that the king himfelf was a 
catholic, that they ran into fome exceffes, which have 
been lince unfairly reprefented by adverfe hiftorians, 
as fo many overt afts of treafon and rebellion. For, 
on that miflaken notion, they exercifed their reli- 
gion publicly, and even feized on fome churches 
for their own ufe.^ The mayors of Cork and Water- 
ford are faid to have refufed to proclaim the king, 

becaufe 

* There never were more glaring inftances of royal hypocrify 
exhibited by any prince, than frequently appeared in James I. 
thro' the whole courfe of his reign. His feeming favour to- 
wards, or enmity aeainit, his Roman catholic fubje£ks, was 
always regulated by fome prefent intereft in view. In the year 
1616, in compliance with the fequeil of his puritanical parlia- 
ment, he thus ridiculoufly cxprcires his fentiments, with refpe£t 
to the punifliment he would have infli£ied on popifh priefts : 
" I confefs," fays he, " I am loath to hing a prieft only for 
religion-fake, and faying mafs : but if he refutes to take the 
oath of allegiance (which, let the pope and all the devils in hell 
fay what they will, yet, as you find by my book, is merely 
civil) thofe that fo refufe the oath, and are polvpragmatic, I 
leave them to the law : to them I join thoie that break prifon ;

Yet in the year 1622, when he had a favourite point to 
carry (the marriage of prince Charles) at a popifli court, he 
told his council in a public fpeech, " that the Roman cathdics 
of England had fuftained great and intolerable furcharges, im- 
pofed on their goods, bodies and confciences, during queen 
Elizabeth's reign, of which they hoped to be relieved in his : 
that now he had maturely confidered their penury and calami- 
ties, that they were in the number of his faithful fubjects, and 
that he was refolved to relieve them." Sir Peter Pett. Oblig. of 
the Oath of Supremacy, fol. 338. 

In king James I.'s reign, even chief juftice Coke maintained 
publicly at the trial of Mr. Turner, that popery was one of the 
feven deadly fins. And Bacon on the fame occafion, then at- 
torney general, and afterwards chancellor, took care to obferve, 
that poifoning was a popifli trick. Stowe tells us, that when 

this 
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becaufe they did not proclaim him precifely at the time 
appointed by the deputy j and the citizens of Cork 
would not, it feems, fuffer the king's munition, and 
artillery, which was entrufted to their keeping, to be 
conveyed to a new fort, built within their franchifes, 
but againft their confent. But we can eafily make it 
appear, that thefe paflages admit of a much more fa- 
vourable interpretation, than that which has been given 
them. For it is not furely probable, that men who 
had preferved their allegiance under a fevere perfecu- 
tion of their religion, during all the time of queen 
Elizabeth's reign; would, without any new caufe, all

this king came to Newcaftle, on his firft entry into England, he 
gave liberty to all the prifoncrs, except thofe confined for trea- 
lon, murder and papiftry.

Lord Mountjoy, in a letter to the fovereign df Wexford, ac- 
quaints him, " that whereas they excufed their erefting of po- 
pifli rites, by the report they had heard of his majefty's being a 
Roman catholic, he could not but marvel at their fimplicity." 
Morrif. Hift. fol. 287. And in a letter to the mayor of Cork 
he fays, ** I am given to underftand that you have fufFered the 
public celebration of the mafs to be fet up in your city, of your 
own fancies ; and I afTure you, contrary to the religion which 
his majefty zealoufly profeffeth.*' Morrif. ib. fol. 288. 
. Indeed his majefty's notions in that refpeft, feem to have 
been, on fome occalions, perfeftly wild and romantic : for in 
one of his public fpeeches we find the following ftrange decla- 
ration addrefTed to the papifts : " ye are intolerably fiUy," faid he, 
** for thinking that the government of your fouls was commit- 
ted by God to the pope. For my part, I fwear, and call God 
to witnefs, that if I had found out now, after all my deep 
ttudy, daily reading, frequent conferences and difputations with 
learned men, and my moft intenfe meditation on all I have read 
and heard, that the pope was Chrift's vicar on earth, and that 
the fame authority which Chrift delegated to Peter, defcended 
to him, I would not only turn papift, but would alfo kill any 
king, whofe fubjeft I was, that perfecuted or oppofed the 
popiih religion, if the pope commanded me to Ho fo." Porter. 
270. Had his majefty been fmcere in this fpeech, is it credi- 
ile that he would have fufFered any perfon to live in his domini- 
ons, who really believed the pope to be Chrift's vicar on earth, 

(as 
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at once become rebels to a ptince, from whom they 
hourly expefted a toleration of it ; and whom they 
generally believed to be privately of their own way of 
thinking in that refpeft. They excufed their delay in 
proclaiming the king, by affuring his excellency, that 
it was occafioned,^ " only by their defire of doing it 
with the greater folemnity ;" which excufe appears to 
have been accepted ; for when they had, foon after, pro- 
claimed his majefty, in the folemn manner they intend- 
ed, Lord Mountjoy told them,' " that in regard of their 
joyful and folemn way of doing it, he was willing to 
interpret their anions to the beft, and took their good 
performance for an excufe." And as to the hinder- 
ing the munition and artillery to be carried to the fort, 
they alleged,® " that the fort was commanded by a per- 
fon, who had, on feveral occafions, Ihewn great con- 
tempt and enmity to their city ; and that the foldiers 
there had oflFered them many abufes, fhooting at their 
fifliermen, and at the boats fent out for provifion ; and 
ufmg them at their pleafure.** And they made it their 
requeft to his excellency, that, as the fort was built 
within their franchifes, they might have the keeping of

(as all Roman catholics do) and who confequendy mull be fup- 
pofed capable and ready to execute that, by the pope's command, 
which he himfclf thus folemnly declares he would do, in confe- 
quence of fuch belief. 

In the eleventh year of this king's reign, ** John Boys, D. D. 
dean of Canterbury, gained great applaufe by turning the 
Lord's prayer into the following execration, when he preached 
at Paul's crofs on the fifth of November. ** Our pope, which 
art in Rome, curfed be thy name, perifh may thy kingdom, hin- 
dered may thy will be, as it is heaven, fo in earth. Give us this 
day our cup in the Lord's fupper, and remit our monies, which we 
have given for thy,indulgences, as we fend them back unto thee, 
and lead us not into herefy, but free us from mifery ; for thine 
is the infernal pitch and fulphur, for ever and ever. Amen." 
Grainger's Biograph. Hift. of England, vol. i. p. 356. 

Such was then, the almoft incredible malignity and rancour 
againft popery, that fo prophane and ridiculous a travefty 
fljould be celebrated, as a performance of Angular merit, in a 
dignified proteftant ^vine. 
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it for his majefty, which they would do to their utmoft 
peril. They had, befides, another exoife, which was 
not altogether difapprbvcd of by his lordihip ; they knew 
that the deputy's power had determined wiA the queen's 
life ; but they did not know that it was renewed by her 
fucceffor.' " It may be," fays his excellency, in his 
letter to them on this occafion, " that you have rafhly, 
aiid unadvifedly done this, upon fome opinion of the 
ceaiing of authority in the public government, upon 
the death of our late fovereign, which is fomewhat 
more, though no way in true and iievere judgment, ex- 
cufable ; and, I think otherwife, you never would have 
been fo foolifh." And it was then only that he firft 
undeceived them as to that matter, by telling them,"' 
" That his authority, as lord deputy, was renewed, and 
confirmed by his then majefty's royal letters patent, 
under his feal ; requiring them, upon their allegiance, to 
pay obedience to it ;" and adding, " that if he (hould 
find they did fo, he would be glad to have occafion to 
interpret all things paft in the better part, and take as 
little notice as he could thereof." 

But his lordihip feems not to have waited for the 
efFefts of this letter, which is dated April the 27th ; 
for on the firft of the following month, he marched 
out with an army towards Munfter, and on the 4th 
entered at a place called Gracedieu, near the city of 
Waterford ; the citizens of which, refufed at firft, to 
receive his army into the town, being authorifed there- 
unto by their charter ; but they offered to give free and 
prompt admittance to his lordfliip, and his retinue, the 
chief of them having, for that purpofe, come forth, 
and attended him in his camp. 

What Lord Mountjoy feemed principally to refent in 
thefe people, to fuch a degree as thus fuddenly to draw 
down the army upon them, was the boidnefs of feveral 
of the towns, and corporations," " in fetting up, of 
their own heads, the public exercife of the popifh wor- 
ihip/' For, in all his letters to the magiftrates of that 
province, he takes particular notice of that boidnefs ; 

frequently

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frequently affuring them,'* " that his majefty was a 
good proteftant ; and even threatening one of thefe 
towns,' ^ ** that if they did not defift from the public 
breach of his majefty's laws, in the celebration of the 
Mafi, he would think them fit to be profecuted with 
the revenging fword of his majefty's forces." ^ 

And in truth his excellency, in this expedition to 
Waterford, appears, at firft fight, to have afted the 
part rather of a meek and zealous proteftant miilion- 
er, than that of an incenfed leader of an hoftile army. 
For, upon the citizens coming forth to pay their refpefts 
to him in his camp,'* he immediately required them to 
bring unto him one Dr. White, a famous Jefuit of that 
city, " with whom," fays Morriffon,'* " he difputed 
agsunft fome erroneous pofitions of popery ; all which," 
adds my author, ** his lordfliip did (as no layman, I think, 
could better do) moft learnedly confute." It is but

" I a(k," fays my author on this occafion, " if any fhould 
hang the king's picture upon the gallows, whether he fhould 
incur the king's, or his fubjefts ill will, or no, by referring 
herein the indignity of abufing his pidure to the king's own per* 
fon ? Certain it is, that one of the principal articles againft 
O'Rorke, an Irifh nobleman, who was executed in England for 
high treafon in the former reign, was his having cauled queen 
Elizabeth's pifture to be faflened to a horfe's tail, and afterwards 
ingged about and defaced, in fcorn and derifion." Camb, 
Eliz. p. J89. 
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JTiftice to obferve, that his lordfliip, at the fame time, 
did as learnedly confute an erroneous pofition in the 
citizens charter, granted by king John'; by which 
they fuppofed themfelves privileged to deny his foldiers 
entrance into their city. For his lordfhip told them 
roundly, without entering into the merits of the mat- 
ter,'* " that if they did not prefently open their ports 
to him and his army, he would cut king John's charter 
in pieces with king James's fword ; and that, if he en- 
tered the town by force, he would ruin it, and ftrew 
fait upon the ruins." "" 



CHAP. U. 

A general ad of oblivion, 

JVING James had fucceeded to the Englifh throne 
without oppofition ; and his catholic fubjeds, through- 
out the three kingdoms, made fignal rejoicings on that 
account. Upon this occafion, he not only confirmed 
Tirone's pardon, but alfo received him in England, 
(whither he was conducted by Lord Deputy Mountjoy) 
with Angular marks ' of favour ; and foon after fent 
him back with honour,* to take pofTeflion of his eftates

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in Ireland ; having fet forth a proclamation, forbidding 
all perfons to reproach him, at any time after, wim 
the rebellion formerly raifed by him, and then happily 
fupprefled. 

But * aldiough, by the fupprefGpn of this rebellion, 
the minds of the people were broken, and prepared to 
obedience, y^t the ftate, upon good reafon, did con- 
ceive, that the public peace could not be fettled, till 
the hearts of the people were alfo quieted, by fecuting 
them from the danger of the law, which moft of them 
had incurred, one way or other^ in that great and general 
confufion; therefore, by a general aft of ftate, called the 
aft of oblivion, publifliedbyproclamation under the great 
feal, all offences againft the crown, and all particular tref- 
pafies between fubjeft and fubjea, were to all fiich as 
would come in to the juftices of affize, by a certain day, 
and claim the benefit of thii ad, pardoned, remitted, 
and utterly extinguiflied,'' never to be revived^ or 
called in queftion. And by the fame proclaniation, alt 
the Irifhry, who for the moft part, had no defence, or 
juftice froni the crown, were received into his majefty's 
immediate proteftion. *^ This,'* continues my author, 
" bred fuch comfort and fecurity in the hearts of all 
men, as thereupon enfued the calmeft, and mpfl i^ni* 
verfal peace, thatever was feen in Ireland.'* 

Tet in the tnidft of this moft calm' and uhiver&i' pe^cd, 
his majefty, quite unmindful of alt hi« fofhitt' plfb- 
mifes of favour to hfci catholic ful^efts, ordered a ptb- 
clamaiion to be publiflied, ftfiftly forbidding the exerr 
cife of their religion to thofe of Ireland, banifliing tThi^ir.. 
clergy, and inflifting fevere penalties' on all ifiieh-^as 
ihouldbe found to harbour, or entertain them ; enjoin^ 
ing alfo the immediate and ftarift execution of theLidtof 
uniformity of the fecond of Elizabeth; which aft, though

By this ady all catholics are obliged to affift at the 
proteftant church-fervice, every Sunday and holyday, 
on the penalty of twelve pence, and of what, indeed, 
was infinitely more grievous, the cenfures of the eccle- 
fiaftical courts, for each default/ A method of pro- 
ceeding very inconfiftent with the fundamental princi- 
ples or that religion, which this aft was intended to 
introduce, viz. freedom of confcience, and the right 
of private judgment. Dr. Heylin has juftly obferved 
another abfurdity in this ftatute. ^ The ^ Iriih," fay& 
he, ** were obliged, under feveral penalties, to be pre- 
fent at the reading of the Englifli liturgy, whkh they 
underftood no more than they did the mafs ; by which 
means, they were not only kept in continual ignorance, 
as to the doftrines, and devotions, of the church of 
England, but alfo were fumifhed with an excellent argu- 
ment againft ourfelves, for having the divine fervice

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celebrated in fuch a language as the people did not un- 
derftand/'^ . 

On account of the great fcarcity of fuch minifters, as 
could either preach, pray, or adminifter the facraments 
in the language underftood by their flocks at this time, 
this aft was forced to difpenfe with itfelf; for it fays, 
that *' forafmuch as in moft places of this realm, there 
cannot be found Englifh minifters to ferve in the 
churches, or places appointed for common prayer, or 
to adminifter the facraments, in fuch language as they 
beft underftand — ^we therefore befeech your majefty, 
that it may be enafted, &c. that in every fuch church, 
or place, where the common minifter, or prieft hath 
not the ufe or knowledge of the Englifh tongue, it 
fhall be lawful for the fame, to fay, and ufe the ma- 
tins, even fong, and celebration of the Lord's fupper, 
and adminiftration of each of the facraments, and all 
their common and open prayer, in the Latin tongue, in 
fuch order and form as they be mentioned and fet 
forth in the faid book (of common prayer) eftablifhed 
by this aft, any thing before exprefled, and contained in 
this aft to the contrary notwithftanding." * There 
were no more but the reprefentatives of ten counties 
fummoned to this parliament, viz. thofe of Dublin, 
Meath, Weftmeath, Louth, Kildare, Catherlough, 
Kilkenny, Waterford, Tipper ary, and Wexford.*

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CHAP. ni. 

Some obfervations on the JiatuUs offupremacy and 
uniformity. 

X HE execution of the penal aft laft mentioned, and 
of the preceding ftatute of fupremacy, was the more 

Eievous, and unjuflifiable, as they were both well 
lown to have been impofed upon the nation by force, 
or fraud, though under the plaufible appearance of 
parliamentary fanAion. 

As for the ftatute of fupremacy, there is no queftion 
butthelrifh chieftains were previoufly awed, and brok- 
en by a military force, in order to ' gain their confent 
to it.' ** Lord Leonard Gray, to prepare the minds of 
the people to obey this ftatute, began firft, (fays Sir 
John Davis,) with a martial courfe, by 'making a vifto- 
rious circuit round the kingdom, whereby the princi- 
pal fepts of the Irifti were all terrified, and moft of them 
broken ; and then, after this preparation thus made, 
he firft propounded, and paffed thofe laws, which made 
the great alteration in the ftate ecclefiaftical."

Tet even when it came to be propofed in parliament, 
<* lords and commons joined in exprdSng their abhorrence of 
the fpiritual authority aflumed by the king." Lei* Hift. of Ire- 
land, vol. ii. p. 165. " But fear," Uys the fame writer, 
•« fervcd to allay the violence of thofe, who could not be per- 
fttaded." However, ** in defpite of Icgiflative authority, they 
ftill oppofed that law with indefatigable 2eal. Several incum- 
bents of the diocefe of Dublin, chofe to refign their benefices, 
rather than acknowledge the king's fupremacy." And fo formida- 
Ue, at leaft fo confiderable was this party, '< that the archbiihop 
(Brown) would not venture to fill up their benefices until he had 
coiifulted his patron Lord Cromwell." Id. ib. p. 167. Thefc 
incumbents objefted to the legality of that ftatute, bccaufe, 
" two proftors from each diocefe, had been ufually fummoned 
and claimed to be a member of the legiilative body, and to have 
a full right of fuflSrage in every queftion ; and becaufe, in this 
cafe, their claim was rejedied." Ib. p. 165-6. 
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Of the ftatute of uniformity of the 2d of Elizabeth, 
all the Irifli writers at, or near, that period, unani- 
moufly affirm, that it was furreptitioufly or forcibly 
obtained. Mr. Lynch, in his Cambrenfis Everfus, in- 
forms us, " that it was paffed by the artifice of one 
Mr. Stanyhurft of Corduff, then fpeaker of the Iriftx 
Commons, who being in the reforming intereft, private- 
ly got together on a day when the houfe was not to fit,** a 
few fuch members as he knew to be favourers of that 
intereft, and confequently, in the abfence of all thofe, 
who, he believed, would have oppofed it. But that 
thefe abfent members, having underftood what had paffed 
in this fecret convention, did, foon after, in a full and 
regular meeting of parliament, enter their protefts 
againft it ; upon which the lord lieutenant afTured ma- 
ny of them, in particular, tvith proteftations and oaths, 
that the penalties of that , ftatute fhould never be in* 
Aided } which they too eafily believing, fuffered it to 
remain as it was. This, adds niy author, I have often 
heard for certain truth, from many antient people, 
who lived at that time ; and I am the more inclined to 
believe it, becaufe the lord lieutenant's promife was fo 
far kept, that this law was never generally executed, 
during the remainder of queen Elizabeth's reign j'* 
which was more than forty years ; that is, until all, or 
moft of thofe members were probably dead, to whom 
fuch promife had been given.^'

b «« In this houfe of commons, we find the reprefentatives 
fummoned for ten counties only j the reft, which made up the 
number of feventy-iix, were citizens and burgeiTes of thofe 
towns in which the royal authority was predominant.

On the paf&ng of this aft (2d Elizabeth) << the clergy, who

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** In * the very beginning of that parliament, Janu- 
ary 1 2th, 1559, moft of the nobility and gentry were fo 
divided in opinion about ecclefiaftical government,** 
fays Sir James Ware, " that the Earl of Suffex,** then 
lord lieutenant, thought proper to diflblve it, in the 
beginning of the following month." We find alfo,^ 
that his excellency, upon diffolving the parliament, 
went to England, to confult her majefty on the affairs 
of the kingdom ; that, in a few months after, having 
returned to Ireland, he received orders to call an 
affembly of the clergy, for the eftablifhment of the 
proteftant religion : and that, after this affembly had 
difperfed themfelves, William Walfti, biftiop of Meath, 
not content with what offers her majefty had propofed, 
was, for preaching againft the book of comnion-pray-

Now, as under the woi\ls, '* ecclefiaftical govern- 
ment," the whole purport and tendency of this aft of 
uniformity are plainly comprehended, may we not 
reafonably conclude, from Lord Suffex's diffolving the 
parliament, on account of the jarring opinions of the 
members concerning that ftatute, and from the order 
which he foon after received, to call an affembly of the , 
clergy, ** for the eftablifliment of the proteftant reli- 
gion," (which order, had that aft been duly and 
legally paffed, would have been needlefs, if not abfurd) 
that the ftatute in queftio^ was not openly and regu- 
larly

ref ufed to conform, abandoned their cures ; no reformed miniC- 
ters could be found to fupply their places ; the churches fell to 
ruin ; the people were left without any religious worfhjp, or 
inftitution.

* We are told by a contemporary hiftorian, that a fimilar ar-

A grave contemporary writer has left us the following curi- 
ous anecdote concerning the firft fteps towards the reformation 
of religion in England ; ** of which," fays he, " I have feen a 
daily relation (of what pafled in parliament) gotten from Mr. 
Cambden by a proteftant bifhop, and lent by him for fome days 
to me. So as out of the fame, I can truly afhrm, that fuch 
burgefles and knights were cunningly packed out of every fhire 
and borough town in the lower houfe, as, for their inclination to 
the proteftant religion, or other private refpefls, would eafily 
conform themfelves to the queen's intentions ^ and amongft the 
lords in the higher houfe, many great ones, loath to be long abfent 
from their country fports, or by their firft a£ls to diftafte the 
young queen, abfented themfelves from parliament, and gave 
their proxies to the old Earl of Arundel, a known catholic, and 
to the Duke of Norfolk his fon-in-law, not doubting but that 
they would do all things to maintain their religion againft all un- 
dermining thereo£ But it proved not fo ; for the earl put into a 
vain hope of marrying the queen, when by his age he mi^ht 
have been more than her father, and the Duke of Norfolk bemg 
neither found in religion, and for other ends of his own, not 
fincere in his proceedings, prevailed by their many proxies to 
exclude the bifhops from fitting in parliament, all holy and 
learned men, able to have turned the bufinefs as they lifted. 
After which vote pafTcd, the queen's party in both houfes ftill 
prevailed, fo as not long after, new bifhops, in place of the 
old, were chofen, fome from Geneva, others out of Germany, 
of difierent religions ; yet contented for honour, wealth and 
wives, to join in any profeffion. Seven of them wereapoftate 

monks 
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monks and friars, and moil of the reft mere laymen, having 
ndther ordination nor iurifdi£lion, befides that which the queen 
and parliament codd give them ; commonly, therefore, called the 
parliament bifliops, and patent prelates.'* Legacy left to Poteftants, 
p. 83.4-j. 

\v ith this account that of Heylin feems in a great meafure to 
agree. ** Nor could the queen's aefign, fays he, to bring about the 
rrformation of religion, be fo clofely carried, but that fuch lords and 
gentlemen as had the management of eleflions in their feveral coun- 
ties, retained fuch men for members of the houfe of commons, as 
they conceived moft likely to comply with their intentions for a 
reformation. Amongft which none appeared more a£Hvc than 
Thomas Howard Duke of Norfolk, whom the queen had taken 
into her council, Henry Fitz- Allen, Earl of Arundel, whom 
(he continued in the ofl5ce of lord fteward, and Sir William Cecil, 
whom flie had reftored to the place of fecretary, to which he 
had been raifed by Edward VT. befides the queen was young, un- 
married, and like enough to entertain fome thoughts of an 
hufband. So that it can be no great marvel, not only, if many 
of the nobility, but fome even of the gentry alfo, flattered 
themfelves with poffibilities of being the man whom (he might 
chufe to be her partner in the regal diadem, which hopes much 
imoothed the way to the accompTifliment of her defires, which 
otherwife might have proved more rugged and unpaflable than 
it did at the prefent. Yet, notwithftanding all their care, there 
wanted not fome rough and furious fpirits in the houfe of com- 
mons, who eagerly oppofed all propofitions which feemed to 
tend unto the prejudice of the church of Rome." Hift. of 
Queen Eliz. fol. 107. 

Uliere were but fifteen bifhops then aftually in England, all 
the other fees being vacant by the death or flight of their pofleflbrs, 
of whorfi fourteen were deprived for refufing to take the oath of 
fupremacy to the queen. Kitchin alone, bifliop of Landafl!^ 
took it, ** who^" fays Heylin, ** having, formerly fubmitted to 
every change, refolved to (hew himfelf no changeling in not con- 
forming to thepleafureof the higher powers.*' lb. p. 114. 

I will here fubjoin the account given by the above anonymous 
author, of the manner of providing fucceflbrs to thofe deprived 
bifhops, becaufe it is particular, and feems authentic, and the 
book in which it is contained is not eafily met with. 

" I know," fays he, ** they have tried many ways, and 
feigned an old record, to prove their ordination from catholic 
bifhops 5 but it is falfe, as I have received from two certain 
witnefles, the former of them was Dr. Darbyfhire, then dean of 
St. Paul's, and nephew to Dr. Bonner, bifhop of London, who 
almoft fixty years fince lived at Meufe-pont, then an holy reli- 
gious man, very aged, but perfeft in fenfe and memory, who 
^>eaking what he knew, affirmed to myfelf and another with me,

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CHAP. IV. 

Sir Arthur Chichejler^s government. 

IN the year 1605, " Lord Deputy Chicheftcr, (who ' 
had been a pupil of the famous arch, puritan * Cart- 
wright, 
' Prefbyterian Loyalty, p. 161. 

that like good fellows, they made themfelves bifliops at Tin 
inn, becaufe they could get no true bifliops to confecrate^tbcm. 
My other witnete was a gentleman of known worth and credit, 
dead not many years fince, whofefather, a chief juftice of England, 
vifiting archbifliop Heath, permitted by queen Elizabeth to live 
in Surry, at the parfonage houfe of Cobham, faw a letter, fent from 
bifhop Bonner out of the marflialfea by one of his chaplains to 
the archbifliop, readwhilfl: they fate at dinner together, wherein 
he merrily related the manner now thefe new biihops (becaufe he 
had difluaded Oglethorp, bifliop of Carlifle, from doing it in his 
diocefe) ordained one another at an inn, where they met toge- 
ther ; and whilft Others laughed at this new manner of confe* 
crating bifliops, the archbifliop himfelf gravely, and not without 
tears, exprefled his grief to fee fuch ragged companions, come 
poor out of foreign parts, appointed to hicceed the old clergy in 
rich deaneries, prebendaries, and canons places, who had fuch 
ill luck in meeting with diflionefl: wives, as an ordinance was 
}at out by the queen and parliament, that no woman fliould, 
or a wife, be commended to any minifl:er, without her honefty 
withal could be fufiiciently teftified unto him. And many who 
had been clergymen before, were urged either to take wives, or 
lofe tlieir benefices, as many were content to do, and follow 
thefe bifliops example/' A Legacy to Proteftants, p. 85. 

Heylin himfelf owns, ^* that partly by the deprivation of 
thefe bifliops, deans, prebends, &c. there was not a fufficient 
number (Gleamed men to fupply the cures which, fays he, filled 
the church with ignorant, illiterate clergy, whofe learning 
went no farther than the liturgy or the book of homilies. And 
that many were raifed to great preferments, who having fpent 
their time of exile in fuch foreign churches as followed the plat- 
form of Geneva, returned fodifafied^ed to epifcopal government, 
as not lon^ after filled the church with fad diforders." Hifl:, of 
Queen Eliz.fol. 115. 

What wonder then, if men fo principled and needy, would 
fubmit to be made bifliops in the manner above-mentibned, 
mecrly for the fake of the temporal emoluments and dimity, 
and without any real regard to the facrednefsof the order r 

■ This Cartwright was fo ftaunch a non-conformift, even as 

to 
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wright, and was himfelf a great patron and encourager 
of that feft,) having * ordered the Roman catholic alder- 
men, and fome of the principal citizens of Dublin, to 
be called before the council, exemplified under the 
great feal, and publifhed the above-mentioned aft of 
uniformity ; in regard,** fays my author, " there was 
found to be a material difference between the original 
record and printed copies ; that none might pretend 
ignorance of the original record ; and added thereto 
the king's injunftion for the obfervance of it." 

Mf. Carte ' has difcovered no lefs ignorance than 
partiality in his manner of juftilying the execution of 
this penal ftatute, at that junfture. " The Irifh catho- 
lics,** fays he, " became accidentally fubjeft to the 
fmall pecuniary penalties of it, forty years after it was 
made, upon their feparation from the public worlhip of 
the (eftablifhed) church of Ireland ; and it was reafon- 
able to imagine, that fuch a fudden defeftion fhould 
have irritated the government, and put them upon 
fome ^ wholefome feverities, to flop it in the beginning.** 
Here is a caufe affigned for inflifting this penalty, which 
never exifled but in the hiflorian*s brain. For their 
feparation, and fudden defeftion, from the public wor- 
fhip of the church of Ireland, necefTarily fuppofes their

to ceremonials, that in his reply to Archbifhop Whitgift, he 
makes ufe of thefe words : ** Certain of the things we fland upon 
are fuch, that if every hair of our heads were a life, we ought 
to afford them, for the defence of them." Sir CJeorge Paul, in 
his life of Archbifhop Whitgift, tells us, " that in his prayer 
before his fermons," he ufed to fay, ** becaufe they (meaning the 
bifhops) which ought to be pillars of the church, do band 
themfelves againfl Chrifl, and his truth, therefore, O Lord, 
give us grace and power, as one man, to fet ourfelves againfl 
them." p. 47. 

^ Yet, in another place, he owns, *^ that the penalties of this 
a£i were raifed for the private gain of miniflers ; and had always 
occafioned a clamour abroad, of a terrible perfecution ; and if 
rigoroufly executed (adds he) it would be a force upon the con- 
fciences of the poor ignorant Irifli, as they flood informed.**

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former agreement and conformity to it ; but this he 
could not fuppofj; of the Irifli in general, without a 
barefaced contradiftion to known fafts. For ^o fted- 
faftly did thefe people adhere to their antient religion in 
that, and the former reign, notwithftanding the many 
alluring offers, and terri^ing punilhments made ufe of 
to withdraw them from it, that Chichefter himfelf, who 
had often employed both means of feduAion, was 
heard to exclaim, in the rage of difappointment,* ** that 
he believed the very air and foil of Ireland were 
infeifted with popery/' *" The barbarous incivility, 
already mentioned, which the young Earl of Defmond 
met with from his countrymen, and followers, after 
they were convinced of his conformity to the public 
worfhip of the church of Ireland, is a fufEcient refutati- 
on of this miftake. 

The king about this time,^ fent inftruftions to the 
ftate, for miniftcring the oath of fupremacy to the 
catholic lawyers and juftices of peace ; and for putting, 
the laws againft recufants in ftrift execution. Accord- 
ingly,"* " of fixteen aldermen and citizens of Dublin, 
fummoned before the privy council, nine were cenfured 
in the caftle chamber ; and fix of the aldermen were 
fined, each in one hundred pounds ; and the other three, 
in fifty pounds each ; and they were all committed 
prifoners to the caftle, during the pleafure of the court.

And when the fame deputy made a prefent of a fine 
horfe to the king, being aiked by his majefty, whether it was of 
Irifli breed, and being anfwered in the afiirmative, his majefty 
fworc aloud, that then certainly it muft be a papift, for that he 
believed all things produced in Ireland, even the very animals 
were papifts. Analeft. Sacra. 
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It was. at the fame time ordered, that none df the 
citizens (hould bear offices until they had conformed. For 
which reafon the cities and towns were obliged to take up 
with very unfit perfons for magiftrates. " In the year 
1614, Edward O'Molownie, an alderman of Dublin^ 
was chofen to be mayor of that city, but becaufe,** fays 
my author, *' he would not go to church, nor take the 
oath of fupremacy, he was laid afide, and Richard 
Fofter, a young man, was permitted to take the office 
upon him. And when, on the accuftomed day, he 
was prefented at the exchequer bar. Sir William Me- 
thold, lord chief baron, in his fpeech, on that occafi- 
on, faid among other things, '^ that this mayor had 
leapt a falmon-leap, for that he faw many grave and 
grey-headed men there {landing about him, whofe turn 
was to have been mayors before him ; but he faid the 
caufe of their not being mayors, in plain terms was, 
betaufe they would not take the oath of fupremacy, 
irtiich he was forry^for." ^ 

On this occafion, ^' all the old Engliih families of the 
pale, took the alarm, and boldly remonftrated againft 
the feverity of thefe proceedings. They denied the 
legality of the fentence by which thefe feverities were 
inflided, and urged, that by the flatute of 2d of Eliza- 
beth, the crime of recufancy had its punifliment afcer- 
tained, and that any ezteniion of the penalty was ille- 
gal and unconflitutional. Their remonflrance was 
prefented to the council by an unufual concourfe of peo- 
ple, but the chief petitioners -were confined in the 
caftle of Dublin ; and Sir Patrick Barnwell, their great 
agent, was, by the king's command, fent in cuftody 
into England.'* ^^

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The king on this fubje£t wrote to Chichefter, " that 
he thought both the order he had tdkm for reformat 
tion, and the puniihment he had injBi&ed upon fome 
of the aldermen of Dublin^ and certs^in others whom; 
his letters mention, for their contempt, to be not only 
juft, but neceffary. And that he conceived hope, that 
many, by fuch means, will be brought to conformity 
(in religion) who perhaps hereafter will find caufe to give 
thanks to God, and hini, for being drawn by fo gentle 
a conftraint to their own good." ^ ' . 

Hard as this treatment of the catholic laity was, 
amidit ^^ the calmeft; and moft imiverfal peace thal; 
was ever known in Ireland," that of their clergy was 
ftill more rigorous. To omit many other inftances,

new and cxccffive fees, they tell him " that they thought it good,

And in another letter to the fame deputy, September 2, 1608, . 
they fay, ** concerning the proceedings of the ftate in fending 
forth the mandates (precepts before-mentioned) by the judges, 
who defire to be fpared tiU their return from their circuits for 
giving their reafons ; we allow it very well, that they (hould take 
their time, it being fuflScient for us to know, that they have done 
it upon good grounds ; becaufe all fuch proceedings in matters - 
of religion, want not captious eyes in that kingdom ; wherein, ' 
becaufe we did fufhciently let you fee within what Dounds his 
majefty wiftied you to contain yourfelves as near as you could, 
we mean to touch that point no farther at this time, faving only 
to one part of your letter of the 9th of July, to let you know 
that if any motion ftall be made here for reviving of a nigh com- 
niiflion, it (hall appear that his majefty thinketh the Tame unfea- 
fonablc, and therefore, without order from him, we require you 
to forbear giving any way to it." Id. ib. p. 496. 
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the cafe of Robert Lawler dcferves particular notice/ 
When this poor man was thrown into prifon, for exercif- 
ing the funAion of a Roman catholic pried, he,'° in order

« " Robert Lawler had obtained from the court of Rome the 
title and jurifdi£lion of vicar general of the See apoftolic within 
the archbiflioprick of Dublin^ and bifhopricks of Kildare and 
Ferns. Upon his firft examination, afterhe was apprehended in 
Dublin by the lord deputy himfelf, he acknowledged that he 
was a prieft, and had accepted the title and office of the pope's 
vicar general, and had exercifed fpiritual jurifdi£lion in 
fora confcienciet.

Upon his being queftioned about his diftindlion 
between fpiritual and ecclefiaftical caufes, he anfwered, that in- 
deed he had faitt to fome of his friends who vifited him in the 
cattle of Dublin, that he had not confeffed or acknowledged 
that the king was his fupreme governor in fpiritual caufes ; for 
that the truth is," adds my author, *^ in the confeffion there is no 
mention of fpiritual caufes, but of ecclefiaftical : and upon being 
further aflced by the attorney general, what difierence he made 
between fpiritual and ecclefiaftical caufes, he anfwered, that that 
queftion was fudden, and unexpedled at that time, and therefore 
he would do well to take another day to difpute that point." Sir 
John Davis's Report, from p 84. to p. 96.

The chaplain of this biftiop, Bryan Carrulan, John O'Onan, 
Donoghow M'Reddy, and John Luneas, priefts, fufiered alfo, 
in Ireland in this reign." Id. ib. p. 586. 
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any feditious dodrines, made the following confefEon, 
before the lord deputy and council, and afterwards 
confirmed it on oath, viz. '' That he did acknowledge 
his fovereign king James to be his lawful chief, and 
fupreme governor, in caufes as well ecclefiaftical as ci- 
vil ; that he was bound in confcience to obey him, in 
all faid caufes ; and that neither the pope, nor any 
other foreign prelate, or potentate, had power to con- 
trol the kmg in any caufes ecclefiaftical, or civil, 
within that kingdom, or in any other of his majefty's 
dominions.*' Yet this extreme condefcenfion could 
not, it feems, prevent his condemnation. The only 
pretence for this feverity was, his having denied pri- 
vately to fome of his friends, who vifited him in pri- 
fon, that he had ever made fuch confeflion as was de- 
rogatory to the fpiritual authority of the Roman pontiff; 
for, he told them, " that he had not acknowledged 
that the king was fupreme governor in fpiritual caufes,- 
but in ecclefiaftical.** Whether this diftinftion, cal- 
culated for the private fatisfaftion of his friends, was 
well or ill founded, I (hall not take upon me to deter- 
mine ; but certain it is, that it cancelled all the merit 
of his public confeflion. 



CHAP. V. 

The con/piracy and flight of the earls. 

1 HESE feveritics not having produced the defired 
eflfed, which, probably, was a new infurreftion, and 
confequently new forfeitures ; another expedient was 
made ufe of which had been * lately fuccefsful, viz.

* This was then thought to have been a contrivance of Secre- 
tary Cecil, whom Olburne calls " an adept in ftate tricks,*' and 
who, two years before, found the like expedient to have fucceed- - 
cd in the affair of the gun-powder treafon. (See an eflay to- 
wards a new hiftory of that treafon.) " Cecil," fays Mr. Dodd, 
'^ was an adept in framing ii£litious plots, and has left inftru£bi- 
ons behind him to fuccecding minifters, when and how to make- 

ufe 
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private information of an intended confpiracy of the 
Iriih, by means of an anonymous letter. But that there 
ivas in fa£i: no fuch confpiracy, and that this letter was 
merely a ftate-trick, to enfnare the innocent, by forged 
accufations, we have as good proof, as can poflibly be 
had of a negative, in the maiufefl: abfurdity and con- 
tradiction of the difierent accounts which have been 
left us of it. 

The firft of thefe accounts, which is taken from Dr. 
Henry Jones, bifliop of Meath, and formerly fcout- 
mafler general to Cromwell's army, nms thus: ' Anno 
1607, mere was a providential difcovery of another 
rebelUonin Ireland, die Lord Chichefter being deputy ; 
the difcoverer not being willing to appear, a letter from 
him, not fubfcribed, was fupcrfcribed to Sir William 
Ufher, clerk of the council, and dropt in the council- 
chamber, then held in the cattle of Dublin ; in which 
was mentioned a defign for feizing the cattle, and 
murdering the deputy, with a general revolt, and de- 
pendance on Spanifh forces -^ and this alfo for rdigion : 
for particulars whereof, adds the bifhop, I refer to that 
letter, dated March the 19th, 1607." From hence it

ufc of them againft catholics. The original of thefe inftru^bions, 
in Cecil's own hand-writings was formerly in the keeping of the 
infamous Judge Bradfliaw, by whom it wasfhewn to Sir William 
Percival, who communicated it to a gentleman of great worth, 
who died anno 1697, and left it among other papers of remarks 
upon the times." Ecclefiaft. HUl. vol. iii; fol. 196. 

The traditional account of this forged confpiracy is adopted 
and thus related by that learned Englifh divine James Anderfon, 
D. D. in his book, entitled Royal Genealogies, and dedicated 
to his royal highnefs the late Prince of Wales, p. 786. &c. pub- 
lifhed anno 1736: ** Artful (Secretary) Cecil employed one 
St. Lawrence to entrap the Earls of Tirofte and Tyrconnel, the 
I^rd of Delvin, and other Irifh chiefs into a (ham plot, which 
had no evidence but. his. But thofe chiefs being hafely in- 
formed, that witnefles were to be hired againft them, foolifhly 
fl^d from. Dublin, and fo taking guilt upon them, they 
were dedared rebels, and fix entire bounties in Ulfter were* 
at once forfeited to the crown, which was what their enemies 
wanted.'* 
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appears, th^t the ftrft difcovery of tHs confpiracy arofe 
from the anooymous letter above-mentioned. 

Dodor Carltoij, bifliop of Chichefter, a cotempo- 
rary writer, has left us a prolik but different account 
of the difcovery pf this confpiracy, in which th^re is no 
mention made of this anonymous letten Tlie fubftance 
of his account is what follows. 

** Montgomery,* bifliop of Derry,*' fays hfi, ** fuf- 
peded, or was told, that Tirone had gotten into his 
hands the greatefli'part of the lands of his biftiopric'k ; 
which he intended, in ^ lawful courfe, to recover ; 
and fimding there was no man could give him l;)etter 
light or knowledge of thefp things than O'pahane 
(who was great with Tirone), miade ufe of fuch means 
mat he (O'Cahane)cametonimof his own accord, and 
told him, he could help him to the i^nowl^dge of whw 
he fought, but that he was afraid of Tirone j yet he 
engaged to reveal all th^t he' knew of that matter, pro- 
vided the bifliop would proinife to fave hftQ ^froqi 
Tirone^s violence,, jmd not ddiver him ijito England, 
which the bifliop having promifed, he brought 0*Gahane 
to the council in Dublin, to ta'fee his. cohfeffion there. 
Upon this, procefl'^s were fent to Tirone to wstt-tt hiqi 
to come up to Dublin, at an appointed time, to' aijfwer 
the fiiit of the lord bifliop of Derry, There i^as i^p other 
intention b.ut in a*peaceablfi wayj to bring the fuit to n 
tri^l; for the council then knew nothing of the j)Iot. 
But Tirpne having entered into a new. confpiticy, pf 
which O'Cabane was, began tofufpeft, when he was 
ferved with z protrefs to anfwer the fuit, that this was 
but -51 plot to draw him in, and jtliat futely the tre?Jpn 
was revealed bv O^Cahane. TJpon this bare fufpicioa, 
Tirone with his confederates fled put of Ireland, and 
lofl[allthofe lands in the North" Dr. Carlton adds, 
" that he had this account of the difcovery of the cpn- 
fpiracy from the bifliop of Derry himfelf. The reader 
will pleafe to recoUeft, that, according to the bifliop of 
Meath*s ftory, the firfl: difcovery of this plot was made 
to the council by an anonymous letter dropt in the

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council-chamber; but, by the bifliop of Derry's ac^ 
count, the adual flight of the earls and their confede- 
rates, out of the kingdom, was what alone excited in 
them the firft fufoicion of die confpiracy. 

But let us reffed a moment on the obvious incredi- 
bility of this latter bifhop's tale. O^Cahane, a prime 
catholic gentleman, poflefled of a very large eftate^ 
enters into a ccwafpiracy with Tirone againft the proteP 
tant religion and government of Ireland ; and yet, at 
the fame time, he comes ^' of his own accord," to a 
.proteftant bifhop, to put him in a way to deprive the 
perfoii who v«ras to be. his chief leader in that confpi- 
racy, of a great part of his eftate, the lofs of which 
uliuft have •proportibnably leflened that leader's power 
to carry it on; and. this he does for no other recom- 
pence,. but a promife from the bifliop that he will fave 
him from Tirone's violence ; that is to fay, from the 
violence of a man^ with whom he was not only great, 
but alfo joined in a plot againfl: the government. Now 
fuppofing that O^C^iaine only knew that Tirone was 
engaged in fuch a. cohfpiracy, without being himfelf 
an accomplice, in, it,, would he not have thought fuch 
knowledge of his guilt a much better fecurity and de- 
fence' againft TirQn^'^s,yioIenGe,.( as it put him abfo- 
Jutejy in his power) than any promife of proteftion 
from the bifliop could .be,? But as it isfuppofed, that 
he was aftually concerned with Tirone in that con- 
fpiracy, what caii /be more abfurd than to imagine, 
that he would, o£ his own accord, and without any 
fuitable recompeiice, liave thus provoked, his leader to 
feek revenge, arid his own pardon by revealing his 
(O'Cahane's) guilt ?I'or it is not even pretended that 
O'Cahane had any thoughts, all this while, of difcover- 
ing this plot ; and how he could have expefted to carry 
it on in concert with Tirone, after having thus provok- 
ed and injured him, is, indeed, a myttery not eafily 
unravelled***

much fliorter thaii'that of either of thefe bifhpps, but 
equally incoherent and abfurd. '^Hn this ftate'/'' fays 
he, " the kingdorii continued under fome indifff(^reiit 
terms of peace and tranquillity, until the Earl of Ti- 
rone "^ took up new thoughts or rifing into arms. And 
into this rebellious defi^ he drew the whole province 
of Ulfters then entirely at his .devotioji. * Biit his plot 
failed ;. and finding himfeif not s^ble to get-together 
any conilderable forces,*he,; with *ffie princ'ip^l of his 
acmerents, quitting the. kingdom, .fled into Spain/''* 

The contradi&on of ;Tirone^s haying drawn the 
whole province of Ulftef into Jii^ . rebellious dpfigns, 
and at the fame time,, his not .feeing a.ble tp get, toge- 
ther any cohfiderable forces, is too glaring^ to VLQtd. 
any further animadverfion.

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Thefc are the onlv written actouAts I have yet met 
with, after a very diligent fearch, of this confpiracy 
and flight of the earls, from wKch, I prefume, the 
candid reader will conclude, that there never was any 
fuch confpiracy ; and' that thefe accounts were then 
framed, however injudipoufly, to give fbme colour of 
right to public afts of flander, oppreffion and rapine/ 

Dr. Iceland has juftly obferved on thi^ •occafion,* 
** That it feems extraprdinary, that the northerns, ^o 
were ftill Smarting with the chaftifement they had jrc- 
ceived in the late rebellion, whofe confequence'and 
influence were confiderably diminiflied, and who were 
verv lately reconciled to government, and invefted 
witn their nonours andeftates, fliould precipitately in- 
volve

lilie O'Farrels of the county 6f Longford, 4n their remon- 
ftirance, Kovember loth, 1641, fet forth, among other gricvan- 
ces> " that the reftraint of purchafe, in the mcor Irifh, erf 
lands in the efcheated counties^ and the taint and blemifh of 
fhem and tWir pofterities, did more difcontent them, than that 
plantation-ttflc j for that they ^^f^crc brought to that exigence <rf

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volve themfelves in a new rebellion.*' Such an event 
indeed, in thefe circumftances, not only feems extraor- 
dinary, but aftually is, at lead in a moral fenfe; ut- 
terly incredible. 

But as the fame hiftorian endeavours to refute the 
only traditional account which has been hitherto hand- 
ed down to us of it, viz. that the flight of the earls 
was occafioned by the treachery of one of the family 
of St, Laurence ; by merely fuppofing, ** that, if 
any art or treachery had been ufed to render the earls 
obnoxious to the law, they would themfelves have 
explained the deep feheme, and have left fome me- 
morials, in vindication of their conduA, either in 
Spain or Rome, where they were entertained and 
protefted. But as no fuch memorials (iays he) have 
appeared, they feein to have acquiefced in the charge 
of confpiracy againfl: the Englifh government.'* But 
to this it may be anfwered, on a much more jjrobable 
fuppofition, that thefe noblemen were not, perhaps, 
expert at drawing up memorials; or rather, that they 
were in too defponding and neceflitous a condition, 
to do more than relate their misfortunes, and the 
manner in which they were brought on them, verbally, 
in order to obtain a fubfiftence from thofe courts to 
which they fled for refuge ; and that this, traditional 
account was originally derived, and uniformly handed 
down to us, from fuch verbal relation. - 

That St. Laurence was capable of that and greater 
wickednefs, we fliall be very apt to fufpeft, if we 
give credit to the following paflage related of him 
by Mr. Cambden: *' Towards the end of the for- 
mer reign, when the unfortunate Earl of Eflex un- 
expededly returned to England, from his viceroyfhip 
of Ireland ; on the rgad, and in his way to court, Lord 
Grey of Wilton, one of his greateft enemies, rode 
fwiftly by him, without either fpeaking to or faluting 
him : the earl fearing that his lordfhip would mifrepre- 
fent him to the queen 5 and Sir Thomas Gerard riding 
after him, and requefting, but in vain, that he would 
do the earl no ill office at court ; Chriftopher St. Lau- 
rence,

rence, who among others attended the earl from Ire- 
land, oflfered his fervice to kill both Lord Grey on the 
road, and the fecretary at court. But the Earl of 
Effex, (adds my author^ heartily averfe to fuch wick- 
cdnefs, would by no means confent to it/* ^ 

But let us try the force of this hiflorian's negative 
reafoning, on the oppofite fide of the queftion. The 
king himfelf was fo apprehenfive that this affair of the 
earls ** might blemifh'* Tas he expreffes it in a procla- 
mation on that occafion) " the reputation of that 
friendfhip which ought to be mutually obferved between 
him and other princes, that he thought it not amifs, to 
publifh fbm'e fuch matter, by way of proclamation, as 
Wght better clear men's judgments concerning the 
fame.'* At the fame time folemnly.promifing, *' that 
it fhould appear to the world as clear as the fun, by 
evident proof, that the only ground and motive of 
thefe earls departure, was the private knowledge and 
inward terror of their own guiltinefs.** ^ But neither 
in that proclamation, nor in any other authentic inftru- 
ipent, nor in any manner whatever, did his majefty 
deign, ever after, to enlighten the world, even with 
the leaft glimpfe of evident proof, that fuch was the 
only motive of thefe earls departure. And I (hall 
leave it to the decifion of every candid reader, whether 
this non-performance of his majefty 's folemn promife, 
be not a better negative proof of the nullity and fic- 
tion of this cbnfpiracy of the earls, than the bare non- 
appearance of a memorial in their vindication^ can be 
dieemed of its reality ?

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C H A P. VI. 

Puritan bijhopj in Ireland* 

During sir Arthur Chichefter's government, 
feveral of the eilablifhed clergy were puritanically 
affefted, if not puritans profeflted. Of this number 
was the famous doftor,- afterwards primate, UAer; 
for when in the year 1605, 'he ^^'^ Provoft of the 
College of Dublin, " the whole dodrine of Caltili " 
was, by his management, received as the public belief 
of the Irifli church, and ratifi]ed by Chichefter in the 
king's name.* It was, in fliort, he that drew up thofe 
Calvinifticai articles then agreed to in convocation •; 
which were afterwards condemned and abolifhed by 
Lord Deputy Wentworth, containinjg arrant Brownifm, 
and confirming not only the Lambedi-articles, fup- 
preffed by queen Elizabeth, and afterwards rejefted by 
king James, but aifo feveral particular feincies and no- 
tions of his own." 

" After the'repeai of the Irifli aft againft the bringing^ 
in of the Scots,' retaining them, and marrying with 
them, the Scottifli prefbyters came over to Ireland in 
great numbers. Thefd the Irifh bifhops condefcended 
to ordain, not as perfoming the fiinftion of bifhops,' 
for they would not receive ordination from them, as 
fuch, but ^ mere prefbyters, affifting with* fome of 
their own miniflcrs, in order to qualify them to enjoy 
benefices in the church. And thefe bifhops were fo 
exceedingly complaifam, on fuch occafions, that they 
left out all thofe exprelfions in the eflablifhed forni of 
ordination which thefe miniflers excepted againfl^. in-

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ferting and ufmg fuch others as they confented to and 
approved of. After this method Mr. Blair was pub- 
licly ordained by Dr. Ecclin, bifhop of Down, in the 
church of Bangor ; and all thofe of the prefby terian 
perfuafion, who were ordained in Ireland between the 
years 1622 and 1642, were ordained after the fame 
method ; and all of them fo ordained enjoyed the 
churches and tythes, though they remained prefbyteri- 
ans ftill, and ufed not the liturgy. And there was, 
adds my author, a civil eomprehenfion between them^ 
and a fort of an ecckfiaftical comprehenflon too ; for 
they frequently met, and confultcd with the bifliops 
about the aflFaits of common concernment to the inter- 
eft of reHgion $ and fotne of them were members of 
the cDnvocation in 1634.*' The fame author i^ifotms 
HSj *^ that thefe preibytef s employed themfelves in their 
mini(lferial work, to the approbation of all the moderate 
add fober epifcopiliails^ and piarticulatly of the great 
pximnte Uflier, from ybom they had great applaufe.*' 



CHAP. VII. 

WarrA anitefii in tbe Irijh boufe nf commom. 

JLN the year 161 3, a pariiafneht was called,* wherein 

the

They rode from 
the caftle of Dublin to the cathedral church of St, Patrick, to 
hear divine fetvice, and a fermbn preached by the reverend fa-

gentlemen of Ulfter, for the before-mentioned pretend- 
ed confpiracy, together with feveral other afts, injuria 
ous to the religion and property of the natives, were 
intended to be paffed. " The Irifli/' fays Mr. Carte/ 
" on this occafion, were apprehenfive that fome fur- 
ther penal laws, particularly againft harbouring Jefuits ^ 
and feminary priefts, and for obliging not only magi- 
ftrates in corporations, but alfo profeflbrs of the law 
and others, to take the oath of mpremacy, would be 
enaded." And that apprehenfion was but too well 
foimded. Knox, a Scotch puritan, and biihop of 
Raphoe, had informed the deputy, that the only furc

and primate of all Ireland. But as many of the nobility of 
Ireland (adds mf author) as were reCufants^ went not into the 
church, neither heard divine fervice or fermon, notwithftand* 
ing that they were lords of the parliament-houfe } but they 
ftayed without during the time of fervice and fermon. Now 
when fervice was done, the lord deputy returned back to the 
caitle, thefe recufant lords joining themfelves again with the 
reft of the eftate, and rode to the caftle in manner at they came 
from thence (where the parliament was held) this was tne ferft 
day of its meeting.'* Defider. Curiof. Hibctn. vol. i. p. 1 66-7* 

'> While this aS of attainder was under debate in this feflicm, 
we are told in the Journals, that " doubts arofe in fome fcra- 
pulous confciences, that Tirone was opprefled, that he com- 
plained and was not redrefled, and therefore requifite to fly out." 
To which the anfwer was, " that for religion or juftice, no man 
ought to rife againft the prince ; and that the law of repelling 
force by force took place only where there Was a parity, not 
otherwife.'* Comm.

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means of extirpating popery out of Ireland, was by 
the death or bariifliment of the perfons, and die confif- 
cation of the properties of papifts. And although 
neither of thefe expedients was fully adopted by his 
excellency, yet, from that malignant infinuation, he 
certainly meditated fome new and fevere parliamentary 
reftridions upon them at that junfture. For this pur- 
pofe, feveral new boroughs were haftily created in 
Munfter and Connaught;"* fome, and thofe not a few, 
even after the writs had been iffued ; and from the 
ancient boroughs and towns, many undue returns of 
aliens, and other unqualified perfons, were openly 
procured/

they did affirm upon their oaths, that the diforders in the houfe 
of parliament on the firft day of its meeting, caufed them to 
apprehend a fear of fome danger to their perfons, feeing fo many 
fwords-men in the houfe, and themfelves, for the moft part, in 
gowns, without weapons." Ih. p. 356. " That the deputy 
caufed one hundred foldiers to be drawn out of four feveral 
garrifons, on die pretence before mentioned." lb. p. 357. But 
that having examined the lords and others, concerning that

whereof there were not twenty of his own retinue ; the reft 
were bis friends and kinfinen, that went out of Dublin to meet 
him, the rather becaufe his lady came in his company 5 but it is 
confeiTed, there were great numbers of people in the town at 
that time, who, as they faid, came from all parts to behold 
that aflembly." lb. p. 38. 

And 'tis no wonder their curiofity was fo great on that occa- 
fion, for there had not been any parliament held in Ireland be- 
fore that, fince the year 1586- Ware's Annals.

But this motion being foon re- 
jefted, and Sir James urged, by the oppofite party, to 
proceed diredly in the chufing of a fpeaker, he named 
Sir John Everard,^ and was feconded by Sir Chrifto- 
pher Nugent, Mr. William Talbot, and feveral other 
refpectable members. But Sir Oliver St. John, and 
Sir Thomas Ridgeway infifting tumultuoufly, that Sir 
John Davis was chofen fpeaker, by a majority of voi- 
ces ; and the other party calling out as loudly, to place 
Sir John Everard in the chair ; great confufion arofe 
among them ; fo that the number of votes, on either 
fide, could not be determined, until Sir John Davis's 
friends having followed him to another room, thofe 
who remained within agreed to put Sir John Everard in 
the chair, fuppofmg him to be duly ele&ed, as in truth be 
was by a real majority of legal voices, notwithftand- 
ing the greater number of nominal votes on the other 
fide. But the court members, on their return, find- 
ing him there, and confcious of their greater numbers,' 
dragged him violently thence, and fixed Sir John 
Davis in his place. "^ Tbev were emboldened to commil:

Not content with this proteftation, thefe feceding 
members fcnt four of the moft confiderabie of their 
own body into England,* with their complaints to the 
king. Thefe were accompinied from the houfe of 
lords, by David Roch6, Vifcount Fermoy ; Chriftopher 
Plunkett, Lord Baron of KiUeen^ afterwards. Earl of 
Fingall ; and by the Lord Baro& of Delvin^ afterwards 
Earl of Weftmeath ; tDgetbd: with Sir Patrick Barn- 
well and four lawyers.*''

Upon their being a long time delayed in England, before 
their complaints were finally heard, they fent a petition to the 
king, concerning their long attendance, and great expences and

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But thefe noblemen and gentlemen, inftead of ob-

..the, end, fent back and infulted,' with this quaint and 

evafive 

charges in. that kingdom, and how that they had not fuch mo- 
nies fent them out of Ireland as were promifed them- to defray 
their charges, by rcafon of a proclamation publipfcil by the

** Your petitioners having fo long cxpeftcd your gracious plea- 
fure and refolutioii concerning the aiFairs oJF their complaints, 
as their me^^ns ar/e altogether fpent, and the fupply of their wants 
become hopelefs, by means of a proclamation lately publiffied in 
your majefty's realm of Irqlaod, ftraightly inhibiting any col- 
leftion or vduntafy contribntion to be levied or fent^ to defray 
their neceffary charges, towards the attendance of your princely 
pleafure, ashy the: tenor of die faid proclamation^ eictapt to be 
feen, appeareth; which courfes enforce your petitioners, be- 

J^ond all willingnefs, to importune your royal majefty, to vouch- 
afe fo fpeedy a difpatch, as the neceflity of their wants greatly 
urgeth." Id. ib. p. 236. And becaufe, in former hearings, 
they had hedjti qaeftionedconcernirig their opinions of the 
Pope's depofing power, and other opinions imputed to Roman 
catholics as ^ticles of their faith j and as Mr. Talbot and Mr. 
Lutterell, twq of their company,, had been imprifoned, on a 
fuppofition of fhei'r maintaining fuch opinions, they pray fur- 
ther, " that his majefty would be pleafed, out of his matchlefs 
clemency, to, accept their unfeigned proteftatipn of their boun- 
'den fidelity .atid loyalty to his highnels, which freely proceedeth 
from undoubted ' true hearts, without equivocation or mental 
refervation, that neither the Pope, nor any other potentate 
whatfoever, hath authority to put your highnefs from the crown, 
'.deprive you of your kingdoms, or commit fo horrible an aft 
as to bereave your majefty 6f your life, which we ever held, 
and do hold, moft odious to be thought of or fpoken : for the 
'defence whereof ^ your petitioners lives, lands and goods fliall 
be always reaSy; as becometh true fubjefts; wherein we are 
afTured, your 'majefty's poor fubjeft, William Talbot, now a 
prifoner in the towet, will join ; the confidence of whofe un- 
feigned thoughts therein moveth us to proftrate ourfelves at your 
^majefty's feet, humbly defiring a commiferation of his reftraint.'*

anfwet made to this petition, by reafon his majefty was not then 
at leifure.*' Ib.

" The manner in which hie juftiiied to' thcfe agents, his hav- 
ing granted a commiffion for creating the new boroughs, is ftjli 
more extraordinary. ** It was never before heard," fays hci 
" that any good fubjeSs did difpute the king's power in this 
point. What is it to you, whether I make many or few bo- 

rou 
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fend out their purveyors, who take up their achates 
and other provifion up the country. Another thing 
there is that grieveth the country people, wluch is, 
that ki the country, where there is half peace and 
half war. the (henSh and the foldiers in their pal&ge, 
do commit many extortions. For thcfe grievances I 
myfelf will call the deputy unto me, and fet down 
fach orders, as thefe abufes fliall be redrefied and clcxr 
taken away.^* He befides tells thera, " There is ano- 
ther caufe ithy he Aould be careful of the weMmre of 
the people of Ireland, viz. becaufe the antient kings of

With this curious anfwer, he remanded them back 
to Ireland, ordering them at their peril, to attend the 
bufinefs of parliament, which was driefly that of rail- 
ing large fupplies for his majefty. And, indeed, in 
that refpea, thefe half-fuWefts always (hewed Aem- 
fetves abundantly more ufeful, than thofe he c^Jcd'his 
whole^ubjefts ; as, on account of their fer greater 
number and opulence, they contributed more than 
feven-eighths, in all the loans and fubfidies that were 
required by him during his whole reignr And for 
their chearfuj concurrence in granting this laft fupply, 
we fhall prefently find his majefty thanking them, wiA 
the reft of the frift commoas, in a fcemingty gracious 
and grateful, manner.

forth, /*^ that in the trial of triminal caufe^, ai^mens lives 
(which the law doth, much favour), the jurors were ordinarily 
threatened by his majefty's counfel at law, to be brought into the 
ftar-chamber, infomuch that* it was great danger for any inno- 
cent man, if he was accufed upon malice or light ground of 
fufpicion, becaufe the jurors-beine terrified through fear of im« 
prifpnment, lofs of ears, and of their goods, might condemn 
him.'* Ib.f>.

. So. that, ** moft of thefe jurors did rather chufe to endure the 
penalty or lofs of iiTucs, than to appeal- on juries, the courfe 
held with them was fo ftrift and fevere." lb.

Bishop Bmnet^ in his life of Dr. Bedel, bijhop of 
Kilmore, :haih leA us a irery (hocking. defcription d£ 
thefe ccclcjQafticai courts in Jrekhd. *' They .werc^*' 
lays his lordfliip; **• often managed by a: chancellor^ tlmt 
bought his place, and fo:thoughtie had a right toaD 
the profits he could make outof :it. And their whole 
bufinefs feem^ to be nothing but oppr^on, and 
extortioaj the folcmnefl, and facrede^^ of all 
church cenfuVes, ..which was excanimunica,tion^ .went 
about in fo fordid, and bafe a.nianner, thalj all regard 
to it, as it was a fpiritual cenfure, was lofli ; and the 
effefts it had in law, made it be cried out '^upon, as a . 
moft intolerable -piece of tyranny. The ofQcers of the 
court thought they had a fort of right to opprefs the 
natives 5 itnd that all Was ;4veli\goty that was/w^ung from 
them. Primate Ufhcr himfelf feemed^jio feflfiWe of 
thefe abufes, that be told Af chbifho^ LaudV — fuch 
was then the vensdity erf all things facred in Ireland^ that 
he was affiid to mention any tnirlg aS5but thei^-;*^ and 
that, upon ibme of the adverfe p^^rty's having afked 
Him, " wherehe had heard, or rq^ bc&rei that reKgl-

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Hi^ gpce wag obliged to have re^ourfe to a pitiful wit- 
tidfm for an anfwer^ viz. ^' that there wa« another 
plj^cejwher^ both Heaven and God himfelf, werefet 
to fale." Which whether true or iFalfe, (and falfe it 
mpft .certainly is) was a tacit confeffibn of the juftice 
of the charge of public corruption againft thefe courts. 
But we flxall prelently fee, that primate Ufhcr*s own 
court w^$ not a whit lefs corrupt, in the opinion of the 
good'Bifliop Bedel, than thofe of the other irifh 
biihops. 

Thefe corruptions were fo flagrant, and long con- 
tinued, that even in 1640, the difTenters in Ulfter, oh 
whom the epifcopal clergy had, as we have feen, con- 
ferred many fignal favours, made fevere animadverfions 
upoa. theni. In their repionftrance 40 the Englifli par-* 
liamcnt of that year, they obferved,* '* that the com- 
' mutation of penance (which Burnet calls the word of 
fimony) whttch either fliould not at ail be exaded, or 
ifexstfted^ ihould be fet apart for thepoor^ and other 
f)lous ufes,* came either to the prelate's kitchen, or 
the commiiffiuy's purfe, or to both ; and that, though 
the officers iof thefe courts pretended themfelves to be 
the advancters of virtue, and punifhers of vice, yet 
they iiiuall)^. without further fatisfaftion,:.abfolved the 
moft fcandtilous^erfbns for a fum of money, and often 
queftioned j not 'allW^fuch, from whom. they privately 
beforeh too^ -had receivjed. fuch ium."

In thefe enquiries the utmoft violence was done to the jurors'

to enquire into his majefty's title to that county, " the jury offered 
their verdift of ignoramus to the king's title, the commiffioners re- 
fufed to accept it, and bound the jury over to appear before them 
in the exchequer court, where, when five of them ftilj refufed 
to find the tide in the king, the commiffioners committed them 
toprifon, and they were afterwards cenfured in the caftle cham- 
ber forrefufingto join with their fellows to find his maicfty*8 ti- 
tle."

The commiffioners fent about this time from England, by the 
king, to enquire into the numerous grievanoes complained of by 
the Irifli agents, fct forth in their report to his jHajefty,. ** that 

out 
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defeent, m long pofieflion, though for fereral hundred 
years, nor even letters patent, could fecare the pro- 
prietors againft the predatory, effeds of it/' But as 
this bufinefs was profecuted with the greateft violence 
in the enfuing reign, under Lord Wentworth's govern- 
ment, I fhall defer the confideration of it till I come 
to fpeak of that period. 

One would .irhagine, that fome caufe had been given 
by the Irift, or at lead pretended by their enemies, for 
fuch continued Severity ; but nothing of that kind 
appears to have been thie cafe ; for all hiftdrians agree, 
that, except O'Dogherty^s (hort-lived tumult, and the 
forged plot of the earlis^ there was not the lead. com- 
motion in Ireland, during that whole reign*: although, 
had the Ififli been difpdfed to rife, it is certain, that no 
people /buldbfave a more tempting opportunity^ or a 
more .pkufible /pretence, Aan they then laad,'' '^ for 
King James never kept up a greater fore€i<i that king- 
dom, than O'flfe thotifendfeven hundred and thirty-five 
' foot,

out of the partidiilar ififtances (being marly) of opprefliiMi, and 
extortions of the foidiers, provoft-marih&ls, and' others, they 
had felefted three fcote* That in countiea, whcife-ftie compo- 
fition, in IW of the cefs was paid, the foMiersdid extof t on his 
majefty'sfuhj^ias, by neither paying money, ncir' giving' tickets, 
for what they t<!>dk up. That;* beSdes meat -and "dtrnk, ^^hey 
extorted money from the pooi^ pfco^Ie, where they Were cefled ; 
three fhillirigs for every night's lodging for an horfe-man, and 
two for a foot-man, fometimes m<^r6. As 'a!ft)<Jeh^Iil p^ttyfums 
for their boys, and attendants, fefefides viftuak; &rtd thtfe fol- 
diers took nroney, not only f or thi^m'felires, but! likewife for other 
foldiers abfent,' Which the <5cHk*ry' -called bhiik ^mcn, becaufe 
they were not feen. That, in all thefe cafes, when 'fh^.'p^oplc 
had not money, they took feydiMf feme of their-fcittte or honfe- 
hoid ftnff, for pawns, in li€uth^rg6f ; that -thte officers of the 
army did the fame ; that fhertffs^ld fuffer fhcirfnen and bailiffs 
and follo>*'ers, to take both money and TiftuaHfrom the country. 
And that the reafon the people diid hot compfaltt- 16 -^c deputy 
of Ull thfefe'-oj^preffidns and ^xtoytbnsi, was for -fear of being 
worfc ufed by the foldiferd at t)ther tifttes; and becaufe^fhe- charges 
of the co^p|[aittt'Wbuld'far;^kgee4 the damages." -ScethatRe- 
poct, in Defid. Curiof. Hiber. vol. ii. p. 365, 4, 2. 
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foot, and two hundred and twelve horfe ; and thefe in 
a miferable condition, fometimes tbree ytar^ unpaid ; 
and not a penny of money in the hands of either of 
the treafurers,. or any .to be borrowed from private 
perfons. Yet he was, all this time fettling the planta- 
tions in different parts of the kingdom, changing the ** 
properties of lands, .tranfplanting the old inhabitants, 
and fettling colonies of ftrangers ; while the old Irifh 
chieftains and petty lords, were difcontented at Ae lofs 
of their antient power, and while there were, in re- 
mote parts of the kingdom, numbers of idle young, 
and aftive fellows, who being unprovided for a liveli- 
hood, and not caring to earn it by the fweat of their 
bro^, were fiill of conn^laintB, and eager for rflteratiois. 
In Connaught alone there were feven thoufand of thefe 
idle fellows booked down by officers, and given in a lift 
to the lord deputy, that were fit for nothing but arms j 
and who then living 6h their friends, afid relations, 
muft have been forced to feek, and pufli their for-

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CHAP. L 

The State of the Irijh under Charles I. 

UURING the firft two years of king Charles's reign, 
the catholics of Ireland enjoyed fomei little tranquflHty, 
for which thiey were indebted not to the lenity of the 
Irifh government, but to his majefty's goodnefs alone,* 
*' which had limited, from time to time, the Lord 
Deputy Faulkland and the 'tx)uncil of that kingdom, 
by feveral inftruftions, diteftions, and letters, con- 
cerning them.** * Their gratitude for this forbearance 
was, indeed, extraordinary ;' and the generofity of 
their offer to his majefty, on that account, could fcarce 
be exceeded by any thing, but by that folly and fana- 
ticifm, which induced the government to rejed it. 

In

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In the year 1626/ '^^^TKe condition of the king's 
afFairs was much perplexed in England ; he was at war 
with the two moft powerful kings in Europe, and his 
fubjefts in the Engliflr -parliament would afiord him lit- 
tle or no affiftance but upon hard and diflionourable 
terms, though they had errgaged him in the firft war ; 
and feemed: glad of the laft, it bdng in defence of 
religion." , ' < 

In tMs perplexity of* his majeftyV affairs,* ^' The 
Roman catholics of Ireland offered cbriftairitly to pay 
an army (^ five thoufahd'foot, and fiye hundred horfe, 
for his majefty's fervice, provided they might be tole- 
rated itlr the excrcife 6f their religion.*- The toleration 
they defired was no more, than fome refpite frbm the op- 
preffions and extortions of the ecclefiaftical courts, and 
to have alt^proceedings againft them ih thefe coiirts, for , 
religion, fufpehded 5 to be releafed from thcfe exorbi- 
tant fums which they were obliged to pay Tor theft 
chriftenings aiid marriages^; and pafticukirly^ to have 
the extravagafnt furplice-fees of the clergy, and the ex^- 
traordinary warrants^ for levying them, abolifhed/* 

But the clergy were . too much interefted In thefe 
matters -not to oppofe, \vith all their powers,- tlieac* 
ceptance of fuch an offer; Upon 4iie firil tender of 
it,^ a pfoteflation was drawn up againft it,- by primate 
Ulher, and fubfcribed by- twelve bifliops 5 which Df. 
Downham,' bifliop of Perry, pronounced in Chrift- 
church, Dublin, before '?he ftate ; upoti whom it had 
fo powerful an effeft, that the catholics offer was 
fcornfully reje^ied, and their religion fcurriloufly a- 
bufed.'

N this preffing exigency of his majefty's aflFairs, a free 
" or contribution,* of one hundred and twenty thou- 
fand pounds, was fet on foot in Ireland, " of which, 
fays Mr. Carte,' the catholics paid near two-thirds.'* ** 
And indeed, on that account, they feem to have been 
well entitled to that refpite from legal penalties, which 
they are faid to have then obtained. But this refpite, 
if any they had, muft have been very inconfiderable ;

Thsit 
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for in the year 1629, a fevere perfecution was raifcd 
againil them, which was as unlooked for, as unmerited. 
The council of Ireland, in their letter to the king, 
April 28th of that year, confefs,* " That except what 
they call the infolence and excrefcence of the popifh 
clergy (which fhall be juft now explained), the king- 
dom, as to the civil part of it, was in far better order 
at that junfture, than ever it was in the memory of 
man ; as well in the general and current execution of 
juftice, according to the laws, in the freedom of men's 
perfons and eftates, and in the univerfal outward fub- 
miffion of all forts of fettled inhabitants to the crown 
and laws of England ; as alfo in the advancement of 
the crown revenues, and in the competent number of 
bifliops and other able and learned bifliops of the 
church of England.'* But thefe bifliops, it feems, and 
other able and learned minifters of ihe church of 
England, were not then thought fufficient, without the 
help of a military force, to reclaim the catholics from 
the heinous fin of ferving God in the way moft agree- 
able to their own confciences. 

The caufe and maimer of this perfecution are thus 
related bv Hammon TEilrange, who was then, or 
fliortly after, in Ireland.^ " In this year,'* fays he, 
/* the Roman clergy began to rant it, and to exercife 
their fancies, called religion, fo publicly as if they had 
gained a toleration/' The reader, I imagine, will be 
furprized to find, that this ranting of the catholic 
clergy was nothing more, than their reading prayers 
quietly to their people in one of their own chapels : *

Few, I believe, will wonder that the populace en- 
deavoured to refcue their priefts, in fuch an exigency ; 
and fewer yet, that the catholic aldermen of Dublin 
did not afTift their mayor in this priefl-catching bufi- 
nefs. But it is not eafy to conceive, what elfe but a 
truly puritanical excefs of zeal, could have excited 
an archbifhop of Dublin to quit his proper province, 
the public fervice of the church, on a folemn feflival, 
to head a file of mufketeers, and lead them on thus

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furioufly to demolifli a chapel, apprehend a few priefts, 
and terrify a number of harmlefs people in the midft 
of their devotions ; and that too ** in the midft of far 
better order in civil matters, and more univerfal fub- 
jeftion to the crown and laws of England, than was ever 
before known in the memory of man/' One can 
hardly help thinking, that the furious puritan Venner 
did, fome years after, copy the example of this arch- 
bifhop of Dublin,- when ifluing from his conventicle in 
Colman-ftreety London, with about fifty of his difci- 
ples armed, he fancied himfelf commiflioned from hea- 
ven to fall upon and kill all thofe whom he met 
with in the ftreets, of a diflferent perfuafion from his 
own. 

After what has been hitherto related, who can help 
wondering at the partiality or ignorance of thofe hifto- 
rians who confidently tell us,* *' that, during all this 
and the former reign, the catholics of Ireland enjoyed 
an undifturbed exercife of their religion ; and diat 
even Dublin, where the feat of the king's chief gover- 
nor was, they went as publicly and uninterruptedly to 
their devotions, a$ he went to his.*' 



CHAP. III. 

^he free gift or contribution continued for the fervice of 
the government. 

1 H E free gift before-mentioned, having been con- 
tinued longer, and grown more burdenfome than was 
expefted, the people ' " began to entertain frightful 
apprehenfions, left it might, in fine, turn to an here- 
ditary charge on their eftates." The proteftants efpe- 
cially, .complained loudly of it ; thofe of Cavan in 
particular, who figned a petition to the lords juftices 
againft it, fetting forth,* " That it was plotted and 
collefted without the coijfent of the proteftants of that 

country,

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country, and partly by force, praying their lordfliips 
favourably to forbear any further impofition of any 
fuch burden upon them, until they reprefented their 
humble remonftrancc to his majefty/' 

Richard Earl of Cork, then one of the lords jufti- 
ces,' '* privately fet the proteftants againft this contri- 
bution; and feveral of the bifliops joined him in 
oppofmg it/* His grace of Canterbury told bifliop 
Bedel,* on that occafion,* " that his, and the other 
bifliops behaviour, was not well taken by his majefty." 
A fcheme was, however, formed by them, for levying 
the whole contribution on the catholics, by putting 
the ftatute of the 2d of Elizabeth in ftrift execution. 
Accordingly, the lords juftices and council informed 
his majefty,' '* That it was irapoflible to improve that 
part of the revenue,*" fave only by impoling the twelve- 
pence a Sunday on the recufants/* This propofal was 
readily agreed to by the king : ^ *' We approve well," 
lays his majefty in his anfwer, '* that this bufinefs, as 
you defire, may be prefently put into fuch a ftate as that 
the money, which fliall by that means grow due unto us, 
may be ready to be levied by Michaelmas next. And 
as the beft and fureft way to bring it to efFeft, we do 
hereby authorife and require you, forthwith to aiTem- 
ble our council there, and with their privity to caufe 
prefentments to be duly made through the whole king- 
dom, according to the law you mention doth appoint." 
Thefe prefentments were accordingly made, and fines 
were impofed on fuch juries as refufed to find them.

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Lord Wentworth, then appointed deputy, did not, 
it feems, like this method of raifing a fupply for the 
maintenance of the army J " Not," fays he, " but 
that every good Englifliman ought, as well in reafon 
of ftate-as confcience, to defire the kingdom were well 
reduced to a conformity in religion ; but becaufe it is 
a great bufmefs, that has many roots lying deep and 
for within the ground, which fliquld be firft thoroughly 
opened before we judge what height it may fhoot up 
to, when it (hdl feel itfelf once ftruck at, to be loofen- 
ed and pulled up." He was, therefore, for continumg 
the contribution as it then ftood,* " becaufe he thought 
it more fafe, confidering the inequality of numbers 
and the ill provifion of the army, to take the contri- 
bution againft the will of the proteftants, than to raife 
the twelve-pence a Sunday, againft the liking of the 
recufants." But his principal reafon for not depend- 
ing on the execution of this ftatute, for railing this 
fupply, was the uncertainty of its fuccefs or fufficiency; 
for as he pleafantly obferved,' " If it took that good 
effed for which it was intended, which was to bring 
the Irifh to a conformity in religion, it would come to 
nothing ; and fo would prove a covering narrower than 
a man could wrap himfelf in." 

His lordfliip foon brought the king over to his opi- 
nion in this particular ; but was obliged to have recourfe 
to Laud's sdliftance, to convince the Irifli bifhops of 
the impropriety of executing the ftatute of the 2d of 
Elizabeth at that junfture/^ " As for the laying * 
afide," fays his grace in his letter to bifliop Bedel, 
** the twelve-pence a Sunday, and not expefting it for 
the prefent, his majefty conceives he did it upon all 
the confiderable reafons that could be, and thofe very 
well weighed ; and therefore, I do heartily pray both 
you and your brethren, to lay afide all jeaioufies, and 
to advance his majefty's fervice by air the good means 
you can, for that he would be very forry to find the 
carriage of any bifliop efpecially Ihould caft a damp 
upon his majefty's fervice." CHAP

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CHAP. IV. 

Lord Wentwerth continues the contribution. 

X HE eftabliihed clergy of Ireland, who made religi- 
on a preteAce for preffing the execution of the before- 
mentioiied ftatute,' " were themfelves generally igno- 
rant and unlearned, and loofe, and irregular, in their 
lives arid converfatioris.*' * '^ As fcandsllous livings,*' 
fays Mr. Carte in the fame place, " naturally make 
fcandaious minifters, the clergy of the eftablifhed church, 
were negligent of their cures, and very cardefs of db- 
fcrving uniformity and decency in divine \(roi*{hip.** * 
Of this particular obftaclie to the reformation Lord 
Wentworth was fully fenfibk, and mientionfed it in 
feveral of his letters to the miniftry in England.^ " Aft 
unlearned clergy," fays he in one of them, *' vfhohave 
not fo much as the outward form of churchmen to cov6r 
thehifelves withal^ nor theit perfonfeany way rcVtttncedi 
or proteded ; the churches unliuilt; the parfonage arid- 
vicafage-houfes utterly ruined; the people untaught 
through the non-refidence of the clergy, ocdaftonfed by 
unlimited ihameful numbers of fpiritual promotions, 
with cure of fouls, which they hold by commeftdams ; 
the rites and ceremonies of the church run over, 
without decency of habit, order, or gravity, in the 
courfe of their fervice ; the bifhops alienating their Very 
principal houfes and demefnes to their children, to 
ftrangers, and farming out their jurifdiftions to mean 
and unworthy perfons ;'* fo that with refpeft to their 
projeft of propagating religion by enforcing this ftatute, 
his lordlhip juftly obferved,'* " that fuch brainfick zeal 
would worlc a goodly reformation furely, to force con-

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formity to a religion, when there was hardly to be found 
a church to receive, or an able minifter to teach the 
people*" Laud ^ in anfwcr to this account of the Irifh 
clergy, tells him, ** the anatomy, which you make of 
the Irifli ecclefiaAical difeafe, makes it apparent, that 
it is fpread fo univerfally over the body, that a very 
wife phyfician can fcarce tell where to begin the cure.*'^ 
The method Lord Wentworth propofed for im- 
proving this part of the revenue, in preference to the 
tax on the confciences of the natives, was firft, to con- 
tinue the contribution for another year ; and fecondly, 
to fummon a parliament, in order to fettle a conftant 
and regular fupply for the army. But, in order to make 
trial of the temper of the catholics, (who had firft 
propofed, and adually paid more than two thirds of the 
former contribution,) with regard to the continuance 
of it for a longer term,"^ " he fent a private mef- 
fenger of his own to Irelsmd, who was himfelf a catho- 
lic, with inftru£tions to invite them to make an offer to 
his majefty of half a fubfidy, to be paid the next 
year ; upon condition, that all further profecution up* 
on the ftatute of the 2d of Elizabeth might be refpit- 
ed till his coming over. ^ The inftrument I employ- 
ed," fays he, " knows no other, but that the refolution 
of the fbte here is fet upon that courfe, and that I do this 
privately, in favour and w^ll-wifhing to divert the

all, being firanied, and executed by the Earl of Cork ; 
which makes the man labour in good earneft, taking it 
to be a caufe pro aris^ et focis.** 

The anfwer, which this artful meflage produced was,^ 
*' That the catholics were all very willing to continue 
the contribution to his majefty, as it then was, until 
his lordfliip's coming over ; and, in order to teftify 
their forwardnefs to comply, they fent his lordfliip a let- 
ter to that effeft, from the Earl of Antrim and others.'* 



CHAP. V. 

Lord Deputy Wentworth arrives in Ireland. 

In July 1633, Lord Wentworth landed in Dublin.* 
" His lordfhip began his adminiftration in a manner,** 
fays Mr. Carte, " that was ungracious, and could be 
hardly expeded from a man of his wifdom, and ex- 
perience, who knew the'cdnfequence of the firft ftcps 
that a governor takes, and the impreflions which they 
leave in the minds of the people. For, four days after 
his arrival, he fummoned the council by a purfuivant, 
according to the ufual manner in that point ; but fum<* 
moned only a particular number, as if he intended to 
confult with a committee, rather than, the whole body 
of it This difobliged all that were omitted in the 
fummons; and even the few he had called together 
were offended by a negle£):, which they thought unbe- 
coming his lordfhip to offer, or themfelves to bear ; 
they affembled at two o'clock according to their fum- 
mons, but the lord deputy, whether out of an affeda- 
tion of ftate, or not attending to the hour through a more 
agreeably caufe (for he had a day or two before declar- 
ed his marriage to Mrs. Elizabeth Rhodes, a young 
lady of extraordinary merit, whom after a long abfence 
he had met at Dublin), made them wait two hours and 
more, before he came to them ; and then the bufiaefs,

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under pretence of which they were fummoned, was 
not handled as they expeifted.** It was, perhaps, for 
this, among other reafons, that at their next meeting 
in council, his lordfliip's propofal for continuing the 
contribution for another year was far from being agree- 
ably received ; fo far indeed, that he faid,* ** he was 
put to his laft refuge on that occafion, which was to 
tell them plainly, that there was no neceffity, which 
induced him to take them to council in that bufinefs ; 
for that rather thah fail in fo neceffary a duty ' to his 
mafter, he would undertake, upon the peril of his 
head, to make the king's army able to fubfift and pro- 
vide for themfelves ambngft them, without their help/* ^ ^ 
The army, at this time, took up viftuals in its marches, 
and paid nothing, as if it had been in an enemy's 
country, and therefore was held in abomination by the 
inhabitants/ Having by this commination, fomewhat 
ibftened their oppofition, he further advifed,* " that

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die propofition of the next year's contribution might 
come from the proteftants, as it had done that year, 
from the papifts ; and fo thofe, no more in fliew, than 
fubftance, to go before thefe, in their chearfukieft and 
readinefs to ferve his majefty." 

His lordfliip's fecond propofal, of calling a parlia- 
ment, to fettle a conftant and regular fupply for the 
maintenance of the army, was fo very diflferently re- 
ceived, that upon the bare mention of it, they readily 
came into his firft propofal: * " they were fo horribly 
afraid,** fays he, " that the contribution-money would 
be fet, as an annual charge upon their inheritances, 
as they would redeem it at any rate; fo as, upon the 
name of a parliament, it was fomething ftrange to fee, 
how inftantly they gave confent to this propofiti- 
on, with all the chearfulnefs poffible, and agreed to 
have a letter drawn up, making an offer of the next 
year's contribution, under their hands.** " The next 
labour (adds his lordfhip) muft be to get through the 
whole kingdom, the hands of the popifh party to the 
like offer, which I affure myfelf to have within a few 
weeks." ^ 



CHAP. VI. 

Lord Wentworth^s manner of modelling the Irijh 
parliament. 

JLiORD Wentworth was not, in the leaft degree 
fcrupulous as to the legal qualifications of fuch peifons 
as he intended fhould conftitute this new houfe of com- 
mons ; nor indeed did he willingly fuffer any to be 
returned members, whom he did not believe to be fome 
way or othfer fubfervient to his predatory defigns* *

' " I have this day," fays he, in a letter to Secrctaiy Coke, 
*^fent out the writs olfummons, and with them above an hundred 
letters in recommendation of fuch as, upon advice taken with

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** I fhall labour,*' ' fays he, " to make as many captains, 
and officers burgeffes, in this parliament, as I poi&bly 
can ; who having immediate dependence on the crown, 
may almoft fway the bufinefs between the two parties,** 
which way they pleafe/* One particular inftancc of 
his lordihip's management in thefe ele&ions, I fhall 
relate in his own words, becaufe, indeed, it is in itfelf 
fo extraordinary, that it would hardly gain belief, were 
it related in the words of any other perfon. 

His lordfhip had refolved to make Mr. Cateline, who 
was recorder of Dublin, one of the reprefentatives of 
that city ; but it appears that Cateline's competitor, 
being either a catholic, or flrcnuoufly fupported by 
that interefl, was likely to carry the eleftioh from him. 
For the catholics were generally apprehenfive, that fome 
fevere laws againfl the exercife of their religion were 
intended to be pafTed that feflioh, and therefore, were

This nobleman (as I conceive) being a perfon, not of 
the heft affe£lions that would be efteemed to be the advocate 
of the public ; and which was as obfervable as any of the reft, 
coming, as it were, the mouth to open for them all, I thought 
fit to clofe it as foon and furely as I could 5 therefore my anfwer 
was quick. I told him, that affuredly, his majefty would rejeft 
with fcom, all fuch foreign inftruwors ; that me king's own 
councils were fufilicient to govern his own affairs and people, 
without borrowing from any private man whatfoever. I perceiv- 
• ed his lordfhip a little out of countenance, and battening from 
the tenet, telling me, it was only to put me in mind of what had 
formerly been the cuftom, and that the Lord of Faulkland had 
called tneir lordlhips of the pale in like cafe. My anfwer was, 
that Lord Faulkland (hould be no rule in this for me." Went- 
worth adds in the fame letter to Secretary Coke (as if he was 
diffident how this difcourfe and treatment would be taken by the 
king), " if I may from you gather it was too much, I wiU put 
fome water in my wine, and exprefs it more mildly to his ma- 
jefty's contentment, as well in the manner as the matter." Straffl 
St. Lett. vol. i.

Thb appears from Wentworth's fpeech to this parliament ; 

wherein. 
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theirs was foundation enough for Wentworth to pre- 
tend in excufe of his own violent interpofition in this 
election for Dublin,* " thjit the flieriff of that city had 
carried himfelf mutinoufly;*' but in what refpeft he 
does not mention, otherwife than by a bare fuf[^cion 
<^ his own, ^^ that he was fet on by priefts and friars ^ 
to fufFer no proteftant to be returned to parliament/' 
On this fufpicion, however, he brought him ^ into the 
caftle chamber,^ upon an Ore tenus ; where upon what 
he had fet down under his hand, he fined him in two 
hundred pounds, and five hundred pounds more, for 
his contempt in refufing to itt his hand to another part 
of his examination, difabting hkn from ever bearing 
that office in the city : " Which,*^ adds his lordfliip, 
** wrought fo good an effect, as giving order prefently 
for chufing a new {beri£f, and going on the next day 
with the eledtion again, the voices were all orderly 
taken ; and the conformable proving the greatefl: num- 
ber, Cateline and Alderman Barry, a proteftant, were 
chofen." There were at this time more than an hun- 
dred Roman catholics to one proteftant in Ireland,^ and

The deputy had alfo refolved, to make this Cateline 
fpeaker of the houfe of commons,^ ** And, as I un- 
derftood," fays he, " there was a muttering among 
them of rejefling hii^i, and chufmg fome other for 
themfelves, I called the lord chancellor to me, and di- 
reded hkn to require them forthwith to aiTemble them- 
felves in their houfe, and to chufe their fpeaker, who 
was to be prefented to me by nine o^clock the next 
morning ; telling them it was not worth their conten- 
tion, and that it would be taken as an ill prefage of 
fome waywardnefs or forwardnefs of mind, if they 
fliould go about to deny fuch for their fpeaker, as 
fliould be recommended by his majefty's privy council ; 
or to ftruggle in a bufmefs, wherein the conclufion mutt 
be according to his majefty's good will and pleafure^ 
whether they will or no. So they departed (adds he), 
and before dinner, without any noife or opposition at 
all, they chofe the recorder for their fpeaker.** 

His lordftiip, however, underftanding what ^ dan- 
gerous broils and tumults had happened in the houfe of 
commons in 1614, under Sir Arthur Chichefter*s go- 
vernment, upon the like occaiion of forcing a fpeaker 
upon them, did, after Sir Arthur's example, iffue a 
proclamation, " that neither the peers nor commoners 
fliould come into parliament with fwords.** Concern- 
ing this proclamation, I (hall relate a paflage of a young 
n^leman, of whom I Ihall hereafter have occaiion to 
make frequent mention. ^^ Purfuant to orders, ih^ 
ujfaer of the black rod was {Wanted at the dicx>r of tbfi 
houfe of lords, to take the fwor4s of the peers ; and as 
the Earl of Ormond was coming in, he dema,nded his, 
but was refufed. That officer hereupon Ihewed the 
proclamation, and repeated his demaj^d.in a rough 
manner. The earl told him, th^it if ^e mufi hfiv^ his 
fword, be fiiould have it in his guts ; and jb marched 
on to his feat, and was the only peer who fat that day 
with a fword in the houfe. Upon die earl*s being fent

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for by the deputy that very night, to appear before the 
council, and anfwer for his difobedience to the procla- 
mation, he owned he had feen it, and added, " that 
he difobeyed both that and his lordftiip's order, out of 
deference to an higher authority ; and then produced 
the king's writ, which fummoned him to come to par- 
liament, cumgladio cindus. This altercation was the 
beginning and caufe of that great friendfhip, which 
fubfifted between thefe two noblemen during Lord 
Wentworth's life/' 



CHAP. VII. 

Some tranfailions of this parliament* 

yj N the i6th of July 1634, this parliament ^et * in 
the caftle of Dublin : ' " Undoubtedly,*' fays Weritworth, 
*' with the greateft civility and fplendor Ireland ever faw ; 
there having appeared a very gallant nobility and gentry, 
far above that I expeded ; and all this accompanied 
with Angular chearfulnefs towards his majefty's affairs." 
His lordihip in his fpeech, acquainted them,* '' that 
his majefty expeded an hundred thoufand pounds debt

His lordihip was told in anfwer to this point, ^^ that he had 
good reafon to fuffer that lord, at his own requeft, to bear the 
fword ; wherein if he did any thing malicioufly, in contempt or 
difgraceof religion, or the deputy's authority, he was to be con- 
vented and puniflied as he deferved.*' lb. fol. 202. 
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to be difcharged, and twenty thoufand pounds a year 
conflant and (landing revenue, to be fet apart for pay- 
ment of the army." He likewife told them, " that his 
majefty intended to have two feflions of that parliament, 
the one for himfelf, the other for them; fo as if 
they, without conditions, fupplied the king in this, 
they might be fure his majefty would go along with 
them in the next meeting, through all the expreffions 
of a gracious and good king/* 

Lord Wentworth knew,^ that in the year 1628, the 
king had given the Irifh his folemn promife, for a ** 
valuable confideration, that he would, in their next 
parliament, (which was that now affembled) remove 
feveral grievances that had been humbly remonftrated 
to him, particularly, the enquiry into defeftive titles ; 
but he was fenfible, at the fame time, that this folemn 
promife would not be kept ; nay, he had himfelf aftu- 
ally perfuaded the king not to keep it. It was, there- 
fore, with reafon apprehended, by both his majefty 
and his lordfhip, that the commons would infift on the 
performance of that promife, before they granted the 
fupplies in queftion ; on which account, it was thought 
advifable to make two feflions of that parliament, and 
to give them the king's promife for both. At all events, 
it feems to have been refolved upon, in cafe the com- 
mons infifted on the previous performance of the king's 
promife, to difTolve the parliament, and raifc the fup- 
plies in an arbitrary way. Under this apprehenfi- 
on, his majefty told the deputy,* " that it would 
not be worfe for him, though . that, parliament's 
obftinacy fliould make him break with diem ; for I

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fear," adds he, " they have fome grounds to demand 
more than it is fit for me to give." " 

The deputy, however, took uncommon pains to per- 
fuade them, that in cafe of their free and unconditional 
grant of the fupplies, the king would certainly confirm 
the promifed graces ; ^ and in order to banifh from 
their minds all diffidence in that refped,^ *' Surely," 
faid he, " fo great a meannefs cannot enter your 
hearts, as once to fufpeft his majefty's gracious re- 
gards of you, and performance with you, where 
you affie yourfelves upon his grace." And yet his 
lordfhip had not only advifed his majefly, as I have 
already obferved, to break his folemn promife to thcfe 
people ; but alfo, in order more e£Fe£tually to perfuade 
nun to do fo, had even engaged to take upon himfclf

The abolition of this court was one of the 
principal graces which the king had folemnly promifed to thefe 
I>eopIe in 1628, for/ the valuable confideration hereafter men- 
tioned. 
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all the danger and infamy that was likely to arife from 
it. For which wonderful piece of fervice, his majefty, 
foon after, thanked him, in a letter written with his 
own hand/ 

But left thefe artful infinuations fliould not prevail 
with the commons, he thought proper to enforce his 
demands by fome high expreffions, tending tp frighten 
them into a fpeedy compliance.^ '^ Let me not,^* faid 
he, " prove a Caffandra amongft ^ou, to ^eak .truth, 
and not to be believed. However, ](peak truth I will, 
were I to become your enemy for it ; remember 
therefore, that I tell you, you may either mar or make 
this parliament. If you proceed with refpeft, without 
laying clogs or conditions on the king, as wife men 
and good fubjefts ought to do, you ffiall infallibly fet 
up this parliament eminent tp ppfterity, as the very 
bafis and foundation of the greateft happinefs and prof- 
perity that ever befell this nation. But, if you meet 
a great king with narrow circumfcribed hearts, if you 
will needs be wife and cautious above the moon, re- 
member again that I tell you, you Ihall never be able 
to caft your mifts before the eyes of f6 difcerning a 
king ; you fhall be found out, your fons fliall wifli 
they had been the children of more believing parents ; 
and in a time when you look not for it, when it will 
be too late for you to help, the lad repentance of an 
unadvifed breach (hall be yours ; lafting honour fhall 
be my maftcr's/'

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CHAP. VIIL 

The legality of feveral elections quejiionedy but the nuh 
tion over-ruled* 

X H E very next day after Lord Wentworth had 
delivered this fpeech to parliament (which, it feems, 
he did with fo much haughty vehemence/ ' ** that he 
was faint at the prefent, and the worfe for it two or 
three days after,") the recufants began to call for* 
" the purging of the houfe ;" an operation, which we 
may well prcfume, it then ftood in great need of. But 
that motion was, with fome difficulty, over-ruled. This 
interruption his lordftiip had notforefeenj and therefore 
ordered, that on the following day, the fupplies fhould 
be inftantly moved for,^ " Not to be diverted,** fays 
he, ** by any other propofition j not even by moving, 
that it (hould reft till the houfe had taken this purg- 
ing phyfic, which they fo hotly called for/* 

The fupplies were- accordingly moved for on the 
following day, and fix entire fubfidies were unanimouf- 
ly voted to his majefty, payable in four years.**

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Thefe fupplies were very confiderable ; '^ and far ex- 
ceeded his lordihip's cxpeftation.* " The proportion 
he was guided by, was to rate every thoufand pounds 
per annum, with forty pounds payment to die king, 
each fubfidy ; fo that,'* fays he, " the fubfidies raifed 
this firft, were more than I propofed to be had in both 
feffions, and were given freely and without any con- 
tradiftipn.'* 

His lordfhip's obfervation on the catholics calling 
fo hotly for ** the T)urging of the houfe,*' ^ is worthy

An altercation which happened on this motion for purging 
the houfe, between Sir John Dungan, Bart, and one Captain 
Price, a creature of the deputy's, may give us fome idea of the 
tyrannical difpofition of that government. The captain having 
made fome indecent refleftions on that motion, in the hearing 
of Sir John, who fat fo near him that he could not help over- 
hearing him ; the knight, it feems, refented them fo warmly, 
that the captain imagined he had given him the lie : but inftead 
of demanding what is called private fatisfaftion for the affront, 
as military men are but too apt to do, this gallant officer lodged 
a public complaint againft the knight in the caftle-chamber (the 
ftar-chamber of Ireland). The fentence pronounced againft Sir 
John Dungan in that court was, that he fhould beg Captaili 
Price's pardon publicly on his knees, both iij the council-cham- 
ber and houfe of commons ; and afterwards enter into bonds 
with the clerk of the council, in the fum of five hundred pounds 
Englifh, to his majcfly's ufe, with condition to render his perfon 
to the conftable of the caftle four days before the next feffion 

of 
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of fomc notice. ** This warm motiofi * for purging 
the houfe," fays he, " doubtlefs with an ainj of put- 
ting out a great company of proteftant$» upon the 
point of non-refidency, came not, as I was well affured, 
from any backwardnefs to fuppty the king ; but out 
of an hope, by this means putting out many of the 
other party, to become the greater number, and fo en- 
dear themfelves the more with his majefty, to make 
that work (granting the fubfidies) wholly their own, 
and themfelves more confiderable ; which would turn 
a greater obligation on the king, than I conceive his 
majefty would be willing they fhould put upon him, 
or indeed was fit, the prefent condition of affairs con- 
fidered/* By this condition of affairs is plainly to be 
underftood, his majefty's and the viceroy's preconcert- 
ed defign, to carry on the enquiry imo defedive titles, 
notwithftanding the royal promife to the contrary ; for 
which ini/quitous purpofe, thefe unqus^lified members 
were ftill retained and protected, to the great preju- 
dice of the real reprefentatives of the people, and at 
the expence of his majefty's juftice and honour. .

of this parliament (of which he was a member), there to re-

fpoken to ; and in that place (houfe of commons) not only un- 
mannerly and uncivil, but deferving punifliment; wherein it is 
conceived > he committed a terrible offence; firft, againft the 
kin^ ; ilecondly, againft the houfe of commons ; and thirdly, 
agamft the perfon of Captain Price. It is therefore ordered, 
&c.'' lb. 
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CHAP. IX. 

The remonjlrance of the Irijb commons to the deputy^ 
concerning the promifed graces • 

1 He commons, relying on the merit of thefe un» 
conditional fupplies, chearfully and unanimoufly grant- 
ed, appointed a committee to draw up a remonftrance 
to the lord deputy, concerning his majefty's promife ; 
particularly, in relation to the enquiry into defeftive 
titles. In that remonftrance they fet forth,* ' " That 
fenfibly apprehending the manifold inconveniences that 
had befallen the kingdom, through the uncertainty of 
eftates, occafioned by the embezzling, burning and 
defacing of records, in times loofe and uncertain, 
troubled with continual war, until the beginning of 
his late majefty's happy reign j and increafed by the

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negligence or ignorance of fundry perfons heretofore 
employed in pafling of patents and eftates from the 
crown ; whereby many errors in law crept into 
thefe grants, whereof divers indigent perfons, with 
ea'gle-eyes piercing thereinto, commonly took ad- 
vantage, to the utter overthrow of many noble and 
defcrving perfons, who for valuable confiderations 
of fervice to the crown, or for money, or for both, 
honourably and fairly acquired their eftates. That, 
therefore, finding in themfelves a fenfible feeling of 
thefe and other grievances, they had received unfpeak- 
able pleafure from his majefty*s princely care and ten- 
der affeftion towards them, exprefled in the graces 
tranfmitted over by their laft agents, and on his royal 
word, the beft of aflurances, and his princely figna- 
ture, which he had been gracioufly pleafed to pafs 
unto them, to caufe the faid graces to be enafted in 
the next enfuing parliament ; that they could not fuf- 
ficiently difcharge their duty to his majefty, or the 
truft rcpofed in them by their countr)% unlefs they 
were careful in thefe great affairs, to conferve the ho- 
nour of his majefty's word, in that refpeft, paffed 
unto them his people, who had heretofore, by their faid 
agents, prefented a free gift of one hundred and twenty 
thoufand pounds to his majefty, and one hundred and 
fifty thoufand pounds loan-money or contribution, by 
them forgiven; and forty thoufand pounds in thefe 
two laft years, contributed by the country, amounting 
in the total to three hundred and ten thoufand pounds, 
exceeding in proportion their abilities, and the prece- 
dents of paft ages, &c. Wherefore, they moft humbly 
prayed, that his lordfliip would place the ftatuteaift 
Jacobi, entitled an aft for the general quiet of the 
fubjeft againft concealments, in the firft tranfmiflipn of 
laws into England ; the faid grace being particularly 
promifed by his majefty, approved by both the coun- 
cils of eftate in England and Ireland, and publiflied in 
all the counties of Ireland at the general affizes ; and 
moft expefted of all the other graces. And that he 
wbuld pleafe to certify their univerfal confent, and 
inuch longing defire, to have the faid ftatute of 21ft 

Jacobi, 
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Jacobi,*" and the reft of the faid graces, perpetuated by 
afts to be pafled in that parliament/' This remonf- 
trance was prefented to his lordfliip by Sir George 
RatcIifFe, knight, mafter of the rolls ; Sir James Ware, 
knight ; Mr. Serjeant Barry j and eight other refpefta- 
ble members. 

" The improvement of the king's revenue,* was the 
colour made ufe of by certain projeftors, to obtain 
commiffions of enquiry into defeftive titles ; the great 
benefit of which was generally to accrue to thefe pro- 
jeftors or difcoverers, whilft the king was content with 
an inconfiderable proportion of land,"" or a fmall ad- 
vance of the referved rent.'* '^ One inftance of rapa- 
city and corruption in thefe commiflioners,^ Mr. Carte 
has felefted out of many others, which contains in it 
fuch a fcene of iniquity and cruelty, that confidering 
it in all its circumftances, it is fcarce to be paralleled 
in the hiftory of any other age or country. The 
inftance I mean, is that of the Byrnes, in the county of

CHAP. X. 

The commons require an anfwer to their remon/irance. 

%-^N tjie 4th of November, 1634, commenced the 
fecond feflion of this parliament ; ' and on the 12th 
an order was paiTed, ^^ that Mr. Speaker and the 
whole houfe fhould attend the lord deputy, humbly to 
defire his lordfhip^s anfwer to the petition of remonf- 
trahce, formerly prefented to his lordfliip, either in 
writing or otherwife, as his lordfliip fliould think fit/' 
The return made by the deputy, on that occafion, 
was by no means fuitable to fo refp^ftful an applies 
tiop. He had already refolved * tp *' give them an an- 
fwer, round and clear, and as fuc^ would ftiSe all 
replications." He, therefore, called fome bf them 
. before him, and told them plainly,' *' That he would 
^ot tranfmit to England the ftatute 21ft Jacobi ; that 
fuch refufal was his own, their requeft never having 
been fo much as fent over, by him; * that paiSng this

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ad to prevent enquiry into defedive titles, was not 
good and expedient for the kingdom at that time ^ ajsd 
fo they were to reft fatisfied, without ftirring any 
more, s^s to that pairticular, as a thing which cquM not, 
nor wpuld not be departed from/' For the clearing 
of th^ king's honour, fo eflfentially conceri;ied in this 
centeft, hfs lordfeip had, with fome difficulty, brought 
over the council ^ to reprefent to his majefty,* " That 
he was not bound, either in confcience, juftice, or 
honour, to perform the folemn promife he had made 
to thefe people, for the valuable confideration before- 
mentioned." 

When, on the 27th of November, his lordihip's an- 
fwer to their remonftrance was reported to the com- 
mons, the catholic members, who were principally, 
if not folely, aggrieved by the enquiry into defeftivc 
titles, '^ were fo ill to pleafe," * fays Wentworth himfel^ 
^ that they loft all temper, and broke forth into fuch 
forward fuUennefs, as was ftrange ; re}efting, band 
over head, every other bill that was offered them from 
his majefty and the ftate/* 

The bills here alluded to, were the two ftatutes of 
ufes and wills ;* " hy which," fays Mr, Carte, " the 
Roman catholics imagined, and not without reafon/ 
that their religion would in time be affeded, and by 
the due execution thereof, be at laft utterly extinguifli- 

ed,

And becaufe Strafford had promifed, in his fpeech to that 
parliament, *^ that religion fhould not be touched upon." State 
Let. vol. i, p. 305. 
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cd, by their putting it in his majefty's power, to have 
the minors of the chief families of the kingdom, edu- 
cated in the communion of the church of England. 
Thefe bills were, however, at length paffed in that fef- 
fion ; ' and the catholics ever afterwards confidered 
them as heavy grievances, and had an eye to them, in 
all the complaints which they exhibited upon occafion, 
againft the court of wards/* 

CHAP- XL 

A convocation of the clergy of Ireland. 

XjUT the catholics of Ireland were not the only 
bb}e£b of the deputy's defpotifm and control. The 
proteftant archbifliops, bifhops, and other clergy, then 
affembled in convocation, with the famous primate 
Ufher at their head, crouched and groaned under his 
arbitrary dominion. Lord Wentworth had difcovered, 
that the generality of that clergy were ftrongly "inclined 
to ' puritanifm ; and therefore he refolved, in concert 
with Archbifliop Laud,** to compel them ^ " to receive

It may not, 
perhaps, be unentertaining to the reader, to find fome 
account here of this extraordinary tranfaftion, from 
his lordfhip's owil. letter to the archbifhop, on that 
occafion. 

" I found," ^ fays he, " the lower houfe of convo- 
cation had appointed a feleft committee to confider the 
canons of the church of England ; and that they did 
proceed in the examination without conferring at all 
with the bifhops ; that they had gone through the book 
of canons, and noted in the margin fuch as they 
allowed with an A ; and on the others, they had put a 
D, which flood for deliberandum ; that into the fifth 
article they had brought the articles of Ireland (of 
1615) to be allowed and received, under pain of 
excommunication ; and that they had drawn up their 
canons into a body. 

" I inflantly fent for Dean Andrews,*" that reverend

mofl dangerous fubje^s of the kingdom, and that betwixt them 
and the puritans, the good proteftants would be ground to pow* 
der." Straff. State Lett, vol. i. fol. 426. 

Lord Wentworth was very angry with 
this clergyman ; and the punifhjnent he intended for him, was 
fomewhat Angular. ** If," fays he, in a letter to Laud on this 
occafion, ** your lordfhip thints Dr. Andrews is to blame, and 
that you would chaftife him for it, make him bifhop of Ferns 
and Leighlin, to have it without any other commendam than 
as the laft bifhop had it ; and then I affure you, he fhall leave 
better behind him."

The dean, however, accepted this preferment, with great 
thankfulnefs. ** His lordfhip eled," fays the deputy of him 
feme time after, " gave us a farewell fermon this lent, that had 
failed furely, for a lean one it was \ only he commended the 
times, and faid, how long ! how long ! have M^e heretofore 

expeded 
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clerk, who fate, forfooth, in the chair of this com- 
mittee ; requiring him to bring along with him the 
aforefaid book of canons, fo noted in the margin, 
together with the draught he was to prefent, diat after- 
noon, to the houfe. 

** But ♦when I had opened the book, and ran 
over the deliberandums in the margin, I confefs, I was 
not fo much moved fince I came into Ireland. I 
told him certainly, not a Dean of Limerick, but an 
Ananias, had been there in fpirit, if not in body, with 
all the fraternities and conventicles of Amfterdam ; 
and that I was afhamed and fcandalized at it beyond 
meafure/ I therefore faid, he fliould leave the book

expe£led preferment, and miffed of it. But now, God be 
praifed, wehave it. By my troth," addsWent^otrth, "they were 
his very words ; and I had much ado to. forbear Ismghtng out- 
right, that anderftood how he mifteok even thefe times in this 
point, which did not intend this bifhoprick to him for a prefer- 
ment, but rather as a difcipline. Yet he is a good child, and 
kiffeth the rod ; fo you fee it was not a correfkion ill beftowed 
upon him." State Lett. vol. i. 

^ Wentworth omitted no opportunity of ridiculing this puri- 
tan chairman of the lower houfe of convocation, even after his 
promotion. " I conceive, (feys he) the priniate (Ufher) k well 
fatisfied with Dean Andrews's traiiflation to die biflioprick of 
Ferns and Leighlin, and fo is the man hhnfdf.

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and draught with me ; and then I did command him, 
upon his allegiance, to report nothing to the houfe 
from the committee, till he heard from me again ; be- 
ing thus nettled, I gave prefent direftions for a meeting, 
and warned the primate (Uflier), the bifhops of Meath, 
Kilmore, Raphoe and Derry, together with Dean 
LeHy, the prolocutor, and all thofe who had been of 
the comniittee, to be with me the next morning. 

" Then I publicly told them, how unlike clergymen, 
that owed canonical obedience to their fuperiors, they 
had proceeded in their committee ; how unheard-of a 
part it was, for a few petty clerks to make articles of 
faith, without the privity, or corifent of the (late, or 
the bifhops ; and what a fpirit of Brownifm, and 
contradiftloh, I obferved in their deUberandums \ but 
thefe heady and arrogailt courfes, they mufl know, I 
was not to endure, nor, if they were difpofed to be 
frantic, in this dead and cold feafon of the year, would 
fuffer them either to be mad in their convocations or 
pulpits." 

After this hiis brdfhip declared to them all, " that* 
no odier tjueflion ihould be propofed at their meeting, 
but that for allbwing, arid receiving, the articles ^f 
England,* without admitting any other difcourfe at all ; 

for 

their ftipendsfo miferably fdrdid, that in the whole pit>vince of 
Connaught thore was fcarce a vicar's perifion that exceeded fotty 
(hillings a year, and in many places they weire but fixfefen Shil- 
lings; the biihopricks tfaemfdves, though many in numbed, 
were but of fmall revenue, feveral ^cre no. ihore than fifty 
pounds a year, as Waterforc^ Kilfanora, and others, and fome 
to five marks, as Cloyneand Kihnacduagh \ ahd as ^< fcandalbfis 
livings (adds my author) natdraMy make fcandalous minifters, 
the clergy of the eflabllfhed church weire ^herally ignorant 
and unlearned, loofe and irregular in their lives and coiiverfatioRs, 
negligent of their cures, and very carelefs of obferving decency 
and uniformity in divine worfhip.** Carte's Orm. vol. i. foL 68.

CHAP. L 

Lord Wentworth^s proceedings upon the enquiry into 
defective titles. 

WeNTWORTH was well informed what ample 
rewards two of his predeceffors in the government of 
Ireland had obtained, by their aftivity and fuccefs in 
carrying on the enquiry into defeftive titles ; ' *' one of 
them having had lands beftowed upon him, which in 
the year 1633, were of no lefs than ten thoufand pounds 
yearly value ; and the other,* ten thoufand pounds in 
one gift." Hoping therefore, for the like, or greater 
retribution, his lordfhip exerted himfelf in that bufmefs 
with uncommon refolution and vigour ; *' having pro- 
cured inquifitions, upon feigned titles to eftates, againft 
L 2 many

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many hundred years poffeflion, whilft jurors refiifing 
to find fuch offices, as being againfl their confciences, 
and the evidence, were cenfured to public infamy,* 
and the ruin of their eftates." 

The deputy had chofen Connaught, and Ormond, 
to make his firft eflay upon, in this enquiry. His 
lordfliip owns,' " that he had often laboured to find a 
title in the crown to thefe countries, but that he was 
always foiled in the attempt/* And, in feveral of his 
letters into England, he laments, that he could gather 
no light from thence into thefe matters. An accident, 
however, removed, foon after, his perplexity with 
regard to Ormond ; but the nobility, and gentry, in 
fome parts of Connaught, gave him great oppofition. 
Wherefore,:* " old records of ftate and the memorials 
of antient monafteries, were ranfacked to afcertain the 
king's original title to that province ; and the ingenuity 
of court lawyers was employed to invalidate all patents 
granted to the poffeffors of lands there, from the reign 
of queen Elizabeth." The deputy even feemed to 
entertain thoughts of calling to his affiftance the autho- 
rity of hi& packed parliament, on that occafion.^ 
*' This houfe,'* fays he, in a letter to the fecretary, 
** is very well compofed, fo as the proteftants are the 
majority ; and this may be of great ufe to confirm and 
fettle his ttiajefty's title to the plantations of Connaught 
and Ormond ; for tHis you may be fure of, all the 
proteftafltB are for plantations, all the other againfl: 
them ; fo as, thefe being the greater number, you can 
want no help they can .give you therein.** Nay, in

CHAP. n. 

The Earl (f Ormnd furrenders bis country t^ the 

king. 

VV E have already feen that by the Eayl of Ormondes 
fpirited behaviour, in the beginning of this parliament, 
Wentworth conceived a particular friendlhip for him j 
which was fo far mutual on the earl's part, that he made 
a voluntary, furrender of his country to th^ king, in 
whom otherwife no title could be found to it.* For 
this condefcenfion, his lordfhip was, by the deputy's 
mediation, made a privy-counlcUor, in the room of Sir 
Pierce Crofby, lately fequeftered from that board for 
no other caufe, but his haying voted in parliament 
againft a bill which Lord Wentworth had approved 
and figned in the privy-council.' '* There weretwen- 
ty-eignt counfellors prefent when he was fequeftered, 
and not one dilTenting voice, but all for the fequ^ra- 
tion." 

" Soon after Sir Pierce Crofby's fequeftration, a 
libel being publiflied and fcattered abroad, reflefting 
on the deputy, he was immediately fufpefted to be the 
author of it ; upon this fufpicion, the deputy fent his 
captain of the guards, and a ferjeant at arms, to arreft 
him, and commit him to prifon ; whilft Sir Philip 
Mainwaring, fecretary of ftate, with others, broke in- 
to

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to his ftudy, and fecured his^ papers in hopes of finding 
a copy of the libel, but none was found." * 

The furrender of Ormond was foon followed by 
that of Limerick and Clare ; but the people of Con- 
naught were not at all fo complaifant ; altho' they too 
had fome leading examples of that kind in their own 
province. 

About this time Lord Wentworth acquainted his 
majefty,* ** that he fhould be able to find for him, a 
jtift and honourable title to Connaught, againft all op- 
pofition; and that the acquifition to his majefty, in 
that province alone, would amount to no lefs than an 
hundred and twenty thoufand acres/* ^ It is but na- 
tural to enquire, by what means a juft and honour- 
able title could be fo fuddenly found, which, but a few 
months before, feemed to be altogether defpaired of. 
Lord Wentworth himfelf fball fatisfy the reader's cu- 
riofity in that refpeft.'' 

Before his lordfhip left Dublin, to hold this court of 
inquifition in Connaught, he had given orders to his 
managers there, that gentlemen of the beft eflates and 
underftandings, in the different counties, fhould be 
returned on the juries which were to be held in the 
firfl trials of defedive titles. This he did not, as one 
might imagine, on a ftippofition' of their greater 
knowledge, integrity or honour; but becaufe, as 
he fays himfelf,* " this being a leading cafe for the

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whole province, it would fet a value, in their eftima- 
tion, upon the goodnefs of the king's title, if found 
by thofe perfons of quality." And on the other hand, 
if the king's title fhould not be found, or, as he ex- 
prefles it,^ ** if the jury fhould prevaricate," he would 
be fure then to have " perfons of fuch means, as might 
anfwer to the king in a round fine in the caftle-cham- 
ber ; and becaufe the fear of that fine would be apter 
to produce the defired effeft in fuch perfons, than in 
others, who had little or nothing to lofe." 

CHAP- ra. 

The deputy holds his court of inquifition. 

-His lordfhip having thus • prepared matters, went 
hirafelf to the abbey of Boyle, in the county of Rof- 
common ; ' " where," fays^ hfe, " finding that divers 
affrights had been put into the people's minds, con« 
cerning his majefty's intention in this work, I fent for 
half a dozen of the principal gentlemen amongft them; 
and in the prefence of the commiilipners, defired that 
they would acquaint the reft of the country, that the 
end of my coming was, the next day to execute hjs 
majefty's commiffion, for finding a clear and undoubt- 
ed title in the crown to the province of Connaught, 
propofmg to begin firft with the <iountv of Rofcom- 
mon J wherein, neverthelefs, to manifefl: his majefty's 
juftice and honour, I thought fit to let them know, 
that it was his majefty's gracious pleafure, that any 
man's counfel ftiould be fully and willingly heard, in 
defence of their refpedive rights ; being a favour ne- 
ver before afforded to any, upon taking thefe kind of 
inquifitions ; as alfo, if there was any thing, elfe they 
defired, that I was ready to hear them, and would 
return them a fair and eqtial anfwer thereunto, as by 
his majefty I had been ftriftly enjoined ; and to afford 
his good people all refpeft and freedom, in the fet- 

ting 

'lb; " lb- 
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ting forth, and defence of their feveral rights and 
claims.' With this," continues he, " I left them mar- 
yelloufly well fatisfied, for a few good words pleafe 
them more than can be imagined." 

" The next morning, however," adds his lordffiip, 
" the gentlemen of the country petitioned, that the 
inquifition might be deferred to a longer time, they 
being unprovided; which I. refufed, aS: I had caufed 
notice of it, by a Scire facias ^ to be iffued from the 
Chancery, twenty days before ; which was more alfo 
than had formerly been accuftomed, in cafes of that 
nature. So prefently," proceeds he, " we went to the 
place appointed, read the commiffion, called and fwore 
the jury, and fo on with our work." 

Sir Lucas Dillon was foreman of this jury, and 
feems to have behaved, on that occafion, entirely to 
the deputy's liking.* Neverthelefs, after the lawyers 
on both fides had done fpeaking. Lord Wentworth 
made a fpeech to the jury, which did not at all encou- 
rage them to ufe that freedom which he had pron^ifed 
to allow them, in returning an impartial verdift ; but 
on the contrary, rather convinced them, that his lord- 
fliip had already* pre-judged the caufe againft their 
countrymen. For, among other things, he told them, 
^ that his majefty was indifferent whether they found 
for him or no ; that he had direfted him to prefs no- 
thing upon them, where the path to his right lay fo 
open and plain before him ; but yet, that of himself, 
and as one that muft ever wifh prafperity to their na- 
tion, he defired them firft to defcerid into their own 
confciences, to take them to counfel, and there they 
Ihould find the evidence for the crown clear and con^ 
clufive. Next to beware, how they appeared refolved 
or obftinate, againft fo manifeft a truth ; or how they 
let flip out of their hands, the means to weave them- 

felves

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felves into the royal thoughts and care of his majefty, 
through a chearful and ready acknowledgment of lus 
right, and a due and full fubmiifion thereunto. That 
if they would be inclined to truth, and do beft for 
themfelves, they were undoubtedly to find the title for 
the king. But if they were paffionately refolved to 
go over all bounds to their own will, and without 
refped at all to their own good, to do that which were 
limply beft for his majefty, then he fhouldadvife them 
roughly and pertinacioufly, to deny to find any title 
at all ; and there," fays he, " I left them to chant to- 
gether, as they call it, over their evidence ; and the 
neict day, they found die king's title without fcniple 
or hditation.'* 



CHAP. IV. 

The deputes feverity towards the jury cf the county 
of Galivay. 

1 H E juries of the counties of Sligo and Mayo 
followed the example fet them by that of Rofcommon; 
but the jury of the county of Galway was, by no 
means, fo complying ; and they fuffered grievoufly on- 
that account. 

For, upon their refufing to find u txtle;in the crown 
to the eftates of their countrymen. Lord Wentworth 
made ufe of fome of his juft and honourable means, to 
convince them of their miftake.' "We bethought 
ourfelves," fays he on this occafion, " c^ a courfe to 
vindicate his majefty's honour and juftice, not only 
againft the perfon of the jurors,* tut alfo againfl the 
flieriff for returning fo infuffiqient indeed, we qonceive, 
fo packed a jury ; and therefore we fined the fherifF 

in

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in a tfaoufand pounds to his majefty/' The mulct on 
the jurors was much greater.* " They were fined 
four thoufand pounds each ; their eftates were feized, 
and themfelves imprifoned," till the fines were paid." 
Such was the fentence pronounced againft them in the 
caftle-chamber, to which his lordfhip had bound them 
over ; and where,^ *' he conceived it was fit, that their 
pertinacious carriage (hould be followed with all juft 
feverity," » 

What was then underftood by " juft feverity," may 
be coUeded from an extract of the grievances which, 
towards the end of his adminiftration, the commons 
voted ** real ;" and which, in one article, feems to 
allude to this very cafe, viz. " that jurors,* who gave 
their verdidl according to their confciences, were cen- 
fured in the caftl^-chamber in great fines : fometimes 
pillored with lofs of ears, and bored through the 
tongue, and fometimes marked in the forehead with an 
iron, with other infamous punifliments.** 

And although he had publicly promifed, " that 
their council on this occafion fhould be freely and 
willingly heard, in defence of their refpeftive rights :'* 
yet he fcrupled not to take fevere vengeance on two 
eminent lawyers,*" who ventured to plead in their be- 
half; and aU his lordfhip's prpceedings againft them, 
and againft the fheriff and Jurors before-mentioned, 
were afterwards * approved of by his majefty/

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Another of his juft and honourable means, to at- . 
tain this end, as he himfelf informs us/ " was to 
enquire out fit men to ferve upon juries ; and to treat 
with fuch as would give furtherance to the king's title." 
He, bcfides, propofed the raifing of four thoufand 
horfe,' as good lookers-on, while the plantations were 
fettling. And laftly, he prevailed on the king to be- 
ftow four Ihillings in the pound, upon the lord chief 
juftice and chief baron, forth of the firft yearly rent 
raifed upon the commiffion of defedtive titles ; * 
" which,'* as he afterwards fays, " he had found, 
upon obfervation, to be the beft given that ever was ; 
for that by thefe means, they did intend that bufinefs 
with as much care and diligence, as if it were their 
own private ; and that every four (hillings, once paid, 
would better his majefty's revenue four pounds.'* 

Againft the deputy's predatory defigns, thus planned 
and executed, the natives were deftitute of all manner 
of defence.' " No title in the fubjeft could ftand againfl: 
his claim." At firft none was held good, but that which 
was founded on letters patent ; yet when even letters 
patent were produced, as in moft cafes they were, none 
were allowed valid,' nor yet fought to be legally avoided;

king and council in England, of thefe proceedings, his majefty 
faid, ^ It was no fcverity, wifhed him to go on in that way ; 
for that if he ferved him otherwife, he (hould not ferve him as 
he expe£ted. So I kneeled down," adds he, ** kiffed his majef- 
tjr's hand ; and the council rofe." Carte's Orm. vol. iii. p. 1 1 .

CHAP. V. 

Further diftreffei of the people of Connaugbt. 

*• 1 HE gentlemen of C!onnaught," fays Mr. Carte," 
<« laboured under a particular hardfhip on this occa- 
fion ; for their not having enrolled their patents and 
furrenders of the 13th Jacobi, (which was what alone 
rendered their titles defe&ive) was not their fault, but 
the negle& of a clerk entrufted by them. For they 
had paid near three thoufand pounds to the oi&ces at 
Dublin, for the enrollment of thefe furrenders and 
patents, which was never made. There was an aA of 
ftate made in Lord Grandifon's time, and dated May 
14th, 161 8, full in their favour and confirmed their 
poifei&ons ; and they had paid great fums of money 
for it into the exchequer ; they were quietly fettled in 
their lands, and paid the king his compofirion better 
than any odier part of the kingdom. It was hard, in 
thofe circumftances, to turn them out of their eftates, 
upon a mere nicety of law, which ought to be tenderly 
made ufe of in derogaticMa of the honour and faith of 
the king's broad fcal/' 

So general and lailing were the terrors arifiiig from 
thefe levere proceedings of the deputy, that in 1637, 
the whole body of the gentry of the county of Gal- 
way offered to make a furrender of their eftates to 
the crown, and for that purpofe, fent a letter of 
attorney to the Earl €i Clanrickard,'' then at Lon- 
don,

the general rule was, that a fourth part of their land 
(hould be taken from the natives, with an increafe of 
rent upon the remainder ; " but the county of Gal- 
way, on account of its former refraftorinefs, was 
planted at a double rate, fo that they loft half* ^ 

For Wentworth was fo far from being fatisfied with 
this fubmiflive petition and offer, that he infifted upon 
a public acknowledgment from thefe jurors of their

happened foon after) enflamed the popular odium againft the 
deputy. It was imputed to the vexation conceived by this no- 
bleman at the attempts againft his property by an infolent 
governor, who poffeffed himfelf of the earl's houfe ai Portumna ; 
and, in his hall, held that court which impeached his tide tb his 
lands." Lel.Hift.of Irel.

Mr. Carte indeed afferts (but upon what authority afppears 
not), " that by the interpofition of Ulicke Burke, Earl of 
Clanrickard, in England, the fines of the ftieriff and jury of 
Galway, were afterwards reduced, the plantations laid afide, 
and the inhabitants confirmed in the enjoyment of their eftates, 
upon the like terms as the reft of the kingdom, without fuffer- 
ing the hardfliips, change of poffeffions, or other difagreeable 
circumftances, which attended a plantation.'* Orm. vol. i. f. 82. 

The flieriff and jury of Galway were imprifoned about the 
year 1634 -, and if we recolleft, that upon Wentworth's mak- 
ing a report to the king in council, in the year 1636, of his 

proceedings 
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having committed, not only an error in judgment, 
but even aftual perjury, in the vcrdift they had given ; 
which being refufed by them,* he, befides planting 
their country at the rate before-mentioned, procured 
an order from the king, that their agents in London 
fliould be fent prifoners to Dublin, to be tried before 
himfelf in the caftle-chamber, for having dared to pa- 
tronife their caufe. Thefe feverities however, railed 
no fmall apprehenfions in fome that were about the 
king, and even the king himfelf,^ " left they might 
difsdBFed the people of Ireland, and difpofe them to call 
over the Irifli regiments from Flanders, to their af- 
fiftance." 

About this time, " the bifhops and their chancellors 
began again to queftion the catholics,^ and lay heavy 
fines upon them, for their chriftenings and marriages." 
But the deputy wifely confidered,* " that it would be 
too much at once, to diftemper them by bringing plan- 
tations upon them, and difturb them in the exercife 
of their religion ; and very inconfiderate to move in 
the latter, tUl the former was fully fettled, and by that 
means, the proteftant party become much the ftronger, 
which he did not then conceive it to be.*' Finding, 
therefore, that thefe proceedings of the bifhops had 
very much difquieted the catholics, and given them 
terrible apprehenfions of an inftant perfecution, he 
wrote to England for orders to put a ftop to them;' 
" as,** fays he, " 'tis a courfe which alone will never 
bring them to church ; but is rather an engine to draw 
money out of their pockets, than to raife a right be- 
lief in their hearts.**

CHAP. VL 
The court of wards and high commiffion in Ireland. 

-rxLL this while complaints were every where heard 
of grievances, arifing from the court of wards, and 
that of the high commiffion. The former was a new 
court,* never knownrin Ireland till the 14th of James 
I. ** It ' had no warrant from any law or ftatute, as 
that in England had,'* Sir William Parfons, by whom 
it was firft projefted, was appointed maftcr of it, a 
man juftly and univerfally hated by the Irifli. And 
fuch were the illegal and arbitrary proceedings of that 
court, that* "the heirs of catholic noblemen, and 
other catholics, were deftroyed in their eftates, bred in 
diflblution and ignorance \ their parents debts unfatis- 
ficd, their fifters and younger brothers left wholly un- 
provided for ; the antient appearing tenures of mefne 
lords unregarded ; eftates valid in law, and made for 
valuable confiderations, avoided againft law ; and the

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whole land filled with frequent fwarms of efcheators, 
feudatories, purfuivants and others, by authority of 
that court/* 

The unlimited power and great oppreiEon of the high 
commiffion-court,^ which was ftiil more recent in Ire- 
land, than the court of wards, was not lefs grievoufly 
complained of by the catholics, on account of " the 
incapacity thereby contrafted, for all offices and em- 
ployments ; *" their difability to fue out livery of their 
eftates, without taking the oath of fupremacy ; "^ the 
fevere penalties of various kinds, inflicted by that court 
on all thofe of their religion,^ diey being an hundred 
to one more than thofe or any other religion ; in which 
refpeft, the cafe of Ireland was very different from that 
of England, or Scotland, where there was fcarce one 
Roman catholic to a thoufand proteftants/* 

Yet, in the midft of fo many depredations 2nd 
preflures, the catholics c^ Ireland gave fuch unquef- 
tionable proofs of their loyalty and dutiful affe&ion to 

the

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the crown of Ehgkmd (knd that alfo at a very critical 
juadure), as cannot, perhaps, be paralleled in the 
hiftory of any other people, under the like drcum- 
Aances. 

Thefc proofs were exhibited in that parliament, 
which jnet at Dublin, in 1640, in order to raife large 
fupplies towards fupprcffiug the rebellion in ScotlanS, 
which had then rifen to a formidable height. Their 
2eal on this occafton, was honourably attefled by feve- 
ral privy^counfeilors, members of that parliament,* 
" perfons,** fays Wentworth himfelf, " beft able to 
fatisfy,' ajid in thcmfelves moft to be trufted/' Among 
thefc, I ihwi Sir WHHam Parfons, Sir John Borlafe, 
Sir Gbarks Coote, and others, whofe malevolence and 
enmity to the Irifli in general, are well known and 
confeffiad ; tand: whofe teftimony, therefore, in their 
favour (amiot reafoitaUy be fufpeded. 

" After theiprdpofel of fuch afts of grace, and ad* 
vanflage to the fulqefti*' fay thefe privy-counfellors in 
their letter to Secretary Windebank, on this occafion, 
" as we conceived moft fit to lead in order to the 
propounding of the Tix fub^dies, thefe fix fubfidies 
were demanded for his majefty ; whereupon fome of the 
natives declared that fuc or more were fit to be given, 
it being apparent that the peace and fafety of the 
kingdom were become fo nearly concerned. Some alfo 
of diem faid, that his majefty fliould have a fee fimple 
of fubfidies in their eftates on fuch occafions, for the 
honour of his p^fon, and fafety of his kingdoms ; 
that it was fit to be done, though with leaving them- 
felves nothing but hofe and doublet. Sonie of them 
widi much eameftnefs, after forward expreffions of rea- 
dinefs towards advancing the bufinefs, concluded that, 
as his majefty was the beft of kings, fo this people 
Ihbaki ftrive to be ranked among the beft of fubjefts. 

" Thus,** continues the privy-counfellor's letter, 

*' every of them Teeming in a manner to contend, 

who fliould (hew moft aflPedlion and forwardnefs to 

comply with his majefty's occafions ; and all of them

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cxpreffing, even with pailion, how much they abhorred 
and detefted the Scotch covenanters ; and how readily 
every man's hand ought to be laid on his fword, to 
afBft the king in reducing them by force to obedience, 
they defired diat themfelves, and others of this nation, 
might have the honour to be employed in this expedi- 
tion \ and declared, with very great demonftration of 
chearful aflfeftion, diat their hearts contained mines of 
fubfidies for bis majefty ; that twenty fubfidies, if their 
abilities were equal to dieir defires, were too little to 
be given to fo facred a majefty. 

^^ In the end, confidering how unable they were, 
without too much prefiure to them, to advance more 
at this time, they humbly 4>efought, that by the lord 
lieutenant's interpofition, four fubfidies might be ac- 
cepted from them ; yet with diis declaration, made by 
them with as much demonftration of loyalty,^ as ever 
nation or people e3q>refled towards a king, that if 
more than four fubfidies ihould be requifite, and the 
occafions of the war continued, they would be ready 
to grant more ; or to Ivty down their, lives and eftates 
at his majefty's feet, to further his royal defign for cor- 
Teftion of the difordered fadions in Scotland. And this 
they did declare with general acclamations and figns of 
Joy and contentment, even to the throwing up of their 
hats and lifting of their hands." 



CHAP. VII. 

Some invidious, reftedions on the foregoing fojffage cm- 
Jidered. 

JDUT we are to told by fome reputable hiftorians^ 
that in the very next feflion, the untoward behaviour 
of thefe commons difcovered the infincerity of their 
profeffions j * that they ' ** who had but juft before

the bed of kjpgs, grew cold, querulous and fufpicious j 
objeftcd to the rates of affeffiiient, though the fame 
which had been ufed in the late, parliament j and in 
Ihort, that a general combination was formed through- 
out the kihgdon^, to prevent th^ levying any money, 
until a new manner of taxation fhould be Jettled by 
the parliament f or in other words, until they fliould 
annul and refcind the late money bill, enafted with 
fuch remarkable ;zeal and unanimity.'* 

The lat^- -parliament h^re alluded to, was that which 
had met in Dublin in 1634^ under Lord Wentworth j. 
who, as we baye already feen, had formed ai^d managed 
it entirely for his own and his mailer's private pufpofes.* 
" His lordfliip^fegardcd Irelaijd fis a conquered king- 
dom, and fropn that conception deduced a confequence, 
at once ridiculous : and deteftable, that the fubjeds of 
this country, .^[without diftinaion,. .had forfeited the 
rights of i^enand citizens, and: for wh^tJ^er they 
were permitted to enjoy^ depended folely on the royal 
grace/*. Agreeably to thefe fentiments, he exercifed 
a defpotic, aod indeed tyrannous, power, over that 
parliament.:' ; " With one voice^ the commons voted, a 
gr^mt of fixfubfidies, four for paying the, debts, of thq 
eftablifliment, twp for buying rents and p^nfions ; not 
that the ufi^s. were determined by a fiormal appropri- 
ation : they entrufted the management of their fuj^ly 
folely to the deputy,, requefting only by petition, that 
it might be appropriated to thefe purpofes." ^ 

Such were the proceedings. aUuded to, as a proper 
precedent for the conmiotis, in 1640, to have followed

judge of that matter, than any hiftorian that has fincc appeared, 
fays on this occafion, ** It is hardly to be believed, what a for- 
wardnefs there is in this people to ferve in thfe expedition 
(againft the Scots)^ certainly, they will feU themfdves to the laft 
farthing, before they deny any thing, which can- be afked of 
them, m order to that." State Letters, vol. ii. In another 
letter he tells the ting, ** that their zeal is all on fire to ferve 
his majefty." lb. 
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in the manner of rating thdr fupplies. But tbefe 
commons thought very. differently of that precedent; 
for Lord Wentworth, now Earl of StndBFord, having 
been recalled into England, and having left direftions 
vith his deptrty, Wandesferd,* ^ his lordlhip*« fiiend 
and ally/* t6 iffye the fame inftf uftions, for fettling the 
rates of taxation, with rtgard to the prcfent fuUidies, 
as had been formerly ifFued concerning thofe granted 
by parliament, in 1634 (^hich was accor^ngly done), 
the commons thought, fit to make ufe of the liberty, 
which they now were pbffeffcd of by his abfence; 
and kntjwing that the former grants were* ** exor- 
bitant and oppreffive,*' ventured to alter the mode of 
affefling ^hree dF tliefe fubfidies ; decIaHng, at the 
fame tiitie * ** that in confideration of his majdly's 
many and preffing; occafions, the firft of the four fub- 
fidies fliotild be levied according to the inftrudiohs 
iffued by the deputy 'trnd- council ; not in deference to 
theft inftruftions, but merely by their own authority 
and direftion ; "and that neither thefe inftruflions, nor 
what wais ^done in the hte parliament (1^34),- with 
refpeft to the fubfidies then raifed, flWuldbea guide 
or prfece'detlt^ in levying the three other fubfidies, 
which theyjordered to-be taifed in ti' ttobderate, equal 
and parlidijietitary \^ay. They likewife ordered,^ ^* as 
the fecotfdfiibfid[y was trot payable till December^ and 
as it might' conduce to his niajefty's fervice, to haften 
the'pa)'TOer(vof the third alfo,' that both flioiild be paid 
together, on the fiffl: of December i^ij^o-j fix months 
earlier Shan "the third fifWrdy had been- made payable 

by the original grant.'* ' -. ^''' ' 

This particular care to Haften the payment of the 
firft and third fubfidies indicated, one would imagine, 
in thefe commons, feme attention to his majefty*s fer- 
vice* Rut his majefty, it feems, was perfuaded to think 
otherwife.; for we are told, that te looked upon this 
proceeding to he fo ridicutc^s and infolent, that he or- 
dered,'* *• whh a peevilh impatiOTcc,*' the kiaf in which

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this refolution was inferted, to be torn from their 
journals ; ** which order was accordingly executed by 
the deputy, on the 19th cflf Ndveitber, 1640.*' 

But the king was foon after brought to a right way 
of thinking, concerning this particular. For on thip 
4th of January following, he wrote to the Irifh coun- 
cil, (and ordered his letter to be publicly read in the 
houfe), " that having,' by a committee of the com- 
mons of Ireland, received fatis&dion, both in their 
loyalty and affedion unto him, and alfo in thofe mat- 
ters which induced him to require his deputy to vacate 
an order made^ concerning the levying of the fubfidies 
granted in the fame parliament ; he was thien gracioufly 
pleafed, and did thereby authorize and require them, 
to cauife the inclofed (the vacated order) to be again 
inferted and regiftered in the fame place, to contmue 
and be of equsd force, as if the original ha,d remained 
there.*' , 

From hence it appears, that thefe commons were 
^ftuated by two very juft and patriotic motives, viz. 
Oppofition to a meafure confeffedly " exorbitant and 
oppreflive," and a laudable defire, to recover their 
ancient conftitutional right of rating their own grants, 
which had been violently tafcen from them in the 
preceding parliament. But how it could poffibly be 
inferred from fuch conduft, that they intended to 
annul and refcind their late money bill, or that they 
were united in a regular and determined fcheme of 
oppofition, for any difloyal or unconftitutional purpofe, 
is, I think, very hard to be conceived. 



CHAP.

i^ OR the expedition againft the Scottifli rebels, Lord 
Strafford had raifed an army in Ireland, confifting of 
about nine thoufand men; eight thoufand of which 
number were Irifli catholics. For his lordfhip knew, 
and did attcft, that in the fupport or defence of his 
majefty's crown and dignity,' *^ the Irilh were as ready 
to venture their perfons, as they were to open their 
purfes." 

*' Sir William St. Leger,* ferjeant major general of 
the army, having reviewed thefe troops at Carrickfer- 
gus, faw fuch willingnefs and aptnefs in them to learn 
their exercifes, and that mettle and gallant appearance, 
which would recommend them to be chofen for a fer- 
vice where a crown lay at flake, made no fcruple to 
pronounce, that confidering how newly they had been 
raifed, no prince in the chriflian world had, for their 
number, a better and more orderly body of men in 
his fervice.'* * 

Lord Strafford was extremely defirous to Have the 
chief coipmand of this army ; but he was confcious, 
at the fai^de time, that he was reprefented in England 
as a pcrfon odious to the people of whom it was chiefly 
compofed ; in fliort, "as a vizier,' bafhaw, or any 
thing elfe that might be worfe; and as one hateful 
both to God and man." In order to remove that ob- 
flacle, he laboured privately to perfuade the king,* 
** that the Irifli did not diftafte him fo much as wil- 
lingly

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lingly to change him ; or to defire any new deputy 
in his ftead ; and, that if it were left to their choice, 
they would not have any other general but himfelf/* 

But his lordfhip found means to procure a much 
more perfuafive teftimony, than his own for this pur- 
pofe ; even a public and iblemn atteftation in his fa- 
vour, from that houfe of commons, which he had fo 
often infulted and abufed. For, in the preamble of 
the a£tof fubfidies lately pafled, we lind the commons,' 
returning thanks to his majefty, for having placed 
over them, fo wife, juft, and vigilant a governor j ex- 
tolling his lordmip's fmcere and upright adminiftration 
of juftice, without partiality; his having increafed his 
majefty's revenue, without the leaft hurt or grievance 
to any of his majefty's loving fubjefts ; and his care to 
relieve and redrefs the poor and oppreffed/* 

"There could not be,** fays Mr. Carte,^ " an high- 
er, and there has feldom been a jufter elogium given 
of a governor and of his uprighf and impartial admi- 
niftration by any body of .men, than was given of 
this lord lieutenant, and his adminiftration, by this 
houfe of commons ; it was given nemine contradicente^ 
and pafted with loud and general acclamations of ap* 
plaufe," 

Thus we fee, that although this honourable teftimo- 
ny had not then the wiflied for fuccefs in faving his 
lordftiip*s perfon from the rage of his enemies, yet it 
has been fince more effeftually made ufe of by hifto- 
rians, to refcue his memory irom that infamy, which 
his adminiftration of Ireland particularly, has brought 
upon it. But Mr. Carte has very impcrfeftly related 
another paflage recorded in the fame journals of the 
commons, from whence he took this elogium, viz, 
Thefolemn proteftation of thefe commons againft it, 
(in which they were joined by the lords) to this effeft ; 
that the " aforefaid preamble to the afl: of fubfidies,^ 
was contrived, penned, and inferted fraudulently, 
(without the privity of the houfe,) either by the Earl 
of Strafford himfelr, or by fome other perfon or perfons, 

advifers.

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advifers, procurers or aftors of, or in the manifold 
and general grievances and oppreffions of his maiefty's 
kingdom of Ireland, by the direction and privity of 
the faid earl, on purpofe to prevent and anticipate the 
juft and univerfal complaints of his majefly's faithful, 
dutiful and loving fubjefts againft him/' And they re- 
quired their committee, then attending his majefty," to 
prefent unto him that their proteftation and proofs there- 
of ; and likewife to prefent unto his majefly, their 
Humble requeft, that an aft might be paffed in that 
parliament for revoking, vacating, and taking from 
the records of parliament, the before-recited part of 
the preamble concerning the Earl of Strafford," 

The reafon they affigned in that proteftation, for 
having Tuffered this part of the preamble to pafs, when 
it was firft communicated to them, was,* ^ that before 
fuch time as that aft (having been formerly tranf- 
mitted to England,^ and returned from thence) 
was read, or known in the houfe, the faid Earl of 
Strafford did declare and fignily to both houfes of 
parliament, his majefty's urgent and great occafions ; and 
the near and approaching danger, that Ireland was 
fuddenly to be invaded by the Scots ; and thereupon, 
imd not before, the faid 'aft was read, and made known 
in the houfe of commons ; and that their natural and 
fervent zeal and devotion to his majefty's fervice, and 
the fears of the faid declared eminent danger, and the 
inconveniencies which they fufpefted might enfue, if 
they then had excepted againft the faid part of the pre- 
amble, concerning the JEarl of Strafford, and had 
expefted a new tranfmiffion, as a ftatute of force in 
this realm, doth require, did occafion and enforce, 
their not then fpeaking, or protefting againft the faid 
part of the preamble." 



CHAP. 



? ^ommops Jour, 
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Complaints of grievances.' 

1 H £ before-mentioned committee of parliament, 
attending the king in England, had prefented a re* 
monftrance of grievances which the commons had 
voted,' *^ of their own knowledge to be fo clear and 
manifeft, that no place was left for denial of proof 
Thefe grievances were great and numeroiis. Part of 
thofe recited in their journals, are the fcandalous ex* 
tortions of the ecclefiaftical courts/ for old popifh rites 
and Guftioms, condemned and renounced by thofe very 
perfons who then lb greedily exafted the profits 
formerly annexed to diem, which, it fbems, they ftiii 
deemed orthodox ; great fums of money received by 
feveral bifhops, for commutation of pianance, whkh 
they converted to tiieir own ufc ; the lord deputy'fc 
punifliiag the natives by fine, imprifonment^ mutila- 
tion of members, pillory, or otherwife arbitrarily, 
and without law ; and making them forfeit thek liber* 
ty, poffeffions and inheritance, merely for infringing 
an a£t of flate or proclamation ; the fentencing the 
fubjeds to death, by martial law, in times of profound 
peace ; the iffuing quo warrantos out of the king*s- 
bench or exchequer, againft boroughs that antiently, 
and recently fent burgeffes to parliament j the cenfur- 
iag of jurors' in the caftle-chambcr, that gave verdid 
j^rcordiiig to their conferences, with mutilation of mem- 
bers,

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berSy and other infamous puniihments ; the taking of 
the teftimony of rebels, traitors, protefted thieves, and 
other infamous perfons, upon trials of men for their 
lives. And they particularly complained of the infecu- 
rity of their ellates, by means of the enquiry into 
defedive titles, which was ftill carried on with great 
rigour; humbly praying his majefty, " that he .would be 
gracioufly plesded to dired that bills might be drawn 
in the houfe of commons, and tranfmitted from the 
chief governor or governors, and privy-council of Ire- 
land, to be pafied as ads of that parliament, for the 
redrefs of thcfe grievances, and for the fecurity of their 
eftates, as their refpedive cafes, for their better aflur- 
ance, ihould require/* 

After what has been now related of the wretched 
condition of the Iri(h catholics, in this and the for- 
mer reign,^ who can help wondering at Clarendon's 
ftrange partiality or ignorance, (which yet has been 
fervilely copied by all fucceeding hiftorians) when he con- 
fidently afferts,* " that, at this very jundure of time, 
and for forty years before it, the ftate of thefe catho- 
lics affairs was as quiet and happy as they themfelves 
could reafonably wifli it ; and that whatever their land,

> The catholic nobility and gentry of XJlfter, in their addrefs 
to his majefty, (Charles the ift.) ** with much grief exprefs their 
fcnfe of their general fufferings and preffures fmce the begin- 
ning of his late majefty's, his royal father's reigri, being almoil 
forty years, and the only time of continued peace they enjoyed 
thefe later ages, in all whiqh time, through the corruption of 
the governors, and ftate of the realm, though for redrefs of their 
grievances frequent fuit had been made by them, yet that there-^ 
in they could never obtain any part of their defires, but rather 
had endured a continual fervitude than the freedom of fubjeds, 
being not permitted in all that fpace to enjoy their birthright, 
or the benefit of the fundamental laws of the realm, nor ad- 
mitted to have property in their goods or lands, for that a ty- 
rannical government had been continually exercifed over them 
all that time, in more ftrid and cruel manner than in Turkey or 
any other infidel country, though by the antient fundamental 
laws of the kingdom, no fubjeflis in Europe can challenge more 
freedom, or liberty." Dcfid. Curiof. Hibern. vol. n, p. 90, 
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labour, and induftry produced, was their own ; being free 
from fear of having it taken from them by the king, on 
any pretence whatfoever, without their own confent." 

In compliance with the aforefaid remonftrance and 
petition of the commons, his majefty ordered the lords 
juftices, Parfonf and Borlafe,' *' to affure his good 
fubjcas of Ireland, that his princely promife, formerly 
paffed unto them, (to redrefs thefe, and feveral other 
grievances) ihould be fpeedily performed ; and to that 
end he required, that bills might be tranfmitted from 
their lordfhips and the council^ for fecuring their eftates, 
touching the limitation of his title not to extend above 
three fcore years/* 



CHAP. X. 

The remon/irance of grievances vindicated* 

It has been of late pbjefted, that this remonftrance 
of grievances, was not fairly and deliberately voted in 
the Irifh parliament ; but that, on the contrary, it 
was, ** abruptly prefented to the houfe," not fuffered 
to be fpoken to, and paffed in the midft of tumult and 
diforder." But this objeftion now appears to be no- 
thing more than a partial and groundlefs furmife : for 
" feme of the grievances mentioned in it,* had been 
prefented by parliament to the deputy, in June preced- 
ing, as found real and enormous,, after many debates/' 
And as for thofe lately added, viz, the ** tremendous 
powers'* of the high commiffion-court, the denial of 
thepromifedffraces, &c. it is notorious, that they had 
been long betore complained of, as intolerable both in 
and out of parliament. It appears by the journals,' 
" that a grand committee was appointed to fit upon the 
grievances of the country, on the 1 2th of Oftober, 
1640; and that, on the 7th of the following month, an 
order was pafled, that the particular matters expreffed

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m the remonftrance in qudlion^ being thrice read, re- 
quired pifefehr redreiSy and flxMiid be forth^th tepre- 
fentedto the right honourable the lord deputy, by Mr. 
Speaker and the whoie faoofe.'^ Another order was 
pafled on the 9th, " that Mr. Speaker, fiDr the greater 
iblemnity, ihould read the refnonftrafice tN/iri<;:e, and 
that it ibould be afterwanis prefented to the lord depu<* 
ty/' On the nth, " a committee was appointed, 
confifting, among others, of the vice-treafiirer, the 
matter of the rolb, and die chancellor of the exdie- 
qaer, to \irait upon the deputy, to know vAitn he would 
give his anfwer to the rcmonftrance." And on the 
1 2th, '^ a committee was again appointed, to attend 
his lordfhip for his anfwer j** which appears then to 
have been, ^^ that the commons fhould confer with 
fome of the lords of the privy-council, (not, as has 
been fuppofed,* with the houfe of lords) concerning the 
nature of the grievances complained of/' But to this 
conference, as being contrary to their privileges, the 
commons refufed to cpftfent j '^ *' ih regard tha«: the 
contents of theu* remonftrahce had been already voted 
ih their houfe for grievances ;*' for whidi refufal, the 
deputy prorogued them on the fame 1 2th of November. 
And thus it evidently appears, diat this remonftn^ce, 
inftead of being abruptly prefented to the hbufc, not 
fuSered to be l|K)ken td^ and pafTed in the ntidft of 
tumult and diforder, was agitated, for feveral days, 
with due dtiliberation and regularity, and a(t lengtl^ 
agreed tb, after many readings and debates^ 



CHAP. XI. 

The immediate caufe of the infurreSlim in 1641* 

Jul AD his majcfty's commands before-mentioned to 
the Lords Jullices, rarfons and Borlafe, to pafs the bills 
for fecuring the eftates of the natives, and for confirm- 

ing

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ing the other pTomifed graces, been duly executed^ 
or rather not pofitively difobeyed by their lordftiips, 
the dreadful infurrefti^n of Ae following year, either 
would not ^t all have happened, ^r would have been 
quicldy fuppreffed. Suefe, at leaft, was Ins majefty's 
opinion ; as we find by his anfwer to a ded^rationof 
the Englilh commons on that occafion ; for there he 
telk them,' ** that if he had been obeyed in die Irifli 
affairs, before he went to Scotland, there bad been no 
Irifli rebdlion; or after it had^egun, it would have 
been in. a few months fuppreffed, if his direOions had 
been obferved : for if the Iring had been fiifferod. to 
perform Ms engagements to the Irifh agents, and had 
difpofcd of the difcontentfed Irifh army beyond fea, there 
is notfting more clear, than that there could have been 
no rebeihpn in Ireland, becaufe they had wanted both 
pretence and means to have made one/' 

At this time it was confidently reported in Ireland^ 
'■ that the Scpttifli army had threatened never to lav down 
their arms, till an uniformity of religion was euablifli- 
ed in the three kingdoms, and the catholic religion 
fuppreffed.' " A letter," fays Mr. Carte, " was inter- 
cepted comiuag fromScotland, to one Freeman of An- 
trim, giving an account, that a covenanting army was 
ready to come for Ireland, under the command of Gen. 
Lcflie, to extirpate the Roman catholics of Ulfter, 
and leave thie Scots fole poffeflbrs of that province ; andt 
that, to this end, a refolutionhad been taken in their 
private meetings, and councils, to lay heavy fines upon 
fuch as would not a{^>ear at their kirk, for the firil or 
iecond Sunday ; and on failure the third, to hang, 
without mercy, all fuch as were obftinate, at their own 
doors/* 

The whole body of the catholic nobility and gentry 
of Ireland declared in their remonfliraoce at Trim, 
which was delivered, in due form to his majcfly's com- 
miflioners, in March 1642, that previous to the infur- 
reSion,' ** certain dangerous and pernicious petitions,

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contrived by the advice and counfel of Sir WiUiam Par- 
fons. Sir AdamLoftus, Sir John Clothworthy, and fundry 
others of the malignant party in, the city of Dublin, in 
the province of Ulfter, and feveral other parts of the 
kingdom, dire&ed to the commons houfe in England, 
were at public aflizes and other public places made 
known and read to many perfons of quality; which 
petitions contained matters deftrudi've to the faid cadio- 
lics religion, lives and eftates." * 

This dread of an extirpation, as appears from a 
multitude of depofitions taken before Dr. Henry Jones, 
and other commifiioners appointed by the lords juftices, 
prevailed univerfally among the catholics of Ireland, 
and wasiniifted upon, as one of the principal reafons 
for their taking arms.* The Earl of Ormond, in 
his letters of January 27th, and February 26th j 1641, 
to Sir William St. Leger, imputes the general revolt of 
the nation, then far advanced, to the publishing of fuch 
a defign/'

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The catholic clergy of Ireland unjujlly accufed of flirting 
up the Irijh to this infurredion. 

1 H E Catholic clergy of Ireland, at this period, arc 
commonly charged with filling the minds of their vo- 
taries with fuch pernicious maxims, civil and religious, 
as could not fail to incite them to the moft traitorous and 
bloody attempts. " They had," fays a modern hifto- 
rian,* " that influence even over the gentry of their 
communion, with which they were inverted by the 
tenets of their religion ; the ignorant herd of papifts 
they governed at their pleafure. They had received their 
education and imbibed, their principles in the foreign 
feminaries of France and Spain ; hence they returned 
to Ireland) bound folemnly to the pope in unlimited 
fubmifEon, without profeflion or bond of allegiance to 
the kiftg. Full fraught with thofe abfurd and peftilent 
doftrines, which the moderate of their own communi- 
on profefs to abominate, of the univerfal monarchy of 
the pope, as well civil as fpiritual, of his authority to 
excommunicate and depofe princes, to abfolve fubjefts 
from their oaths of allegiance, and. to difpenfe with 
every law of God and man, to fanftify rebellion and 
murder, and* even to change the very nature and eflen- 
tial diflference of vice and' virtue. And, with ihis, and 
other impious trumpery of fchools and councils, thefe 
ecclefiaftics filled their fuperftitious votaries/' . 

Horrible, indeed, is this accufation ; but fortunately 
for the kingdom, wherein fuch a clergy is ftill fuffered 
to.exift, it is as erroneoufly dated, as it is groundlefs in 
itfelf. Nor is the injuftice done to this clergy, by fuch 
(hocking imputations, greater than that done to Walfh 
himfelf, the Irifli Francifcan, whofe fole authority is 
quoted in fupport of them. For there is np mention 
made by that writer in the place referred to, of thefe 
impious tenets having been taught or maintained by any

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of the catholic clergy of Ireland, at or about the year 
1 641 . All that appears there relative to thefe tenets, is 
an indire£t and angry charge and inference, againit 
fuch of Walih's brethren, as had oppofed his remon- 
firance of loyalty, which was not prefented,^ nor even 
thought of till more than twenty years after that period. 
Nay even there too, Walfh confeffes that thefe tenets ^ 
** were quite different from what the Roman catholics 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland, did beiieve ;" 
and alfo affirms, " that many thoufands of the moft 
learned, moft zealous and moft godly Roman catholic 
prelates, do6kors and priefts, befides laymen, cried 
downlihefe tenets, as not only fa[lfe, impious, and he- 
retical, but alfo as abfolut^Iy tyrannical and deftruc- 
tive of all government." 

In order to explain this matter a little more fully, I 
muft inform the reader, that in the y€;ar 1674, when 
WaWs hiftory of the remonftrance was firft puWifhed, 
he had been provoked, by an excommunication newly 
denounced agaiiift him, to draw out this chain of blai- 
phemous propofitions., as the fuppofed confequences of 
the doftrine of the pope^s depofmg power ; and in the 
bitternefsof refexitment,' to charge tliem onfomeof his 
adverfe catholic brethren, whom he either knew, or 
fufpefted to have:bcen a£Jiye in bringing that difgrace 
upon him. Bju.t that he was far from intending to 
charge fuch wicked principles upon the Body of the 
catholic clergy bf Ireland, .inconteftably appears, from 
his declaring 'In the. very fame place, (with regard to 
the doftrme of the pope's depofii^g j>ower ; and its 
fuppofed pernicious. confequence$),* ** that he did not 
at all doubt^ but rather was certain, that there were 
nore than fiv^ hundred priefts, then in Ireland, who, 
if they were only permitted. to live quietly there, would, 
^by a public inftrument iigned under all their hands, de- 
clare am^ply^ clearly, and heg.rtily againft tfie aforefaid 
doftrine, notwithftanding any declaration, precept or 
cenfure ofthe pope to the contrary.**

CHAP. Xffl. 

The fame fubjed continued. 

iVlR. Carte, who wa^ no friend to the catholic cler- 
gy, and had better means of information than any 
other writer on this fubjeft either before or fince his 
time, has candidly owned,' " that although this con- 
fpiracy was imputed to Roman catholic priefts, yet not 
above two or three of them appeared to know any 
thing of it." Nay he even feemed to think, that had 
they all, to a inan, afterwards concurred in it, they 
could not have been juflly blamed on that account. 
For, not to mention the lords juftices cruel injunftions 
to the officers of the army, to ftiew no mercy to that 
order of men (whom therefore, thefe officers promif- 
cuoufly murdered, wherever they met them),* " the 
Englim houfe of commons gave them reafon to appre- 
hend every thing that is dreadful to human nature.*

* To this hismajeftv feems to have alluded, when he faid, " and

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They had caufed the laws againil recufants to be put in 
execution all over England ; eight Roman catholic 
priefls had been taken up in London, for faying mafs : 
and the proof failing as to one, the other (even were 
condemned.^ The king, averfe to the putting any 
man to death merely for religion, had reprieved them ; 
the commons were offended at it, and made loud com- 
plaints on this fubje£): againft his majefty. Nothing 
would fatisfy them, till the king had left them to 
their mercy, to order the execution whenever they 
faw fit. When men,'* proceeds Mn Cane, ** have 
every thing to dread in peace, and much to hope from 
a war, 'tis natural for them to chufe the latter, and ufe 
their utmoft endeavours to make it fuccefsful. , Nor is it 
any wonder, that thofe priefts, in fuch a (ituatioh of 
affairs, fhould have recourfe to arms, for the fafety of 
their lives : and defpairing of indulgence in quiet times, 
fhould feek in troublefome ones for an eflablifhment, 
never to be obtained but by the prevailing force of an 
infurreftion." 

Mr. Goodman, one of the above-mentioned condemn- 
ed priefts, and who feems to have been particularly 
obnoxious to the parliament,made a voluntary offer of his 
life, as a facrifice to the quiet of the king and kingdom, 
on that occafion; an inftance of heroic loyalty, which 

can 

not pre-difpofed fuel for rebellion in Ireland ; where defpair being 
added tp their former difcontents, and the fears of utter extirpa- 
tion to their wonted ppprcffions, it was eafy to provoke them to 
open rebellion.". Icon. BafiHc. 

•* " Befides, Richard Herft, Edmund Arrowfmith and others, 
put to death in 1628, merely for cxercifing the fun£):ions of 
Roman catholic priefts ; Thomas Bullaker, Thomas Holland,

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can hardly, I fear, be paralleled by any of his oppofites 
of the fame order ; who, neverthelefs, are but too apt 
to reprefent catholic priefts as difloyal, through princi- 
ple, to every proteftant government. That extraor- 
dinary perfon petitioned the king, to order his execu- 
tion, in the following words: 

" Your majefty's petitioner hath underftood of a 
great difcontent,in many of your majefty's fubjeas,at the 
gracious mercy your majefty was freely pleafed to fhew 
unto your petitioner, by fufpending the execution of 
the fentence of death pronounced againft him. Thefe 
are, therefore, humbly to befeech your majefty, rather 
to remit your petitioner to their mercies that are dif- 
contented, than to let him live the fubjed of fo great 
a difcontent in your people againft your majefty ; for 
it has pleafed God, to give me grace to defire with the 
prophet, ** that if this ftorm be raifed for me, I may be 
caft into the fea, that others may avoid the tempeft.*' 
This is, moft facredfovereign, the petition of him who 
ihould efteem his blood well ftied, to cement the breach 
i)etween your majefty and your fubjeds/

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CHAP- XIV. 

Some nufreprefentations concerning the hegmnk^ tf the 
infurreilion confidered. 

On the 23d of Oftober, 1641, * the lords juftices 
declared by proclamation,' " that a difcovery had been 
made of a mod difloyal and deteflable conipiracy, 
intended by fome evil affefted Irifh papifts, univerfally 
throughout the kingdom." This unfair reprelentation 
has been either ignorantly, or malicioufly adopted by 
all the adverfe writers on this fubjed. Sir John ^ Tem- 
ple,

" It is notorious," fays Dr. Nalfon, " that Sir John Tem|fle, in 
writing his hiftory of this rebellion, was bound by confederacy, 
to afiertthe proceedings of thefe lords juftices} and I cannot find 
him highly in reputation with theufurpers of the parliamentarian 
faction, and by them impowered as commiflioner toimpofe upon 
the proteftant fubje£bs of Ireland that traiterous, difloyal, and 
folemn league and covenant, which was a direct oath of confe- 
deracy not only againft, but purpofely to ruin and deftroy the 
king, the church and the loyal party j I cannot obferve his book 
to be printed at London in 1646, oy puUic allowance^ a time 

when 
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pie, out of his abundant malice to thefe people, has 
fo notably improved upon it, as tp affirm,* " .tha.t on 
the 23d of Oftober aforefaid, an univerfal defeftion 
and general revolt broke out ; wherein, not only all 
the mere Irifh, but almoft all the old Engliih, that ad- 
hered to the church of Rome, were totally involved." 
And Mr. Hume, in a warm Hi of declamation, confi- 
dently afferts,^ " that from Ulfter, the flames of this 
rebellion diflfufed theipfelves, in an ;nftant, over the 
three other provinces.** 

The above-*m6ntioned proclamation gave a juft alarm 
to the.cathplic nobility and gentry of the kingdom ; 
who knew themfelves to be perf^dly innocent, and en- 
tirely unconfcious, of anyfuchconfpiracy. The Earl of 
Clanrickard, who had arrived in Ireland fome ihort 
time before, tefls us, that he^ ^^ was, at firft, on a 
fudden furpti&d with the fatal news of a defperate 
reboUion in the North, and a rumour of a general 
combination and confpicacy all over the kingdom. But 
)ve begin," adds his lordihip, ** to recover our wits, 
feared away by the firft reports ; and do difcern, that 
none appears in this deteilable confpiracy, or enters 
into a£kion, but the remains of the antient Irifh rebels 
in the North, and fome of the planted county of Lei-

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In two or three days after the ilTuing pf this proclama- 
tion, the lords and gentlemen of the pale,* " doubting," 
fays Temple, " that by thofe general words . of Irifli 
papifts, they might feem to be involved,** preferred a 
petition to Uie, lords jufUces and council, in behalf of 
themfelves, and other old Engliih of the kingdom v 
whereupon the juftices, on the 29th of the fame month, 
thought fit to fend forth another proclamation, in which *^ 
^' they declared, and publiflied, to all his majefty's 
good fubjefts, that by the words " Iriih papifts,** they 
intended only fuch of the old mere Irifh, in the pro- 
vince of Ulfter, as had plotted, contrived, and been 
K&OTS in that treafon, and others that adhered to 
them i and none of the old Engliih of the pale, or other 
parts of the kingdom." 

And although their lordfliips, in this proclamation of 
the 29th of Oftober, did " enjoin all his . majefty's 
fubjeds, whether proteftants, or papifts, to forbear 
upbraiding matter of religion on this occafion; yet 
certain it is, that all our adverfe hiftorians, preachers, 
and libellers, from that time to the prefent, feem to 
have thought themfelves indifpenfably obliged, not on- 
ly to upbraid matter of religion as the chief incentive 
to this infurreftion, but alfo to reprefent the infurrefti- 
on itfelf as univerfal all over the kingdom, on the firft 
day or two after its eruption/

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Thefe, and other mifreprefentations, wete no fooner 
devifed, than tranfmitted to the Earl of Leicefter, lord 
lieutenant in England ; where they acquired ftill great- 
er and more extenfive credit. Never, indeed, were 
fiflion and calumny introduced to public notice with 
more pomp and dignity than they feem to have been 
upon that occafion. 

** For ^ • the Earl of Leicefter, having received 
intelligence of this infurredtion by the lords juftices let- 
ter of the 25th of Oftober, 1641, repaired, on the 
firft of the following month, to the houfe of commons 
then fitting ; whither he was accompanied by the lord 
keeper of the great feal of England, the lord privy 
feal, the lord high chamberlain, the lord admiral, Earl 
March, lord chamberlain. Earl of Bath, Earl of Dor- 
fet. Earl of Holland, Earl of Berkfhire, Lord Vifcount

odious to God, and the whole world, that no age, no kingdom,* 
no people can parallel, the honrid cruelty and abominable 
murders that were then committed upon the proteftant Britifh 
inhabitants throughout the land, of what age, of what quality 
or condition foever they were/' Hift. of Irifti Rebel. 

* The truth of this relation is the more to be depended up- 
on, as Rufliworth wrote under the influence of fuch as could 
not bear the truth if againft them. " Rufhworth's compilation 
was carried on under the eye, and fubmitted to the correction of 
Cromwell ; hence it is, that he has omitted whatever could give 
offence, and inferted whatever he thought would be agreeable 
to his patron.'* Grainger's Hift.

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Ignathit/ the founder of the Jefutts ; and in ihbrt, that 
their defign was to kill the lords juftices and aU the 
king's privy^ouncil. The like information was given 
by the lord keeper, and other lords, and in the fame 
folemn manner, to the hoafe of lords. 

The falfdiood ctf this reprdentatioti, with refpeft to 
the defign of thefe infurgents, is fo very notorious, that 
even a writer otherwife highly prejudiced againft them, 
coiild ndt pafs it over uncenfured. *' Both the lord 
keeper in the houfe of lords, and the lord lieutenant 
in the houfe of commons," fays Dr. Warner,* " did 
exceed the ihformations that had been given, either in 
the letters, or in the examinations tranfmitted over. 
No hiftorian,*' adds he, " hath taken notice of this 
faUification ; and yet one cannot believe that k was 
bwing in both thefe lords to accident or miftake. The 
lord keeper hath faid, that the rebels hiad cdmmitted 
dkers murders ; and the lord lieutenant, befides 
affirming that they had mformation of fhedding much 
blood ot the proteffcarits there, added moreover, that 
thedefijjil ofthe rebekwastokill the lords juflices, and 
all the king's privy-council j whereas heither in the 
letters, nor the examinations, is there afmgle word of 
atiy miirdet beiilg committed ; nor was there the leaft 
thought among the confpirators, for any thing that 
appears, ofkiUing, particularly the lords juflices and the 
king's privy council. And the council in their letters, 
after having given an account of feveral robberies, 
burning of houfes and villages, and feizihg fokUe forts 
jind caftles, exprefsly fay, and this though too much, is 
air that we yet heir is done by them." ^

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It is worthy of notice, that about dais time, viz. be- 
fore the end of Oftober, 1641, Temple bimfelf con* 
feiTeS) *^ that the rebek had .got poileffion of all the 
towns, 4brts, caftles, and gentlemens boufes within 
the counties of Tyrone, Donegal, Fermanagh, Armagh, 
Cavan^ Londonderry, Monaghan, and half the county 
of Down ; except the cities of Londonderry aiul Cole- 
rain, the town and caftle of Enniikillen, and fome 
other places and caftles. And that befides the above 
mentioned, thefe rebels had taken a multitude of other 
caftles, houfes of firength, towns and villages, all 
abundantly peopled with Britifh inhabitants." ' Yet in 
none of thofe places does it appear, from Temple's 
account, that any maffacre or murder was committed by 
the infurgents within that fpace of time.** 

There is but little wonder, that fo fhocking a calum- 
ny, thus fdlemnly deliviered, by perfons of honour, to 
an auguil aSembly, ihould make a general and lafling 
impreifion on. a credulous and prejudiced people ; but 
the reader will pleafe to reflcft, that if fo many perfons 
of the firft quality, living at a diftance from the dan- 
ger and mifchiefs of this infurredion, and therefore, 
influenced by fear or revenge, could, for their own evil 
purpofes,* circulate fuch horrid falfehoods concerning

teftimonies of fome of the meanefl of the adverfe par- 
ty at home, who were either exafperated by the inju- 
ries they themfelves had fuffered, or feared out of their 
wits by the fhocking ftories they had heard of thofe 
committed on others, when they were called upon to 
give fuch evidence. And yet, the teftimony of per- 
ions fo prejudiced, and otherwife unduly influenced, is 
the principal, if not only foundation, on which the 
beli^ of the Irifli maflacre has hitherto reded, and 
has fo generally, not to fey uncontrovertably, prevailed. 
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in the fupprefiioii of it : though to fliew his odium of this 
rebellion, he propofed the going thither himfelf to fupprefs it ;

BOOK 

CHAP. I. 



The main defign of the infurgents not general or pre^^ 
medifaied. 

1 N order to fet this tragical part of the hiftory, of 
Ireland in a true light, it is neceflary to diftinguifh 
two infurredtions, differing not fo much in their caufes 
as their times. The firft is that mentioned in the 
lord juftices proclamation of the 29th Oftober, 1641, 
of fome of the mere old Irifh only in the province of 
Ulfter. The other is that general defedlion, which 
happened fome months after, in the other provinces ; 
and was occafioned by a continuation and increafe of 
thofe grievances and oppreffions, which had produced 
the fiurft. We will begin widi the infurreftion in 
Ulfter, which Sir John Temple,' • and his Numerous 

copiers,

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copierS) have reprefented as an horrible enterprife, long 
before concerted and refolved upon, by the generality 
of the cadiolics of Ireland. But in diis particular, and 
in truth in moft others, that writer has fufficiendy 
confuted himfelf ; for he informs us, that feveral of 
the chiefs of thefe Ulfter infurgents, inftead of provid- 
ing men, arms and other requifites for the execution 
of fuch a defign, did on the contrary, but a Ihort time 
before their rifing, take fuch meafures as had a mani- 
feft tendency to prevent its fuccefs.** For he tells us,' 
** that Sir Phelim O'Neil, and many others of the

lion in the year 1646, by the dire^iion of the parliament-party, 
which then prevailed, and to which, the' long before in aftual 
rebellion, he was always attached. The falfehoods it contains 
are fo glaring and numerous, that even the government, in the 
year 1674, teems to have'))eenofl[«nded:at, and himfelf afliam- 
cd of, the re-publication of it. This we gather from a letter of 
Capel Earl of Eflex, then lord lieutenant of Ireland, to Mr. 
Secretary Coventry, of that date, whcreiuwe find thefe words: 
*• I am to acknowledge yours of the 22d of December, in 
which you-mention a book that .was nte^ly.piibjiihed, coocem- 
ing the cruelties committed in Ireland, at the ' beginning of the 
late war. Upon further inquiry I find Sir J. Temple, mailer 
of the rolls heie (Ireland), author of that book, was, this laft 
year, fent to hy feveral ftttioners of Loudon, to have bis con- 
fe«t to the • printing thereof ; but he aflares-nne, that he utterly 
deolfid it, aiid itlM^iner-prii^ed if, did it Wil;jKHit.his knowledge. 
Thus nuch I:4:h€n^t fit to add to wbatl fonsneriy faid upon 
this t)Gca£on, th^ i might do ^isr.^aileman ra^, in cafe it 
were fu^eftcd, he had any (bare in publi£hu?g diis new edition,"

Nay^ ksme weeks altc? their firft rifing^ fudi ^ 
diefe i^urgents as appeared to die Earl of Ormond, 
feemed to bim,^ ^ rather U) be a tismutettous^ tabble, 
than axxy thmo^ iike a di£ci|dined army ;'^ and his lord- 
&ip "was of opmketL, that ^ ^ there ^ere as toixkj arms, 
withki a few, in the hands of fta hundred of the king's 
forces, as there were among all the rebels then in the 
kingdom/' 

Snt what pats diis matter beyond all -difpute is,^ 
'^ that the army of eight thou&nd foot, and one thou- 
£md horfe (feven-coghths of which were Roman catho- 
lics) that had been raifed, two years before, by the 
Earl of StraflFord, was, in June 1641, entirely diffolv- 
ed, without any inconvenience or diforder in the nation 
at that time."

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houfe of commons, in fummer 1641, have been infift- 
ed upon, as a proof of their intention to raife a rebel- 
lion at that juncture : but, by all the obfervations I 
have been able to make, I do not find that there was 
any formed defign of the body of the Roman catholic 
party in that parliament, for an aflfair of that nature. 
The compiler of the Nuncio's memoirs,*' adds the fame 
author,' '* (a feir writer, whatever his principles were, 
and who, on all occafions, feems to be well acquainted 
with his fubjed, and to write what he believed to be 
true,) fays, ^^ that the Engliih-Irifli of four hundred 
years (landing, efpecially thofe of the Englifh pale, 
were extremely averfe to the rebellion, and. offered 
their fervice very fmcerely to the ftate againft the rebels; 
remembering their own origin, and chufing to adhere 
to the Englim government, which they were a^^rehen- 
five would be thrown off by the natives/* To which 
reafon he adds another, drawn from the nature of 
their eflates, a confiderable part of which was church- 
lands, which, he fays, they were afraid of lofing, if 
the old Irifh got the power of the nation into uieir 
hands/* 



CHAP. II. 

The firjl caufes of the infurrcffion of 1641 in IH/ler^ 

' Jyl EN, whofe minds are exafperated by the remem- 
brance of former injuries (which was peculiarly the 
cafe of the Ulfter gentry,* on account of the feizure

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of the fix counties before-mentioned) are often fud- 
denly provoked to commit a£ts of violence, by a flight 
or inadequate caufe ; but the immediate incentive to 
the infurre£tion of thcfe northerns was far from being 
fuch ; it was nothing lefs, than a well-grounded fear of 
an intended extirpation of their religion or perfolls. 
The petitions already mentioned, which were calculated 
for that end, feem principally to have been levelled at- 
them } ^ and probably received moft furtherance from 
their malevolent neighbours, the puritan Scots. Nor 
will this in the leaft feem ftrange, if it be confidered, 
that the diflenters in that province were audacious 
enough, about the fame time, to addrefs a petition to 
the Englifli houfe of commons,' ** figned by many thou- 
fands in the county of Down, Tirone and others, 
againft epifcopacy, and the eftabliflied religion itfeE*' ^

Tliefe incentives to the ii^urreftion in Uifter are 
chiefly infifted upon in that impartial remonftrance of 
grievances from Gavan, wt»ch was drawn up by 
Bifliop Bedel,^ a prelate too wUe to be impofed upen/ 
and too juft and refolute to advance any fads in exeufe 
of thefe infurgents, of the truth of which he wa$ net 
very certain. As Bifliop Burnet, in his life, owns that 
this remonftrance gives the beft colours to their pro- 
ceedings of anv of all their papers, i^t he ^ver faw, 
I will here tranicribe it entire from that bifliop's copy. 

** To the light honourable the juftiees and council, 
the humble remonftrance of the gentry and com- 
monalty of the county of Cavan, of their griev- 
ances, common with other parts of this kingdom 
of Ireland : 

** WHEREAS we, his raajefty's loyal fubje^ of 
bis highnefs's kingdom of Ireland, have, of Ipng tinie, 
groaned under many grievances and prefTures, occa-

able (borer, was indi&rent, and lay no heavier upon them than 
the Britifh proteilants. They replied, that the deponent and 
the reft of the Britiih» were po confiderable pavt pi the king- 
dom ; and that over and above all this, thev were certainly in- 
formed, that the parliament of England had a plot to bring 
aU to church, or cutoff all papifts in the king's dominicms; in 
England, by the Englifh proteft^nts or (aa mey called them) 
puritans y and in Ireland by the Scots."

Of 
all which we find great caufe of fears in the proceed- 
ings of our neighbour nations ; and do fee it already 
attempted by .gertaip petitioners, for the like courfe to 
be' taken in tlfis kingdom, for the effefting thereof, in 
a! compulfory way ;' fb as nimc/urs have caufed fears 
of invafion from , other parts, tb tHe. difTolving qf .5ie 
boiid of mutukfdgteemerit, 'Which ;^ hatH been 

held inviolable,, -l^tween the^fevi^tal fubjfifte'of tKls 
kingdom, and 'Wfcerfeby aH^ iiis majefty^s other domi* 
nions^ have bi^en linked . iri. bile, ,For the "pteve^txag 
therefore of fuch eVils grpwf^]^ upon us in this/king.- 
dom, we have, for the prjef^rVs^titin of his . mijMV'p 
honour, and. our own lib^ties/ thbught fit to tala^^

As Ibt 
tifie r mifducfs and inoonvehiences.that have already 
happened, through thfe dilbrder of the common fort of 
Vol. h O people. 
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people^ againft the Englifh inhabitants, or any others, 
we, with the nobility and eentlemen, and fuch others 
of the feveral counties of this kingdom, are moil 
willing and ready to ufeour, and their, beft endeavours 
in caufing reftitution and fatisfadion to be made, as in 
part we have already done. 

^^ An anfwer hereunto is mod humbly defired, with 
fuch prefent expedition as may, by your lordfhips, be 
thought moil convenient, for avoiding the inconveni-^ 
ence of the barbaroufnefs and incivility of the com- 
monalty, who have committed manv outrages, with- 
out any order, confentinff, or privity of ours. All 
which we leave to your lordfhips wUdom, and fhall 
humbly pray, &c." 

On the loth November 1641, the OTarrells of the 
neighbouring county of Longford, Tent up alfo to the 
lords juftices, a remonftrance of their grievances } 
which was of much the fame tenor with that from Cavan, 
intreating redrefs in a parliamentary way. ^^ Thefe 
gentlemen,'* fays Mn Gsffte,' " had deferved well of 
the crown, and were pn th^t account particularly pro- 
vided for by king James^ in his inftrudions for plant- 
ing of Jthat country. But the commiflioners appointed 
for, the diftribution of .the lands, more, greedy of their 
own private profit^ .tbg^n tender of the king's honour, 
or the nghts of the TubjeA, took little care to obferve 
thejTe inftrudions ; : and .the OTarrells were gene- 
rally great fufferers .1t>y tlie plantations/ Several per- 
fons were, turned .'.out, of large eftates of profitable 
land, and had only a fmall pittance, lefs than a fourth 
part, afljgned them for it in barren ground. Twenty- 
Four /proprietors, moft of them O'Farrells, were dif- 
poflfefled of their all ; and nothing allotted them for 

. . compenfation.

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Compenfation. They had complained, in vain, of this 
nndeferved ufage many years ; and having now an 
opportunity afforded them of redrefs, by the infurrec* 
tion of their neighbours, had readily embraced it, 
and followed their example (for it does not appear that 
. aay of them were antecedently concerned in the con- 
fpiracy), as they likewife did, in laying before the 
lords juftices, a remonftrance of their grievances, and 
a petition for redrefs ; which, like that from Cavan,* 
Came to nothing/* .

f^e majfacre in Jjfland-Mage^i, 

LHt^ report that his tnajefty^s proteftaht fubjeAg 
firft felf updn^ and murdered the Roman catholics^ 
got credit and reputation, and was openly and fre- 
quently aflerted,** fays Jones, biflibp of Meath,' in a 
letter to Dr. Borlafe, in 1679. And Sir Aitdley Mer- 
vki, fpesiket iif the houfe of commons,* in a public 
fpeech to the Duke of Ormond in 1662, confeffeA^, 
" that feVerSfl ^aniphlets then fwarmed to fatten the 
rife of thi^ rebellion upon the proteftants ; and that 
they drew -the firft blood.": And, indeed, whatever 
cruelties may be charged upon the Irilh in the profecu- 
tion of thid wiir, ** their firft intention, we fee,'* fays 
another proieftafet^Vducher,^ " went no further than to 
ftrip the Englifh and the proteftants of their power 
and poffeffio&s, S^ndj unlefs forced to it by oppbfition, 
not flied any blood/' Even Temple confefles the 
fame;* for mentioning what mifchiefs were done in 
the beginning of this infurredtion, " certainly," fays 
he, " that which thefe rebels mainly intended at firft,

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that this maflacre was perpetrated on thofe harmkfs 
people, in revenge of fome cruelties before committed 
by the rebels on the Scots in other parts of Ulfter. But 
as I find this controverfy has been already taken up by 
two able proteftant hiftorians, who feem to differ about 
the time in which that difmal event happened, perhaps, 
by laying before the reader the accounts of both, with 
fuch animadverfions, as naturally arife from them, that 
time may be more clearly and poiitively afcertained. 

A late learned and ingenious author of an hiftory of 
Ireland, has ihifted off* this Ihocking incident from 
November 1641, (in which month, it has been gene- 
rally placed) to January following, many weeks after 
horrible cruelties (as he tells us) had been committed 
by the infurgents on the Scots in the North." *' The 
Scottifli fpldi^r^,** fays he, ** who had reinforced the 
garrifon of Carrickf(?rgus, were poffeffed of an habi- 
tual hatred of popery, and inflamed to an implacable 
deteftatioii of the Iriih, by multiplied accounts of their 
cruelties. In one fetal night, they iffued from Carrick- 
fergus into ^n adjacent diftrift called Ifland-Magee, 
where a number of the poorer Irifli refid^d, unoffend- 
ing and untainted with the rebellion. If we may believe 
one of the leaders of this party, thirty families were 
affaUed by them in their beds, and maffacred with calm 
and deliberate cruelty. A? if," proceeds .the hiftorian, 
*' the incident were not fumciently hideous, popifh 
writers liaye reprefented it with (hocking aggravation. 
They make, the number of the flaughtered, in a fmall 
and thinly inhabited neck of land, to amount to three 
thoufand, a wildnefs and abfurdity, into which other 
writers of fuch tranfadions have been betrayed ; they 
aflfert, that this butghery was committed in the begin- 
ning pf November, 1641, that it was the firft i^r^aflacre 
committed in Ulfter, and the great provocation to all 
the outrages of the Irifh in this quarter, Mr. Carte 
feems tp favpur this aiTertion : had he carefully perufed 
the colle6lion pf original dcpofitioins, now in the pof- 
feffion of the univerfity of Dublin, he would have found 
his doubts of fafts, and dates cleared moit fatisfefto-

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rily ; and that the maflacre of Ifland-Magee, as appears 
from feveral unfufpicious evidences, was really com- 
mitted in the beginning of January, when the followers 
of O'Nial ^ had almoft exhaufted their barbarous ma-

** Sir Phelim CNial. T^is affertion has no other foundation 
but the depofitlons now in the pofleffion of the univerfity of . 
Dublin ; what credit is due to thefe, we fliall juft now fee; but 
if any regard ^t all is to be had to fuch of them as have been 
carefully leledred from the reft, and publiflied by Temple and 
Borlafe, in their hiftories of this rebellion, we fnall find fome 
of them vouching the contrary, of this relation, viz, that Sir 
Phelim (^Nial did not order the cruelties he is charged with 
ordering, till many weeks after January, 1641. For by Captain 
Parkin's examination, ** Sir Phelim began his maflacres after 
his flight from Dundalk/* Temple Irifh Rebel, p. 85. 

Now bis flight from Dundalk did not happen till about the 
latter end of A&ch following. Carte's Qrm, vol. i. fol. 288. 

Sir Henry Tichboumc's hiftory of the fiegc of Droghcda, 
Mr. Carte, and moft other adverfe writers agree, ^* that it was 
Sir Phelim CNial that firft began and encouraged thefe Imput*. 
cd maffacres.^' Cart. ib. fol. 176. 

And Temple himfclf owns h, '* to be a truth, that thofe 
Britifh whom the rebels fufFered to live among them, and fuch 
as they kept in prifon, were not put to the fword by the Iriih, 
until, in their feveral encounters they had with his majcfty's 
forces, theyfuffcred lofs pf their men, and fo were enraged." 
Ib.p. 1^6, 

Sir Henrv Tichbpurne, who had the chief command in that 
driving of O'Nial from Dundalk, performed that fervice, and 
afterwards purfued it with fuch an amazing flaughter of the 
bifli, in them parts, that he himfdf boafts that for fome weeks 
after, " there was neither man nor beaft to be found in fixteea 
miles, between the two towns of Drdgheda and D^ndtalk y nor 
on the other fide of Dundalk, in the county of Monaghan, near- 
er than Carrickmacrofs, a ftrong pile twelve miles diftant.'' Ib. 

It is, therefore, not ftrange, though abfolutely inexcufable, 
if this incenfed leader, or rather his favage followers, (hould 
be provoked to retaliate, in fome meafure, fuch cruelty and 
deftru£):ion on the unhappy Eiiglifh, whom they had in their 
power. Sir Phelim himfelt, in his laft moments, declared, 
" that the feveral outrages committed by his pfEcers and foMiers, 
in that war, contrary to his intention, then prefled his confcience 
very much. ■' Dean Ker's tcftimony. Nalfon^s Hift. Collet:. 
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Before I examine dbe fevttal particulars of the forego- 
iog account, I muft obferVe, that the objeftion taken 
from the fmallnefs of , the plate, as if it were incapable 
of containing three tnoufand inhabitants, is grounded 
on a mifapprehenfion of fome circumftances in this 
event. For the Irifti that were deftroyed, confifted not 
only of the inhabitants of the place, but alfo, and for 
the greateft part, of the country people refiding in its 
neighbourhood ; who, upon the '* invitation pf Colonel 
Chichefter and Sir Arthur Tyrringham, had fled to 
Carrickfergiis for prote£tion, on the firll eruption of 
thefe tumults. " The town of Carrickfergus," fays Mr. 
Carte," " was then the place of the greaiteft ftrength 
in the North; and as Colonel Chichefter and Sir Ar- 
thur Tyrringham had, on the evening of the 23d of 
Oftober, received intelKgcnce of the itifurredion, they 
immediately, by beat of drum and kindling of fires, 
apprifed all the country people round them of their 
danger ; fo that the poor country people, who had not 
yet ftirred, flocked to that place continually, with ail 
they could carry of their fubfl:ancey (another temptation 
to commit the maflTacre) in fuch miiltJtudes of men, 
women, and children, that the town was overthrong- 
ed." "^ The fame author alfo informs us,'^ " that 
Colonel Chichefter and Sir Arthur Tyrringham, invit- 
ed feveral of the moft eminent of the Irifh thereabouts, 
who yet remained cfaiet in their ho^fes, to come to 
Carrickfergus for feciirity ; who accordingly went 
thither, but were madqprifbners on their arrival,'* 

. And becaufe it is allowed, that M^r. Carte feems to 
favour the aflertion, " that near three thoufand inno- 
cent Irifli were maflacred in Ifland-Magee, in the be- 
ginning of November, 1 641," it is but juft to pro- 
duce the reafons which appeiir to have inclined

large, whctein fhey arc contait^ed. 

" Ob the 15th of November," .%8 that \trell ia- 
formed writer,*^: " the rebdk, after a foreni^bt'd fiege^ 
reduced the caftle of Lmtgan ; Sir WiUiam BromloWy 
after a (lout defeaicc^. furrenderiaig it on the terms of 
marchifig out with his family and goods : bitt fu€h was l^e 
unworthy di%ofitioaof the rebels, that they kept him, 
his lady, askd chiidren, prifoners ; rifled his houfe, 
plundered, ftrijpped, and killed moil of his fervants ; 
and treated all die towfifmen in dke fam^ miimer. This," 
adds be, ^^ was the firfl breach of £mh^ which the 
rebels were guilty of m thefe parts (tfaiere was then no 
other infurredtion in" any of the other parts of Ireland) 
in T^ard of articles of capitulatiofa ; for when Nfr. 
Conway, on November the 5th, furrlend^red his caftle 
of Bally-aghie, in the county of Dcrry, to them, they 
kept the terms for which he Aipulated^aikd allowed him 
to march out with b&s.meb^ and to carry away trui^ « 
with plate and money in them. Whether,'* proceeds Mr. 
Carte, " the flaughfer inade by a pirty from Carrick- 
fergus, in the territory of Magce, a bng narrow 
ifland, in whjch it is affirmed, that near three thoufand 
harmlefs Irifli, rncik^ Women and children, were crudly 
maflacred, happened before the furrcndcr of Lurgan, 
is hard to be determined ;^ the relations publifhed of 
fads, in thofe times, being very indiftinft, and uncer- 
tain, with regard to the time they were committed ; 
thou^ it is confidently aflerted, that the faid maflacre 
happened in this month of November." 

Let us now try thcfe different accounts by the only 
fure tell of dates and fads. It is confeffed on all hands, 
that the chiefs of the infurgents, through fear of the 
Scots in Ulfter, '^ (" who,'' as the Earl of Clanrick- 
ard informs us, '' were forty thoufand well armed 
men, when the rebellion commenced ;" at the fame, 
time, that the rebels were at leaft, by half lefs nuhie- 
rous, and furnifhed with few better weapons than, 
" '' ftaves, fcythes, and pitchforks,") publifhed a *' pro- 
clamation,

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clamation, ^^ forbidding their followers, on pain of 
death, to moleft any of the Scottifli nation, in body or 
goods.*' Temple acknowledges, that this proclama- 
tion,'* " was for a time obferved ;** and from Mr. 
Wallbank's report, already mentioned to the houfe of 
commons, of the conftant fuccefs of his majefty's forces 
in defeating the infurgents in different parts of Ulfler, 
from the 33d of Odober to the i6th of November 
following, we may reafonable fuppofe, that it was at 
leaft obferved till that day ; for it is furely in the higheft 
degree improbable, that thefe chiefs would, at any 
time before, have wantonly provoked the refentment of 
fo formidable a body of men, by any cruel outrage or 
hoftile ad. But it is unqueftionably evident, that the 
Scots in Ulfter did fome remarkable execution on the 
Irilh, feveral days before the 15th of November, the day 
on which Lurgan was furrendered. For Sir William 
Parfons, in a letter from Dublin, of the 13th of that 
month, to the Earl of Clanrickard, acquaints him, as 
with a welcome piece of news,**" ** that the Scots did 
hold the northern Irifh hard to it, having killed fome 
of them." And Sir William St. Leger,** grudging, as 
it were, the Scots the honour of ttut adion, told the 
Earl of Ormond, on the 14th, ^^ ^t had it pleafed 
God that hh lordfhip had been there with his hundred 
horfe, and himfelf to wait upon him, the Scots fliould 
never have had the honour to put fuch an obligation on 
Ireland."*

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From hence, I think, may fidrly be deduced the only 
reafon, why die behaviour of the iiifurgents to Sir 
William Bromlow, on the 15th of November, was fo 
very diflferent from that which they had before ftewn to 
Mr. Conway, on the 5th of the fame month, viz. be- 
caufe the maflacre in queftion was perpetrated on their 
innocent unoffending people, in that interval of time ; 
which, no doubt, provoked them to the above-menti- 
oned breach of articles at the furrender of Lurgan, 
and to feveral other afts of injuftice and cruelty in the 
profecution of this war. 

The deduflion now made is fo agreeable to dates 
and fads, that I am furprifed to find this firft breach 
of articles by the infurgents, afcribed to any other 
caufg ; efpecially to one, which appears manifeftly 
repugnant to both. This caufe, we are informed, was 
the repulfe, defeat, and flaughter of a confiderable 
body of the rebels at the fiege of Lifburn, by a Scot- 
tilh garrifon ftationed there ; for thus the before-cited 
hiflory relates the immediate effe&s, which that difaf- 
ter produced in thefe rebels. ** But *• fuch fuccefs

rickard, from Oftober 26th, 1641, to the 5th of the following 
months there is no mention made of any murders having been 
committed by the infurgents on the Englifh. But in the poft- 
fcript of the letter of the 5th of November, they cxprefsly fay, 
*' we have intelligence that five thoufand Scots have rifen in arms 
againft the rebels, and thofe Scots lie now at Newry, where they 
have flain many of the rebels." Clanrick. Mem. fol. 11. EneL ed. 
Lord Clanrickard in his account of the progrefs of this mfur- 
redlion in Connaught, to January i8th 1641, mentions not a 
fyllable of murders committed by the infurgents, but of fpoils, 
preys, and the like. In his letter of the 20th of that month to 
the Earl of EfTex, he fays, ^^ an archbifhop, bifhop, and many of 
the clergy, are in the town of Galway inclined to ^o for England 
by fea, tor fear of the people, not fo much for religion, as their 
great extortions upon them j this being a time to be mindful of 
former injuries 9 and, to fpeak the truth, I believe the greedinefs 
of fome of them, and reports out of England, hath drawn much 
prejudice on the other Englifli inhabitants of this kingdom. It 
IS now told me they make orders among themfelves, to relieve and 
prcferve EngUfh tradeljmcn.'' Mem. Ingl. cd. fol. sg. 
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(of the Scots) ^«B actended widi coidequences tfoly 
horrible $ the Irifli iiicaokred at refiftance, carried on' 
their hoftilitie^ without' faith or humanity. Lurgan 
was furr^i^tf 4 by Sir William &omlow, on terms of 
fecurity to the inhabkanti, aad permiflion of marching 
out with hi» family, goods and retinae; but ail was 
inftantly feized^ and the whole town given up to plun- 
der/' Thus bate we a caufe plaufifoly afiigned, which 
did not exift uhtil many days after its fuppofed etk& 
was pi-oduced. For the defeat and flaugfater of the 
rebels at Lifbum, or, as it wa& then calleid, Lifhegar- 
vy, did n6t happen, accbrding to Borlafe, till the 
aSth of NoVctnbier;*' but Lurgan, as we have feen, 
was furrendered to them, on the 15th of that m^th, 
thirteen days before. 

Let us now fee upon T^hat grounds this maffacre in 
Ifland-Magee is transferred, from November 1641, to 
the beginning of January following. One would ex- 
fe& to find an affertian fo lingular fuppotted by fome 
iblfd, or at ieaftplaufibk proof ; butinftead of meet- 
iag with toy fuch^ in thence before (fuoted from this 
hiftory, we are only there direded to look out for it 
(where certainly it never can be found) in the coUeaion 
of original manufcr^ deptofitions, now in the poffefli- 
on of the univerfity of Dublin. But we Ihall jjrefentr 
ly demonfttate the infufHtiency, not to fay futility, of 
proofs dfawn from thefe depofitions.^ And, in truth, 
if they were to be admittecf a^ proofs, or evidance in 
any degree, there is hardly any thing fo IncredMe or 
abfurd, that mi^t not with equal reafcm, be obtruded 
upon us for genuine hiftory.** Every fuggeftioh of 
phrenzy and melancholy ; thiraculous efcapeS from 
death, vifions of fpirits chauhting hymns; ghofta rifing. 
from rivers, brandifliing fwbrds, and Ihri^kin^ re-

ble of afcertaining the fafts, which he has too confident-

CHAP. VL 

Concerning the number of murders. 

JLIr. Warner, after having eftablifhed, as he thonght, 
the authenticity of his feleft copy of depofitions,' '* en- 
deavours to afcertain from it, as near as may be, the 
number of Britiih and proteftants that were deflroyed 
out of war, by the Irifli in this rebellion/* And al- 
though he owns it ** to be impoflible, even from that 
authentic evidence of the murders^ . to come to any 
certainty or exadnefs as to their numbers, from the un- 
certainty itfelf of fome of the accounts that are given 
In J yet,*' he fays, *' it is eafy enough, from thence, 
to demonftrate the falfehood of the relation of every 
proteftant hiftorian.'* Upon the whole, he aflures us, 
" that, fetting afide all opinions and calculations in 
this affair, the evidence from the manufcript in his 
po&ffion, ftands thus : *

« Warner himfclf confefles, " that fo many of the rebels 
fiiyin^ to their proteftant and Engliih prifoners, which arc re- 
eonded, even in the choice manufcript cdle£kion of depofitlons 
in his euilody, are fo ridiculous, incredible^ or contradidory 
to one another, as fhew plainly, that they fpoke what their 
own, or diffisrent paf&ons of- their leaders prompted them to.'' 

• Many of the feleft original examinations, which Temple 
and Borlafe have inferted in their hiilories of this rebellion, 
have oidy the marks, not the names, of the deponents fet to 
them ; many of thefe deponents were weak women, and illite- 
rate menj not capable of reading their own depofitions> and 
therefore apt to*be impofed upon, and deceived by thofe who 
read t^pn to them. A great number of them fwore on mere 
hearfay; and fome of thofe afterwards, touched by remorfe, 
folemnly declared the contrary of what they had fwom 5 and 

they 
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"The liAittiber of people Idlled.;upon: po(|ti«e>vi- 
dence, coIIeOed ^ Twcn years alter die in&rceflioii 
broke out, amounts only to two dioufand one huddred

of afpeedy fettlement of that kingdom, and thereby 
fome tender conceiliona might be concluded," thefe 
commiffioners cell theni, '^ that it then appeared, that 
befides eight hundred and forty-eight families, there 
were killed, hanged, and burnt, fix thoufand and 
fixty-two." 

After feeing this, in comparifon, exceedingly mode- 
tate charge^ made even by the prejudiced commiifion- 
ers of the rebel Engliih parliament, what are we to 
think of the accounts of thofe maiTacres and murders 
which have been left us by our moft feemingly impar- 
tial and approved adverfe writers on this fubjed? 
What, I fay, of Sir William Petty^s ^ cool calculation, 
that upwards of thirty thoufand Britifh were killed, 
out of war, in the firft year of this infurreftion ? Or, 
of Lord Clarendon's 4>athetic lamentation, that in the 
firft two or three days of it, forty or fifty thoufand of

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them were deftroyed ? Or, ofrSirJohn Temple'^ hot*: 
rible affirmation, "; thjit one hundred and fifty thou-, 
fcuid proteftants were maffacred In cpld blood, in the 
two firft months. of jthe rebellion ?" 
. There is no queftion but th^t.the defire of revenge, 
and the fear of tender conceffions upon a fettlement, 
cauied thefe commiffioners to heighten and aggravate, as- 
much as poffible, this charg§:.againft the infurgents ; 
and yet we fee, that even their account of thefe cruel- 
ties during the whole time of thjs ten years war, falls 
infinitely fliortof that which has been given as, I will 
not fay by Temple or Petty, but by Clarendon himfelf, 
during the firft two or three days of it only. What 
ihame for the noble hiftorian^ dius to have exceeded 
the very regicideq, in calumny and mifreprefentation !

The humanity^ af the chiefs of the infurgents. 

JVl R. Hume, ftrangely mifled by Temple's ftupid 
legend (for I will not fufpeft him of confcious mif- 
reprefentation), afferts in a ftyle better fuited to ro^ 
mance than hiftory, that ** an univerfal maffacre of 
the Englifh commenced with this infurreftion ; * that 
no age, no fex,. ^o condition was fpared ; that deftruc- 
tion was every where let loofe, and met the hunted 
vidims at every turn ; that all coanedions were diiTolv- 
ed, and that death was dealt by that hand from which 
protedion was implored and expefted." In fhort, 
" that without provocation, without oppofition,* the

In tratht the Irifh engaged i;i $bis war^ did pot fuf** 
fer more ia their p^tfoBis, by tbe fwprds of their ene* 
miesj while, it was carryiia^ ^ii, 4ihan they haye ^oce 
4piie in their chara^rs, by the jiens of f<>ine of t^ofe 
hiftorians, who baye either . carelefly or maliciQufly 
commented lUpon it. The befit, the nobleft, si^ moft 
I^yal men *^ ia Ibe fciiigdoat, who^ ^ter living pal^i-

' In the y^ 17649 a copy pf t^ Hiftotical Me^doirs o£ thit 
Irifh rebellion^ wherein all thefe calumnies are clearly refuted 
by unqueftioi^able authority, was fent to Mr. Hume, when Se- 
cretary of the embafly at Paris, under Lord Hertford, in hopes 
of inducing him to correal thefe flagrant and injurious niiftafees, 
in a fubfequont ^Idon of his hiftbry. But the expe^ed efkO: 
bas not fince appestted: He, indeed^ Returned ; a. poliise but 
^2tfive anfwer, on that occafion, in which he fays, " I am here 
at fuch a diftance from my authorities, that I cannot produce all 
the arguments which determined ine XQjpvt the account you 
complain of, with regaSf d to the Irifh maflacre. I only remem- 
ber I fought truth, and thought I found it- The infurrec- 
tion might be excufed, as having liberty for its objeft. ^ The 
violence a!fo of the puritanical pariiametit, ftmck a juft terror 
into all the catKofics.

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ently endured numberlefs galling injuries and oppref- 
fions, were, at laft, driven to the fatal neceffity of 
taking arms in their defence, are confounded by diefe 
libellers with the meaneft of the Irifli rabble, who fol- 
lowed them meerly for plunder. But I will now, 
horn a motive of meer juftice, produce a few fignal 
ir.ftances, out of many, of the humane and chriftian 
behaviour of fome of the chiefs of thefe infurgents, 
towards fuch of the EngUfti and proteftants sis happen- 
ed to fall under their power/ And this I fliall do, 
not from writers of their own party or perfuafion, but 
from fuch adverfe hiftorians, as have otherwife too 
haftily condemned all their conftrained efforts of natu- 
ral felf^defence, as fo many overt afts of treafon and 
rebellion. 

*' The firft thing that the new general of the Irifli,' 
Owen 0*Niaj, did, was to exprcfs his abhorrence of

- « Lord Clarendon, however, though fliamcfully partial in many 
other refpefts, ieems to have diftinguiihed himfelf on this and 
fome other occafions, from the common herd of adverfe writers, 
by fome degree of accuracy and juftice r ^ It is not," fays he, 
" the purpofe of this difcourfe, to lay the imputation of this 
rebellion and favage cruelty, upon all the Irifli and catholics of 
that kingdom (Ireland),, of whom many perfbns of honour 
were never, in the leaft degree, tainted with that corruption j 
but, on the contrary, have always given as fignal teftimonies of 
duty and afFeftion to the king, and of their deteftation of the 
odious and bloody defection, as any of his majefty's fubjefts of 
cither of his majefty's other kingdoms have done ; whofe mem^ 
ry muft, .with equal juftice and care, be tranfmitted topofterity, 
as precious- examples of honour and integrity. Others were, by 
the paffion and rigour of thofe who were then in authority^ and

ling to repair the breaches they ^ had made,, and return to the

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cruelties that had been committed on the Englifh! He 
told Sir Phelim 0*Nial, that he himfelf deferved to be 
treated in the fame manner. In deteftation of their 
a6):ions, he burnt fome of the murderers houfes ; and 
faid, with a warmth unufual to him, that he would 
join the Englifh rather than not burn the reft." 

" By the humanity of Mr. Philip O'Reilly,' one of 
the moft confiderable chiefs of the rebels, fcarce any 
murders were committed in the county of Cavan ; 
fuch of the proteftants as put themfelves under his pro- 
teftion, were fafely conveyed into the Englifh quar- 
ters ; and thofe that were ftript and in neceflity, he fed 
and cloathed, till they were fent away. Among thefe, 
was Dr. Henry Jones, a nephew of Primate Ufher, 
and dean of Kilmore, who, though he turned afterwards 
a noted partizan of Cromwell's, was promoted to the 
fee of Clogher, and thence, after the reftoration, to 
the fee of Meath." 

** Dodlor Maxwell,* afterwards bilhpp of Kilmore, 
depofeth, that Mrs. Catherine Hovenden, widow, and 
mother to Sir Phelim O'Nial, preferved four and twenty 
Englifh and Scotch, in her own houfe ; and fed them there 
for feven and thirty weeks, out of her own flore ; and 
that, when her children took her away, upon the ap^ 
proach of an army^ fhe left both, them, and the depo- 
nent, at their liberty.^ That Capt. Alexander Hoven- 
den, her fon, conduded five and thirty Englifli out of 
Armagh to Droghedaj whereof fome were of good

•* There ^ are many faonoural^e teftimonies,*' fays 
Dr. Warner, " of the care and prcfervation of the 
Engliih by Lord Muikerry and his lady, not only in 
£iviiig their lives from the enemy, but alio in relieving 
them, in great numbers, from cold andbunger, after 
they had been ftripped and driven from their habitati- 
ons. Indeed," adds he, ^ all the gentlemen in that 
part of the kingdom (Muhfter) were exceedingly 
careful to prevent bloodfhed, and to hii^er the Eng- 
liih from being pillaged and ftrjpt^ though it was many 
times impoffible. 

** In the above mentioned province of Munfter," ^ feys 
Mr. Carte, '*LordMountgarret, by proclamation, ftrifitly 
ettjoined all his followers not to hurt any of the £ngli{h 
inhabitants, eitber in body or goods ; and he fucceeded 
fo&r in bis deiign for their prcfervation. Chat ther« was 
not the leaft a^ of bloodflied committed. But it was 
not poffible for bim to pi'ev^nt the vulgar fort, who 
flocked after him ^^ for booty, from plundering both 
Ei^lifh and Irifli, papiftandproteftant, without diCkinc- 
tion. He ufed his authority, but in vain, to put a ftop 
to this violence ; till feeing one of the rank of a gen- 
tleman, Mr. Richard Cantwell (defcended from Mr. 
Caiitwell of Painftown, a man jnuch efteemed in his 
country) tranfgrefling his orders, and plundering in 
his prefence, he fliot him dead with his piftol."

" The ^ towns of Oonmell andCarrickniftgraBt, in 
Tipperary, and Dtingarvan, were federally fuTpri«d

the Marquis of Ormond ; and he had fuch an intiu^ 
ence over bis followers, that he kept them not only 
from murder, but even from plunder j his great car^ 
and iloble diipofition, being acknowledged even by his 
enemies.^ 

James Lord Duirt)oyne,'*' hearing of the furpirife of 
Fcihard, by Theobald Buder, and being chief com- 
mander of the barony of Middlethyrde, by fpecial 
grants made to fome of his anceftors, for fervice per- 
formed to the crown of England, repaired thitf^cr the 
next day, and took on hhn the command of the towri^ 
difperfing the rabble, and placing in It a gairifon, 
which he formed of the moft fnbftaritial mhabitants of 
the place, and neighbourhood. He immediately let 
the^ngliAi at liberty,' reftored them their goods, land 
fent fhem away infarety to Youghafl, and^h^r places^ 
which they chofe for their retreat. Twto of thefe were 
clergymen,- of whofai Mr. Hamilton ^^/^j kt hii r^queft, 
fent with his fiimily- to the Gountefs of Ormond/' «

Lord Ikerin, upon information 
given againft him, committed him to prifon, whence 
M'Hugh making an efcape, fled the country for fome 
time; but returning, was feized again, confefled the

" Sir Richard Everet, Bart.*' in the beginning of the 
rebellion, fent the richefl of the Engliih planters in his 
country, with their ftock and goods, into the Engliih 
quarters. The poorer Engliih, confiiling of eighty- 
eight perfons, he. kept and maintained at his own 
charge till the middle of June, 1642 ; then conveyed 
them to Mitchel's-town, and when that place was after- 
wards taken by the Irifh, he fent for fome of thofe 
families that were very poor, and maintained them for 
a long time* As foon as the ceiTation was made, fome 
of the poor tenants came; back to him, and he fettled 
and proteded them on his lands, till Cromwell came into 
the country." 

• ** When '* Krr furrendered to General Prefton, in 
January 1642, the articles were faithfully performed; 
and the Earl of Caftlehaven, his lieutenant general* 
conveyed the garrifon and inhabitants to the number 
of eight hundred, perfons, in a Jong march of two or 
three days together through the woods of Irregan, 
and wafie countries, fafe to Athy.** 

** Sir Audley; Metvin, a covenanter, Cromwellift, 
and fpeaker of the Iriih houfe of commons after the 
reftoratioh, in a fpeech," feys Sir Peter Pett,** " glow- 
ing with anger enough againft the papifts, confeflTed, that 
in the barony of Iniihoan, there. were above two thoufand 
papifts, who could bring hundreds of proteftants to wit- 
nefs their civil demeanour.

But not to dwell longer on particulars, the whole 
body of the catholic nobility and gentry of Ireland, 
did, by their agents at Oxford, in 1 643, petition his 
majelfty,'^ *^ that all murders committed on both fides, 
in this war, might be examined in a Ature parliament, 
and the a^ors of them exempted out of all the ads of 
indemnity and oblivion.* But this propofal the protef- 
tant agents, then alfo attending the king at Oxford, 
wifely declined ; upon which it was juftly obferved, 
" that if it ihould be alked,'* wherefore this oflFer of 
the accufed Irifli has been always rejefted or evaded by 
their accufers, (for it was more than once repeated after- 
wards) there' is no man of reafon but underftands it 
was, becaufe the Iri(h were not guilty of thofe barbarous 
and inhuman crimes, with which they were charged ; 
and becaufe thofe who charged thepi fo exorbitantly, 
found themfelves, or thofe of their party, truly chargea- 
ble with more numerous and more barbarous crimes and 
murders, committed on the ftage of Ireland, whereon 
they had afted, and yet but partly, their own proper 
guilt ; for many of them a£led it on that of Great

The condud of the catholic clergy during the inJurreSHon. 

ISUT whatever cruelties thefe infurgenis are fuppofed 
to have committed on the Englifti and proteftants^ 
either in or out of war, they are all faid to have been 
perpetrated by the advice and inft^fition of their clergy. 
Mr. Hume, too confident of the truth of this imputa- 
tion, on the fole credit of the depofitions before^men- 
tioned, has launch^ out into the moft pathetic (trains 
of inveftive on that occafion. ** The Englifh," fays 
he,' " as heretics abhorred of God, and deteftable to 
all holy men, were marked out by the priefts for flaugh- 
ter ; and of all anions, to rid the world of thefe declared 
enemies, of catholic faith and piety, wias reprefented 
t% the moft meritorious.'^ And. thus, in confequence 
of thefe documents, " while death,*' adds he, *^ fin- 
iflied the fuflferings of each viftim, the bigotted affaf- 
fins, with joy and exultation, ftill echoed in his expiring 
ears, that thefe agonies were but the commencement of 
torments infinite and eternal." This indeed, might 
have appeared a pretty rhetorical flourifli, but that 
the expreflion, '■ expiring ears," is fomewhat of the 
boldeft, and borders too clofely on nbnfenfe;. but it 
never could have paffed for real and genuine hiftory, 
with any one who had taken the leaft pain& to inform 
himfelf^f the principles and conduft of thefe priefts, at 
that difmal junfture/ Mr. Hume might have learned,

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Many inftances might be produced, of the great be- 
neficence and humanity of thefe ecclefiaftics, to the 
diflrefled Englifh and proteftants, at that period. ** At* 
the taking of Cafhell, Dr. Samuel Pullen, chancellor 
of that city, and dean of Clonfert, with his wife and 
children, was preferved by father James Saul, a Jefuit. 
Several other Romiih priefls diftinguifhed themfelves on 
that occafion, by their endeavours to fave the Englifh ; 
particularly fether Jofeph Everard and Redmond Eng- 
lifh, both Francifcan friars ; who hid fome of them in 
their chapel, .and even under their altar. And foon 
after, thofe who had been thus preferved, were accord- 
ing to their defire, fafely conveyed into the county of 
Cork- by a guard of the Iriih inhabitants of Cafhel, who 
aded with fo much good faith, that feveral of the convoy 
were wounded in defending them from the violence of 
the rabble upon the mountains, in their paffage." 

Dodor Bedel, bifliop of Kilmore, when a prifoner 
with the infurgents, who doubtlefs had many priefls 
among them, " was never interrupted ^ in the exercife 
of his worfhip, although not only his houfe and all the 
out-buildings, but alfo the church and church-yard, 
were full of people that flocked to4iim for fhelter. So 
that, from the 23d of Oftober to the 1 8th of December 
following, he, and all thofe within his walls, enjoyed to 
a miracle,*' fays Bifhop Burnet, " perfedk quiet. And 
when he died, at the age of feventy-one, the titular 
bifhop of the diocefs, although he had profelyted his 
brother, a popifh prieft, to the communion of the 
eftablifhed church, fuflFered him to be buried in confe- 
crated ground, the Irifh doing him unufual honours at 
his funeral. For the chiefs of the infurgents, having

O'Nial and others were guilty, on the principles of the 
Romifh church, which hath difclaimed them ? Thefe confi- 
derations may be too candid and impartial, to pleafe the 
ignorant and bigotted, of cither fide : but they will teach princi- 
jMcs and praftices more agreeable to chriftianity, than thofe 
which prevailed at that time, and which we now fo much 
lament/' Hill, of the Irifh. Rebel, p. 202. 
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aflembled their forces, accompanied his body to the 
church-yard, with great folenmity ; and defircd Mr. 
Clogy, one of his chaplains, to bury him according to 
the church^ offices. At his interment they difcharged 
a volley of fhot, crying out in Latin, Mic requiefcat 
ultimus Anglorum ! May the laft of the Englifli reft in 
peace ! Edmund Farilly, a popifli prieft, exclaimed at 
the fame time, 0, fit anima mea cum Bedello I Would 
to God that my foul were with Bedel/* 



C • H A P. JX. 

The firfi caufe of the infurre6tiori s increafing^ 

Jr O R almoft fix weeks fron^ its beginning,' this in- 
furreftion was confined to the province of' Ulfter,* the 
thre^ other provinces of Ireland remaining quiet. 
Even in the coinfpirators firft^.an^ principal defign, to 
feize the caftle of Dublin, not one of the catholics 
of that city was any way cpncern6d, although they 
were then fifteen to one prot|ilant ;* and what might 
have been an additional temptation,' " there was not 
a company of the army, at that junfture, in th^ town.'* 
Nay fo long after as June 1642, the lords juftices them- 
felves teftified,* " that no particular crimes could be 
objefted to them, and that they could .not be charged 
with any thing but bare fufpicion.** ^

In fhort, it may, on very pro- 
bable grounds, be afferted, that for near two months 
after the 23d of Oftober, 1641, no formal infurrec- 
tion appeared among the natives- of any of the four 
provinces, except thofe of Ulfter, who had been par- 
ticularly threatened with extirpation, and were gene- 
rally, fays Lord Clanrickard,^ ** haughty and ambiti- 
ous fpirits, the remains of the branches of antient 
rebels, and had loft large and great poffefSons." ' 
What occafioned the fatal change, that foon after en- 
fired, in moft parts of the kingdom, I ihall now endea- 
vour to demonftrate. - 

In Auguft 1641, the Irifh parliament- was in daily 
cxpeftation of the return of their agents from Eng- 
land, with the royal afTent to two bills, that would 
have put an eflFeSual ftop to tbofe predatory fuits of

bleman in the kingdom in the a£lion 5 nor any gentleman of 
quality of Englifli extra£lion ; and .that many o£ the antient Irifh 
were ftill firm."

« In their humble remonftrance to the king on this occafion, 
they fay, " We cannot but with much forrow reprefent to your 
royal majpfly, how that the^ natives in the province of Ulfter, 
and other the late plantations made here by the Englifli, were by 
force expelled out of their native feats and antient pofleflions, 
without, juft grounds J and many of the principal gentlemen, 
who feryed the crown in the wars of queen Elizabeth, and were

Carte,* ** wer^ two afts better adapted to give general 
fatisfaftion to any people, than thefe'^ were to the 
gentlemen of Ireland." Even Temple owns,' " that 
thefe bills had been long and mod impetuoufly longed 
for by the Irifh." And although his majefty had, in 
May preceding, fent pofitive orders to the juftices,'® 
to pafs thefe bilk, and the other promifed graces j^ 
and the commons firft, and afterwards both houfes, 
had moft earneftly and repeatedly befought them," 
** that they might be fufFered to continue together for 
a further time, becaufe their agents were at the water- 
fide with theCe bills ;** yet thefe lords juftiqes," afting 
every thing in Ireland, by the influence of the puritan 
fadlion in the Englifh parliament, often in derogation 
of his majefty's commands^ caufed the parliament to, 
be. adjourned for three months.*' Which adjournment 
the catholic members, who were principally agjgrieved 
by it, '' afterwards aggravated againft tlie juftices,'^ as 
one of the chief mpving caufes of the taking iip of 
arms generally throughout the kingdom.'* 

Soon after this fatal and enforced adjournment, the 
parliament's agents arriving in Dublin,'^ " prefently 
applied," fays Temple, " to the lords juftices and 
council, defiring to have thofe ads and other graces, 
granted by his majefty, made known to the people by 
0^2 . proclamation."

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proclamation/' This was promifed, and an inftru'^ 
ment drawn up, and prefented to their lordihips for 
that purpofe ; but " they,'* as it feems, defiring rather 
to add fuel to the fire of the fubj e6ls difcontents, than 
to quench the fame, did forbear to give any notice 
thereof to the people/* ^ 



CHAP. X. 

The fame fubjeR continued* 

1 H I S general difguft was not removed of leflened 
by the next itieetiftg of parliament, on the i6th of 
November following, the day to which it had been 
adjourned. jOn the contrary, by the manifeft reluft- 
ance with which the juftices fuffefed it to meet even 
then, and by their fudden prorogation of it for two 
months longer,* it was greatly increafed. This proro- 

Sation, fays Mr. Carte,* ** gave a particular diftafte to 
le Roman catholics, who were like to be the greateft 
fufFerers thereby, and to lofc the benefit of thofe gra- 
ces, which were intended for their particular relief.* 
The Earl of Ormond, Lord Dillon of Coftelloe, and 
fome others, urged, among other things, againft the 
prorogation, that all the nation was in expeftation of 
the graces, and would be ftrangely uneaify, ' if they 
were not confirmed in parliament. But the juftices 
were deaf to all fuch remonftrances ; for, as they 
had been with difficulty prevailed upon, by the impor- 
tunate

Yet Borlafe impudently affirms, ** that both houfes readily 
aflented to this adjournment.** Irifh Reb. f. 17. 
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tunate folicitations of the lords and gentry of the 
pale, to fufFer the parliament to meet even on the afore- 
faid 1 6th of November, fo they then took efpecial care 
to limit the feffion,^ in fuch a manner, that no aft of 
grace, or any thing elfe for the people's quiet or fatis- 
faftion, might be propounded or pafled. For well 
knowing that the members of both houfes, throughout 
the kingdom (a few in and about Dublin only except* 
ed), would be abfent from parliament, they pub- 
lifhed their proclamation for the meeting but two 
days before the time ; whereupon, only a few of the 
lords and commons appeared in the houfes 5 who, on 
their entrance at the caftle bridge and gate, and with- 
in the caftle yard, to the door of the parliament- 
houfe, were environed with a great number of armed 
men,** with matches lighted, and raufkets prefented 
even to the breafts of the members of both houfes ;

Adverfe writers afie£t to have it thought, that " thefe mem* 
bcrs were all alpng concerned in the rebellion, or engaged with 
the firft contrivers of it :" but that would " be to make them 
(fays Lord Caftlehaven) not only the greateft knaves, but the 
veryeft fools on earth ; fince otherwife they could not have been 
fo eameft for the continuation of the parliament, while fitting 
in the Caftle, and under the lords juftices guards, who upon 
the Icaft intelligence, which could not long be wanting, had no 
more to do but to fhut the gates, and make them all prifoners, 
without any poffibility of efcape, or hopes of redemption." 
Memoirs. 

Thefe members fo tenderly commiferated the fuiFerings of the 
protcftants, who then floclced from all parts of the country to 
Dublin, in the utmoft diftrefs, that notwithftanding the fliort- ^ 
nefs of the feffion, and the multiplicity of other buhnefs, they 
paifed the following order, November 16th 1641 : 

** It is ordered by the free confent of the whole houfe, that 
every knight of the (hire, now prefeiit, fhall give forty {hillings 
forthwith ; and every citizen ferving out of a city which is a 

county. 
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none being admitted to bring one fervant to attend 
him, or any weapon about him, within the caftle 
bridge. Yet how thin foever the houfes were, and 
how much foever overawed, they did both jointly* 
fupplicate the lords juftices and council, that they 
might for a time continue together, and expeft the 
coming of the reft of the members, to the end, they 
might quiet the troubles in full parliament ; and that 
thofe ads of fecurity, granted by his majefty and tranf- 
mitted under the great feal of England, might be paf- 
fed, to fettle the minds of his majefty*s fubjefts. But 
to thefe requefts, conducing fo much to his majefty's 
fervice, and the fettlement of the kingdom, a flat de- 
nial was given.' Nay their lordfliips difmifled the 
houfes, after only two days fitting, without faying a 
word of the graces from the king, or giving them any 
affurance, or even a faint glimmering hope, that they 
fhould be paffed in another feffion.*' 

The Earl of Caftlehaven, who fate in that parlia- 
ment, after having recited the loyal and unanimous 
proteftation of both houfes,^ " that they would, if 
neceffary, take up arms, and with their lives and for- 
tunes, endeavour to fupprefs the rebellion ;" informs 
us, *' that in order fpeedily to bring the rebels to con- 
dign punifhment, they fell immediately to confider of 
the moft efFeftual means to do the work. But this 
way of proceeding," adds his lordlhip, " did not, it 

feems,

county, thirty (hillings 5 and every burgefs twenty (hillings 5 to 
be coUefted arid received by Mr. Dr. Cooke, Mr. Recorder of 
Dublin, Mr. Anthony Doppinge, and Mr. Stephen Stephens, 
or any or either of them, for the prefent relief of fuch poor 
people as have been robbed, and are come di(hre(red to this city. 
And that all fuch of the members of this houfe as are now 
abfent, (hall likewife give the like benevolence, to be coUeAed 
and received in the manner and for the ufe aforefaid, upon 
notice of this order given ; and the fame money to be difpoied 
of by the perfons aforefaid, or any three of them.*' Appendix 
tQ the Commons Jour. f. 14. 
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feems, fuit with the lords juftices defigns, who were 
often heard to fay, that the more there were in rebel- 
lion, the more lands would be forfeited ; and there- 
fore, in the very height of the bufinefs, they refoived 
upon a prorogation ; wjiich the parliament underftand- 
ing, Vilcount Caftelloe, and. myfelf, were fent from 
the lords houfe, and others from the commons, to de- 
fire the continuance of parliament, till the rebels, then 
few in number, were reduced/ But our advice was 
flighted, and the parliament next day prorogued, to 
the great furprize of both houfes, and the general dif- 
like of all knowing and honeft men." 



CHAP. XL 

Further mifcondu6t of the lords juftices. 

/x S it evidently appears, from divers circumftances, 
that the juftices, Parfons and Borlafe, rather wifhed 
for and promoted, than endeavoured to prevent this 
infurreftion,* fo it is ftill more manifeft, that all their 

fubfequent

tend it, for their own iniquitous private purpofes/ Sir 
Robert Talbot of Caftle-Talbot, in the county of 
Wicklow, repaired to Dublin, in the beginning of the 
troubles ; and oflFered to Sir William Parfons, in the 
prefence of Dean Bulkely, who lived to atteft it after 
the reftoration, to fecure the chief heads of the Byrnes,

lion in Ireland, as he was informed, was received by them with 
total difregard. Dr. Borlafe informs us, that ** this letter of 
Sir Henry Vane was delivered to Lord Juftice Parfons, and 
(ince his death found in his ftudy ; and by Sir James Barry, 
Lord Baron of Santry, prcfented to his majefty Charles IL who 
looked upon it as a precious jewel, difcovering his father's royal 
thoughts towards the prefervation of his proteftant fubje£^s and 
people. But how far (adds he) it was at firft communicated is 
uncertain." Hift. of the Irifh Rebel, f. 7, 8. 

It is alfo certain, " that on the nth of Oftober 1641, an 
exprefs from Sir William Cole, a gentleman of Ennifkillen, in- 
formed thefc juftices of an unufual and fufpicious rcfort of 
various Irifh to the houfe of Sir Phelim ONeil ; of many pri- 
vate journeys made by Lord Macguirc; of difpatches fent to 
their different friends ; of an extraordinary folicitude for levying 
men 5 and other circumftances alarming to the friends of go- 
vernment. That even on the 21ft of that month. Cole dif- 
patched a full account of die confpiracy, which had, by this 
time, been revealed to )iim by two accomplices : yet that this 
laft inftance of his zeal proved as ineffeftual as the former."

And if we refle£l on the intimate connexion between thefe 
lords juftices, and that parliament, no doubt will remain but 
that "3 combination between them, at firft lighted up, and 
afterwards fpread abroad, the flames of this rebellion." lb. 

The above difcovery was made to Sir William Cole by Bryan 
Macguirc, probably of the fame family with Lord Macguire, 
the principal leader in this infurreftion ; for which Bryan's 
grandfoHj in the year ^662, was, by the interpofition of par- 
H*TO^nt, rcftored to his grandfather's eftate ; which, notwith- 
ftanding that memorably fervice, had, it feems, been forfeited." 
Sec Com, Jour. vol. ii. fol. 163. 
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Tooles, and other fepts in that county ,** who, as their 
lands had been planted fome years before, were the 
likelieft men to rife and begin a rebellion in Leinfter^ 
if he would give him coramiflion to' do fo ; infifting, 
thaf they would not ftir while their chiefs were in cuf- 
tody, as fo many hoftages for their fidelity. But Sir 
^^illiam Parfons abfolutely refufed to give him a com- 
miilion ; "" and thefe fepts foon after breaking out into 
rebellion, Sir Robert engaged againft them, in defence 
of the Engliih in^that, and the adjoining county of 
Catherlogh ; and conveyed moft of thefe Englifli with 
their goods and flocks fafe to Dublin. He had. in- 
deed, the lords juftices thanks for this fervice, but it 
coft him dear ; for in revenge thereof, two of his beft 
houfes, Cartan and Lifcartan, were burned by the 
Irilh/* 

The Earl of Ormond's early offer to fupprefs thefe 
tumults in their beginning, met with no better re- 
ception from their lordfliips ; for that nobleman hav- 
ing undertaken to purfue the rebels, then in no refpeft 
confiderable, if he might be allowed meat and drink 
for the foldiers in his march, his propofal was rejeded. 
** The only reafon afligned by the juftices for this re- 
fufal, viz. the want of arms, was,*' fays Mr. Carte,* 
•* a pretence fo notorioufly felfe, that it could only be

What thefe juftices real motives were, fopn after ap- 
peared.^ " In the before-mention&i ftiort feffion of 
November i6th, both houfes had drawn up a letter to 
the king, which was fent by the Lords Dillon and 
Taaffe ; and 'm which they offered of themfelves, and 
without any aid from England, to put an end to this 
infurreftion." Immediately upon this, the juftices,* 
and their party in the council, privately wrote to the 
Earl of Leicefter, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland ; and 
after telling him, they expected and hoped for his 
fccrecy, and that they could not open themfelves with 
freedom at the council-board, they befought his lord- 
ihip that no fuch overture fhould be accepted ; and 
among other reafons, becaufe the charge of fuppUes 
from England, would be abundantly compenfated out 
of the eftates of thofe who were aftors in the rebel- 
lion/' * From this information, the Lords Dillon and 
Taaffe, with their papers, were feized ^t Ware, by 
order of the Englifh houfe of commons ; and detained 
in cuftody feveral months, till they made their efcape

CHAP. XIL 

TThe nobility and gentry of the pale banijhed from 

Dublin. 

JL HE lords juftices had lent a few arms to Lord 
Gormanllown, and fome gentlemen of the pale,* for 
the defence of their houfes in the country ; which, 
however, they foon after recalled,* " thereby renounc- 
ing all confidence in them, though nothing had hap- 
pened to give occafion to any further fufpicion of them, 
than when the arms had been entrufted to them. 
The arms particularly affigned to Mr, John Bellew, 
high fheriflf and knight of the fliire for the county of 
Louth, were fo quickly demanded back, that they 
were not delivered. Their habitations being thus 
rendered defencelefs, they quitted the country and. 
came up to Dublin, to put themfelves, as they thought, 
under the eye and proteftion of the government ; but 
the juftices, inftead of allowing them fuch an afylum,* 
on the next day after fending for the arms, publiflied a 
proclamation requiring thefe noblemen and gentlemen, 
with others not having neceffary caufe of refidence in 
the city or fuburbs of Dublin, and the places within two 
miles about the fame, to be approved of by a council 
of war, to repair to their refpeftive homes in twenty- 
four hours, after the publication of the proclamation,* 
upon pain of death.'*

He was forced, by 
the proclamation on pain of death, to leave the city 
in twenty-four hours ; and having no fure place of 
retreat, he was obliged to fculk and live privately, for 
a long time, for fear of the Iriih, till the breach 
between the king and the parliament of England, 
when he entered into the Roman catholic confede- 
racy ; doing however, during all the time of the 
troubles, all the good offices in his power, fometimes 
with the hazard of his life, to preferve die Englifh, 
and difpofe the' Iriih to fubmit to the ceiTation, and 
afterwards to the peaces of 1646 and 1648, to which 
he conftantly adhered/' And yet his feimily had the 
mortification to fee his great eftate given to the Crom- 
wellian adventurers and foldiers, by ads of parlia- 
ment,

after publication, on pa^n of death," adds, " that the ftate, on 
the 28th of Oftober, publifhed a proclamation to the fame in- 
ter^ with the former, with the penalty of death to fuch as wil» 
fully harboured them,'' Irifb Reb. fol.

Another proclamation of the like tenour, and on the penalty 
of death, was iilued by thefe juftices, on the nth of Novem- 
ber following. lb. fol.

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CHAP. XIIL 

The juJHces invite the lords of the pale to a confer' 

ence. 

JM O figns of a general infurreaion had yet appeared 
in the provinces of Leinfter, Connaught or*Munfter, 
when a report being fpread of fpoils committed on fome 
of the Englilh in the county of Wicklow/ Sir Charles 
Coote was commanded from Dublin thither with a 
body of troops ; where, in the town of Wicklow,* 
he cruelly put to death feveral innocent perfons, with- 
out diftindion of age or fex.* Among other inftances, 
he is charged with faying, when a foldier was carrying 
about a poor babe on the end of his pike,^ " that he 
liked fuch frolicks.** Upon his return to Dublin from 
this expedition, the juftices appointed him governor 
of the city,* in recompence for that fcrvice. At the 
fame time, a rumour was fpread, that he had made a 
propofal at the council-board, for executing a gene- 
ral maifacre on all the catholics ; which, from the 
charafter ^ of the man, was' eafily credited.

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On the 3d of December,' 1641, the lords juftices 
dire£ted letters to the lords of the pale, whom they 
had lately driven from Dublin, acquainting them,^ 
^' that they had immediate occafton to confer with 
them, concerning the prefent ftate of the kingdom/' 
Thefe noblemen knew, that the day before thefe let- 
ters were fent, the catholics of Dublin had been dif^ 
armed ; that they themfelves, lying mod ' expofed to 
the rebels, could not hinder their entrance into -their 
houfes in the country,^ to which they had been banifh- 
ed from Dublin, by the proclamation on pain of death; 
or the paying of them contribution, which, in the eye 
of the law was criminal, though unavoidable. They 
could not imagine why thefe lords juftices, who had, 
about a fortnight before, thought their abode in Dub- 
lin incompatible with the fafety of the ftate, (hould 
now, by a fudden turn of fentiment, invite them thi- 
ther, to be confulted with on that fubjeft. Hence it 
was natural for them to fufped, that the fummons was 
only an artifice, to draw them to Dublin ; and when 
they were there, to feize on their perfons, and confine

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them to an irkfome prifon, and perhaps profecute 
them at law, with a feverity which might end in the 
forfeiture of their eftates, the ruin of their families, 
and the taking away of their lives by an ignominious 
execution. 

Such were the reafons that hindered the lords of the 
pale to pay obedience to the juftices fummons of the 
3d of December, 1641. By appointment, however, 
they met together on the 7th ; and then drew up a 
letter to the ftate, importing,"* " that they had here- 
tofore prefented themfelves to their lordfliips, and 
freely offered their advice and furtherance towards the 
fafety of the kingdom, which having been negleded, 
gave them caufe to conceive, that their loyalty was 
fufpefted by their lordfliips.'* They added, " that 
they had received certain advertifement, that Sir Charles 
Coote, at the council-board, had uttered fome fpeeches, 
tending to a purpofe to execute upon thofe of their 
religion, a general maffacre ; by which they were de- 
terred from waiting on their lordihips, not having 
any fecurity for their fafety *^ againft thofe threatened 
evils ; and rather thought it fit, to ftand upon their 
bed guard, until they beard from their lordfhips, how 
they fhould be fecured from thofe perils ; protefting, 
ncverthelefs, that they were, and would continue, both 
faithful advifers and refoliite furtherere of his majefty's 
fervice, concerning the prefent ftate of the kingdom, 
and the fafety thereof, to their beft abilities/' This

CHAP. XIV. 

The gentlemen of the pale affemble at Swords. 

v^N the fame 7th of December, on which' the above- 
mentioned letter was drawn up,' ** a party of horfe 
and foot being fent by the juftices, into the neigh- 
bourhood of Dublin, in queft of fome robbers, came 
to the village of Santry, where they murdered fome in- 
nocent hulbandmen (whofe heads they brought into the 
city in triumph), on pretence that they had harboured 
and relieved the rebels, who had made inroads and 
committed depredations in thefe parts. Hard,* in- 
deed,'* fays Mr. Carte, " was the cafe of the country 
people at that time, when not being able to hinder 
parties of robbers and rebels, from breaking into their 
houfes, and taking refrefhments there, this fhould be 
deemed a treafonable a£l, and fufEcient to authorize 
a maffacre." 

The next morning, complaint being made to the 
government of this outrage, no redrefs was obtained. 
Whereupon, fome gentlemen of quality and others, 
inhabitants of that part of the country, being juftly 
alarmed at thefe proceedings, and mindful of the report 
of Coote*s barbarous propofal at the council-board, 
forfook their houfes, and prepared for their defence. 
For this maffacre following fo foon »fter ^ " the ex- 
ecutions and murders, which Sir Charles Coote had 
ordered in the county of Wicklow ; his being made 
governor of Dublin for that fervice ; and the catholics 
of that city being all difarmed, the day before the 
lords of the pale were invited to a conference there, 
confirmed their belief of the truth of the report, that

Wherefore thefe gentlemen aflembled together, on 
the 9th of December, at Swords, a village dmant from 
Dublin about fix miles ; and on the loui, the juftices 
iifued their warrant,* " commanding them to feparate, 
on fight of it ; and that nine of the principal perfons 
fo aflembled, fhould appear before them, at the coun* 
cil-board, by ten of the clock the next morning, to 
(hew the caufe of their aifembling together in that 
manner/* * ^ To this warrant they returned an anfwer 
on the fame day, to the following eflfeft: " that they- 
were conftrained to meet there, ror the fafety of their 
lives, which they conceived to be in no fmall danger, 
having being forced to forfake their dwellings on the 
laft Tuefday at night, by the rifmg out of horfe troops 
and foot companies, who, on the faid night, killed 
four catholics, for no other reafon, but becaufe they 
bore the name of that religion ; and that they had 
been before put into many fears, by certain intelli- 
gence given them of unexpedted attempts againft their 
lives. Wherefore, they defired ardently to be in fome 
certain way affured by their lordftiips of the fafety of 
their lives, before they ran the hazard thereof; which 
was the only motive, that hindered them from manir 
felling that obedience, which they knew to be due to 
their lordihips commands."

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CHAP. XV. 

The Lords ju/iices violate the public faith. 

JL H £ juftices feeming to comply with thefe gentle- 
men's ardent defire above-mentioned, iflued a mani- 
fefto, dated the 14th of December,' but not publilhed 
till the 15th ;' wherein they allowed them the fpace of 
two days, viz, until the 17th of that month, for their 
appearing before them in Dublin ; and in order to 
induce them to appear then,* " they gave them the 
word of the ftate, that they might fafely and fccurely 
repair thither, without danger of any trouble or ftay 
whatfoever/* And yet, on the fame 15th of that 
month,^ they detached a party of horfe and foot to 
Clontarf, under the command of Sir Charles Coote, 
with orders ** to fall upon and cut off " the inhabi- 
tants, and burn the houfes of that village, which be- 
longed to Mr. King, one of thofe gentlemen affembled 
at Swords, to whom, by name, the public faith had 
been given. " Thefe orders,** fays Borlafe, ** were 
excellently well executed ;** ^ though it is confeffed,*

i^me time before this manifefto was publiftied. For

CHAP. XVI. 
The order for a general pardon limited by the juftices. 

x5uT if even this perfidious meafure fhould be found 
infufEcient to excite thefe gentlemen to any hoftile or 
difloyal attempt, the juftices had (till in referve, divers 
other means equally calculated for that iniquitous pur- 
pofe. Their lordlhips had, about Ais time, received 
'* an order of both houfes of the Englifli parliament,^ 
dated November 30th, direfting them, to grant his 
majefty's pardon to all thofe who, within a conveni- 
ent time, fhould return to their obedience." Yet, 
notwithftanding this order for a general pardon,* they

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ftill continued their former proclamation, which wais So 
limited,* with refpeft to perfons, places and tinje ; and 
clogged, befidcs, with fuch impraaicable conditions, 
that they mnft have been themfelves fenfible, that it 
was apter to prevent than to produce fubmiffions. Fot 
firft, it abfolutely precluded freeholder& from all hopes 
of pardon ; " becaufe,*' feys Lord Caftlehawn,* " they 
bad eftates to lofe-" And on the other hand, the 
poorer Irifh, who alone had been guilty of the depre- 
dations, and other mifchiefs then committed, were to. 
be pardoned upon fuch terms only, as it was not in 
their power to comply with, " For their pardon,'* 
fays Temple,* " was to be granted paly, on condition 
of reftoring the goods and chattds taken from the 
]foiti{h ;" which rcftitution, the fame' writer cOnfeffes,* 
'* it was impoffible for them to make.** Befides this 
pardon, inftead of being geiieral (as both houfes of 
the Englifti parliament intended it fhould be), es^tended 
only to the lower people of four counties, viz. Meath, 
Weftmeath, Louth and Longford, " in two of which 
counties,* no body of infurgents had yet appeared.** 
And the time allowed for their coming in, being ftintcd 
to ten days, it was hardly poffible, as the nation was 
then eircumftanced, for half the perfons concerned to 

receive

lity, according to the refpeftive demerits and confideration$ 
under which they fell, and that all fliould enjoy the benefit of 
their articles." Scobel's A£ls, fol. 197. from, Borl. Hift. of the 
Irifh Rebel, fol. 70. 

** In another inftancc," fays Dr. Leland, " the conduft of 
thefe wretched governors was ftill more fufpicious^ they re- 
ceived inftrudions for a general pardon to fucn rebels as (hould 
fubmit within a certain rime, to be linutedby the lords juftices. 
Bi^t no proclamation was publiihed, no pardon ofifered in con- 
fequence of thefe inftfuftions. A pardon offered in the name 
of the Englifh parliament, muft have had greater influence than 
any zQl of an Irifh miniftry, defpifed and fufpedled by the body 
of the nation. But the chief governors, and their creatures, 
were experienced in the art of converting forfeitures to their 
own advantage.'* Hift. of Ireland, vol. iii. p. 339-40- 
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receive even notice of the proclamation, much left to 
furrender themfelvcs on fo ihort a warning. 

In like manner, when his majefty afterwards fent 
thefe jufticcs his proclamation ot January ift, 1641 j. 
Ranting a general pardon to thefe infurgents, upon 
their fabmimon ; ^ " they fecreted the copies of it to 
fuch a degree, that the lords and gentlemen of the 
pale, who lay neareft DabKn, could not get a fight 
of one of them.** Nay, inftead of purfuing fuch pa- 
cific and conciliating meafures, they, on the ift of 
February following, commanded out the Earl of Or- 
ihond, with a powerful army, on an expedition to the 
county of Kildare ; where, " purfuant to his orders,** 
fays Mr. Carte,* " he burnt Newcaftfe and Lyons, and 
gave up Naas to his foldiers to plunder ; having fent 
but parties to burn Cafl:)e-Martin, KilcuUen-bridee, and 
in Ihort, all the country. for feventeen miles in length, 
and twenty-five in breadth/* **

found againft all the lords and prime gentlemen, as alfo againft 
three hundred perfons of quality and eftate in the county of 
Kildare, among whom were the old Countefs of Kildare, Sir 
Nicholas White, his fon Captain Nicholas White, and others, 
who had never joined the rebels, fo much expedition was ufed 
in this afiair.'? Cart. Orm. vol. i. fd. 278. 
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The Earl of Ormond was more implicitly obedient 
to thefe lords juftices orders, than became either a true ! 
lover of his country, or a faithful fubjefi: of his king. ' 
He was not infenfible of their lordfhips criminal con- 
nedion with the prevailing faction in the Englifh par- 
liament y nor of the flagrant iniquity of many of thefe 
.•rders ; for although, while they remained in the 
government, he * " protefted to Sir Henry Vane,*' 
who was one of the leaders of that faftion, " upon the 
faith of an honed man, that he loved and honoured 
their perfons," yet, upon the difgrace of Sir William 
Parfons,'' he confeffed to Lord Clanrickard, who, he 
knew, detefted them,'* " that during their adminiftra- 
tion, the parliament's pamphlets were received as ora- 
cles, its commands obeyed as laws, and extirpation 
preached for gofpeL" 

The " lords of the pale made no oppofition to any 
of thofe parties that were detached to make the above- 
mentioned general devaflation. But it affeded Lord 
Gormanftown, the principal mover of their union, to 
fuch a degree, that "he died not long after of grief; 
and the reft of the lords of the pale, grown defperate, 
laid afide all thoughts of pardon or treaty ; and joined 
all their forces for the fupport of the common caufe ; in 
which many others who had as yet ftood out foon join- 
ed, fearing that they fhould at laft be involved in the 
others fate, fmce a total extirpation was intended." "^

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CHAP. XVII. 

Lords jujiices orders concerning Roman catholic priejis. 

1 N this expedition to the county of Kildare, *' the 
foldiers found one Mr. Higgins, a prieft,' at Naas, who 
might if he pleafed have eafily fled, if he apprehended 
any danger in the ftay. When he was brought before 
the Earl of Ormond, he voluntarily confefled, that he 
was a papift, and that his refidence was in the town, 
from whence he refufed to fly away, with thofe that 
were guilty, becaufe he not only knew himfelf very 
innocent, out believed, that he could not be without 
ample teftimony of it ; having by his fole charity and 
power, preferved very many of the Englifli from the 
rage and fury of the Irifli ; and therefore, he only be- 
fought his Jordfliip to preferve him from the violence 
and fury of the foldiers ; and put him fecurely into 
Dublin to be tried for any crime ; which the earl pro- 
mifed to do, and performed it ; though with fo much 
hazard, that when it was fpread abroad among the fol- 
diers that he was a papifl:, the oflicer in whofe cuftody he 
was intrufted, was aflaulted by them \ and it was as 

much

women and children were promifcuoufly flain ; but above all the 
martial law executed by Sir Charles Coote, and the burning of the 
pale for feventeen miles in length and twenty-five in breadth, 
oy the Earl of Ormond; thefe meafures not only exafperated 
the rebels and induced them to conunk the like or greater crud- 
ties, but they terrified the nobility and gentry from all thoughts 
of fubmiffion, and convinced them that there was no room to 
hope for pardon, nor any means of fafety kft them but in the 
fword/' Hift. of the Irifh Rebel, p. 183. 

** The favourite objed both of the Irifli government and Eng- 
lifh p.irliament, was the utter extermination of all the catholic 
inhabitants of Ireland. Their eftates were already marked out, 
and allotted to their conquerors ; fo that they and their pofterity

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much as the earl could do to compofe the mutiny. 
When his lordihip came to Dublin, he informed the 
lords juftices of the prifoner he had brought with him, 
and of the good teftimony he had received of his peace- 
able carriage ; and of the pains he had taken to re- 
ftrain thofe with whom he had credit, from enter- 
ing into rebellion; and of many charitable offices 
he had performed ; of all which there wanted not 
evidence enough, there being many then in Dub- 
lin, who owed their lives, and whatever of their for- 
tunes was left, purely to him. Within a few days after, 
when the earl did not fufped the poor man's being in 
danger, he heard that Sir Charles Coote, who was pro- 
voft marifaal general, had taken him out of prifon, and 
caufed him to be put to death in the mommg, before 
or as foon as it was light ; of which barbarity the earl 
complained to the lords juftices ; but was fo far from 
bringing the other to be queftioned, that he found him- 
felf upon jbme difadvantage, for thinking the proceed- 
ing to be other than it ought to have been/' ^ 

^^ It was certainly a miferable fpeda^Ie, as Lord 
Caftiehaven obferves in his manufcript vindication of 
his memoirs, to fee every day numbers of people exe- 
cuted by martial law, at the difcretion, or rather ca- 
price of Sir Charles Coote, an hot-headed and bloody 
man, and as fuch accounted even by the Engtiih and pro- 
teilants. Yet this was the man, whom the lords juf-> 
tices picked out toentruft with a commiifion of martial

Do£tor Borlafe, in order to excufe this barbarous a£): of Sir 
Charles Coote, alleges, ** that if he had not done it, his provoft 
marfh^'scommifBon would have been violated^ afid that he might 
have been brought to anfwer his contempt at a council of war.'' 
Hift. of the Iriih Rebel, p. 324* 
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which he performed with delieht^^and a wanton kind 
of cruelty ; and yet, all this while the juftices fat in 
council ; and the judges, in the ufual feafons, fat in their 
refpedive courts, fpedators of, and countenancing fo 
extravagant a tribunal as Sir Charles Coote's, and fo 
illegal an execution of juftice/' * 

The Earl of Ormond, though lieutenant general of 
his niajefty's army, had it not, it feems, in his power 
to fave the lives of any popifh priefts however innocent 
or meriting, whom he fliould happen to meet with in 
his march. For foon after,* " his lordihip having pro- 
mifed the Countefs of Weftmeath to preferve her chap- 
lain, Mr. White, whom he found at her houfe, from 
the fury of the foldiers while he remained there ; the 
poor man having on fome occafion left it the next 
day, was taken abroad by them, and brought to the 
earl, whom he reminded of the protection, he had pro- 
mifed him the night before ; but he was only anfwered, 
that if he had ftayed in the houfe he was in, this would 
not have befallen him ; and that it was then out of his 
power to preferve him, himfelf being bound to purfue 
thofe orders which the lords juftices had given him. 
Neverthelefs," continues Clarendon, " he did endea- 
vour to have faved him, at leaft, till he might be 
brought to Dublin ; but the whole army, pofiefied 
with a bitter fpirit againft the Romifli clergy, mutinied 
upon it ; and in dbe end, compelled his lordihip to 
leave him unto that juftice which they were authorifed 
to execute, and fo put him to death/* 



CHAP. XVIII. 

The caufe of the infurreilion in Mun/ier. 

XT was in the middle of December 1641,' before any 
gentleman, in the province of Munfter, appeared to 
favour the infurreftion. Many of them had fhewn 

themfelves

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themfelves zealous to oppofe it, and tendered their fer- 
vice to that end. Lord Mufkerry, who had married a 
fifter of theEarlof Ormond's, offered to raife a thou- 
fand men, at his own charge ; and, if the ftate could 
not fupply them with arms, he was ready to raife mo- 
ney by a mortgage of his eftate, to buy them, if when 
the fervice was ended, he might either keep the arms, 
or be reimburfed what they coft him ; nor did any figns 
of uneafinefs or difaffeftion appear among the gentry, 
till Sir William St. Leger,* lord prefident of that pro- 
vince, came to Clonmell ; which was on the firft of that 
month. There had been, a few days before, fome 
robberies committed in the county of Tipperary, by a 
rabble of the vulgar fort, and a parcel of idle young 
fellows of the baronies of Eliogurty, Killemanna, Clan- 
william, and Middlethyrde ; who, as foon as they had 
got their prey, divided it, and retired to their feveral 
parifhes. Among other Englifh who fuffered, a great 
number of cows and fheep were taken from Mr. Kingf- 
mill of Ballyowen, brother-in-law to the lord prefident. 
Sir William St. Leger upon notice thereof came in two 
or three days with two troops of horfe, in great fury,** 
to Ballyowen ; and being informed the cattle were driv^ 
en to Eliogurty, he marched that way. As he fet forth, 
he killed three perfons at Ballyowen, who were faid to 

have

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have taken up fome mares of Mr« Eingfsuirs ; axKi 
not far off, at Grange, he killed or hanged four in&o- 
cent labourers ; at Ballymurrm fix, and Ballygalburt 
eight ; a&d burnt feveral hotifes. From thence Capt. 
Paiily marching to Armail, killed there feven or eight 
^ poor men and women, whom be found {landing abroad 
in the ftreets, neat their own doors inoffenfively ; and 
palling over the river Ewyer, marched to Clcxiaha, 
where, meeting Philip Ryan, the chief farmer of the 
place, a very honeft and able man, not at all concern- 
ed in the robberies, he, without any enquiry, either 
gave orders for, or connived at his being killed, as 
appeared by his cherifhing the murderer. The Captain 
went from thence to meet the lord preiident ; where 
feveral of the |:hief nobility and gentry of the country, 
being furprized at thefe rafh and cruel proceedings, 
waited upon his lordihip with their complaints, which 
were rejeded, and the Captain api^uded for what he 
had done. Among thefe gentlemen, was James Btit- 
ler. Lord Baron of Dunboyne; Thomas Butler of 
Kilconnel, James Butler of Kilveylagher, Hieobald 
Butler of Armail, Richard Butler of fiallynekill. Phi- 
. lip OThvyer, and feveral others of good quality. 
. ^* They obferved to the lord prefideiit how generally 
the people were exafperated by thefe inconfideratc 
cruelties, running diftraftedly from houfe to houfe ; and 
that they were on the point of gathering together in 
great numbers, not knowing what they had to truft to, 
and what was likely to be their fate* They told him that 
they waited upon his lordihip, to be informed how affairs 
ftood, and that they coveted nothing more than to ferve 
iis majefty and preferve the peace, and defircd that he 
would be pleafed to qualify them for it with authority and 
arms ; in which cafe they would not fail to fupprefs the 
rabble and fecure the peace of the country. The prefi- 
dent did not receive their reprefentation and offer iii the 
Manner they expefted ; but in an hafty furious way, 
anfwcred them, that they were all rebels, and that he 
would not truft one foul of them ; but thought it more 
prudent to hang the beft of them. And in this extra- . 
ordmary humour he continued all the while thefe and 

odier 
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other perfons of quality, their neighbours, were wait- 
ing upon him. This made them all withdraw and 
return to their houfes ; much refenting his rudenefs 
and fcverity, as well as very uncertain about their own 
fafety ; fomeof them imagining that this diftruftingof 
their loyalty and deftroying of their repiitations, was 
the preface to a defign of taking away their lives. 
From Clonmell, Sir William St- Leger marched into 
the county of Waterford, and his foldiers in the way, 
as they went and returned from the Wexford-rebels, 
killed feveral poor harmlefs people, not at all concerned 
in the rebellion, or in the plunder of the country ; 
which alfo incenfed the gendemen of that county, and 
made them prepare for ftanding on their defence.** * 

For what wicked purpofes the noblemen and gentle- 
men of that province were thus bafely infulted and 
threatened, fo as to be driven to the neceffity of arming 
in their own defence, may be gathered from a letter of 
the old Earl of Cork (fo notorious for his rapacity in the 
two former reigns) to the fpeaker of the Englim houfe 
of commons on the 22d of Auguft, 1642, wherein 

he

Temple informs us on this occafion, " that Sir William St. 
Leger gallantly purfued thefe rebels, and that after a long and 
tedious march, he came upon them unawares, and flew two 
hundred of them, befides feveral whom he took prifoners and 
hanged.** Hift. of the Irifli Rebel, p. 159. 

Sir William himfelf, in a letter to the Earl of Ormond, No- 
vember 8th, 1 64 1, fays, " that they were then only a com- 
pany of ragged, naked, rogues, that with a few troops of liorfc 
would be prefently routed.** Cart. Orm. v61. iii. p. 38. 

And in another letter on the fame fubjeft to the fame, De- 
cember nth, 1 64 1, acquainting him with what fort of rebels 
he had been engaged, he fays, '^ never was the like war heard of ; 
no man makes head ; one parifli robs another, go home and 
Ciare the goods, and there is an end of it ; and this by a compa- 
ny of naked rogues.'* Cart. Orm. vol. iii. fol. 47. 

He was fo keen in the purfuit of this bloody affair, that he fays 
in the fame letter, " his faddles had fcarcebeen off'hishorfes, or 
himfelf or his friends ihifted for fourteen days." Id. ib. 
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he fays, that he had, in that ihort fpace of time, ^' with 
the af&flance of the Earl of Barrymore, the Lord 
Vifcount Kilmalloch, and his two fons, the Lords Dun- 
garvan and Broghill, by the advice of the lords juf- 
tices and council, ind[i£ked the Lords Vifcounts Rodie, 
Mountgarret, Skerrin, and Mufkerry, and the Barons 
of Dunboyne and Caftleconnel, wim the fon and heir 
of the Lord Cahir, Theobald Purcell, Baron of Lough- 
more, Richard Butler of Kilcafh, Efq; brother to the 
Earl of Ormond, with all other baronets, knights, 
efquires, gentlemen, freeholders and popiih prieds, that 
either dwelled or had done any rebellious a^ in thefe 
counties, in number above eleven hundred perfons." 
And he tells him further, ^^ that he made bold to fend 
thefe indidmencs unto him to be prefented to the houfe, 
to the end that they may be there confidered of by fuch 
members thereof as are learned in the laws ; that if 
they be wanting in any formal point of law, they may 
be reformed and redified, and returned unto him, 
with fuch amendments, as they fhould think fit ; and 
fo if the houfe pieafe to dired to have them all pro- 
ceeded aeainft to outlawry, whereby his majefly may 
be entitled to their lands and pofleilions, which (adds 
he) I dare boldly affirm, was at the beginning of this 
infurredion, not of fo little yearly value as two hun- 
dred thoufand pounds. This proceeding he very pro- 
perly and emphatically calls, the work of works." * 



CHAP. XIX. 
The caufe of the infurre6lion in Connaugbt. 

X HAT the like inhuman treatment of the natives in 
Connaught, by perfons placed in authority there, oc- 
cafioned the firft rife, and fubfequent extenfion of the 
troubles in that province, appears from the authentic 
teftimony of the Earl of Glanrickard, who was gover- 
nor of Galway, during the whole time of this war. 

By 



Orrery's State Letters, vol. i. 
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By his lordihip's great a£tivity and vigilance, that 
province continued quiet for many weeks after the in- 
furreaion commenced ; " and did utterly miflike the 
proceedings of the infurgents/* ' The county of Gal- 
way in particular, on the 6th of December 1641,* 
remained undifturbed. But on the 23d of the follow- 
ing month, the cafe feems to have been very different ; 
which Lord Clanrickard feems to impute (in a letter of 
that date to the Duke of Richmond) to the mal-ad- 
miniflration of the lords juftices, as already related, 
both before and after the infurredion began J " All," 
fays he, " are generally difcontented with thofe, who 
manage the affairs of (late here, whom they charge with 
fecret practicing in both kingdoms, before the commo- 
tions began, to raife parties to deilroy their religion, and 
divert and hinder the king's graces, intended towards 
them, and by that means, to put them into defperation, 
that they may forfeit their lives and fortunes. And 
lince th^ diftempers began, the fame perfons have dif- 
pofed of afiairs, as if the defign was to put the whole 
kingdom into rebellion, as now it is/* 

His lordfhip in a letter to the Earl of Ormond in 
June following, erievoufly complained,* " that infults 
ofiered to himfelf, within the limits of his government, 
were, at leaft, connived at ; that one of his bed manors 
was ravaged, by fome of the army under Ormondes 
own copimand ; * and that outrages were committed on 
others in that diftrift, who had protections from the 
ftate ; and who,*' fays he, " fill thefe parts with their 
fad complaints, diftrading moft men's minds to defpe- 
ration ; which he doubted not would be of dangerous 
confequence to the whole province ; as he then under-

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flood that the people began to prepare for their defence, 
and gathered all the forces they could make/' 

In another letter his lordihip fays, *' that the lords 
juftices proceedings towards him were fo laid, as' if the 
defign were to force him, and his, into rebel^on." ^ 

Thefe outrages were nowfo much increafed, that his 
lordihip acquainted the juftices, that fmce the time he 
made his former complaint to them, which was on the 
27th of the preceding month of June,^ *• fcarce any 
day pafled without great complaints of the captain of 
the fort of Galway, and the commander (Lord Forbes) 
of a ihip of war,^ then lying in the harbour, fallying

threatening to do it, keeping diforderly fentries at every 
gate, abufing thpfe that offer to go out, threatening to 
take them prifoners to the fori^ and to exercife martial 
law upon them ; killing, and robbing poor people, 
that came to market, bunung their f^[her--boats, and 
not fuffering them to go out, and no punilhment in- 
filled upon any that committed thefe outrages ; and, as 
I am well informed/' adds he, ^^ a£ling moft things 
without any rdgard to the king's honour engaged, or 
any reipeft at ali to me, in adion, though much in pro- 
feffion." 

'' Thefe particulars, my lords," proceeds Lord Clan« 
rickard, ^^ do ib diftettiper and difquiet all men's 
thoughts, erea thofe that have been moft forward to do 
ferviccy that it is Eke tx) be of moft dangerous confe- 
quence at this time, when Mayo,*" Sligo, Thomond, 
ami other countries, have prepared forces, and are ready 
to fall upon my lord prefident and myfelf. I muft there-

they were wdl affbred, would willingly bear them company ; 
for they had often faid to thefc agitators, your majefty is but a 
dead dog. My prayers are for your majefty*s fafety ; but I do

In coiifequence of this information, his majefty privately 
withdrew himfelf from Hampton-court, on the nth of the 
fame month, attended only by Sir John Berkley, Afhburnham, 
and LiCggi

CHAP. XX. 

Further feverities of the lords ju/iices. 

About tWs time/ " sir John Read, one of the 
gentlemen of his majefty's privy-chamber, then in 
Ireland, being intruded with letters to his majefty, by 
the nobility and gentry of the pale, was invited by the 
lords juftices to repair to Dublin, that they might con- 
fer with him before his departure ; but at his coming to 
Dublin, he was committed clofe prifoner to the caftle, 
notwithftanding they wrote for him, and though he told 
them, he brought letters to his majefty. Soon after this 
they put him to the rack/' *

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Lord Dunfany,* who lived quietly in his own houfe^ 
doing all afts of Ijumanity to the diftreffed Englifli, 
even at the hazard of his life, came with his fon td 
Dublin, and flirrendered himfelf to the government, 
*' where he was immediately imprifoned, and indided 
by a jury which did not confift of freeholders/' ;* At 
the fame* time, Patrick Barnwell of Kilbrew, Efq;* 
one of the moft confiderable gentlemen of the pale, a 
venerable old man, of the age of fixty-fix, a lover of 
quiet and highly refpefted • in his country, " having 
furrendered himfelf to the Earl of Ormond, and 
received a fafe-condud ^ from Sir William Parfons, 
was neverthelefs, upon his arrival in Dublin, impri- 
foned and put to the rack ; and he (Lord Dunfany) 
and Sir John Neterville fufFered great hardfliips after- 
wards, from the rigour of the lords juftices, in their 
confinement in the caftle of Dublin, for twelve or 
fourteen months ; and being refufed to be bailed,- 
were ready to perifliforwantof relief/* 

Befides thefe,' Sir Andrew Aylmer, Girald and 
George Aylmer, Efqrs. Edward Lawrence, Nicholas 
and Stephen Dowdal, Efqrs. Sir Nicholas White and 
his fon, John Talbot, Gerald Fitzgerald, and William 
Malone, Efqrs. all gentlemen of the pale, had either 
fubmitted to the lords juftices, or to the Earl o(

In coofequeAce of thofe examinations, and 
perhaps other kinds of management,* they were all 
indited of high treafon ; and in the fpace of two days 
there were abote three thoufand fuch indi&ments upon 
record." 



CHAP. XXL 

Tbc gentlemen of the pale petition the king and 
parliament. 

While the gentlemen above-mentioned were 
confined in the caftlc of Dublin, they addreffed to the 
Earl, n6w Marqius of Ormond, the following petiti- 
on ;. iAclofmg. two others, one to his majdly^ and 
tfie other to the Englifli houfe of commons.'

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" May itpleafe yourlordfhip to call to mind,' how 
your petitioners, upon your lordftiip*s advancing into' 
the country, with his majefty's army, did come, and 
fubmit to your lordfhip ; riot doubting but that they 
fhould thereby partake of his majefty's grace and 
mercy .^ And yet they have received as hard meafure 
(ince as if they had been taken prifoners, and commit- 
ted the higheft ads of treafon. Your lordftiip cannot 
forget, that we were then out of danger of the army; 
and that, if we had fufpefted any fuch hard and ex- 
treme ufage, as we have fmce found, we might have 
means and opportunity to fhift for ourfelves, and at 
Icaft to continue our former liberty/ But we being

of thefe gentlemen's firft petition to his majefty j for Borlafe in- 
forms us, ** that on the 25th of Auguft, the lords juftices in 
a lettcrto Secretary Nicholas, fent a copy of the rebels petition, 
together with the letter of the rebels of the pale to the Earl of 
Ormond ; in anfwer to which (adds he) exceptions were taken, 
that they had not fent the original ; and withal (the fecretary) 
took notice that as his majefty would be ready to punifh the 
rebels, fo he would not (hut up his mercy againft thofe who did 
unfeienedly repent ; upon which the original was fent, and his 
majefty's pardon begged.'* Hift. of the Irifti Rebel, fol.

" Their humble requeft unto your lordfhip, is, that 
for the clearing of yourfelf, from having any hand in 
the proceedings, which fince their fubmiflion have 
been againft your petitioners ; and for the vindicating 
your honour unto pofterity (which in the opinion of 
many doth in tljis mujgh fuffer) your lordftiip will be 
pleafed, by your letters, to tranfmit their petitions 
fubfcribed by them unto his majefty ; and alfo to 
the honourable houfe of commons in England,*^ which 
is the leaft right, and it is in the main nothing but 
truth, which your lordfiiip is bound i|i honour to 
ieftify." 

The Marquis of Ormond, in a letter to the fpeaker 
of the Englifh houfe of commons, after having made a 
kind of apology for fending him thefe petitions, 
acquaints him,* " that, indeed, what concerned thefe

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gentlemen's coming to him of their own accord, and 
the courfe that had been afterwards held with them, 
was very truly fet forth ; and that he had not heard of 
any hoftile aft that had been done by any of them." 
But then he immediately fubjoins, what certainly was 
never intended for their fervice, viz. ** and to enter 
into their hearts, and fearch what is there, is only 
peculiar to God. I am not able," adds he, " to judge 
whether any treafon was hatched there or no." And 
with this invidious infmuation, " he fubmitted it to 
the wifdom of that great council (the Englilh com- 
mons) to advife when and where, and to whom, to 
diftribute mercy for the moft advantage of the prefent 
fervice." The principal drift of which feryice, he 
perfeftly well knew, was by all manner of means, to 
attaint the perfons, and confifcate the eftates, of all 
die cadiolic nobility and gentry of the kingdom.**

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CHAP. XXH. 

Barbarous orders ^f the lords jufiices and council U 
the Earl of Ormond. 

.Were there any room to call in queftion the 
accounts hitherto given of thefe lords juftices cruel and 
rapacious adminiuration, their own public orders, 
which were conftantly and rigoroufly executed, would 
authenticate and confirm them, beyond. all poflibilicy of 
doubt. Out of thefe orders^ I fliall feleft two or 
three paifages, (for more would be fhocking to ihe 
reader's humanity,) widi reference to the tjnds all 
along purfued by them^ which icvidently were, firft la 
compel fuch of the Iriui as were ftill quiet, to rife in 
their own defence, and afterwards to feize on their 
perfons and eftates for having yielded to fuch compul- 
fion. 

On the 23d of February, 1641, the Earl of Or- 
mond, when on his march towards the Beyne, receiv- 
ed the following r^folution of the lards }u{lice&, and 
council/ " It is refolved, liiat il: is fit, that his 
lordikip do endeavour, with his majefty's forces, 
to wound, kill, flay, and deftroy, by all the ways 
and means he may, all the faid rebels * and their adhe- 
rents, and relievers ; and burn, fpoil, wafte, con* 
fume, deftroy and demolifti, all the places, towns and 
houfes, where the faid rebels are^ or have beaii, 
relieved or harboured, and all the com or hay there ; 
and to kill and deftroy all men there inhabiting, 
able to bear arn^s/'**

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On the 9fh of ^e following month, thefe lords 
juftices and Gouncil, difpatched another order to the 
Earl of Ormond, then marching into the pale, with an 
army of three thoufand foot, and five hundred horfe, 
to bum, fpoil, and deftroy the rebels of the pale, with- 
out excepting any. By this order, ** thofe who offered 
to come in, were in no other manner to be taken in, 
than a6 prifoners, taken by the fkength of his majefty's 
army ; and if any of them fliould come to the army, 
the foldiers were to feize on them, before they had 
accefs to his lordfcip ; and afterwards, they were to he 
denied accefs to Ms perfon/'^ 

In this manner, fuch of thofe unhappy noblemen 
and gentlemen as had been driven from Dublin by their 
lordftips proclamation, on pain of deadi, had never 
offended the government, or were defirous.to return 
to fheir duty, if in any Tefpeft they had offended, were 
delivered up, without diftinftion, to the mercy of fol- 
diers, who thirfted- after nothing more arde^ntly than 
the blood of the Irife ; and whom their iordfliips had 
before incenfed, by all manner of ways, againft the 
nation in general. 

Doftor Nalfonaffures us,* ** that the feverities of the 
provoft marflials, and the barbarifm of the foldiers to 
the Irifh, were then fuch, that he heard a relation of 
his own, who was a captain in that fervice, relate, that 
no manner of cotnpaffion or difcrimination was fliewn 
either to iage or fex j ^ but that the litde children were 
promifcuoufly fufferers with the guilty ; and that if any,

men, and fometimes not children." 



CHAP. xxm. 

Orders of the Englijh parliament^ relative to Ireland. 

Preparatory to thefe deftruaive orders of the 
juftices and council of Ireland, their partizans in the 
Englifli parliament had procured a refolution to be 
pafied,' on the 8th of December 1641, never to tole- 
rate die catholic religion in that kingdom;* and Id

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Tebruary or March following, the fame parliament 
voted the confifcation of two millions and a half of 
acre5 of arable, meadow and pafture land, when very 
few perfons of landed property were concerned in the 
infurreftion. On occafion of this refolution concern- ^ 
ing religion, Lord Clanrickard expoftnlated, with jufl 
and fpirited refentment, in a letter to the Earl of Effex; 
who, it was then thought, would have come over lord 
lieutenant, with orders to execute it. " It is report- 
ed,'* fays he,* " that the parliament hath refolved to 
make this a war of religion, that no toleration there- 
of is to be granted here ; nor any pardons, but by 
confent of parliament ; to fend one thoufand Scots into 
this kingdom, and yourfelf to come over lord lieute- 
nant. If fuch be the refolutions of England, I fhould 
efteem it the greateft misfortune poffilfle, to fee you 
here upon fuch terms ; but if you come over as be- 
comes the perfon, honour, and gallant difpofition of 
the Earl of EiTex, and not as the agent of perfecution, 
it may produce much happinefs to your own particu- 
lar, and to this kingdom in general. And, if I may 
prefume to fpeak my fenfe, it will not agree either 
with the honour or fafety of England, to make ufe 
of fuch a power of Scots to deftroy or over-run us 
here. My lord, recoiled yourfelf, and draw together 
your beft and braveft thoughts ; confider that, by this 
' violent proceeding, contrary to the religion of the whole 
kingdom, you will put us into defperation, and fo ha- 
zard the deftruftion of many noble families." 

In confequence of the Englilh vote, for the confifca- 
tion of two millions and a half of Irifli acres, " the 
lords juftices,' in a private letter to the fpeaker of the 
houfe of commons in England, May nth 1642, with- 
out the reft of the council, befought the commons, 

to

of England, that they would never give confent to any tolera- 
tion to the popifli religion in Ireland, or any other his majefty's 
dominions. Which vote (adds my author) hath been fince 
adjudged a main motive (by the infurgents) for making the war 
9 caufe of religion." Borl. Irifh Rebel, f. 52, 
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to aflift them with a grant of fome competent propor- 
tion of the rebels lands. Here," fays Warner,^ ^' the 
reader ndll find a key, that unlocks the fecret of their | 

iniquitous proceedings ; and here we find the motives \ 

to die orders they gave for receiving no fubmiffions ; 
for iiTuing no proclamation of pardon at firft, as the 
parliament had fuggefted ; and, in (hort, for all their 
badLwardnefs in putting an end to the rebellion, of 
vAach feveral opportunities offered ; and confequently 
for their facrificing tbe peace and happinefs al the 
country, and the lives of dioufands of their feilow-fub- 
jcAs." " But fome kind of zeal,** fays the king him- 
felf on this occafion,^ ^^ counts all merciful modera- 
tioin iuke-warmnefs, and is not feldom more greedy to 
kill the bear for his Jkin, than for any harm he hath 
done ; the confifcation c^ men's eftates being more be- 
neficial, than the chari^ of faving their lives €»* xeform- 
ing thek" errors.'*

1 HE lotds and gentlemen of the pale, whahad feen 
dieir houfes burnt, dieir lands deftroyed, and dieir 
tenants murdered, \rithout making any of^fition, ft^ 
renewed their applications to government,' to accept 
of thdr beft amftance and eindeavours towards pttt<* 
ting a flop to the infurreclion, now daily increaimg ia 
every part of the kingdom. But thefe overtures were 
fcornfuUy rejefted, and even the propofers of them 
held worthy of puniftment. The Earl of Caftlehaven, 
who had prefented one of their petitions, was im- 
prifoned;* and had he not efcaped by a ftratagcm, 
might have been racked for his olEcioufnefs, as Sir 
Jomi Read was on a fimilar account. At tibe fame 

time,

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time9 Hugh Oge O'Connor, Sir Luke Dillon, and 
others of the principal gentry of the county of Rof- 
common, intreated the Lords Clanrickard and Rane- 
lagh, to prevail with the juftices, to receive the like 
humble offer of their fervices, or, at lead, to confent 
to a fufpenfion of hoftilities for fome fhort time. Lord 
Clanrickard tranfmitted their requeft to the govern- 
ment, with his humble wifbes for its fuccefs ; but Sir 
William Paribus was fo much offended at the motion, 
that Clanrickard was obliged to apologize for having 
made it, by telling him,* " that his grounds for fe- 
conding that application were, that fire and fword 
having made a fharp difcovery of his majefty's high 
indignation, fome part of his mercy might appear, by 
a diftindion of punifhment ; which then, and fince, 
had fallen equally, not only on capital offenders, but 
even upon deferving fervitors. Thefe," adds his lord- 
Ihip, *' were the apprehenfions which drew me into 
that error, which I muft now conceive to be fuch, as 
it ftands in oppofition, to fo able a judgment. But 
certainly, fome other way of moderation may be agree- 
able to his majefty's goodnefs, and the deftrudion and 
murders committed by thefoldiers, thereby prevented; 
which are now a£ted upon thofe, who are proteSed by 
your lordffiip, which, at prefent, puts all men into 
high defperation." 

Thus were the catholic nobility and gentry of Ire- 
land, at laft, compelled to unite in a regular body ; 
and to put themfelves into that condition of natural 
felf-defence, which has been ever fince branded by 
their enemies, with the appellation of a moil odious 
and unnatural rebellion/

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At Kilkenny they formed two different meetings on

themfelves a feal, bearing the mark of a long crofs ; 
on the right fide a crown, on the left a harp with a 
dove above, and a flaming harp below the crofs, and 
round about this infcription, fro Deo^ fro rege^ et fa^ 
tria Hibemia^ unanimesy with which they fealed their 
credentials." ^ 

The firft refult of this union, was an humble and 
dutiful addrefs to his majefty, fetting forth, <' that,^ 
having apprehended, with fulnefs of lorrow, the con- 
dition to which the mifreprefentation of his majefty's 
minifters in Ireland, united with the malignant party 
in England, had reduced them; and fad experience 
having taught them, that a refolution was taken to 
fupplant their nation and religion ; they humbly con- 
ceived it neceffary, after long patience, to put them- 
felves

were perfuaded had been laid for the lives and eftates of the lords 
of the pale, would be made ufe of to deftroy them, by piece- 
meal, one after another : and that the only way to prevent the 
deftrudiion of each particular, was to unite all together as one 
man, to make a general affociation for their defence, and to de- 
pend upon the fate of war to make the beft terms they could 
for themfelves." Orm. vol. liL fol. 262. 
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ielvea in a pofture of natural defence ; ivxth intention^ 
neverthelefsy never to difturb his ms^efty's govenuneni, 
to invade any of his high prerogatives, or opprefs any 
of his Britiih fubje£lsy of what religion foever, that 
dad not labour to opprefs them. Which intention m 
the beginniBg of the troubles^ they had folenmly fwom 
to obferve ; an oath,^ often fince reito-ated, left the 
mifguided and una«ithorifed motions of kms amosg 
them ihould be conftrued to derogate frmn that faidi 
and allegiance, which, in all humblenefs, they confe&d 
they owed and fincerely jn-ofefled unto his majefty. 
lliat before any zSt of hoftility committed on thexr 
parts, they had, with all fubnuflion, addreflkd them- 
feives, by petition, to the lords jufBces and council, 
for a timely remedy againft the then growing evils ; 
but tba^ therein they had found, inftead of a &lve fedr 
their wounds, oil poured into the fire of thexr d^oo- 
tGSASy which occafioned fuch iatenaperance in dbe com- 
mon

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mon people, that they afted fome unwarrantable cru- 
elties upon puritans, or others fufpefted of puritanifin, 
which cruelties they really detefted,*" had punifhed in 
part, and defired to punifh with fulnefs of feyerity, in 
all the aftors of them, when time fliould enable them 
to it ; though (added they) the meafure offered to 
the catholic natives here, in the inhuman murdering 
of old decrepit people in their beds, women in the 
ftraw, and children of eight days old ; burning of 
houfes, and robbing of all kind of perfons, without 
diftinftion of friend from foe, and digging up of 
graves,^ and there burning the dead bodies of our 
anceftors, have not deferved that juftice from us.*' 

In the conclufion of this addr^fs, we find the fol- 
lowing zealous obteftation. ". We therefore, with 
hearts bent lower than our knees, do humbly befeech 
your facred majefty, timeiy to affign a place where, 
with fafety,.we may expreis our grievances, and you 
.may, witji freedom, apply a feafonable cure unto them; 
and .tli^e you fliali find our dutiful affeftipns, attended 
with juft caufe of fecurity In our faitbfulnels, and ma- 
nifeft arguments of our earneft defire to advance your 
fervice/*

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CHAP. It 

The king canfents H hear the gjrkvanees of tbt 
infurgenU. 

1 HE king,* confidering the occafioa and circuni- 
{tances, which had caufed fuch a body of nobility 
and gentry, mod of thent of Englifh race,, to have 
recourfe to arms ; the apparent moderation of their 
demands,^ their earneff defire of laying their grievan- 
ces before him, and fubmittmg them ta his determi-^ 
Bation, refoIVed to iflue out a aommiiCon, under the ' 
great feal of England^ to empower certain perfons to 
meet ^ith the princrpal of thofe, who had fent the 
petition j to receive, in writing, what the petitioners 
had to fay or propound ; and to tranfmit the £ame to 
his majefty. 

" This co'mmifliori was dated January nth, 1642, 
and directed to the Marquis of Ormond, the Earls of 
Clanrickard and Rofcommon, the Lord Vifcount 
Moore, Sir Thonias Lucas, Sir Maurice Euftace, and 
Thomas Bourke, Efqj any three, or more, of them 
being authorifed to meet, and afl: for the putpofe 
afordaid. It was fent over to Ireland by the laft of 
thefe commiflioners, who delivered it to the Marquis of 
Ormond on the 30th. He at the fan^e time, brought 
^e lords juftices a letter from the king, notifying the 
plurport or it.*' 

*' But thefe lords jiiffices, taking,** fays the Marquis 
of Ormond/ *' this commiflion for a flap towards the

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peace of the kingdom, and their own ruin;'* and, 
*' being difpleafed ' that even a wifli or confent fliould 
be difcovered in any ijian, that the war, from which fo 
many promifed themfelves revenge, and fortunes, 
fhould be any other way ended than with the blood and 
confifcation of all thofe, whom they could propofe to 
be guilty of the defeftion/' fought many artful expe- 
dients to hinder or delay the execution of it ; and at 
length hit upon one, that, for awhile, produced the 
wifhed-for effeft/ There came a trumpet to the fu- 
preme council of the confederate catholics, then fitting 
at Rofs, with a fafe-condu6t from their Ibrdfhips for 
fuchof their number as that council would employ to 
reprefent their grievances to the king's commiflioners 
above-mentioned. In the commiffion there happened 
to be the words *' odious rebellion,** applied to the 
proceedings of thefe catholics ; which the lords juftices 
not only inferted in their fafe-conduft, but alfo added 
other words of their own of the fame provoking ten- 
dency ; hoping thereby to prevent the intended pacifi- 
cation. But the confederates looking upon the whole 
to be the lords juftices contrivance, and neither know- 
ing, nor expefling, that any fuch language was in his 
majefty*s commiffion, fetit the trumpet back, with a 
fpirited anfwer, giving their lordlhips to underftand, 
*' that they were not, they thanked God, in that con- 
dition, as to facrifice their loyalty to the malice of any ; 
and that it would be a meannefs beyond expreffion in 
them, who fought in the condition of loyal fubjefts, to 
come in the repute of rebels, to fet down their griev- 
ances. We take God to witnefs,** added they, " that 
there are no limits fet to the fcorn and infamy that are 
caft upon us ; and we will be in the efteem of loyal 
fubjefts, or die to a man.*' 

The confederate catholics did undoubtedly believe, 

that, in taking arms againfl this adminiftration,*

which was entirely influenced by the prevailing fadion 
in the Englifli parliament, they were aftually ferving 
his majefty. This appears evidently from Lord Clan- 
rickarcrs letter to the king, Odober 26th, 1642, 
wherein he acquaints him,^ " that neither intreaties, 
threats, or proteftations, could draw moft men from 
the belief, that thofe did really ferve his majefty, who 
were in that commotion* And if vows and proteftati- 
ons (proceeds his lordfliip) may gain belief, I Ihould 
t)e followed by thoufands to ferve your majefty, in any 
other place. But, as the ftate of this kingdom ftands, 
fuch is their fenfe of the oppofition given to your 
majefty by fome fadion of your parliament of Eng- 
land ; of the injuftice done tnem by thofe that govern 
here ; and of the general deftrudion, conceived to be 
defigned againft the natives, that almoft the whole 
nation are united into one refolute body, to gain their 
prcfervation, or fell their lives at the deareft rate."

ter of thoufands of innocent men, women and children, better 
fubjefts than themfelves ; that they, by all their a£lions, {hew- 
ed that they looked at nothing buttne extirpation of the nation, 
the deftrudiion of monarchy, and by the utter fupprcflion of the 
antient catholic religion, to fettle andeftablifh puritanifm. To 
tbeie, (^ddshis lordfliip) I could be no traitor."

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CHAP. IIL 

Another contrivance of the jujiices to hinder the 
cejfation. 

TJT the confederate nobility and gentry bdng foon 
after made fenfibie, that the words *' odiou« rebellion'- 
above-mentioned, were adually taken from the king's 
commifGon, and inferted, by the lords juftioes, in the 
fafe-conduft for the aforefaid evil purpofe, were refolv^ 
ed to difappoint fo iniquitous a defign ; and therefor^ 
immediately wrote to the commiffioners appointed by 
the king, ** that ' they were ready to appear before 
them, with a reprefentation of their grievances/' Ac^ 
cordingly, the time and place of meeting, propofed by 
the confederate catholics, which was the 1 8th of March, 
at Trim, were agreed to by thefe commiffioners. But 
the confederates (till refenting the imputation of rebel*- 
lion, though taken from the king's commifEon, thought 
it neceffary to " proteft at the (artie time,* in the pre* 
fence of the God of truth, that they had been neceffif 
tated to take arms, to prevent the extirpation of their 
nation and religion, threatened and contrived by their 
enemies ; to maintain the rights and prerogatitres of his 
majefty's crown and dignity, and the interefts of his 
royal iffue, and for no other rcafon whatever." And^ 
indeed, of the fincerity of this proteftation, we fhali 
prefently find them giving unqueftionable proofs. 

The juftices now perceiving that abufive appellations 
could not provoke the confederates to abfent themfelves 
from the intended meeting, refolved to try what cruel 
and perfidious aftions would do.' For on the 13th of 
March, (five days before the appointed time) they 
gained the confent of the council to an aft, which," 
fays Mr. Carte, " could only ferve to exafperate the 
confederates, and produce a retaliation, that might- 
inflame matters to fuch a degree, as to put a flop to

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all further treaty. Sir Richard Grenviile had taken, at 
Longwood, Mr. Edward Lifagh Connor; and in the bat- 
tle of Rathconnel, on February the 7th, he had alfo taken 
one Dowdal, another gentleman named Betagh, and one 
Aylmer, fon of Garret Aylmer, a lawyer eminent in his 
profeflion, all gentlemen of confiderable families. Sir 
Richard, though very fevere in the profecution of the 
war, was a man of great fpirit and honour, and not 
likely to violate the quarter he had given. The lords 
juftices, therefore, wrote to him, that they had occafion 
to examine faid prifoners, and ordered him to fend 
them for that purpofe to Dublin, under a fafe guard. 
They figne4i 2it the fame time, another order to Sir 
Henry Tichbourne,* to examine only, if thefe prifoners 
were fo taken, and to caufe them immediately to be 
executed by the martial law." 

But even this deteftable expedient to. prevent the 
appointed meeting, proved as unfuccefsful as the for- 
mer. For, " on tie before-mentioned i8th of March 
1642, by virtue of his majefty's commiffion,* the Earl 
of St. Albans and Clanrickard, the Earl of Rofcom- 
mon. Sir Maurice Euftace, and others, the king's 
conmiiffioners, met the commiffioners of the confede- 
rate catholics at Trim." Thefe latter were Lord Gor- 
manflown. Sir Lucas Dillon, Knight, Sir Robert 
Talbot, Bart. John Walfh, Efq; and others ; at which 
time they produced a remonftrance, by the title of a 
rejnonftrance of th? grievances prefented to his majefty,"*

His Ibrdfliip inftead of going to 
Trim on that pacific bufinefs,*^ marched towardb Rofs/ 
with an army of about two thoufand five hundr<?d foot, 
and five hundred horfe/ In his way thither, he took

any of the numerous grievances it complains of 5 and without 
any refolution or motion, after a debate of fo many days, that 
bears the flighteft appearance either of a cenfare, or denial of 
the fa£ls it contains. See Append, to the Journals of the Com- ^ 
mons.

There is the following remarkable pafiage in Borlafe on this 
occafion. " Upon the 8th and 9th of April, 1643, ^^ remon- 
ftrance came to be confidered in the commons houfe of parlia- 
ment in Ireland, feemingly diflikcd by all, though with that 
artifice byfome, as the remonftrants tnemfelves could not have 
infinuated more in its defence ^ inafmuch as thefe, at laft, 
brought into difcourfe the folemn league and convenant, the 
more colourably to take off the difpute ccmcerning the remon- 
ftrance, whereby the bufinefs growing hot, the houfe was pro- 
rogued till the oth of May."

there Ihould be occafion." *

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Not long after the arrival of this order,* *^Sir Francis 
Butler landed from England, with 2ifuperfedeas for Sir 
William Parfons's government, on account of his be- 
ing a principal oppofer of the intended ceflTation, and 
with a commiflion to Sir John Borlace, and Sir Henry 
Tichboume, to be lord juftices ; who, accordingly, on 
the I ft of May, 1643, ^^^^ inftituted in the govern- 
ment. And on the 1 2th of the fame month. Major 
Warren and Sir Francis Butler, came to the council, 
the lords fitting, and prefented a petition to the lords 
juftices, accufing Sir William Parfons of high mifde- 
meanors, and other treafonable matters, and requeu- 
ing that his perfon and goods might be fecured." 

After many needlefs delays, and a fecond command 
from the king, the lords juftices appointed the Mar- 
quis of Ormond to meet the commiffioners of the con- 
federate catholics at Caftle-Martin, on the 23d of June, 
and to enter upon a treaty with them for a ceffation of 
arms. The marquis, as we have feen, had fhewn but 
little inclination to be concerned at all in fuch a treaty ; 
and he difcovered much lefs to be inftrumental in con- 
cluding it/ For on the day before he fet out for Caftle- 
Martin, having caufed the principal citizens of Dub- 
lin to be fummoned before the counciUboard, he 
delivered a motion in writing, that, " if ten thoufand 
pounds might be raifed, the one half in money, the 
other in viSuals, and to be brought in within a fort- 
night, he would in that cafe proceed in the war, en- 
deavour to take Wexford, and break off the treaty for 
the ceffation." 

But the principal citizens of Dublin, not being able 
to advance that fum, (fuch was their extreme poverty 
at that junfture ^) Sir Henry Tichboume, who upon

furre£Kon, the juftices fent for the mayor and aldermen of Dub- 
lin, and laid before them the high neceflities of the ftate, defiring 
to borrow a confijderable fum of money for the prefent, which they 
luidertook to repay out of the next treafure that Ihould arrive 
from England^ they returned this anfwer, after a moft ferious 
confultation and very folemn debate among themfelves, that they 
were not able to fumifh above forty pounds, and part of that 
was to be brought in in cattle."

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JF£r majeftfs commiffioners meet tbofe tf the confederate 
catholics to treat of the cejation. 

(JN the 23d of June, 1643, the ' commiflloners 
of the confederate catholics prefented themfelves before 
the Marquis of Ormond in his tent, near Calfle-Mar- 
tin, in tne prefence of divers colonels, captains, and 
others of his majefty's army, his lordfhip fitting in his 
chair covered, and the Iriih commiilioners (landing 
bare-headed. After feveral paffages between them, all 
tendered in writing, the latter gave his lordfhip a copy 
of the authority thev had received from the fupreme 
council of the confederate catholics at Kilkenny, in 
thefe words : 

** Whereas * his majefty^s mod feithfiil fubjefts, the 
confederate catholics of Ireland, were enforced to take 
arms, for the prefervation of their religion, for the de- 
fence of his majefty's juft prerogatives and rights, and 
for the maintenance of the rights and liberties of dieir 
country, laboured to be deftroyed by the malignant 
party ; and^ whereas his majefty in his high wifdom,

And tht Iriih commons in 1666, after having juft before fet- 
tled moft of the eftates of the Irifh on the partizans of Crom* 
well, voted an addrefs to the Duke of Ormond, that, " in 
confideration of his (Tichboume's, one of Cromwell's partizans 
alfo) many and great ferviccs during the rebellion of 1641, fome 
extraordinary mark of favour fliould be placed upon him, fo as 
to deliver over to poftcrity the gracious fenfe which his majefty 
had of hisfuflfermgsandfenriccs, and the grateful memory which 
that houfe retained thereof.'* Com.

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and in his princely care of his faid fubje£ts welfare and 
fafety, and at their humble fuit, that his majefty might 
be gracioufly pleafed to hear their grievances, and 
vouchfafc redrefs therein, did direft there fhould be a 
ceffation of arms, and thereupon did dired the Right 
Hon. the Marquis of Ormond, to. treat of, and con- 
clude the feid ceffation with the faid confederate catho- 
lics ; know ye, that the fuprenic council, by the exprcfs 
order and authority of the faid catholics, by them con- 
ceived and granted in their general affembly at Kilkenr 
ny, on the 20th day of the laft month of May ; aird 
in purfuance of the faid order and authority, repofing 
fpecial • truft and confidence in the wifdom, circum- 
fpeftion, and provident care, honour and fmccrity of 
our very good Lords, Nicholas Lord Vifcount Gor- 
manftown, Donogh Lord Vifcount Mulkcrry, and our 
well-beloved Sir Lucas Dillon, Knight, Sir Robert 
Talbot, Bart. Tirlagh OTSTiel, Efq; Geoffry Brown, 
Efqj Ever Macgennis, Efq; and John Walfh, Efq; 
have conftituted, appointed, and ordained the faid 
Nicholas Lord Vifcount Gormanftown, Donogh Lord 
Vifcount Mufkerry, &c. our commiffioners, and do, 
by thefe prefents, give and grant to our faid commif- 
fioners, or any five or more of them, full power and 
authority to treat with the faid Lord Marquis of Or- 
mond, of a cefEition of arms, for one whole year, or 
fliorter, and to conclude the fame for Ae time afore- 
faid, upon fuch terms, conditions, or articles, as to the 
commiffioners aforefaid, in their judgments, confcien- 
ces, and difcretions, (hall be thought nt and expedient j 
by thefe prefents ratifying and confirming whatever 
a6l or ads our faid commiffioners fhall do or exeeule 
concerning the faid cefl^dbn.

CHAP. 
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CHAP. VL 

The cejfation at laji concluded. 

JdUT a difference arifing upon two points, viz/ the 
diffolution of the prefent Irifh parliament, and liberty 
to ufe hoftilities againft all fuch perfons as (hould appear 
in arms againft either party, (which the commiffioners 
of the confederate catholics were ordered to infift 
upon, and the Marquis of Ormond peremptorily re- 
fufed), caufed the treaty to be adjourned to the follow- 
ing month.* 

One reafon, among many others, for infifting on 
the diffolution of that parliament, was, '* its having 
expelled,* by an arbitrary order, all thofe raembers 
who had been indifted in the illegal manner, and by 
the iniquitous means already mentioned ; and its after- 
wards having paffed another order, that no perfons

Borlafe adds another caufe of the adjournment of the treaty, 
viz. " that the Marquis of Ormond would not admit the title or 
name, attributed by the Irifh commiffioners unto them, in be- 
half of thofe for whom they treated ; as likewife not admitting 
the caufe for which they cook up arms, as in the proteflarion is 
expreffed. Whereas the Irifh commiffioners on the other fide, 
ftill propcrfed all in behalf of the catholics of Ireland, with pro- 
tcflation that the faid catholics took arms in defence of their 
religion, his majefty*s rights and prerogatives, and the liberties 
of Ireland, and. no ways to oppofe his matefly's authority."

fhould fit either in that, or any future parliament, till 
they had taken the oath of fupremacy." By the firft 
of thefe orders, forty-fix members were expelled, and 
their places fupplied ''by clerks,' foldiers, ferving- 
men, and others not legally, or not at all chofen or 
returned ; and by the laft, a much greater number, 
unexceptionable,'* fays Warner,"^ " in all refpeds but 
that of their religion." ^ 

The other point was infifted upon, from a well- 

grounded fufpicion, that the Scottifli forces in Ulfter, 

that had taken the covenant, and received their pay 

from the Englifh parliament, now in open rebellion 

againft the king, would rejed the cefTation, as they 

foon after aftually did. And of the reafonablenefs of 

that fufpicion, the Marquis of Ormond himfelf, was 

then probably convinced, from his knowledge of their 

difpofition and circumftances } at lead, on the 8th of 

March following, he certainly was fo, when he told 

Lord Digby,^ " that the foldiers and common people 

in that quarter, were fo deeply infefted, that he had 

litde hopes they could be unanimoufly, or in any con- 

fiderable number, drawn to ferve the king againft the 

rebels in England or Scotland : of the new Scots,'* 

adds he, " your lordfhip fees there is no hope :" and 

yet, even at this junfture (as we fliall hereafter fee) 

when thefe forces were guilty of frequent breaches of 

the cefiadon then concluded, and did at laft openly 

rejeft it, he refufed to join with the confederates, or

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even to countenance them by his authority, to make 
jufi: reprifals upon them. 

During this adjournment of the treaty, a fmall, but 
ill intended, incident had like to have fhiitrated all 
hopes of its fuccefs.* One Captain Farrer, in the 
government's fervice, had been taken prifoner by die 
confederates ; while one Synott, a captain among the 
confederates, was in the fame condition with the go- 
vernment. The lords juftices and council defiring to 
have Farrer exchanged for Synott, directed the fol- 
lowing notice to the fupreme council of the confede- 
rates. ** We, the lords juftices and council, do de- 
dare, if Captain Farrer be forthwith releafed by the 
rebels, and fafely fent hither, that forthwith, upon his 
coming fo releafed, we will give order for the releafing 
Synott, lately employed as captain among the rebels, 
out of prifon, the jailor's juft dues being firft paid ; 
and will then permit him to depart freely, without 
interruption/* 

The following fpirited anfwer (hews, how highly the 
confederates refented this (as they deemed it) new in- 
fult on their loyalty. 

" WE do not know to whom this certificate is 
direfted ;' for we avow ourfelves, in all our aftions, to 
be his majefty's loyal fubjefts. Neither (hall it be fafe, 
hereafter, for any meffenger to bring any paper to us, 
containing other language than fuch as fuits with our 
duty, and the affeftions we bear to his majefty's fer- 
vice ; wherein fome may pretend, but none fhall have 
more real defires, to further his majefty's interefts, than 
his majefty*s loyal and obedient fubjefts.

Shortly after the fending of thisanfwer,' Sir Wittiam 
Rarfons, Sir Ad^m Loftus, Sir Robert Meredith, and 

Sir

theinbyHiis majefty, in their feveral offices and -em- 
ployments ; aftd with haying trarteroufly endeavoured 
to withdraw his hiajefty's army in Ireland, from hid 
obedience, to fide with the rebels in 'England* " Up- 
on this charge, they were all imprifoned in the caftle 
of Dublin," But we find,^ ** that they were fo dear to 
thofe Englifli rebels, and fo highly Valued by them^. 
that they avowed them for theirs, by offering in ex- 
change for them, three of the kihg's chief coitmiaiiiters^ 
whom they had prifoners in London.*' * 

The king had often and eameftly prefled the lords 
juftices, to conclude this ceflation, as the only vifiMe 
means by which his diftreffed army in Ireland could 
be relieved, or himfelf fupplied in England or Scot-^ 
land widi thofe additional .forces, 6f which he then 
flood in the greateft heed ; but not till after the receipt' 
of his fifth letter"* of September 7th, 1643, ^^^^ ^^ 
commands, in that refped, obeyed. And thus, at

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length, on the 15th of that month, the Marquis c^

miilioners of the confederate catholics infifting, all 
along, on their title of dutiful and loyal fubje£ts, which 
no confideration whatever could make them forego. 



CHAP. VII. 
The advantages of the cejation to bis majejiy^s army. 

And, in truth, the confederates, by confenting to 
this ceffation (as both armies were then circumftanced), 
gave an undeniable proof of their having highly merit- 
ed that title. Sir Philip Percival; commiffary general 
.of the provifions of the king's forces, declared, in a 
memorial which he -afterwards gave in to the Englifh 
parliament, " that both the ftate ' and the army were,, 
at that junfture, in the greateft diftrefs ; that the 
ftores in Dublin had no manner of viftuals, many 
times for one day ; that the foldiers would not move 
without money, flioes and (lockings ; for want of 
which, many had marched barefooted, and had bJed 
much on the road ; and that others, through unwhole^ 
fome food, had become difeafed and died.*

** That the ftate at Dublin had no money in the 
treafury ; fometimes wanting meansf even to bury their 
dead commanders ; that before the cefTation was con- 
cluded, the government's army was fo oppreffed with 
wants, and their neceffities were fo great, befides the 
difcontent of the officers, that there was no need of any 
other enemy than hunger and cold, to devour them 
fuddenly. 

** That the confederate catholics had, all this time, 
three armies on foot in Leinfter, well fiirnifhed with 
neceffaries and ordnance ; and that they had perfeft 
intelligence of this diflrefs of the ftate, and the con- 
dition of the Englifh forces, knowing the prevailing 
ftrength of their own armies/* 

The lords juftices and council, in a letter of the 
8th of May, 1643, confeffed, " that they then found 
the royal army fuffering under unfpeakable extremities 
of want of all things neceffary to the fupport of their 
perfons, or maintenance of a war; and that they 
had no vifible profpeft, by fea or land, of being able 
to preferve the kingdom for his majefty, from ut- 
ter deftruftion of the renmant of his good fubje6l$ 
there." 

But they were now to be relieved from this extreme 
diftrefs, by thofe very men, whom they had hitherto 
confidered and treated, as dieir worft and moft im- 
placable enemies. For the confederate catholics freely 
obliged themfelves on the conclufion of this treaty,*

And in order to ** vindicate themfelves from 
die calumny ^ that was raifed agaiaft diem, as if they 
were rebels, and had refolved to throw off the king^s 
government, they further engaged, to tranfport fevoral 
thoufands of their beft men to Scotland, to re-inforce 
his majefty's army there ; which engs^ement they after* 
wards performed, with great honour to themfelves, and 
not lefs advantage to his nujefty's fervice. 



CHAP. VIIL 
Tie ce//ation violated by bis majejifs forces in JJlJier^ 

X HE reflation was fcarce fooner publifhed, than re- 
jefted by the Scots in Ulfter,* ftill, nominally at leaft, 
under the Marquis of Ormond's command. For, 
ypon the firft notice of it, the Englifti parliament,' 
** feht them frefh fupplies of money, arms and provi- 
fions } with orders, on their arrival, to denounce fire 
and fivord to all that (hould embrace it, and to march 
in a body, with all neceffary provifions, towards Dub- 

But thefc Scots did pot, it feems, wait for the par- 
liament's orders- For we find the fupreme council 
complaining to the lords juftices, on the 15th of Ofto- 
ber, that " the Scots,* who, not long before, had 

come

king's forces, was ijot warranted by his commiflion to hear their 
•grievances:; the confederates rcf ufed to bind themfelves by any 
previous ftipulation, but declared thdr intention to grant his 
majefty a free gift, oh the conclofion of the truce." Lei. Hift. 
of Irel. vol. ill. p. 2od.

" recent and veterate (fays Borlafe), Under the Earl of Leven in 
the north.''

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come over in great numbers to Ireland, had, by the 
flaughter of many innocents, without diftinftion of 
age or fex, poffefled themfelves of large territories in 
the north ; and that fince the notice given them of the 
ceflation, they had continued their former cruelties, 
upon the perfons of weak and unarmed multitudes/' 
"WTierefore, they humbly propofed to their lordflups, 
** that thefe violators of the ceffation, and fecret ene- 
mies of his majefty, migit be profecuted by the joint 
power of all his majefty*s good fubjefts, of what nation 
foever; and that, while the fuccours for his majefty 
•were in preparation, their own proceedings againft 
them, might no way b? imputed, as a defire to violate 
the ceffation.'* 

But this propofal being rejected by their lordfhips, 
and the hoftilities of the Scots ftill continuing and in- 
creafing, a ftop was, for a while, put to thofe fupplies 
Vfhieh the confederate catholics had engaged to fend 
to the king ; a great part of them now becoming ab- 
iblutely neceffary for their owt^ defence. Lord Inchi- 
ouin was fenfible of this impediment, when he tol^ 
die Marquis of Ormond, in a letter from Oxford, 
February 1643,' "that though the Irifli.were extremely 
relfed on, yet he feared, they were unable to do more 
than defend themfelves from the Scots, who, he doubt- 
ed, would prove dangerous rebels to his majefty.** 
And Lord Digby alfo, writing to the marquis about 
the fame time,* " made no queftion, but that the Irifli, 
in cafe tiix^y were rid of their apprehenfipns of the 
Scots in Ulfter^ would engkge thoroughly, numeroufly, 
and entirely in his maicfty*s fervice." 

The Marquis of Ormond was himfelf confcious^ 
that the increafing hoftilities of the Scots prevented the 
cojif<?d^r^tes from feeding the promifed fupplies to his 
majefty ; though he afterwards charged them with 
their delay in the performance, as a breach of their 
cn^gement.*" For, excufing himfelf to Prince Ru-

nition from them, for the fervice of his majefty's 
ihips under his command, he told him, that he had 
little hopes of prevailing with them; and that they 
were not very much to blame, the Scots being yet in 
li-eland in great numbers, and frefh reports coming 
daily, that they would not only begin the war with 
them in England afrefh, but endeavour to impofe the 
taking of their covenant on the people of Ireland^ by 
force of arms/* ' 



C H A P. IX. 

Tie covenant brought into Ireland ; further breaches tf' 
the cejfation by the Scotch and Englijb forces* 

1 H E Englifli parliament having, on the 25th of 
September, 1643, with great folemnity, taken the co- 
venant, difpatched on the 4th of November following. 
Captain Owen 0*Connolly, the famous difcoverer of 
the Irifh rebellion, with letters to all the Britifh colo- 
nels in Ulfter, " recommending to them the taking of 
the fame,' and the carrying on the war againft the 
Irifli ; and affuring. them of fufficient JTupplies for their 
inaintenance, upon complying with thefe conditions." •

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And this commiifion did O'ConnolIy undertake to 
execute, although he knew that the king had, on the 
9th of the foregoing month, declared by procladnation^ 
** that covenant to be a traiterous and feditious com- 
bination againft him, and againft the eftablifhed 
religion and laws of the kingdom/' This man had 
now entered into all the meafures of the Englifli 
rebels ;** and was foon after made a colonel * by them; 
but about the year 1649, ^^ ^^ killed in an engage- 
ment, by Colonel John Hamilton. 

After the landing of O'ConnoUy, " all the Scotch, 
and moft of the Englifli officers in Ulflrer, took the 
covenant ; although the Marquis of Ormond had, by 
the king's command, fent down a proclamation againft 
it, which the colonels of the regiments under his com« 
mand there did no^ublifli, for fear, as they pretended, 
of Major General Monroe. The inhabitants of the 
north were now become fo violent for the covenant, 
that they even refiifed maintenance *" to fuch of the fol- 
diers as would not take it/' 

And now, even thofe Englifli officers ^ and foldierg 
in Ulfter (who had fubmitted to the ceflation), were

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part of them the Earl of Antrim's tewnts and depen-

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The continuation of the before-mentioned outrages 
of the Scots in Ulfter, in breach of the ceffation, cauf- 
ed Lord Digby to write to the Marquis of Ormond, 
in July 1644, "that* the growing diforders of the 
kingdom imported a greater neceffity of peace with the 
Iriih, and of an umon againft thofe traitors of the cove- 
nant| fo much more dangerous than any^ other, as Aey 
were firmly linked with 3ie rebels in England.** 



C H A P. X. 

The revolt of Lorfl Incbiquin. 

About this time died Sir William St. Leger, Lord 
Prefident of Munfter ; and the king having appointed 
the Earl of Portland to fucceed him in that charge,' 
Lord Inchiquin, who was, married to Sir William's 
daughter, and had folicitedand expeAedthat prefident- 
fliip after his father-in-law's deceafe, was now fo much 
incenfed by the difappointment, that he was eafily 
perfuaded by Lord Broghill,* * to rejeft the ceflation, 
and to receive the Englifh parliament's commiffion for 
the prefidentfhip of Munfter, in oppofition to the 
king's appointment. '' In this capacity,' he perform- 
ed many confiderable fervices for that parliament, tak- 
ing great ftore of plunder from the Irifh, and not 
fparing," fays Ludlow, ** his own kindred ; but if he 
found them faulty, hanging them up without diftinc- 
tion." 

But one of his moft memorable fervices on this oc- 
cafion, was his barbarous exploit at Cafhel ;* ^* where, 
having brought together an army, and hearing that

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many priefts and gentry thereabouts had retired with 
their goods into the church of that city, he ftormed it, 
and put three thoufand of them to the fword, taking 
the priefts even from under the altar.'* ^ 

At the fame time that he himfelf deferted the king's 
fervice/ he perfuaded his brother^ Lieutenant Colonel 
Henry O'Brien, to deliver up Wareham to the Eng- 
lifh parliament, and to come away, with his whole 
regiment, to Ireland. This lieutenant colonel was 
afterwards ^ taken prifoner by the confederates, and in 
great danger of an unhappy end, in revenge for a 
Roman catholic dean, whom his brother had lately 
caufed to be hanged, and for his own crime in deliver- 
ing Wareham to the parliament. But 'Lord Caftle* 
haven, alleging *' that for this very reafon he ought, for 
a teftimony of their own loyalty, and of their detefta- 
tion of his breach of truft, to be fent as a prefent to 
the king, to be puniflied as his majefty ihould fee fit i 
he was faved frpm prefent execution, and afterwards 
exchanged." 

Though Inchiquin's difappointment was the real 
caufe of his defeftion, yet he pretended another, and 
more extraordinary resJbn for it to the Marquis of 
Ormond, viz. " an information ^ he had received from 
fome Englifh women, of a common talk of fome of

carry on their backs,^ fetsing all the provifions and 
effe£U in their houfes/' Lord Digby, by his majefty's 
command, recommended thefe diHrefled people to the 
Marquis of Ormondes care. " The king/* fiiys he,' 
^^ is very fenfible of their fad conditkni, and will nc^ 
iooa forget the inhumajaiity of that lord/' 

But Inchiquin/ in order to engage his officers and 
ibUiers in the iame meafures he had embraced himfelf, 
caufed an. oath to be adminifter^d to them,"" by whidi 
they oUiged theaifdves to endeavour the extirpation of 
po^ry, to carry on the war againft the Iriffa, notwith' 
ftaiiding ^j comxnaxHl, prqclamation, or agreement to 
ibe c^mtrary ; . aind to fubmit to no peace or condidoss 
with t)»a, bttt .by confent and allowance of king and 
parliament. This was then a favourite mode of ex? 
|9^Qa wi^ tbok who fought, in the king's name, 
agaiAft his flexSon.

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CHAP. XL 

The confederates find fiifpliet to the king. 

XjI O W much foever the king has been c^nfuredj* fof 
employing his Irifh catholic fubjefts Ig^inft his Englifll 
and Scottilh rebels (even by thofe ^ho had aftually 
reduced him to that neceflity), his majefty's good (pi- 
nion of their courage and fidelity, was certainly welU 
grounded. Lord Byron, in a letter from Chefter to the 
Marquis of Ormond, January 30th 1643, requiring 
fupplies from Ireland,' " wifhed they Weife rather 
Irkh than Engliih ; for that the Englifii he had already 
were vety mutinous ; and being,*' fays he, *' for the 
moft part this countrymen, are fo poifoned by the 
ilUaffeded pec^le h^re, that they grow vety cold in 
this fervice/* And, indeed, that this preference in 
favour of tbe Irifli, was juft and reafonable, appears 

from

Tis true, that by the aft of adventurers, 17 Carol. ** the 
king was reftrained from making any peace or ceflation with the 
Irifti V* bat by the fame aft, the money that was thereby raifed 
was to be no otherwife employed but towards fapprefling the 
rebellion in Ireland ; and by the parliament's failure as to this 
condition (for as we have already feen, they employed it in their 
wdr againft his majefty), they left the king free as to the other 
condition, if neceffity fliould oblige them to overlook it, as it 
itertainly did. " Great fums of money," fays Clarendon on 
thisoccafion, " were daily brought in, and preparations and 
provifions, and new leviei of men vrere made for Ireland. But 
the rebellion in England being fhortly after fomented by the 
parliament, they applied very much or that money brought in 
by the adventurers, and mafiy of the troops which had been 
raifed for that fervice, immediately againft the king. And by 
this meatis Ireland was unfupplied, and the rebellion fpread and 
J)rofpered with litdc oppofitioti, *for feme time." Clar. Life, 
vol. ii.p. 1 13-14* 
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from hence, that fuch of the Englifh proteftant forces as 
were commanded over on that duty, " went with fuch 
reludance/' fays Borlafe,* *' as the iharpefl: proclama- 
tions, of which there were feveral, hardly reflrained 
them from flying their colours, both before and after 
their arrival in England/' '' But with how much fpirit 
and alacrity the Irilh crowded into that fervice, and 
what wonders they performed in it, fhall be prefently 
related from unqueftionable authority. 

But there now arofe a new and more fubftantial im- 
pediment, to the tranfmiifion of thefe fupplies by the 
confederates,' *• from the Irifli coafts being infefted 
by fwarms of rebel fhips,'' ^ whofe commanders fliewed 
no mercy to fuch of the roya] party as had the mif- 
fortune to fell into their hands. For ** of one hun- 
dred and fifty men,^ whom the Marquis of Ormond 
had about this time fent to Brillol, and who happened 
to be taken by Captain Swanley, commander of a par- 
liament (hip, feventy, befides two women, were inhu- 
manly thrown overboard, on pretence that they were 
Iriih.'' This (truck a juft terror into all the neighbour- 
ing ports, and fcarce a fhip durft ftir out of the har- 
bour. Shortly after, however, feveral hundred Irifh 
ventured off to his majefty's alfiftance ; " and on the 
third day of their failing,* having taken a Scotch vef-

On the 16th of May, 1644, the Earl of Antrim ac- 
flusdnted the Marquis of Ormond, that *^ he had then,* 
tor three months paft, maintained by his own credit, 
and that of his fiiends, at lead two thoufand men, 
ready to be fhipped o£F, waiting for their arms and 
provifions ; which, he feared, would not come fo foon 
as expe&ed, while the parliament fhips were fo thick 
on that coaft.'* * 

Yet fo great was that lord's zeal for his Majefty'P 
fervice, and fo little did the Irifh fear the danger then 
attending it, tljat on the 27th of the following month, 
he wrote again to the marquis, '^ that he had fent off 
about fixteen hundred men, ^ being as many as the 
fhips could conveniently hold, completely armed by his 
own fhifts, befides fifteen hundred pikes; and that he 
had difcharged feven or eight hundred men for want of 

fhipping/'

« " I am forry,** fays Secretary Nicholas, in a letter to the 
Marquis of Ormond, May 20th, 1644, *' diat the pafiage to 
and from Ireland, is, by the Englilh rebels fhipping on that 
coaft, ' rendered fo difficult J and that there is no poffibilityfor 
the king fuddenly to fet forth and maintain fuch a guard upon 
the IriSi coaft as to fupprefs their forces by fca.** Carte's 
Ck)lle£tf of Orm.

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(hipping/* But his lordflrip feems to have fliifted, fo 
\rell afterwards, that we find, by a letter of the Mar- 
quis of Ormond, July 17th following,^ '* that ' the 
number of men then embaAed by him (Antrim) jfrotn 
Waterford and other places, amounted to two thoufand 
five hundred, well armed, and viftualled for two 
months/* For which good Ifetvice, " in the year 
1644, the Earl of Antrim had the dignity of niafquis 
conferred upon him/' * 

Lord Clarendon's high encomiums on this noble- 
man's zeal and aftivity in the king'^ fervice ; and on 
the valour, fidelity, and wonderful fuccefs of tfitfe 
|Jri(h in promoting it, is the more remarkable, a^ it is 
well known, that his lordlhip was not at ill biaffed by 
iny partial affeftion to either of them. ^ '*^ " It cannot 
be denied," fiiys he, " that the levies the Marquis of 
Antrim made, 2tnd fent over to Scotland under the 
command of Colkitto,^ were the foundation of all thofe 
wonderful aSts, which were performed afterwards by 
the Marquis of Montrofs. They were fifteen hundred 
men, very good, and with very good oiHcers ; all fo 
hardy, that neither the ill fare, nor the ill lodging, in

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the Highlands, gave them any difcouragement. They 
gave the firft opportunity to the Marquis of Montrofe 
of being at the head ot an army, that defeated the 
enemy, as often as they encountered them.' After each 
vidory, the Highlanders went always home with their 
booty ; and the Irifh only ftaid together with their 
general. And fi-om this beginning, the Marquis of 
Montrofs grew to that power, that after many battles 
won by him, with much flaughter of the enemy, he 
inarched viftorioufly with his army till he made him- 
felf mafter of Edinburgh, and redeemed out of the 
prifon there, the Earl of Crawford, LcA-d Ogilvy, and 
many other noble perfons, who had been taken andl 
fent thither with a refolution that they fliould all lofe 
their heads ; and the Marquis of Montrofs did always 
acknowledge, that the rife and beginning of his good 
fuccefs was due, and to be imputed, to that body of the 
Irifli which had in the beginning been fent him by the 
Marquis of Antrim ; to whom the king had acknow* 
ledged the fervice, in feveral letters of his own hand- 
writing.** ^ 

It is therefore no wonder, that we find Lord Digby fo

CHAP. XII. 

fbe confederates pre/s the Martinis of Ormond to take 
the command of their forces, 

1 HE hoftilities daily committed on the confederates 
by Monroe in Ulfter, Sir Charles Coote in Connaught, 
and by Inchiquin in Munfter, in breach of the ceffati- 
on, caufed them often to repeat their earneft requeft 
to the Marquis of Ormond,* now lord lieutenant

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of Ireland,'' that he would condefcend either to take 
the command of their forces upon himfelf, or to 
permit them to employ them againft thofe now his 
majefty's open and declared enemies. They were the 
more importunate in this requeft, as they were pri- 
vately affured, that orders of that kind had been alrea* 
dy fent to his excellency ; for his majefty bad promifed 
that the marquis fliould join with them/ particularly 
againft the Scots in Ulfter, when a peace or ceifatioi^ 
-was concluded ; ' " it being underftood,** fays Lord 
Digby on this occafion, " that, if the Scots fubmitted 
not to it, they fliould then be declared againft as 



common enemies.'* 



The marquis himfelf was fully fenfible of the rebel- 
lious difpofitions of thefe Scots. He even owned, in 
a letter to Lord Digby, July 17th, 1644,* " that he 
doubted not, but that, when they were all able, they 
would endeavour to be mafters of all the harbours and 
other places of confequence in the kingdom, on pre- 
tence of fecuring them againft papifts, and malignants." 
Soon after this-, he acquainted the Earl of Clanrickard,' 
*^ that he had difcovered a confpiracy, whereby 
Drogheda firft, and by confequence Dublin, was to 
have been put into their hands.*' On the odier fide, 
he confeffed, that by accepting the command of the 
confederates army,* " he might have drawn their de- 
pendence upon him, and been able to difpofe of their 
forces, according to his majefty's pleafure, for the ad-

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vantage of the fervice, either in Ireland, or elfewhere ; 
that he was afTured the confederates, in cafe of his 
compliance, would provide the king's army then in 
his charge ; but that, if he refufed, they might con- 
ceive they were not obliged to it, having, as they alleg- 
ed, paid all that was promifed,"^ or been damnified by 
his party in* more than remained due, fince the ceffati- 
on.** Jle knew,' that aftually at that verv junSure, 
thefe confederates were preparing fix hundred barrels 
of corn, and four hundred beeves, for his army ; and, 
in fliort, that all his hopes of fubfiftence then depended 
upon them, and that a breach with them, for which they 
did not want a colour, might have ftopt that fupply/* 

Yet, in oppofition to all thefe motives of duty, ne- 
ceflity, and convenience, his. excellency alleged, as his 
principal reafon for not complying,"* " that if he 
agreed to either of the ways defired by ^ the Irilh ; that 
is^" fays he, '* if I take the charge of their army up- 
on me, or denounce immediately an offenfive war 
againil the Scots, not ten proteftants will follow me ; 
but rather rife as one man, and adhere to the Scots/ 
Nay ** he was confident, he (hould, in that cafe, be 
fuddenly and totally deferted by the proteftants/' 

After fuch a reprefentation of the diflFerent difpofiti- 
ons of. the proteftants and catholics of Ireland at that 
diftraded period, and by fo great and competent a 
judge and witnefs, who can entertain the leaft doubt,

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but that the latter were really, and the former only no- / 
minally, his majefty's loyal fubjefts. 

And indeed, not only the confederate catholics, but 
even feveral other noblemen of the kingdom, entirely 
unconnefted with them, prefTed earneftly for a decla- 
ration of hoftilities againft thofe violators of the ceffati- 
on. The Earls of TTtiomond and Clanrickard, and the 
Lords Dillon, TaafFe, Ranelagh, Fitzwilliams and 
Howth, jointly urged the neceffity of that meafure in 
an affedling memorial, addreffed to his raajefty ; where* 
in, after having reprefented ^ ** their diftrafted condi- 
tion, expofed to the mercy of two powerful armies, the 
one of the confederate catholics (if,** fay they,^ " they 
'were difpofed to make any invafion upon us) and the 
othpr ci the Scotch covenanters, and fuch as adhered 
unto them, who by burning, fpoiling, and committing 
of cruel and hoftile afts, had broken the ceflation, 
and call off all obedience to his majefty's government ; 
they humbly propofed, that the lord lieutenant and 
council might be commilSoned to proceed in the ar- 
tiples and conditions of peace,* with the moderate and 
well affefted on both fides ; and that, in regard the 
Scotch covenanters and their adherents did refufe tp 
pay obedience to his majefty's government, they might 
be fpeedily declared enemies, and his majefty's power 
employed for the fuppreffing of them ; to which the 
confederate party,'* added they, " who kept the ceflati- 
on, would doubtlefs give their bed alEftance.*'

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CHAP. xm. 

The king fends Ormond a commijjion to conclude M 
peace with the confederates. 

UN the 26th of July, 1644, the Marquis of Ormond 
had received a commiffion from his majefty, to con- 
clude the peace mentioned in the above memorial with 
the confederate catholics, upon fuch conditions as 
fhould appear tohim juft and honourable. In the trea- 
ty for t^at purpofe, which was not begun till the 6th 
of September following, the confederates infifted, as 
they had before done in the treaty for a ceffation, 
upon the diflblution of the prefent parliament^' and

In this treaty alfo, the Irifh commiffioners propofed, *' that 
the Scots inUlfter, who had violated the ceffation, and all thofe 
that adhered to them, fhould be proclaimed traitors ; but this 
propofal was likewife rejefted." Cart. ib. vol. i. fol. 519. 
• In what contempt this houfe of commons was held, even by 
the chief governors of Ireland, at that junfture, appears by their 
privileges having been often infulted by their order of billeting 
foldiers on the houfes of the members in Dublin, during the feffi- 
ons, and by their proroguing them at pleafure, from the year 
1642 to 1646, not lefs than thirty-eight times, notwithjlanding 
the frequent and clamorous remonftrances of the commons 
againft boththefe infringements. During the feffion of 1644, 
Lambeipt, the provofl marfhal of the city of Dublin, was not 
afraid to lay violent hands on one Johnfon, a member, in con- 
tempt of his privilege, to drag him barbaroufly from his 
houfe, without hat or cloak, through the flrcets to the Tholfel, 

on 
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the calling of a new one ; and upon the repeal of the 
penal ftatutes againft the exercife ofth^ir religion. 

For their firft demand, they had now much better 
'grounds, than when they treated for a ceflation of arms, 
for they had fince learned that his majefty, in a letter of 
the 2d of July, ,1643, 4ireifted to the lords juftices 
and Marquis of Ormond- himfelf, had commanded 
them,' to " affure the Irifh, in his name,, that he was 
gracioufly inclined to diffolve the prefeht parliament, 
and call a new one, between that and the lothof jNo- 
vember following ; and tortake a courfe to putallthofe 
that fhould be chofen members of faid paxliameht into 
fuch a condition, as that they ihould . not b&tprejudiced 
of their liberty of affiftingy fitting, an^' voting, jnfaid 
parliament." ^ 

And with refpeft to the repeal of the penal ftatutes^ 
the Marquis of Ormond hinifelf owiidd,* " that the 
confederates had been affured, by divers, and by fome 
as from the king, that his majefty would not ftickat it; 
Lord Taaffe and Mr. Brent affirming, that they had 
command from the king to give them that affurance; 
and that generally, all who came from court, declared, 
that it "was not only his majefty's fenfe, but held reafon- 
ble by moft of his fervants on that fide, whether of the 
army or others.*' 

To thefe two points, however^ his excellency could, by 
no means, be perfuaded to agree. Theirifirft propofal 
of calling a new parliament,*^ he abfolutely rejefted,

on a warrant for the trifling fum of four {hillings ; and being 
warned of the danger of thus treating a member of parliament, 
he fcornfuUy anfwered, undervaluing and flighting his privilege, 
that he had hanged many an honefter man than he.** Which 
probably was very true* See SuppJement to the Com. JoUr. .

tholics, almoft upon any terms* 



CHAR XIV. 

The treaty tf peace adjourned. 

1 HUS was the treaty adjourned from the 6th of 
September to the loth of January following ; aiid af- 
terwards, by means of the fame difagreement in the 
two points above-mentioned, to the loth of April, 
1645. 

On occafion of this laft adjournment. Lord Clan- 
rickard* told his excellency, " that if the confederates

difpleafed at finding they had got intelligence of them. Of 
this he complained in a letter to Lord Digby, January 13th 
1643, " My advice, (fays he) for the continuance of the prefent 
parliament came to be known to fomc about the court, that 
gave intimation of it to the Lrifli. I (hall notwithftanding, 
deliver my opinion freely, and faithfully ; but, if I be not unnc- 
ceflarily r^refented to them, as an hinderer of their defires, I 
ftiail be better able to ferve the king in what he expe£ks. I wilh 
that none of the Irifti be made acquainted with my difpatches.** 
Cart. Orm. vol. iii. fol. 228. 

* The very extraordinary merit and ferviccs of this lord, 
though a Roman catholic, arc univerlaDy allowed. TheMar-

His majefty, in a letter to the Marquis of Ormond 
of the 1 8th of the fame month, thus emphatically 
expreiTes himfelf, on the fubjed of this treaty.^ ** A 
peace with the Irifli is mod neceifary to my afiairs in 
England ; wherefore, I command you to difpatch it 
out of hand. ' And I do hereby promife them, and 
command you to fee it done, that the penal laws 
againft the Roman catholics (hall not be put in execu- 
tion, the peace being made, and they remaining in 
their due obedience. And further, when the Irifh give 
me that affiftance, which they have promifed, for the 
fuppreflion of this rebellion, and I fhall be reftored to 
my rights, I will confent to the repeal of them by 
a law/' 

In fhort, fo impatiently did the king defire and urge 
the conqlufion of this peace with the confederates upon

The king in a former letter to Ormond, on the pth of Feb. 1 644, 
thus reafons with him on the neceflity of concluding this peace 
with the confederates ; he tells him, " that the rebels in* Eng- 
land had agreed to treat with him ; and that moft afiuredly one 
of the firft and chiefeft articles they would infift on, would be to 
continue the Irifli war, which is a point (fays his majefty) not 
popular for me to break on ; and that the timely concludon of 
;the peace with the confederates, would take off that inconveni- 
ence, which otherwife he might be fubjed to by the refufal of 
that article on any other reafon.'* Cart. Orm. vol. iii. 
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the terms above-mentioned, that he difpatclied another 
letter to the Marquis of Ormond, on the 27th of the 
fame month of February, wherein we find thefe re- 
markable words/ *' I do therefore, command you to 
conclude a peace with the Irifh, whatever it coft. And 
though I leave the management of this great and necef- 
fary work entirely to you, yet I cannot but tell you, 
that if the fufpenfion of Poining's aft for fuch bills as 
fliall be agreed on between you there, and the prefent 
taking away the penal ftatutes againft the papifts by 
^ law, will do it, I (hall not think it a hard bargain, fo 
that freely, and vigoroufly, they engage themfelves in 
my affiftance againft my rebels in England and Scot- 
land ; for which no conditions can be too hard, not 
being againft confcience." 

Yet, notwithftanding thefe enlarged powers, and 
repeated commands, to gratify the confederates in a 
matter fo reafonable in itfelf, and, in its confequences, 
fo eiTential to his majefty's fervice, the marquis, at his 
next meeting with their commiflioners in April 1645, 
thought fit to difmifs them, not only difcontented, but 
altogether hopelefs, in that refped/ For, befides his 
perfifting in the refufal of thefe conditions, and his 
denying that he had received any fuch inftruftions as 
are contained in his majefty's letter of the 27th of 
February now mentioned (of which inftruftions,^ how- 
ever. Lord Taaffe, Mr. Burke, and Mr. Brent, who 
had lately feen the king, had given them intelligence), 
he was hardy enough even to tell his majefty, in his 
anfwer to that letter,** " that he treated with thefe' 
commiflioners in fuch a manner, and gave them

•CHAP. XV. 

The Earl of Clanrickard expoftulates with Ormend upon 
bis Iq/i anfwer to the confederates commifftoners. 

jDUT his excellency being now confcious, that he 
hadraifed fome ill humours in the general aiTembly 
at Kilkenny, by his late anfwers to the commiffioners 
in Dublin, prevailed on the Earl of Clanrickard to 
make a journey thither in order to appeafe them. That 
nobleman was a Roman catholic, and therefore, fup- 
pofed to have fome influence on the members who com- 
pofed that aflembly. In his letter from Kilkenny, May 
26th 1645, b^ ^^^^ *^ Marquis of Ormond,' ** that 
the anfwers he was pleafed to give in I)ublin to the 
propofitions of the confederates commiffioners, had 
been reported to the aflembly, and, as he was informed, 
very favourably rq)refented, and all entertained with 
appearance of good fatisfaftion ; but that the part 
which concerned religion, being referved for the lafl, 
was very fadly received. And, indeed, my lord,** 
adds he, ** the truth is, I find little probability of 
perfuading a fettlement of peace, if the penal laws, 
for fo much as lays a penalty or incapacity upon them 
for the exercife of their confciences, be not repealed ;

But to all fuch reprefentations, counfels or com- 
mands, from whatever quarter they came, his excel- 
lency's conftant anfwer was,* " that the Irifh privy- 
council would never agree to fuch conceffions ; and 
that it would be very dangerous, if poffible, to make 
a peace without, or againft the advice of that council ; 
that the Englilh and' proteftants in Ireland would cer- 
tainly difobey it, if the council difallowed it j that he 
found by experience, that further than they faw his 
majefty's direftions for it, they would not confent to 
any thing of favour to the Irilh ; and in (hort, that 
feme of them were negative in things reafonable, and 
confented to by the king in England." "^ But how

ever made ufe of that power, it was only by wha( now 
appears, in an exchange of bad counfeliors for worfe. 

But in order to remove this, and all other pretended 
obftacles to the conclurion.of the peace, the king in a 
letter of OSober 2 2d, 1 645, told his excellency,* "that 
if he could procure the concurrence of the council, it 
would be fo much the better ; but that the Irifh peace 
was of fuch abiblute neceffity, that no compliments or 
particular refpeds whatever muft -hinder it. Where- 
fore,'* adds his majefty, " I abfolutely command you, 
and without reply, to execute the direftions I fent you 
the 27th of February laft ; giving you leave to get the 
approbation of the council fo as, and no otherwife, 
that by feeking it you do not hazard the peace, or fo 
much as an affront, by their foolifh refufal to concur 
with ypu." But even this laft peremptory command of 
his ms^efty proved equally ineffedual with all the for- 
mer/

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CHAP. XVI. 

Ormond treats privately with the Scots in Uljler. 

Strange as this condua of Ws excellency may 
appear to thofe who have been always taught to confi- 
der him as a mirror of loyalty to Charles I. even in his 
moft depreft and forlorn ftate j their wonder will cer- 
tainly increafe, when they know, that he was all this 
while privately foliciting that king's greateft enemies 
in Ireland, to join all their forces with his, in order to 
renew the war againft thofe confederate catholics, with 
whom he was, by his majefty's reiterated commands, 
publicly hegociating a peace. This appears evidently 
from a fecret correfpondence between his excellency 
and one Galbraith, a major in the Ulfter army, which 
had commenced and was carrying on * ever fince the 
month of January 1644. The marquis's fecret propofal of 
this new alliance, " was joyfully received by the ^chiefs

and the only fubjefts then capable of helping him, the Irifli : 
from hence proceeded the towns refufing to receive his garri- 
fons ; from hence the divifions and differences of the people and 
clergy ; from hence the faftions of Ormond and O'Nial, of old 
and new Iriih ; from hence the cenfures, and declaration of the 
bifhops at Jameflown againft his grace 5 from hence all other 
diforders ; of which (adds my author) Peter Walfli and Dr. Enos 
are more guilty (on account of their having pubiifhed libels 
en Ormond) than the bifhops or the common people/* Friar 
Difciplined, 4).

underftood there were fome evil inftruments who la- 
boured to pofTefs all Scots, that he entertained an im- 
placable prejudice againft them ; and that he fent that 
his juft and neceffary apology, to vindicate himfelf 
againft fuch fecret wounds ; and that all of them might 
be perfuaded of the fincerity of his afFedion for that 
nation, and of his endeavours to ferve every of them 
with his beft offices of friendfliip.'* **

were once removed, they would foon fatisfy his excel- 
lency of their real,, earneft defire, to be employed in his 
majefty's fervice } and that the difficulty would be ra- 
ther to keep back the multitude of forward fpirits that 
would prels into that expedition.''

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CHAP. XVIL 
The Earl of Glamorgan arrives in Ireland* 

A HE king finding that the Marquis of Ormqnd 
would not conclude a peace with the confederate catho- 
lics, upon thofe equitable terms which he had fo often 
ordered him to grant them, difpatched the Earl of 
Glamorgan to Ireland, with a private commiffipn for 
that purpofe ; * a nobleman, whofe zeal for his

The government's determined oppofition -to a peace 
v?ith the Irifli, on any tolerable terms, made it abfo- 
lutely neceffary to keep this laft tranfaftion fecret. 
But a copy of Glamorgan's treaty having been acci- 
dentally found,'' foon after its conclufion, it was tranf- 
initted to the Englilh parliament, and by them made 
public. And LcHpd Dtgby, who .was then in Dublin, 
fearing that the large conceffions,^ in point of religiop, 
which the confederate catholics bad obtained by that 
peace, might alienate the affeftions of his majefty's 
proteftant fubjefts in both kingdoms,^ did, in concert

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In what light we are to confider his majefty*s public 
difavowal of Glamorgan's commiffion, may, I think, 
partly be gathered from his difpatch to the lord lieu- 
tenant and council of Ireland on that occafion ; where- 
in, among other things, he fay«,* ** the truth is, that 
the prefling condition of my affairs, obliging me to 
procure a peace in Ireland, if it might be had on any 
terms fafe to my honour and confcience, and to my 
proteftant fubjefts there ; and finding alfo that the 
laid peace could not be gained but by fome fuch 
indulgence to the Roman catholics, in point of freez- 
ing diem from the penalties impofed upon the exer^ 
cife of their religion, as although juftly and duly I 
might grant, yet haply, in a public tranfaftion, could 
not be without fome fcandal to fuch of my good fub*- 
jefts as might be apt to be wrought upon by their 
arts, who" did continually watch all opportunities to 
blaft the integrity of my aftions ; I thought fit, over 
and above my public power, to affure the faid Roman 
catholics, in a lefe public way, of the faid exemptions 
from the- penalties of the laws ; and of fome fuch other

I thought it not unlikely, that the Marquis of Ormond 
might make good ufe of him, by employing that inte- 
reft, in perfuading them to moderation, and to red 
iatisfied upon his ;(Glamorgan's) epgagement alfo, with 
thofe above-mentioned concedTions y of which, in the 
prefent jcondition of affairs^ Ormond could give them 
BO other but a private affurance ; and to that end, it 
was poffible, I might have thought to give unto the 
£aild Earl of Glapxorgan fuch a credfsntial, as nught 
give him credit with the Roman cadaolics, in cafe Or- 
mond ftouid fin^ ^ccafion to make ufe of him, either 
^ a further a'ffurance of what he (Ormond) fhould 
{H-ivately promtfe ; or, in cafe he Aould judge it ne- 
ceffary to maixage nhefe matters, for the greater confi- 
dence, a part by him (Glamorgan) of whom, in re- 
gard of his religion and interefl, they might be lefs 
jealous.*' ^ i; 

Although this letter to the lord lieutenant and coun- 
cil, is dated "January 31ft, 1645-6, wherein he orders, 
*' that the charge begun againft the Earl of Glamor- 
gan be thoroughly and diligently profecuted :** yet in 
a private letter written to the lord lieutenant the day 

before,

CHAP. XVIIL 

Glamorgan now freed from his confinement^ treats with 
the Nuncio Renuccini ; i}rmon(fs j^inion of that pro- 
ceeding. 

C/N the joth of the &me monih of December,' 
the Earl of Glamorgan, having lent io the lord lien- 
tenant the original counl£ipart* of the articles of his 
peace with the oonfederaie catholics, was isx. free from 
his clo& confinement, but ftill remained a priibner in 
the caftle, having only the liberty of the hcaife, until 
his majefty's further .p1ea(ure was known. And fliortly 
after^ his lordfiiip was enlarged, upon his own recogni- 
zance of twenty thoufand pounds, and that of the £ad 
of Kildare,* and the Marquis of Clanrickard, of ten 
thoufand pounds each, to appear on thirty days notice. 
Soon after his enlargement he went to Kilkenny, where 
he (hewed the utmoft zeal ' to bring the confederate 
catholics to agree to the terms of peace offered by the

Marquis of Ormond, the defe&s of which, in the 
articles of religion, were to be fupplied by himfelf *' 

The Nancio Renuccini, who fome fhort time before 
had arrived from Rome," and had gained confiderable 
influence on the Iriih foldiery, the common people, 
and even on the general aflfembly, was then at Kil*' 
kenny. With him the Eari of Glamorgan had chiefly 
negociated, when he wrote to the Marquis of Ormond 
from thence/ " that fmce the high poft his excellency 
held, and the difference of religion, would not permit 
him to engage openly, he was of opinion, it would 
not be improper to delegate that office to others, to 
whom if he WQuld join himfelf, he doubted not, but 
in a few days, and even hours, he (hould obtain what- 
ever fliould be thought reafonable and honourable/' 

In anfwer to this letter, his excellency told him,' 
'^ that his affe&ions and interefts were fo tied to his 
majefty's caufe, that it would be madnefs in him to 
difguft any man, that had power and inclination to re- 
lieve his majefty, and the fad condition he was in ; 
and therefore, that his lordihip might fecurely go on, 
in the way he propofed to himfelf, to ferve the king, 
without fear of interruption from him, or fo much as 
enquiring into the means he worked by.""^ Such en-

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couragement to proceed in his treaty with a perfon 
who thought he could not make too high demands in 
the article of religion, is furely a fufEcient proof that 
his excellency was, by this time at lea^, convinced 
that Glamorgan's commiffion was not either forged or 
furreptitioufly obtained. 

But left any doubt fhould remain on that head, I 
fhall produce part of two letters from his m?yefty to 
that earl, which clearly demonftrate the reality of his 
commiffion, and which are ftill to be feen in the Bri- 
tifh mufeum, in his majefty's own hand-writing/ In 
the firft of thefe letters, which is dated February 3d, 
1645-6, a folicitude is plainly expreffed, left refent- 
xnent of the ill ufage that had been given to his lord- 
Ihip, fhould provoke him to difcover the whole fecret. 
** In a word,*' fays his majefty, « I have commanded as 
much favour to be fhewn to you, as may poffibly ftand 
with my fervice or fafety ; and if you will yet truft 
my advice, which I have commanded Digby to give 
you freely, I will bring you fo off that you may be ftill 
ufeful to me, and I fhall be able to recompence you 
for your affeftion. If not, I cannot tell you what to 
fay ; but I will not doubt your compliance, fmce it 
fo highly concerns the good of all my crowns, my own 
particular, and to make me have ftill means to fhew 
myfelf your affured friend, • 

CHARLES R." 

The other letter is dated the 28th of the fame 
month, when his majefty knew that the earl either 
was, or would foon be, at liberty ^ and was fent by 
Sir John Winter, his lordlhip's coufin-german, and a 
Roman catholic. 

" Herbert, 

" I am confident, that this honeft, trufty bearer will 
give you good fatisfeftion, why I have not, in every 
thing, done as you defired. The want of confidence 
in you being fo far from being the caufe thereof, that

And on the 5th of April, 1646, his majefty wrote 
to him as follows : 

" GLAMO&OAIir, 

^ I neither have time to fpare, nor do you defire 
that I Ihould repeat to you, unneceffarily, thofc things 
ufaich I have fo often faid to you. I rrfer you, there- 
fore, to Digby, for what is to be done ; and afiure 
you of my conftant friendfliip for you, which I think 
die more neceffary in this univcrfal defcftion of every 
body. But however that be, I am perfuaded that you 
cannot doubt, but that I will perform all the inftruc- 
tions and promifes made to you and the Nuncio.'* ^ 

In another letter of the 20th of July following, 
from NewcafUe, he bids Glamorgan teil &e Nuncio, 
*' that if once he could come into his and the 
Nuncio's hands, which ought to be extremely wifh- 
ed for by them both, as well for the fake of Eng- 
land as of Ireland, fince all the reft, as he faw, 
defpifed him, he would do it.'' After which he 
immediately adds, " and if I do not fay this from my 
heart, or if in any future time I fail you in this, may 
God never reftore me to my kingdoms in this world, 
nor give me eternal happinefs in the next ; to which,

CHAP. xir 

Peace concluded with the Marquis of Ormand. 

1 HE in^prifonment of the Ilarl of Glamotgan^, and 
the kind's difevowal of his commiffion, wer6 two^ inci- 
dents that greatly favoured Reniiccini's defigns^. That 
prelate had brought to the confederate catholics large 
fupplies, with promifes of , further affiftance.** " His 
entrance into Kilkenny on horfeback under a canopy, 
was asiblemn, and magnificent as both clergy and laity 
could make itr When he caoi^ to the place where 
the coim^il fate, he was placed' in a dbair iiDt! far frdm 
Lord Vifcount IVfountgarret, prefident oF tlie council; 
After fome piaufe, he prfefented the pope's Brief to the 
prefident j which being publicly reacf, ' he^ made aa

them know three things, which were principally givett 
him in command by his holinefs. The firft was, to 
endeavour the propagation of the catholic religion, the 
fecond to conferve the catholics in union among them- 
felves, and the .third, to cherifh in them the allegiance 
due to their lawful fovereign. He could not," adds 
my author,' who was prefent, ^^ have ended his dif- 
courfe more to the fatisfadion of all that heard him, 
than by mentioning the fubjedts duty towards their 
king, and his having it in charge to cherifli it. For it 
was colleded from thence, that he was willing they 
fhould bury the memory of their paft fufferings in the 
bleflings of an happy peace. But in the fequel, we 
ihall find how little conformity there was between his 
proceedings and his profeffions." 

At this time, however, he was held in the higheft 
efteem and veneration, by the confederate catholics ; 
and as their hopes of obtaining liberty of confcience, 
which were all centered in Glamorgan's peacei** were 
now at an end, by the king's difavowal of it, they 
readily .accepted the Nuncio's oflFers, of what he then

For when, foon after the ceffation was con- 
cluded, Petrus Francifcus Scarampi,*" fent upon the 
fame bufmefs by Pope Urban VIII.' " came to Lime^ 
rick, attended by fome twenty horfe, the gates were 
fhut agaiixft him, and a compliment fent him by the 
magiftrates, that they were forry he had undertaken fo 
tedious and troubiefome a journey at fo unfeafonable 
a time, when all the city were bufily employed in 
matters of great confequence, in chufing of magiftrates 
for the cnfuing year, and in applotting their firft pay- 
ment of the thirty thoufand pounds with which, upon 
the ceflation, they had agreed to fupply his majefty's 
army, on which account, they could not give him fit 
attendance ; but they offered to lodge him a mile oiF 
the city, and to let him know the next day their refo- 
lution concerning his admittance- But the agent re- 
plied, that if they were not at leifure to receive him 
then, he would not attend their leifure the next day, 
and fo went away.*' ^

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But tllie. confederates foon after growing weary of 
Renuccmrs control, and being affureJ befides, that 
the king would, when he had it in hi& power, make 
good Im engagements to them by Gfamorgan, pri- 
vately refofvejj to conclude the peace with the Marquis 
of Ormond, which related chiefly to civiF matters, oa 
his own terms ; in order fo enable his majefty, hf 
fending him powerfial fuppHes, to renew and confirm* 
Glamorgan's treaty with them, concerning maitters of 
religion. " But ♦ although the Nuncio was extremdy 
averfe to OrmoncTs peace, as containing no fatislac- 
tory conceffions in fpfrituafe ^ yet he was fer from 
defiring that the promiffed fupplies fliould be withheld 
from his majefty/* The method he propofed was, 
*^ that the ceffation ^ fhould be ftiU continued, and af- 
fiftance fent to the king in the feme manner as if the 
peace had been concluded.***" 

Purfuant to the abore refolution, the general- ailembfy 
which met on the 6th of March, 1645-6,* difpatched 
Lord Mulfcerry, and other commiffioners, to Dteblin, 
to conclude the peace with the Marquis of Ormond; 
and accordmgly it was there concluded on the 28th 
of the fame month/ 

At the fame time, with th6 articles of peace^ was ffgn- 
ed a conditional obligation or defeafance,^ *^ whereby 
the confederates engaged to tranfport ten thoufand 
foot into England or Wales, well armed and provid- 
ed,

I ft following; to be mufter.ed, viewed, apd allowed 
by fuch perfons as the Marquis of Ormoud fhould 
appoint. And in cafe the hid forces were not fent at 
the times appointed (unlefs hindered by the blocking 
up of harbours, contrjiry wind?, or other reafonable 
caufe, to be allowed as fuch by the Marquis of Or- 
mond), thefe articles were to be of no effea^ and each 
party difengaged, as if th^y never had been ?gre?ci 
upon." 



C H A P. XX. 

Tbe conclujion of the peace too long deferred^ - 

L HUS was the peace at length concluded; -but too 
late for the principal end of it, hifi majefty^s affiftance 
in England or Wales. For the Englifti rebels were 
by this time grown fo powerful in all thofe places 
where the fuppues from Ireland might propofi^ to land^ 
that there was not a fecure fpot left for their defcent,' 
nor any horfe on that fide to countenance their land- 
ing, nor even a lafe retreat for them after they were 
landed; fo that to fiend them away, as matters then 
flood- with the king, would be only expofing fo many 
men to inevitable deftruftion/ " The fupreme coun- 
cil of the confederate catholics^ however, immediately 
iflued warrants,.** to have four thoufand men drawn

And 
diey gave out commiflions for levying the remaining 
four thoufand, \vhich were to be tranfported in a fe- 
cond million ; having laid embargoes on all veffels in 
the river of Waterford, and in the harbours of Wex- 
ford and Dungarvan. And as no induftry," pro- 
ceeds Mr. Belling, " was omitted on their part, fo 
there was not any occafion, fmce the beginning of the 
war, wherein the council found more prompt obedi- 
ence to their commands, or more hearty willingnefs 
in the people, to bear any charge that might conduce 
to the ad\'ancement of it.** 

But the king himfelf, on account of the unhappy 
fituation. of his afiairs, in the places now mentioned, 
.thought fit to counternuuid this embarkation. For, 
in a letter to the Marquis of Ormond, March 26th, 
(two days before the conclufion of the peace) he 
told him,' " that his condition was then very fad and 
low,, .by the late difbanding of his army in the weft ; 
-which,** adds his majefty, '* if fuccours of foot had 
arrived . in time out of Ireland, might have been pre- 
vented, to our moft certain .advantage. That he 
thought fit to advertife him thereof, thlt he might 
ilop the fending over foot, which would be loft, if 
they fhould come, he having no horfe, nor ports in his 
power to fecure them.*' And! in another letter to 
Lord Digby, of the fame date, which he defired him 
to communicate to Ormond, he fays,^ " forces from 
Ireland, unlefs they were much greater than, he be- 
lieved, could be fent him from thence, would do him 
more harm than good ; yet that he much defired that 
the peace there \yas; made. But that Ormond ftiould 
flop any forces from coming over, and employ them 
for the reducing of that kingdom into a perfeft obe- 
dience ; by which,** fays he, " it is poffible, it may

1 HE Marquis of Ormond ftill continued the ceffa- 
tion with the confederate catholics, as a meafure abfo- 
lutely neceffary for the fubfiftence of his army ; and 
the confederate catholics, in hopes that the peace 
would be foon proclaimed/ patiently bore that army's 
frequent breaches of it. But thefe breaches now be- 
came

It 
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came fo very- gtrevous arid exteiifife, ^^edaft/in 
Ulfter, that the fupreme council retiewed" then* iiitrea- 
ties to hi^ excellency, " to uriitfe his forces \^Ith theirs^' 
in order t6 refifl the itteftipts of tile Scots, pf . Tyr- 
connel, and other parts of Ulfter, his majcfliy*S novir 
open and avowed enemies ; and fo t6 manage the war, 
that the fervice might not fuffer, through tfre wslnt of 
diie correfpondence, for the little time the entire fettle- 
meht of the kingdom was fufpended. They ifiiortned 
him, that they had received intelligence that IVtonrb^,. 
with ^ numerbus army, was going to fall upon Newry, 
t)undalk, and other maritime towns Withili his ex- 
cellency's quarters ; ahd thjit the Scots of Tyrcotinel 
were gathering in a body oi three thoiifand iFobt, and 
five hundred horfe, to invade Connaught, virhfere they 
were fure to be joined by Sir Charles Coote's forces.** 
They added, " that if his excellency would' agree^ 
that thev might, oft all fides, fight to cleir' the king- 
dom or the common enemy ,'' their council^ in civil 
and military matters (hould be managed by, his advice. 
And the council having underftood, that the waftt bf 
money to prepare for the field, was what^ chiefly retard; 
ed this conjundtion, they promifedto fend his excellency

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three thoUfand pounds ;* two thoufand of which they 
foon after ient him/' ' 

On the conclufion of the peace, ** promifes of mu- 
tual affiftance,^ (in cafe either of their quarters were 
attacked before the time appointed for the publication 
of the articles) had paffed between the confederates 
and the lord lieutenant, who promifed to engage in 
a£tual fervice, where it was neceflfary ; and, as he 
ihould find himfelf enabled, would further profecute 
thofe that ihould not fubmit to the peace, as enemies 
and rebels to his majefty, in fuch a way, as he ihould 
judge moft for his majefl:y*s fervice/* But he now 
told them, in anfwer to their above-mentioned folici- 
tations, ** that,* indeed, he underftood very well the 
heceffity of an union ; but that he might not join 
with any p^rty, not deriving authority from his ma- 
jefty, that nothing further could be done towards a 
union, till the articles of peace were publifhed, about 
which he had not received his majefly's pleafure, nor 
had they performed the engagagements made at fign- 
ihg them." 

The chief of thefe engagements was, as we have 
feen, the fending of ten thoufand of the confederates 
forces to the king's affiftance in England or Wales ; 
which was, on many account?, imprafticable, precifely 
within the time ftipulated by the articles.* If his 

excellency

thefe forces, he certainly could be no ftranger to the 
reafons which induced him to fend it. With thefe rea- 
fons Lord Digby had acquainted him/ five or fix days 
after the conclufion of the peace ; and the Marquis of 
Ormond himfelf, four days after that,^ informed the 
king, " that he had fent to Lord Byron,^ to know 
the ftate of North Wales, and whether three thour 
fand men, for whom there was fhipping, might be 
ufeful, and fafely difpofed of there. And that aU 
though the time for fending of the fupplies was elapl^ 
ed, for want of fhipping, yet he was confident die 
men had been, and were ftill ready." And Lord 
Digby, at the fame time, afTured the marquis,^ " that 
he found in thefe men, fuch an univerfal, not only dif- 
pofition, but paffion, to be under his excellency's 
government, that he thought it would be impofEble 
for any to hinder them from it, almofi upon any

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Lord Clanrickard expojlulates with the Marqtds of Or-

Jrl I S excellcnGy's juftly admired friend, the Earl of 
Clanrickard, once mord acquainted him, about this 
time, •* that ' he wa^ privately importuned to fecond 
the fpeedy publication of the peace, with hid .humble 
addreflfed and perfuaflons to his lordfKip ; that he was 
himfelf of opinion, that if fome fuch courfe was not 
foon takeh, the kingdom would be fuddenly and totally 
fuined ; that all accefs to his majefty, to know his 
further pleafure, or to give him a right information of 
the ftate of his affairs, was then made impoflible ; that 
the confederates, in order to effed what was required of 
them, had provided (hipping for tranfportaiion, and 
drawn a confiderable body of men to the fea-fide, 
whether to the jufl number, was, he thought, too 
nice a fcrutiny in them diftrafted times ; that it then 
appeared, there was no army of the king^s to join 
'with ritem near thofe places, to which they were to 
guide their courfe; m>r any harbour left to fecure 
their landing ; and that their going would only be the 
deflru£lion of lb many men^ and nothing of aififtance 
or prefervation to his majefty/* 

All this while hoftilities were daiTv committed on 
the confederates, by the parliamentarian forces in Ul- 
fter and other parts ; and even by thofe of his majefty's 
army, in breach of the ceiTation^ Lord Clanrickard 
himfelf had been frequently affaulted by Sir Charles 
Coote, within the limits of his government, without 
being able to obtain redrefs from the lord lieutenant and 
council. In a letter to hi^ excellency, on that occafion, 
he told him,* ^ that it did fomewhat difturb and per- 
plex

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plex his thoughts, to obferve thofe, whom he conceived 
himfelf bound in duty to oppofe, having all, or moft 
of them, taken the covenant, affumed power and 
government, contrary to his majefty's authority, and 
quite oppofite to his royal grants to others, conftant 
violators of the ceiTation, and frequent invaders of his 
and his adherents eftates ; and if he was not much 
miftaken, fuch as rather expected fubmiflion from their 
fovereign, than (hewed any inclination to fubmit to him, 
did ftill feem to be accounted loyal fubjefts, and within 
the compafs of obedience to his excellency's govern* 
ment : and that by implication, the breach of the 
ceflation did feem to be allowed them ; at leaft, not 
correfted/* After which, his lordfliip proceeds to fay, 
with afpirit fuitable to his great integrity, and honour^ 
*' being now reduced into the condition I am, give me 
leave to call upon your excellency and the ftate,^ even 
in the king's behalf, and for juftice fake, that Sir 
Charles Coote, who commands in chief the forces 
here, under the title of lord prefident of Connaught, 
may be forthwith declared and proclaimed a rebel and 
a traitor, according to hisr deferts, and all fuch as here- 
after ai&ft, or adhere unto him ; for the matter hath now 
proceeded fo far, as certainly thefe attributes muft be 
fixed either upon him or me ; pardon me, if I fhould 
further affirm, upon your excellency." 

But with neither of thefe juft requefls of his truly 
noble friendi could the Marquis of Ormond be per- 
fuaded to comply ; * not with that for proclaiming the 
peace, becaufe, as he pretended,* " having received 
intelligence, that the king was gone to the Scots army, 
he conceived that change of things there might 
occaiion fome alteration m his refolutions, as to the 
manner he (tiould propofe for his majefty's fervice, and 
the fettlement of the kingdom." But as his excellency 
had been apprifed long before by Lord Digby, Secretary

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Nicholas, and by the king himfelf/ " that the Scots 
were the greateft oppofers of the Irifli peace, having 
all alone entertained hopes that Ireland fhould be given 
up to them/* what elfe could he have expected from 
*' that change of things," but that they would compel 
his majefty, as they foon after did, to fend him pofitive 
orders to forbear all further proceedings in it ? And 
what further demonftrates the weaknefs and infincerity 
of that excufe is,- that his excellency was, at the fame 
time,"* " well fatisfied,** as Lord Clanrickard told him,* 
*' that the king was ftill defirous of the peace, though 
he failed of the fupplies at the time appointed^." 

As for his proclaiming Sir Charles Coote and his 
adherents traitors and rebels, his excellency would not 
venture to do it, without the confent of the council,^ 
** by whofe advice he aflPeded to be guided throughout, 
in carrying on the work of peace ;** though Lord Dig- 
by had before informed him, '* that the king under- 
ftood, and did promife that his excellency fhould join 
his forces with thofe of the confederates, when a peace 
or ceflation fhould be concluded, againfl all thofe who 
violated or oppofed either." But his excellency knew 
that the majority of that council were Sir Charles 
Coote's real, though fecret adherents; and therefore 
could not expeft, that they would confent to an aft 
implicitly condemning themfelves.

CHAP. ra. 

f • 

The king is prevailed on by the Scots to forbid Ormond 
to proceed in the peace with the confederates. 

A H E Scottifh army having, by many deceitful pro- 
mifes, gotten the king into their hands, kept him 
under the clofefl, and moil irkfome reftraint. Lord 
Digby in a letter from Paris, June 17th, 1646, told 
the Marquis of Ormond,' " that the Scots were likely 
to make ufe of the king's perfon, only to force him 
to what they aimed at with the parliament ; infomuch, 
that he was to coniider his maiefty among them, in 
Ihew and formality, treated as a King, but really worfe 
than a prifoner ; for that befides the guards about him, 
and ftri£t obfervation of his perfan, he had no kind of 
liberty of mind, as all power of expreffing any thing 
but what the^ would have him, was taken away ; not 
a perfon being permitted about him, by whom he 
could either receive, or tranfmit any thing to or from 
thofe whom he would have to know his mind. This 
only,** adds his lordlhip, *' we have had the happinefs to 
know from him, when he forefaw the condition he was 
likely to be in, that he defired that the prince his fon, the 
queen, and all his faithful fervants, (hould jointly goverti 
themfelves according to what they Ihould judge to be 
the true interefts of his crown and pofterity ; and not 
according to what, from his forced condition might 
outwardly be made appear as his pleafure. And I am 
confident,** proceeds his lordlhip, " if there be apoffibi- 
lity of conveying any thing of fccret to you, your 
lordfhip will receive his exprefs pleafure to this effedl.'* 

After this, as if he dreaded an event which, though un- 
known to him, had then recently happened, he adds,* 
•* my greateft fear is, left before my return to you,s 
the king fhould have been forced by the Scots to fet an 
embargo upon the peace of Ireland ; but though he 

have,

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have, I hope you will be able to keep things fair till I 
come ; and that then, having received fuch further 
aflurances, as I fliall be able to give you, of the king's 
condition, of the queen and prince's refolulions, and 
of the grounds laid to carry them through, no fuch 
embargo will be any hindrance to you, to purfue vigo- 
roufly that courfe, which you (hall judge prudent, juft, 
and honourable/' 

If the Marquis of Ormond did not recfeive this letter 
on the 24th of that month, when the king's order, for- 
bidding hJm to jiroceed in the J)eace,^ arrived j (which 
might, I own, have been the cafe) yet he Certainly 
knew from his owil recent experifence, that his majef- 
ty was then in the condition of a prifoner with the 
Scots, and not fuffer^d to fend to or receive from his 
friends any difpatches, but fuch ds they had both feen 
and approved. For his excellency and the council, 
having fame time befiJre,* twice demanded a fafe*con- 
duSt from Major General Monroe, for one of their 
meffengers, who was to pafs by way of Scotland, with 
letters to the king, they were both times peremptorily 
refiifed. This remfal was giveii about the 7th of June, 
and on the nth of the fame month, the Scots in England 
compelled his majefty to fign an ordier to the Marquis 
of Qrmond, to forbear all further proceedings in the 
peace with the confederates : * which order was tranf- 

mitted

be permitted to pafs, unlefs they were m^de acau3inte4 
with its contents, but they alfo omitted givmg the 
Marquis of Ormond his title of Iprd lieutenant,**

perpetual ^xclufion from thofe favours he intended them, in cafe 
the Englifli rebels clapt up a peace with him upon reafonable 
terms, and only excluding them, which poffibly would not be 
counfcmhk for him . tP refufe, if the Iriflx pe^,(:e ^^s the 
only difference between him and .them^j before it werf perfe61:ed 
thei'e. ■ He hpped thefe were fufEcient grounds iq Oriftond to 
perfuade the Irifli to difpatch the peacq upon reaforiable terms : 
andtoafTute them, tliat he having once engaged to them his 
m^Jd^fs word in the conjdufion of it, all th<i earth' Qxftyld not 
make him break it." Cart. Orm. vol. ii. Append, fol. 6. 

On the 27th of the following month the king wrote to 
Ormond ii^ thefe words. " I do therefore coniman4 you to 
conclude a peace with the Irifh whatever it coft. I cannot but 
tell you, that if the fufpenfiori of Poining's a£l for fuch bills asi 
ftiall be agreed upon between you there, and the prefent taking 
away the penal ftatutes againft the papifts, by a law, will do it,* 
I Ihall not think it a hard bargain.'* Cart. Qi^ni. vol. iii. fol. 430, 
The confederates defired the fufpending of Poiuing's aft, 
left any bills for the exercife 9f religion,^ agreed on in the Iriih 
parliament, might be thrown, out in England. " I believe (fays 
Ormond himi!elf) the Irifh wou^d not infift upon it (the fulpen- 
fion of Poining's aft) b^t for fear the other afts, which are to, 
be agreed o,n for their fecurity and fettlement, fliould receive a 
flop by the pouncil here, or b^ altered in England." Let. to 
Lordpjgby.

CHAP. IV.- 

Lord Digby arrives in Dublin^ and caufss the peace 
with the confederates to be proclaimed. 

JDUT that vifible alacrity, with which the lord lieute- 
nant and council obeyed this inhibiting order, was 
fuddenly damped, by the arrival of Lord Digby in 
Ireland, on the 4th of the following month ; who, 
upon hearing of it, and of their prompt compliance 

with 

lord lieutenant ; which title, by the way, we hold fit to obferve 
unto you, his majefty is pleafed to give us, though you, in the 
feveral letters direfted by you unto us, are not pleafed fo to ftile 
us."

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y^iih it, wrote to his excellency,' *' that having reeeiv- 
ed, by an exprefs, the knowledge of his majefty's condi- 
tion, and of his pofitive pleafure in the weighteft of 
his affairs, and particularly thofe of the kingdom of 
Ireland, he was commanded to fignify . the fame, as 
fecretary of ftate to his excellency. Your excellency 
tl^erefore,** proceeds he, " is to take notice, that his 
majefty, having upon moft pofitive engagements of 
the Scots, both unto himfelf and tHc crown of France, 
by the French agent refiding with the Scots, received 
affurances from them in three points, namely, that 
they would not endeavour to force his cbnfcience ; that 
they would give a fure retreat among them to all 
his faithful fervants, and adherents ; and laftly, that 
they would endeavour, by treaty, or by force, to 
reftore him to, and eftablifti him in his juft rights ; 
put himfelf voluntarily Into their hands : but fmce, he 
hath found them fo rar from performing, any part of 
their engagement, that they hare ufed him, according 
to his majefty's own expreflion, barbaroully ; and have 
made him, from the time of his laft faid difpatch, 
which Was the 2d of June, a prifoner of the ftriAeft 
kind ; having not only chaced from him the only per^ 
ion that accompanied him thither, but alfo fet forth a 
proclamation of death againft any who hadferved him 
during thefe troubles, that Ihould prefume to come 
ampngft them ; infomueh, that his majefty de<;late8,, 
that he hath no poffibility left him,eithero£ receiving 
any knowledge of his own affairs, but as hi^ enemies fhall 
reprefent them, or any advices from his faithful fcr- 
vants ; much lefs to exprefs his pleafure. to them, in 
any way but what they (hall force from him. And 
that, having with much (kill and difficulty, obtained 
that fecret means of expreffing, in fhort, his fad con- 
dition, and his will and pleafure thereupon, the queen 
and prince, and all his faithful fervants were to under- 
ftand that, as the laft free direction they were to re- 
ceive from him ; and that they ftiould, in all things, 
purfue, and caufe to be purfued fteadily, thofe orders,

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that he had given before this time of his unfree condi- 
tion : and that, in all things wherein he had not given 
direftions, while he judged himfelf freeJ, the prince his 
fon fliouid give, from time to time, fuqh orders as fhould 
be judged befl for the advantage of his crown and 
interefts, without being diverted from it by any thing, 
that in his prefent reuraint might be either furreptiti- 
oufly or violently got from him. That particularly, 
for the bufmefs of Ireland, he had while he was free, 
redoubled unto his excellency fuch pofitive orders, for 
the conclufion of the peace, upon the terms expreffed 
to him by his excellency, fince the mutual figning of 
the articles, that he was confident it would be pro- 
claimed, before his lordihip could be back in Ireland." 



CHAP. V- 
Lord Digby inft/ls m the proclaiming of ibe peace. 

CJn the 28th of July, 1646, to fatisfy the council on 
this occafion,* Lord Digby drew up and figned a de- 
chirfition, wherein after repeating what has been men- 
tioned in the above letter, concerning his majefty's 
having redoubled his pofitive orders to the Marquis of 
Ormond to perfeft the peace with the confederates, 
and his own expeftation, that it would, therefore, have 
adiually been proclaimed before his arrival in Ireland ; 
he added, that,' " finding, inftead thereof, a ftop fet 
upon the fame, by occafion of a letter dated from 
Newcaftle the nth of June, fuperfignad Charles Rex,

his own, his crown's and pofterity's rights, whether 
by way of a goad accommodation or of war, any obe- 
dience to the faxd letter in putting a ftop to the peace of 
this kingddm, expefted by his majefty, would be ; I 
do, according to my duty, and as fecretary of ftate, 
upon certain knowledge of his majefty's refoltition, and 
as I will anfwer it with my life, 

" Declare unto his excellency, the lord lieutenant 
and council of his majefty's kingdom of Ireland, that 
thefaid letter of the nth of June, is either a furrepti- 
tious letter or a forced one from hid majefty ; procured 
by fome faHe inforiftation of the ftate of his affairs, 
and moft contrary to what I know to be his free rdblu- 
tion, and unconftrained wiil axid pkafure. And I do 
further declare, with the fame folemnky, aild engage-* 
ment of my Ufe, that if the peaide of Ireland ihall not 
be prefently conclnded, the hmderers of it are the 
occafym of &ibTerttng, and deftrOyiHg the main foun- 
dation teSohed and.latd by Ins majefty, &>! t^ recovery 
of his own, his crown's mi pofterity's rigbtav ^^ afoF&- 
iaid^ whether by way of accommodation or war ; for the 
preventing of which irreparable mifchief, if there fhould 
be the leaft danger thereof Tby the fcruples of any, I 
will freely take the whole matter upon myfelf, to an- 
fwer to his majefty, as his fecretary of ftate, with my 
life for this declaration of his will. And I do offei* 
myfelf to be detained as a prifoner, where the lord 
lieutenant fliall appoint, until fuch time as his majefty 
ftall be at liberty to exprefe freely ao^d publicly ufttp 
the Marquis of Omiond (after private letters received 
from the Marquk of Ormond and myfelf) his u^con^ 
ftrained witl : and then, if his majefty fhall not juftify 
me to have declared it faithfully, I fubmit myfelf to 
hSer death. And I defire, that this declaration of 
mine be entered in the coundl book, for my ji^ftifi-

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cation, that I have difcharged my duty, in cafe the 
mifcbiefs here fct down, fhall be pccafioned by defer- 
ring the peace of this kingdom, upon the aforefaid 
letter of the nth of June. In witnefs whereof, I 
hav« hereto f<st my haxul, July 28thy 1646.

This declaration was accordingly regiflered in the 
council-book ; ' and upon the fame day a proclamati- 
on was publifhed ratifying and confirming the articles 
of the peace; and enjoining all peribns to oblerve^ 
and pay due obedience to it^ 



C H A P. Vt 

Owen O'Nial and the Nuncio rejed the peace* 

1 H E Marquis of Ormond feemed not more unwill^ 
. ing to have the peace proclaimed, after it was agreed 
to, than deiirous of an occafion to diflblve it, after 
it was proclaimed. Unhappily for both fides, fuch an 
Occafion foon prefented hfelf: The peace had been 
generally received by the confederate nobility and 
gentry, and by the greateft and bell part of their cler- 
gy, conformable^ ki that refped^ to the eftabliihed

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clergy of Ireland ; who, in a remonftrance to the lord 
lieutenant on that occafion, figned by two archbifliops, 
nine bifhops, and feventy-feven clergymen, " did moft 
heartily acknowledge, that by his excellency's very great 
pains and labour, he had, at laft, concluded a moft necef* 
fary peace ; which they humbly conceived to be the 
only means to continue the bleffings of religion and 
loyalty among them ; and to be the only hopeful way 
to reduce the kingdom wholely to his majefty's obedi- 
ence/* * 

But the Nuncio Renuccini, and General Owen 
O'Nial, abfolutely refulfed to fubmit to it ; the for- 
mer, becaufe there was no provifion made for the 
free exercife of the catholic religion ; " without which 
the confederates were engaged by their oath of aflb- 
ciation, never to conclude a peace ; and the latter, 
on the fame account, as well as that no ftipulati- 
on was made for reftoring him, and his numerous 
followers to their forfeited eftates in Ulfter.*^ The 
Nuncio alleged befides, that the commiffioners who 
had concluded the peace, did notj^ according to their 
inftruftions, infift upon the repeal of the penal fta- 
tutes againft the Roman Catholic religion/ The

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Marquis of Ormond could not denv the feft j but htf 
maintained,* " that the peace which the confederates 
commiifioners had concluded, by virtue of an authcni- 
ty derived from their general aflembly, whether advan- 
tageous or prejudicial to thofe that trailed them, ought 
to have been inviolably ftnck to, how blame-worthy 
foever they might be pretended, for tranfgreffing in- 
ftruftions.'* This manner of reafoning, however, 
feems to have been taken tip by his excellency, only for 
prefent convenience ; for he argued very differently on 
the feme topic of inftruftions, when, in a former trea- 
ty with the confederates, the cafe was to be his own ; 
and when, in order to juftify hiaf rejefting fome of their 
t)ropdfitions, he told them,* *' that if he had exceeded 
his inftru&ions, he would have deluded thofe he treat- 
ed with, with the ihadow of conceilions ; for that the 
fubftance \vould be loft, by his tranfgreffing the fule» 
given him, in any one particular/* 

But however that might have been, the Nuncio^s 
cafuiftry differed materially from that of his excellency 
on this occafion ; and therefore that prelate refohred 
to enforce his opinion by fuch means as, it appears, he 
had neither commiffion nor inftruftions to pnrfae^*

and that it was not in their power to do otherwife, for fear of 
lofing their foreign friends, and the danger of a rupture at 
home.'* Enquiry into tftc Shairc, &c. p. aoi. But foon after 
upon a refufal by his excellency, ** they promife to omit the pub- 
lication of the Eart of Glamorgan's conceffions, and exprefled 
their willingnefs and refolution to concur and ajgree to the pub-

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For^ having called together, at Waterford, fuch of 
the Irifli bimops and other clergy, as were moftly under 
his influence, on pretence of forming a fynod to fettle 
ecclefiaftical matters, they entered all at once on a de- 
bate concerning the lawfulnefs of the late peace ; ^ and 
having foon determined, that all thofe who were inftru- 
mental in making it, were, for the reafons before-meur 
tioned, guilty of a formal breach of their aflbciation- 
oath, they iffued an excommunication againft them ; 
as alfo againft thofe of their communion who Ihould 
afterwards adhere to it ; forbidding, under the fame pe- 
nalty, any public dues to be collefted by or paid to fuch 
perfons as were formerly appointed to receive them ;

CHAP. VII. 
The bad effeSs of the clergy* s proceedings. 

X5 Y this fpiritual weapon alone, the Nuncio and his 
party contributed more, in one week, towards the defeat 
of the confederate army, than the Marquis of Ormond, 
with all his forces, had been able to effeft during the 
whole preceding tinie of the war. The caufe of re- 
ligion, which is faid to have firft moved them to take 
arms, and afterwards, to have united them in a 
regular and formidable body, was now made an inftru- 
ment to fplit them into parties more exafperated againft 
each other, than they were before againft the com- 
mon enemy. The titular Bifhop of Offory fliut up, 
by an interdift, all their churches, and houfes of prayer 
in Kilkenny, the place where their general affembly, 
and fupreme council, ufually. met; upon which the 
Marquis of Ormond farcaftically obferved,' " that 
they were a ftrange fort of people, who, after fighting 
fo long for liberty to open their churches, and having 
got it, fliut them up again, of their own accord, and 
hindered their people to refort to them.*' 

The Nuncio's violent meafures, as I have already 
obferved, were contrary to the inftruftions he had re- 
ceived from the court of Rome. By thefe he was '

lous for that religion, all juft conceffions in favour of it might 
be expefted from him, when he ihould have it in his power to 
grant them."

iKrefted, in cafe peace was made, to do nothing, either 
by word or deed, to fliew that be either approved, or 
difliked the fame. Nay, there was great reafon tp 
believe, that the peace concluded with the Marquis of 
Ormond, was agreeable to his holinefs's fentiments. 
For, fome time before, when Mr. Belling had audience 
of him on that fubjed, the pope told him,^ " it was no 
wonder, if the king thought it uniafe publicly to grant 
the Irifli the conditions they demanded, left it might 
difoblige his proteftant fubjefts, and that, therefore, a 
connivance ought to content them for the prefenL" 

The terror, however, of this excommunication drew 
off great numbers of the common foldiers ; and it fo 
far feared General Prefton and his officers, who had 
fubmitted to and proclaimed the peace at the head of 
his troops, that he and his whole army, went over to 
thefe militant ecclefiaftics. Their plea of the breach of 
their affociation oath,* and of the failure of their com- 
miflioners to infift on the public exercife of their religi- 
on, according to their inftrudtions, was indeed plaufible ; 
but they had a much better exeufe, in the infecurity of 
that peace from the king's before-mentioned order of

The fame author adds, " now if the faid committee of treaty 
for concluding the peace, fwerved from any of the rules and 
inftruflions given them (as indeed they have done), what they 
a£ted, can no way oblige either the clergy or the people to their 
own overthrow and deftruftion. It were a hard cafe for a 
commonwealth, if perfons by her impowered with truft could 
bind it to afts prejudicial and deftru£live to their prefervation, 
intercfls, and liberty." lb. p. 60. ,. 
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the iith of Juoe to the Marquis of Ormond, to pro« 
ceed no further in it ^ and in that order's not having 
come to their knowledge, till after it was proclaimed." 
But notwithftanding this defe&ion of fome of the 
commanders, foldiers, and common people/ ^^ all the 
confederate nobility and gentry (except a very few of 
the latter) and all die old biihops and regulars, whofe 
m^Gonary powers were not fubordinate to the Nuncio's 
authority, ftill adhered to the peace, in defiance of the 
cenfures denounced againft them; ^ and the Nuncio 
himfelf, foon after, received a fevere reprimand froxn 
Rome', for having a£ted in the matter contrary to his 
inftruSions." 



CHAP. VIIL 

The Marquis of Ormond goes to Kilkenny ^ but rettims 
fuddeniy to Dublin. 

J. HE Marquis of Orrnond, having had notice of 
thefe pra&ices of the Nuncio and clergy at Waterford, 
went to Kilkenny,' " being invited thither, and in- 
formed, that his prefence would foon remove the 
caufes or fupprefs the efFeQ: of the clergy's difcontent.'* 
His lordfliip confeffes,"^ " that he was received there 
with many expreflions of joy in the people, and with

refufed admittance into Clonmell, and befides, inform- 
ed that General O'Nial, leading an army of Ulfter;. 
men, was invited and drawn towards Kilkenny, to 
hinder his retreat, and cut off the guards he had brought 
with him, he haftily returned to Dublin, full of indig* 
nation, and refentment at this inftancc of treafon, 
perfidy and ingratitude." 

Such was the Marquis of Ormond's declared fenfe 
of this matter, which has been generally adopted by 
all our hiftorians. I ihall, however, take the liberty 
to examine, whether the information his excellency 
fpeaks of was grounded on faft ; or whether it was 
not rather contrived, or at leaft, countenanced by 
bimfelf, in order to juftifjr a defign, which he then 
entertained of renewing his treaty with the Scots in 
Ulfter ; and with their now only acknowledged maf- 
ters, the rebels in the Englifli parliament. 

Whatever feults General O'Nial might have had^ 
ingratitude and perfidy were not, certainly <rf 
the number/ Mr. Carte himfelf, one of his accu- 
iers on this occafion, informs us, in relation to a 
tranfeftion fubfequent to this,^ " that the Marquis of 
Ormond had a very advantageous opinion, as well of 
his honour, conftancy and good fenfe, as of his mili- 
tary ikill ; from which, he propofed as much advan- 
tage to the king's affairs, as he did from the force of

His excellency knew that 0*Nial had publicly re- 
ceded the peace, and was dill in hoftility againft him ; 
fo that, fuppofing the information true, and that he 
really deiigned to cut off his retreat to Dublin, fuch a 
defign could not be properly deemed perfidious ; or, 
indeed, fo diflionourable, in any refped, . as thofe fre- 
quent afts of rapine and cruelty, committed on the 
confederate party by forces under his lordfhip's obedi- 
ence, during the ceffation ; ^ which afts inftead of being 
punilhed or reftrained, were conftjintly connived at, if 
not encouraged, by his lordfhip and the council : a 
proceeding very different from that of the general 
affembly of the confederate .catholics, with regard to 
O'Nial ; whom, on account of his oppofition to the 
peace while it was iifagitation, they neglected in their 
appointment of generals after its conclufion. And re- 
fentment of that negleft was thought to have been the 
chief caufe of his hoftile and too fuccefsful endeavours, 
to fruftrate all their fubfequent undertakings for the 
fettlement of the kingdom. 

Under colour of juft indignation at O^Nial's fuppof- 
ed defign, the Marquis of Ormond, in concert with 
the council, (foon after his return * to Dublin from 
Kilkenny,) addreffed the Britifli parliament, and re- 
newed his treaty with the Scots in Ulfter, with compli- 
ments to thefe latter, which, whether fincere, or not, 
reflefted no fmall diflionour on his excellency.* " There

now goes," fays he, in a letter to Sir James Montgo- 
mery, September the i8th, " from me and the coun- 
cil, a difpatch to the old and new Scots, and Britifli 
ofBcers (in Ulfter), acquainting them, that for the pre- 
fervation of the kingdom to the crown of England, we 
have made an addrefs to the parliament,^ -and defiring 
in the mean time, there might be betwixt us here, fuch 
a correfpondence as befits men that are certainly of 
one mind, however through the diftemper of the times 
we may have differed in our ways/* 



CHAP. IX. 

^he Marquis of Ormond purfues his treaty with the 
covenanters iw Ulfter. 

In vain did his excellency's noble friends, the Lords 
Clanrickard and.Digby, affure him, on this occafion,' 
*' that they ftill found the generality of the Irifli nobili- 
ty and gentry, and others of inferior rank, very well 
difpofed to peace ; that General Prefton, and his offi- 
ce^ were ftill well inclined ; that Prefton's compli- 
ance with the Nuncio was only to preferve himfelf, and 
to get fuch a body together as might make him as confi- 
derable as .O'Nial ; that this body, confifting of all thofe 
forces which the Marquis had moft reafon to hope 
well of, if he might have but private fatisfadion for

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the fecurity of religion, fo £ir as he did underftand it 
to be fecured by the articles of the peace, but found it 
indeed not to be, he would join heartily with his excel- 
lency/' Thefe remonftrances, I fay, made no change 
in the marquis and council's fettled purpofe to profe- 
cute their treaty of alliance with his majefty's declared 
enemies in both kingdoms.^ 

As the biihops ami clergy aflembled at Waterford, 
found themfelves fufpeded of having put CNial on 
the fuppofed defign of cutting oflF his excellency's re- 
treat to Dublin, one of their body thought it incum- 
bent upon him to wipe away that afperfion,* ** by pro- 
tefting folemnly, bdbre God and his angels, that tbey 
were utter ftrangers to any fuch defign ; and that they 
neither knew nor expeded that his excellency would 
have fo fuddenly returned to Dublin/' And General

In another letter Ormond tells Digby on this occafion, «* you 
know I cannot clofe with the Irifh, or any party of them, till 
there be an end of the treaty with the parliament, though to 
keep off the prefent danger, I may difcourfe with them.*' Id. 
ib. fol. 513. The Nuncio's party were then going to befiege 
Dublin. 
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Prefton affured the Earl of Clanrickard,' " that (in- 
ftead of the Nuncio and clergy's having given encou- 
ragement to 0*Niars advance) he himfelf had been 
the bearer of two different orders from them, upoii 
notice of his advancing with his army, to oblige him 
to retire. But that CrNlaPs anfwc)f was, " that the 
Nuncio was but a young foldier, and that, for his 
part, he mud and would go, where his army iiiigi^ 
be kept together and provided for/* 

General Prefton himfelf, was not altogether unfu£> 
peded by the niarquis, of having confpixed . witsh the 
Nuncio and clergy^ in the defign of intercepting hiiii« 
His excellency, however, even in his hafty retreat to 
Dublin, met with fufficient reafon to acquit fadm of 
any fuck defign ;^ ^^ for, having difpatehed Major €re* 
neral Sir Francis WiUoughby^r with a confiderabld 
party^ to prepare his way, the major general under* 
ftood, when he came to LeighUn-bridge, diat Colond 
Bagnal, under General Prefton's command, was pc^^ 
ed in the fort there, with an hundred men ; and aa 
he was to pafs by that fort^ he fent two officers to Bag* 
nal, to know whether he might expe& him as a friead 
or an enemy. Colonel Bagnal ret^rned a very civil 
anfwer, that the pailage over the bri^e ihould be of&Bk^ 
and that he might command any accommodation dho 
caftle could afford. The major general found it fo at 
his coming, and marching over the bridge, rendesSvouf- 
ed his men in the plain field, where he refted till 
Lieutenant-Colonel Flower joined him in the etenifig^ 
with the lord lieuteaaat's own regimeaL"

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CHAP. X. 

A new general qffembly and council. 

In the mean time, the Nuncio's party increafed daily, 
and his oppofition to the peace in proportion ; info- 
much, that, after having formed a new general 
affembly of fuch perfons, ecclefiaftics and others, as 
he knew to be moft attached to him, he caufed 
feveral eminent members of the former affembly, 
who had been aftive in concluding the peace, to be 
imprifoned in the cattle of Kilkenny. Ainong thefe,' 
were Lord Mountgarret, with his two fons, and all the 
members of the fupreme council, except Phmket and 
Darcy. Sir Robert Talbot, Sir Pierce Crolby, Dr. 
Fennel, Colonels Bagnal and Wale, with feveral others, 
underweiit the fame fate.* This affembly affumed the 
entire government to themfdves ; and by a folemn 
decree, on the 26th of September, appointed a new 
fupreme council^ confifting of four bifhops and eight 
laymen, commanding all the generals to be fubjeft to 
th^ir orders. The Nuncio took upon him to be pre- 
fident of this council. 

It is, neverthelefs, certain, that the Irifli clergy did 
not by thefe rafh proceedings, deviate in the main, 
from their real and fixed feritiments of duty and alle- 
giance to the king. This appears from a letter of the 
Nuncio's to Cardinal Pamphilio, wherein he tells him,' 
*^ that the oath of allegiance was fworn by all the 
bifliops without any fcruple, and that it was fo tho- 
roughly rooted in the minds of all the Irifh, even the 
clergy, that if he had in the leaft oppofed it, he would 
prefently have been fufpefted of having other views be- 
fides thofe of a mere Nunciature ; which, without any

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fuch handle, (adds he) have been already charged upon 
me by the difaflfeaed." * 

Yet, even in this new-modelled confederacy, there 
wanted not fome ftrenuous advocates for the obferv- 
ance of the late peace. Part of thofe juft and honeft 
reafons produced by Colonel Walter Bagnal, in fupport 
of it, at one of their meetings, I fliall here tranfcribe 
from Mr, Belling, who was prefent. 

" I appeal,** faid he, " to the confciences of all 
that hear me, if when we were firft compelled (for 
compelled we were) to take arms for the fafety of our- 
lives and fortunes, and for the defence of our religion, 
and our king*s rights ; and when his majefty had 
power to difpute his caufe, with probability of fuccefs, 
againft his rebel fubjefts of England ; if, I fay, we 
had been then oflFered lefs advantageous conditions, 
than thofe granted by the late peace, whether we 

fhould

" What was the progrefs," fays my author, " of this corref- 
pondence between the king and the earl, does not appear ; but 
It is certain, he was fo ftriSly guarded, that he never found an 
opportunity of efcaping to Ireland to his lordfhip and the 
Nuncio." Id. ib. p- 251. 
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Aottid not have accepted them, with a thankful fub* 
miffion to his majefty's gracious pleafure ? And truly, 
I cannot fee that improvement in our condition, if we 
prudently weigh all circumflances, which fhould make 
ns now lefs willing to acquiefce. We have plenty of 
arms, you will fay, which we then wanted ; our armies 
are formed, and our affairs directed by a conflant 
way of government. Certainly, it cannot be denied, 
if we make the comparifon only between us and our- 
felves, without having a profpeft on our enemy, and 
upon the change of his condition, between the then 
tumults, and now confederate catholics, that we have 
manifold advantages which we then wanted. But 
when we confider likewife, that the party in the parlia- 
ment of England, which had vowed the extirpation of 
our religion, and was then feconded but by the con- 
fufed clamours of the multitude in London, hath ar- 
mies at prefent, and the royal fleet at their command ; 
and that of the two contending parties, whofe conflid 
and hoflility againit each other gave us refoite to ad- 
vance thus far in our work, that party is likely to pre- 
vail, which threatens our deftru^lionj when, I fay, 
we fhall maturely weigh this change to the better in 
our enemiesy we cannot be fo partial to f^Lfffelves, as 
to think our prefent eftate fo much improred beyond 
theirs, that we fhould now rejeft thofe concfitiom, 
which we would have chearfuHy embraced at fifft. 
And it is very manifeft, that if we would have inclined 
to fach refolutipns, at a time when our king was in a 
fituatien to keep the parliament forces empkyfed, and 
fo (o divert this florm from fallmg on us^ both re- 
gard to cmt own mtereflr, and dutiful ctmrpaffion of 
OUT fovereign's prefent condition, ought now, m alt 
reafon, to move us, by endeavouring to relieve his 
majefty from his heavy preflures, to lay everlafiing eh* 
U^tions oi gratitude upon Um > aiitd, by affiftiog im 
party in England, to lift up a fhield for our own de« 
fence ; which can nd otherwife be done than by accept- 
ing this peace, concluded and publifhed by authority of 
the kingdom} and by avoiding thofe fevefe pumfh- 

ment$ 
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ments, which never fail to attend the breach of public 
faith.'' 

Afterwards, addrefling his fpeech to the bifliops there 
prefcnt, " My lords," proceeds he, " there was a 
time, when our anceftors, at the peril of their fortunes, 
and with the danger of their perfons, fheltered fome of 
you, and your predeceffors, from the feverity of the 
laws y they were no niggardly Iharers with you in your 
wants ; and it cannot be faid, that the fplendor of your 
prefent condition hath now added any thing to the fin- 
cere and filial reverence, which was then paid you. 
We, their pofterity, have with our blood, and at the 
expence of our fortunes, aflferted this advantage, which 
you have now over them, have redeemed the exercife 
of your functions from the penalties of the law, and 
your perfons from the perfecution to which they 
were fubjeft. We are upon the brink of a formidable 
precipice, reach forth your hands to pull us back; 
your zeal for the houfe of God will be thought no 
way lefs fervent, that you have prefervcd the Irifli 
nation ; refcue us, we befeech you, from thefe immi- 
nent miferies that vifibly environ us. Grant fomewhat 
to the memory of our fore-fathers, and to the affeftioa 
we bear you ourfelves. Let a requeft find favour with 
you, made to prevent the violation of public faith, and 
to keep the devouring fword from the throats of our 
wives and children.'* ^ 

Mr. Belling informs us,* " that this fpeech moved 
compaiiion in fome of the bifliops ; but that a refolu- 
tion taken in their fynodical congregation was held 
too facred to be revoked or changed, upon any confi- 
deration."

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CHAP. XL 

The Nuncio^ 0*Nialy and Preften^ advance towards 
Dublin with a con/iderable army. 

1 HE Nuncio^'s confederacy, though much elated 
with their newly acquired power, were fuddenly 
alarmed, by certain and undoubted intelligence of the 
Marquis of Ormondes having advanced fo far in his 
treaty with the Englifh parliament, that commiflioners 
were appointed to pafs over to Ireland on that occafion, 
and orders iffued for two thoufand foot, and three 
hiindred horfe, to be tranfported from Ctiefter to 
Dublin. This intelligence made the new confederates 
imagine, that his excellency was no longer entitled to 
their obedience j they now confidering him in the fame 
hoftile light with thofe declared enemies of his ma- 
jefty, whofe alliance and affiftance againft them he 
was then foHciting- Purfuant to this idea, they una- 
nimoufly refohred, to march their whole army to Dub- 
lin, in order to prevent its being delivered up to the 
Englifh parliament.* Accordingly, about the latter 

end

end of Oftober, 1646, the two generals, O'Nial and 
Prefton, fet.out, at the head of fixteen thoufand foot, 
and fixteen hundred horfe, together with the Nuncio 
and new fupreme council, towards that capital ; and, 
on the 2d of the following month, they fent the Mar- 
quis of Ormond certain propofitions, which, in efFeft,' 
contained the fame demands that they had all along 
made, and the king was willing to grant them, but 
which his excellency had ftill obftinately refufed. 

The Marquis of Ormond was, at this time, ill pro- 
vided with the means of defence, againft fo numerous 
and powerful an army. There was great fcarcity of 
vifluals in the city, and not more than fourteen bar- 
rels of powder in the (lores ;** yet relying on the hopes 
of affiftance from the Etiglifli parliament, he rejefted 
the confederates propofitions, with derifion and dif- 
dain. At the fame time, he privately folicited the aid 
of the covenanters in Ulfter,* with previous offers to 
them of thofe very terms which he now refufed to the 
confederates, namely, the free exercife of their reli- 
gion, and the reception of their forces into his garri- 
fons ; and not having then prevailed, he afterwards, 
of his own accord, as we Ihall prefently fee, furrender- 
ed the royal authority to their mafters, the independents 
in the Britifli parliament, to the ruin of the king, and 
of the eftablifhed religion and government in both 
kingdoms. 1

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CHAP. XII. 

The fentiments of the catholic clergy of Dublin on this 
• occafion. 

Jl5uT his excellency and the council, being douht- 
ful,' how the catholics of Dublin, who were by far 
the greateft part of its inhabitants, would behave, in 
cafe that citv was affaulted by fo great an army, fight- 
ing under the title of fo fpecious a caufe, and under 
the authority of fo extraordinary a minifter of the 
apoftolic fee, ordered the following queftions to be 
propofed to fuch of the catholic clergy as then refided 
there. 

I ft, " If the Pope's Nuncio, and the reft of the 
Roman catholic clergy in a fynod, fhould excommu- 
nicate thofe who acUiered.to the peace lately made, 
whether fuch an excommunication would be in itfelf 
void, or fufficiently grounded on the doftrinc of the 
church of Rome ? 

2dly, " In cafe this city fhall be befieged or affault- 
ed, by the advice, confent, direftion, or command of 
the faid Nuncio or clergy, or both of them, whether, 
in fuch cafe, are the Roman catholics of this kingdom 
obliged, in confcience, to refift fuch fiege or affault, 
with the peril of their lives and fortunes ?'* 

To the above queftions the undernamed Roman 
catholic clergy of Dublin, in obedience to 'his excel- 
lency's and the council's commands,, with all humility, 
returned the following anfwers. 

To the firft queftion, " We conceive, and hold for 
void, and in no wife grounded on the doftrine of the 
Roman catholic church, any excommunication that hath 
no other ground, but the adhering to the peace lately 
concluded, or to any other point of true and cordial 
loyalty to our gracious fovereign King Charles." 

To

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To the fecond, "As we really, in our hearts and 
confciences, hold our fovereign lord king Charles, to 
be true and lawful king of this city, and kingdom of 
Ireland, and of all others his majefty's dominions ; fo 
we do conceive, that the Roman catholics of this 
kingdom, in cafe of ^ fiege or aflault made, or intended, 
for the taking of this city from our (aid fovereign the 
king, or from any deriving lawful authority from him, 
and holding it for him, are obliged in confcience to 
refill, with the perH of their lives and fortunes. Thi« 
being our anfwer, we thereunto put our hands,^

CHAP. XIII. . 

The Marquis of Ormond proceeds in his treaty with 
the parliament. 

vJn the 14th of November 1646,' commiffioners 
from the Englifli parliament arrived m\ Dublin, with 
men, ammunition, and provifions of all kinds ; who 
feeing the weaknefs of the place, and knowing his 
excellency ftood in need of every thing neceffary for 
its defence, made no doubt of his receiving the fup- 
plies they had brought upon any terms. The lord 
lieutenant expefted the commiffioners had brought 
fpecific anfwers to the propofitions,* which he had fent

3d, ** That he will not, upon any command, or by virtue of 
any power or authority whatfocver, enter into any tseaty with 
the faid Irifh rebels, or conclude any peace or ceiTation with 
them, without the confent and exprefs command of the king 
and parliament of England." A favourite expreflion, at that 
time, with thofe who in the king's name fought againft his per- 
fon. 

4th, ** He will engage himfelf to the true performance of all 
thefe things, by oath, or any other means that can be propofed 
to a man of honour and confcience. 

« Sept. 26th, 1646. O R M O N D."

" On the loth of March, 1646, the Marquis of Ormond 
was fupplied from the parliament (hips, in the bay of Dublin, 
with 20 barrels of gunpowder, by the permiffion of Lord Lifle, 
the*parliament's lord lieutenapt." Ib. p. 220, 
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their inftruftions confined them to treat only for the 
fword and garrifons^ for which they offered to take 
the proteftants of Ireland under their proteftion, on 
condition of their fubmitting to the ordinances of 
parliament,* But no proteftant/* continues Mr. Carte, 
''' that would not renounce his allegiance to the king, 
could depend upon that, protedlion for his ffpcurity." 
His lordfhip, on his part, propofed, until their inftruc- 
tions from the parliament could be enlarged, to diftri- 
bute their forces into his garrifons, if they would 
fubmit to his orders, and to martial law, and if they 
would lend him three- thoufand pounds to- fupport the 
army ; but thefe propofals were refufed. So refolving 
to break off the treaty, his excellency told them, that 
he could not, confiflent with his duty, part with fo 
great a truft, without his majeft/s command, and 
alkcd them, whether they could produce it ? But the 
commiffioners wondering, with good reafon, that he 
fhould expeft any fuch. authority from them, embarked 
on board their (hips, with all their men, whom they 
carried into Ulfter.** 



CHAP. XIV. 

Clanrickarffs engagement with 'PreJioUf 

1 HE Marquis of Ormond, with a view of gain- 
ing time to better his conditions . with the Englifti 
parliament, to prevail with the* Scots in Ulfter to 
march to his afliftance, and to avert the impending 
dorm from Dublin, fent the Lords Clanrickard 
and Digby to Leixflip, where, agreeably, as they 
thought, to his excellency's fentiments, they entered 
into a private engagement * with General Preftpn and

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his officers, ** that,' upon their fubmitting to the peace, 
fufficient fecurity fliould be given to the Roman catho- 
Ics, for the free exercife of their religion ; that part of 
Piefton's army (hould be admitted into the king's gar- 
rilons ; that the Marquis of Ormond (hould obey his 
majefty's free commands, the queen's, and thofe of the 
Prince of Wales, and Lord Digby*s fignification of 
them ; and that his excellency (hould not, for the fu- 
ture, obey fuch commands, to the prejudice of what 
was undertaken, as (hould be procured by the advan- 
tage of his majefty's want of freedom/* 

But this hot being confented to, or rather being 
peremptorily * refufed by his excellency, Lord Digby 
wrote to him on the 1 8th of November, ** that the 
utmoft that was expefted by Prefton and his officers 
was, a declaration from his excellency to the following 
efFeft, which being granted, they would immediately 
fubmit to the peace, viz/ " that whereas it is well 
known, even by his majefty*s printed letters,** that his 
majefty's gracious intentions, were to fecure his catholic 
fubjefts of this kingdom in the free exercife of their 
religion, by the repeal of the penalties of the laws 
againft them ; which in the laft articles of the peace was 
left out, by the fubtilty of fome of their own party, 
who intended to found this late mifchief upon it : that 
it was far from his majefly's or ^xcelleilcy's inten- 
tion, to take advantage of that omiffion ; but that 
they may relt as fecure of his majefty's favour, in the 
repeal of the faid penalties, as if it had been pofitively 
expr^ffed in the articles/*

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The marquis of Ormond having in his anfwer to 
this letter, given a pofitive denial ♦ to every part both 
of the above-mentioned engagement and this declarati- 
on, not without fome indecent refleftions on General 
Prefton and his officers, who had already figned the en- 
gagement,'' and expefted nothing but his excellency's 
commands, to profecute, in aftion, what they had 
thereby promifed. Lord Digby replied,^ " that he 
could not cpnfider thefe anfwers of his excellency, 
without fuch an heart-breaking amazement as render- 
ed him almofl unable to make any reply." He, howe- 
ver, reminded him, as did Clanrickard alfo,'' " that 
they had entered into that engagement with General 
Prefton,"* not without fufficient grounds given them by 
himfelf ; that by fuch variance of his excellency, or 
miftake of their own, not only the bufinefs, wherein 
they had laboured all that time, fo effential to his ma- 
jefty's prefent fervice, and all his future hopes, but the 
honour and perfonal fafety of his faithful fervants, was 
upon the point of being made abfolutely defperate/* 

As for the admiffion of Prefton*s forces into his ex- 
cellency's garrifons, which was the article chiefly ob- 
jefted to. Lord Digby declared, in his own and 
Clanrickard's name,' that, " upon a full examination 
of the whole proceedings of Prefton and his army, they 
were moft confident, that upon this engagement of 
theirs, they deferved to be trufted, as having originally

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never had any intention of hoftility againft his excel- 
lency ; but, on the contrary, that they had purpofely 
delayed and kept oflF from him the mifchief, that 
would otherwife long before have overwhelmed him. 
That if his excellency had expreflfed a confidence even 
in words, without engagement, he might have em- 
ployed Prefton's forces inftantly, upon what other de- 
fign he thought beft ; and have deferred the admitting 
any of them into his garrifons, until their fervice againft 
the Nuncio's party, had confirmed his confidence in 
them. In (hort, ttiat he could not, but with aftonifh- 
ment, receive the ftrange inveftive againfl them in his 
excellency's letter ; wherein," adds his lordfhip, '* all 
the reafon of your diilike to the whole bufinefs feems to 
be founded." 



CHAP. XV. 

Ormond confents to the engagement. 

X HE Marquis of Ormond, thus warmly and fre- 
quently importuned, and, perhaps, afhamed totally to 
rejeft an expedient, firft moved by himfelf, condefcend- 
ed at laft to write ' two letters ; one to General Pref- 
ton ratifying and confirming the engagement made by 
him with Clanrickard ; and the other to Clanrickard 
himfelf, which was to be fhewn to Preflon's officers, and 
contained likewife his excellency's agreement to the 
engagement now mentioned, with fome flattering 
expreffions of his confidence in the valour and fidelity 
of thefe officers.*

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Soon after this, Ormond and Digby found means to 
inform the king of the conclufion of this engagement 
with General Prefton, and of the breaking off of the 
late treaty with the Englifh parliament. On which 
occafion his majefty fent his excellency the following 
letter, of the 27th of December. 

" Ormond,* 

*' This is chiefly to confirm that which I wrote to 
you the 5th of this month,* whereby I approved of 
what you have done, both concerning your London* 
treaty, and that with General Prefton j fhewing you, 
alfo, the great neceflity of my aflFairs, that you Ihould 
repiece the peace with the Irifh.*' 

But the Marquis of Ormond, inftead of endeavour- 
ing to repiece his peace with the Irifti (by which the 
Nuncio's and O'Nial's party only can be underftood, 
becaufe they alone were then unengaged) foon 
found a plaufible pretence for breaking his engage- 
ment with Prefton himfelf. We have already feen, that 
his obftinate refufal of the free exercife of religion to 
the confederates, was what principally delayed the con- 
clufion

fent unto the fame : the other, that the king was in the hands 
of th^ Scots, who were not like to approve thai peace had been 
made, all of that nation in Ulfter rcfufmg to fubmit to it 5 and 
if they fliould be able to procure any order from his majefty to 
difavow it, the lord lieutenant would undoubtedly obey it." Borl.

clufion of the peace, until it became both ufelefs to 
his majefly, and infecure to them. The cafe was much 
the fame, with refpeft to his engagement with General 
Prcfton ; his delay and unwillingnefs to ratify that 
engagement ; Prefton's knowledge, perhaps, that he 
was ftill carrying on his treaty with *' thofe traitors of 
the covenant,** die Scots in Ulfter ; "" but above all, 
his not having received any of Prefton's forces into 
his garrifons as he promifed he would,** caufed that ge- 
neral to fufped the fmcerity of his profeflions of truft 
and confidence in him and his officers. Thefe motives 
coinciding with the Nuncio's threatened cenfure, of 
which he was too fcrupulouily fearful, made him relapfe, 
in ihew at leait, to his former connexion with that 
dogmatical ecclefiaftic. He, however, immediately 
apprifed the Marquis of Ormond of this change in his 

refolution, 

• Ormond himfelf confeffed, that he was negociating with 
the Scots in Ulfter at the very ttmc he was drawing out his forces 
to join General Prefton, purfuant to this engagement. Sec 
Cart. Orm. vol. iii. fol. 569. And in fad, this whole treaty 
with Prefton on the part of Ormond, feems to have been a 
mere deluiion ; for on the loth of November, 1646, on Dig- 
by's prefRng him to conclude it, he excufes himfelf by faying, 
** You know I cannot clofe with the Irifti or any party of them, 
till there be an end of the treaty with the parliament, though to 
keep off the prefent danger I may difcourfe with theV^ Id. ib.

Yet in his private treaty with thefe traitors of the covenant, 
he offered to receive part of their forces into Drogheda, with 
an affurance, that there, or " wherefoeveV they ihoold chufe to 
be, they (hould be admitted to ufe their own form of fervice, 
and have their own minifters and a church affigned to them, 
faving the incumbent his right.'* Selling's MSS.

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refolution,^ by feveral letters and meffages/ *' left his 
excellency (as he told him), who was then on his march 
to join him, might, by advancing too far, expofe him- 
felf to fome infult from the Nuncio's party/* On this 
occafion, he affured his excellency,* " that he would 
not have failed to meet him, according to their appoint-^ 
ment, but that his commanders, and the reft in gene- 
ral, were wholly withdrawn from their firft refolution ; 
that, however, he had caufed notice to be given to his 
excellency in a fecond letter, two hours after the former, 
by an exprefs meffenger, that his excellency might not 
advance further, on doubtful uncertainties ; whereby 
(adds he) your excellency ijiay perceive, how right my, 
intentions have ever been, and how ftudious I was to 
give you the means of avoiding inconvenience, by that 
intelligence." And indeed, of the reftitude of his in- 
tentions, and of his fincere and zealous attachment to 
his majefty's fervice, he foon after gave unqueftionable, 
but melancholy proof. For the Marquis of Ormond, 
having (as we mall prefently fee) fhamefully furrendered 
his out-garrifons to the parliament commiffioners, be- 
gan to repent of what he had done ; and, in concert 
with Lord Digby, entered into a new, but fecret treaty 
with the confederates, in order, by their afliftance, to 
recover the poffeflion of them ; to which the confede- 
rates having readily agreed,' " difpatched immediate 
orders to General Prefton, to march his whole army, 
confifting of between feven and eight thoufand men, 
into the Englifli quarters ; which he accordingly did,

CHAP. XVL 
Ormond refumes his treaty with the Englijh parliament. 

XL I S excellency either was, or affefted to be, fo 
much provoked by Prefton's feeming tergiverfation 
(for Lord Digby ' was confident it was not real), " that * 
he publicly refumed his treaty with the Englifh parlia- 
ment, (notwithftanding the king's late order forbidding 
him to fubmit to them '' on any terms,") oflFering to

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put his majefty's garrifons into their hands, upon the 
fame conditions they had formerly propofed ; which/* 
as we have already obferved from Mr. Carte, ** no pro- 
teftant could accept without forfeiting his allegiance." 
And in order to induce them, for the prefent, to give 
him the command of fome of their men, provifions, 
and ammunition in. Ulfter, till they could fend him 
more, he promifed to deliver hoftages for the perfor- 
mance of what he had undertaken ; and ' accordingly, 
on the 1 6th of March, 1646, he fent over as fuch, the 
Earl of Rofcoinmon, Colonel Chichefter, Sir James 
Ware, and Sir Richard Butler, afterwards Earl of 
Arran, one of his own fons. 

Soon after this, Mr. Leyburne, under the aflumed 
name ,of * Winter Grant, arrived in Ireland, with let- 
ters from the queen and prince, to the lord lieutenant. 
•* After I had delivered (fays that * gentleman) fuch 
letters as I had for the Marquis of Ormond, I faid, I 
was fure they expreffed civilities from the queen and 
prince, much better than I could ; that, by my in- 
ftruftions, when decyphered, his lordlhip would find 
the confidence her majefty and the prince had in him j 
which was fo great as no reports could fhake, though 
we had, weekly, news of treaties with the parliament, 
for delivering up thofe places which were under his 
command. To which his lordihip replied, " that con- 
fidence Ihall never deceive them;** and added, "that 
he, who had ventured himfelf, his wife, and all his 
children in the king's f6rvice, would make no fcruple 
of venturing or calling away one fon,** when there

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fhould be caufe. Yet, that if there fhould be a necef- 
(ity, he would rather give up thofe places under his . 
command to the EnglUh, than to the Iriill rebels ; of 
which opinion, he thought every good Engliihman 
was/* (To this, adds Mr. Leyburne,) I anfwered no- 
thing.'* 

His excellency had * then with hitn in the city, two 
thoufand of the parliament forces, and expe£):ed many 
more in a few weeks. But his ceflation with the con- 
federates being now to expire in three days, he endea- 
voured to renew it for three weeks longer ; within 
which time, he had good reafon to exped, that the 
remainder of his fupplies from the parliament would 
arrive. Mr. Leybume,"* whom he employed to go on 
that occafion to Kilkenny, ** defired to know from his 
excellency, what he fhould fay, in cafe the confederates 
fhould objed, that his lordfhip propofed fo fhon a cef- 
fation only that he might gain time to receive more 
forces from the parliament ? To which he was anfwer- 
ed, that he fhould receive orders for that on the way, 
if, on coniideration, there was caufe.** Accordingly, 
the next day a pofl overtook him with a letter from the 
lord lieutenant, in which he gave him power, *' to un- 
dertake to the confederates, that if a cefTation fhould be 
agreed upon, he would not receive into the garrifons 
under his command, forces from the parliament, during 
three weeks ; but Mr. Leybume was to ufe his utni;oft 
endeavours^ to procure a ceffatioii without that conditi- 
on ; or at leafl, that it fhould Be kept private ; which 
lafl he was to engage them in, before he confented to 
the faid condition.** 

But the general affembly, having pregnant caufes of 
fear, that his excellency fought that fhort celEtion "^ only

But he abfolutfely refufed to- accept 
of aceffation for any longer term than three- ^eeks.- 
His reafonsfor rejeftingtheoffer of.afix months ceflati- 
on evidently was, that all hopes of agreeing -widi the 
parliament would have been thereby defeat^,- - 



CHAP. XVII. 

Ormond delivers up the hinges auihcrity to the EngUjh 
parliament. 

U PON the hoftages * before-mentioned having been 
received in England, :one thoufand Englif^fodt; and 
four hundred horfe, were ordered to march cm. of 
Ulfter to Dublin ; and on the 7 th of June folio wirtg^ the 
parliament commiffioners arriving , with fix . hundred 
horfe, and fourteen hundred .foot more, the treaty 
between them, and the Marquis of Ormond,* '^ was 
concluded, and * figned on the 19th of that nionth ; by 
which his excellency was to quit the fword, on the 
Voj.. L C c . . 28th

government to the parliament ; that he came to ac- 
quaint his lordfliip, that himfelf was entrufted with 
the king's fword of the city, and that he would not 
refigtt it to rebels. Whereupon, my Lord of OrmomI 
gave him fome check, and ordered him to wiAdraw ; 
but upon further confideration, his lordfliip and the 
council thought fit to call him in again, and to commend 
him for the refolution he had Ihewn in maintaining his 
majefty*s authority ; and withal read the letter from 
bis majefty, requiring the lord lieutenant to deKver up 
the fword to the commiffioners impowered by the par- 
liament of England ; whereupon, he faid he would 
fubmit.*' * This was a fliameful impofition on the ho- 
ned lord mayor, and could bie no other than the letter 
of the I ith of Juncj^ the preceding year, extorted from 
the king by the Scots, when he was their prifoner, and 
^rbidding the marquis of Ormond to proceed m the 
peace wit^ the confed^ates, as we fball hereafter fee.

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The marqu^ through this whjole tranfaftjon with the 
Englifh parliament, was fufBcietitfy careful of his cnarm 
private conoerns ; having ffliipulated, that a large fum 
jof money ihould be paid hi^n on the coiichifion of it ^ 
and ^ that his eftate (which was heavily incumbigred 
at the b^inning of the infurreftioii) " fliould not be 
fubjeft to any debts contrafted before that time.'^ Btot 
there appeai^$ no reafon to believe, that he was equally, 
or at all, anxious 19 this agreement, for the interefts 
or prefervadon of that church and government, for 
whofe fupport and dignity, in all his negociations with 
the confederates, he had aifeded to be thought U> fcnu 
puloufty zealous. For* on the 24th of June, 1647, five 
days after the treaty with the parliament was figned, 
and a month before he delivered up die fword, he fufc 
fered the parliament commiffioaiers to publiih an order, 
requiring aft mimfters of congregations, and otfeers 
officiating in the leveral churches ai^l chapels in Dub^ 
lin, toobfcrvethedireftory, andfor the diifcontinuaiDee 
of the liturgy and common prayer ; although the afl 
of uniformity was fiill in fbi^ce in^ Ireland, and not fo 
much as fu^nded by any order of either, or both 
houfes of parliament. Accordingly, the eftablzibed 
clergy ceafcd to officiate, and the liturgy was left off 
in all the churches of the city, except that of Trinity^ 
college, where Anthofiy Martin, biftiop of Meath, and 
provoflr of that college, continued to ufe it." 

Thefe confequences, the Marquis of Ormond muft 
have certainly forefeen ; becaufc^ one of his firft pro- 
pofitions to. the Englifh parliament, (which were rejeft- 
ed) was,^ *' that the covenant fhould not be impoled, 
nor the Kturgy fupprefled at prefent 5, Left it (hould di- 
vide the proteftants, and hinder their joint profecuti- 
on of the war (againft the Irifh).a«d that nothing fliould 
be done in relation to either, but by act of paffliameat/* 
Now, even fuppofing this propofition had been granted, 
what elfe could his lord&ip have expcfted, from an 
a£k of either the Iriflx or EnglHh parliament, at that 
junfture, but a more certain amd rigorous irapofition of

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the covenant, and fuppreffibn of the liturgy and com- 
mon prayer in both kingdoms ? ^ 

Both houfes of the Irifh parliament, then fitting, 
had, with great folemnity, prefented an addrefs of thanks 
to Ws excellency, on occafion of this treaty with the 
Englifli rebels. In that addrefs, they fet forth, " that * 
his proceedings therein, being fuch a free earned of his 
excellency's love to their religion, nation, and both 
houfes, did incite them to come unto him with hearts 
filled with his love, and tongues declaring how much 
they were ol)liged to his excellency. And that in or- 
der to perpetuate unto pofterity, the memory of his 
excellency's merits, and their thankfulnefs, they had ap- 
pointed that inflrument to be entered into both houfes, 
and under the hands of both fpeakers, to be prefented 
to his lordfliip.'* To which addrefs, his lordfhip po- 
litely anfwered,' " that this acknowledgment of theirs 
was unto him a ^ jewel of very great value, which he 
fhould lay up among his choiceft treafures ; it being an 
antidote againft the virulency of thof<? tongues and 
pens, that, he was well affured, woijd be bufily fet on 
work to traduce and blaft the integrity of his prefent 
proceeding for their prefervation.'* The reader will 
eafily perceive, that thofe,: for whofe prefervation he 
entered into meafures fo deftruftive of monarchy, and 
of the eftablifhed religion in Ireland, were generally a

Sir George Hamilton was fo far froto bringing fuch 
private orders from the king, that he did not even 
fee his majefty on that occstfioii; foi although his 
lordihip had fent him to wait on the k;ing. for fome 
fuch purpofe, yet he tells us himfelf,* "thit Sir George 
fellfick at Dundalk, and that, hearing thereof the 
refolution taken by the parliament of Scotland, and 
Uy their army, to deliver him up to the two houfes of 
parliament, he proceeded no further in his journey, but 
returned, with that iad affurance to Trim» where the 
marquis then was.^' 

To the fecond reafon afligned for thJ^ furreader, viz. 
The difcovery of a defigh of the confederate catholics at 
that junfture, to transfer theit allegiance to a foreign 
ptiii6i» Their anfwer always was, that they never en- 
tertsfitted ftich a defigtt ; and that the only application 
tnad6 by them, for obtaining the aidand affiftanceof 
jmy foreign power, was fubfequent to,* and occafion- 
ed by, this furrendcr of publiri and the other gar- 
rifons, to the Englilh rebels.

Wherefore, the confede- 
rate catholics, perceiving the danger they were in, 
met in the winter of that year in a general afletnbly at 
Kilkenny, where they took into,confideration, that his 
majeliy. was in reftraint ; that al^addreffes to him were 
forbidden ; and that fome members of parliament, who 
fpoke in his favour, were expelled, 

*' In that fad extremity, there being no accefs to 
his majefty for imploring either, his juftice or mercy, 
all laws, human and divine, did allow the faid catho- 
lics to take fome other courfe, in order to their defence 
and prefenration ; not againft his facred majefty, but 
againft thofe who had laid violent hands on his perfon, 
who deficned to abolifh the royal authority, and refolv- 
ed to dellroy or extirpate the faid catholics. ; 

" Thefe catholicSj therefore, in January 1647^ did, 
in the faid aflembly, conclude, that the Marquis of 
Antrim, Lord Vifcount Mulkerry, and Geoffry Browne, 
Efq; fhould- be ' employed - into f ranee ; the Bifhqp of 

Terns and Nicholas Pliixikett, Efq; to Rome; and 
Ibme others to JSpain. Thofe Jfqit to France, were by 
their applications to the ; Prince ; of Wales and the 
<^een, to declare the ,danger 4he faid catholics appre- 
hended, and humbly tQ t)efeedti ^heip to^ find out fome 
expedient, by which thef^ dangers might; be ayerted. 
They were likewife commiffiojied,: in cafe of ahfolute 
neceflity, to implore the aid and proteOion of fome 
foreign prince ; but they were limited not to ad; any 
thinff, in order to fuch foreign ^roteftion, but by the 
direaion of thofe perfon& whp^ wjere employed to re- 
ceive his majefty's commands. Upon the faid applica- 
tion made to his majefty, through the qu^en and prince, 
the Marquis of Ormond's commjiffion yiras afterwards 
renewed, and his excellency qualified with power to 
conclude a peade with the faid catholics. Whereupon 
all further proceedings, concerning the prbtedion of 

' any foreigner, were^ ftopt, and the agents recalled ; 
neither they, nor any of them, having ever moved or 
aSed any thing further, relating to the proteQiioh. of 

.any foreign power. Thofe agents who were employed 

to 
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to Rome, did, on their return in 1648, before the 
general aflembly then fitting, give fuch an account of 
dieir negociation,** that it encouraged the affembly to 
haften the conclufion of the p«ice with the Marquis of 
Ormond, then in agitation. 

*' And the faid catholics are fo confcious to them- 
felves of >the refolution they took, from the beginning, 
to perfevere irremoveably faithful, through all extre- 
mities, to his majefty's interefts, that they are well 
afTured, though thofe who poflefs their eftates, have 
now the books of faid general affembly in their hands ; 
yet can they not make it appear, that there was any 
aftual treaty or offer for transferring the fubjediion, 
naturally due from them to his majefty's dominion 
over them, to any foreigner whatfoever, or any thing 
l^ending thereunto, but what is heire acknowledged." 

It happens unluckily for this part of Ormondes apo- 
logy, that about the time of this tranfaftion, the con- 
federate catholics gave new and fignal proofs of their 
unalterable duty and attachment to his majefty*s fer- 
vice. For upon the Nuncio's publifhing a declaration 
againft the ceffation of arms, which the affembly, in 
order to haften the intended peace, then found it ne- 
ceffary to conclude with Inchiquin, *' they appealed, 
in form,** fays Dr. Warner,** " againft that declara- 
tion, and were joined by two of their archbifhops, 
twelve bifliops, and all the fecular clergy in their dio-

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cefles ; bj all the Jefttits> Carmelttes,, and five huEi 
dred of the Francifcans. And the number ^ learning, 
seal, and diHgence of thefe religious^ in preacUng 
and other apfdications, in a great degree de£^ted the 
Nuncio's meafures, and brou^t his party into difcre- 
dit. Lord Taaffe had fo modelled his army, that all 
his officers were excommunication proof The Mar-^ 
quis of Clanrickard had a body of three thouiand men 
of the hmc temper; and if Prefton and his officers 
were not fo hardened, they were better united than 
they had been, and were refoived to carry their fcint. 
In anfwer to the Nuncio's foUcitations to ftand by hxm, 
they defired he would not trouble them widi any more 
letters, becaufe they had determined to obferve no 
orders but what came from the fupreme council, whom 
they were fwom to obey."* 

CHAP. XX. 

Ormond prepares to leave the kingdom, b prejfed by 
the confederates to remain a while in ity but refits. 

When General Prefton and his forces heard 
that the Marquis of Ormond intended to leave Ireland 
in the following week, there appeared an incredible 
conftemation among them;" infomuch, that Prefton 
fent to conjure Lord Digby, as he valued the preferva- 
tion of thofe whom he believed yet weli affected to his 
majefty, that he would afford him, and fomeAe would

tions with the parliaixient allowing hnn to (^ay fix. In^ 
which tia\€, they made Dp doubt, but Prefton's army, 
joined with that under Lord Mufkerry in Munftern 
would fp a\|re the new fupreme couptcil, as to prev^^ 
tl?;at deft?u£lion which they forefaw the nation woul^ 
undoubtedly fuffer, if th^ marquis, by leaving, ihoul^ 
bireak them ; for that they could no longer hold united^ 
than while they had their ey€$ upon his lordihip/' 

Lord Digby, from whofc letter to the Marquis of 
Ormon4 this account is tak^n, feemed to approve of 
the propofal as the befl: th^g the marquis could re^ 
folve upon, as be was then circumftaiKed,^ for hb 
own credit, " My reafons,*' fays he, '*' principally 
^e, th^t your lordiSup having been forced to an ad^ 
which, how jUfft fo^v^r, muft needs make you infinitely 
odious, you will have fo eafy a means of redeeming 
the hatred and obloquy, with all tbofe of the country 
whofe aflfeftions are to be valued ; and becaufe, if 
there were nothing elfe in the cafe, it would be worth 
your running a very great hazard, to purchafe foch 
an acknowledgment of the neceffity and juftice of 
your proceedings with the parliament, fo fubj^eft to 
calumny, as woutd, by that means, be procur:ed even 
from thofe who are likely to undergo the greateft 
ruin by it ; and whof© fecrifice, if you have not a juf- 
tification of your aftions from them, ^iH be the h^vieft 
part of the work/* ' 

But the Marquis of Ormond abfolulely declined the 
overture, " becaufe,'* as he faid,' ** he held it, by 
no means fafe.** At the fame time he told Lord Digby, 
*' that he could not conceive what ufe they could make 

of

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of his ftaying in the kingdom, which would^ while it 
feemed for their prefervation, ferve likewife for his 
deftru£tion. That, however, he cared not if it were 
known to the world, that he would ufe all his powers 
and induftry to difpofe his majefly, and all others, to 
have good thoughts of thofe he had found faithful, or 
that he believed to be rightly inclined to the Englifh 
government ; and that he would improve all opportu- 
nities of procuring advantageous conditions for them, 
according to the peace.** How diametrically oppofite 
to thefe toothing promifes, his fubfequent condud was, 
at a time when he had it abfolutely in his power to per- 
form theni, will hereafter appear. Thus the Marquis 
of Ormond, after having ftiamefully furrendered his 
high truft and dignity, left the kingdom, and went to 
England, about the end of July or beginning of 
Auguft, 1647 5 where, on his arrival at London, he 
waited on his majefty ;* but was foon after obliged to 
make a kind of efcape to France, having had notice 
fent him,* *' that a warrant was afhially iffued out to 
feize his perfon,** by thofe very men, into whofc 
hands he had juft before delivered up Ireland. But, 
in a ihort time after, we fliall find him returned to 
that kingdom, in quality of lord lieutenant.
